WORTHY  MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members,  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

The  flight  of  time  has  claimed  another  year  and  we  are  again  as- 
sembled in  annual  session.    The  year's  record  is  before  us  for  review, 
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careful  consideration  and  unbiased  judgment.  We  are  to  devise  ways 
and  means  looking  forward  to  the  waging  of  a  more  aggressive  cam- 
paign during  the  coming  year,  whereby  we  may  achieve  greater  results. 

As  we  gather  to-day  we  are  reminded  that  time  in  its  onward  flight 
has  made  some  changes.  In  looking  over  this  audience  we  note  with 
sorrow  the  absence  of  fellow-workers  with  whom  it  has  been  our  pleas- 
ure and  privilege  to  associate.  We  have  been  accustomed  to  seeing  them 
in  our  gatherings,  but  now  we  miss  their  cordial  greeting,  their  hearty 
handshake,  and  with  their  absence  comes  a  feeling  of  deep  personal  loss 
as  we  realize  that  they  have  passed  on  to  that  Home  beyond  not  made 
with  hands,  but  eternal  in  the  heavens,  never  more  to  return. 

In  our  deliberations  let  us  not  forget  the  noble  precepts  of  our 
Order,  and  in  our  dealings  with  our  fellowmen  be  honest,  be  just,  and  I 
might  add,  be  careful  in  our  criticisms  and  not  be  quick  to  pass 
judgment  on  the  conduct  of  any  of  our  members  until  we  have  in  a 
measure  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  motives  back  of  any  particular  act 
or  deed  are  not  for  the  best  interests  of  our  Order  or  for  society  in 
general.  The  mission  of  the  Grange  is  to  uplift  mankind  and  to  develop 
a  higher  standard  of  citizenship  among  ourselves.  Let  us  live  to  give 
our  fellow  men  more  kindness  and  speak  well  of  every  one  or  hesitate  be- 
fore we  speak  at  all. 

While  we  mourn  the  loss  of  former  associates  we  rejoice  at  the  in- 
coming of  and  heartily  greet  many  loyal  workers,  and  are  fully  con- 
scious that  in  the  progress  of  events  the  course  is  upward  and  onward, 
and  by  the  united  efforts  of  loyal  patrons  the  scope  and  influence  of  the 
Order  is  steadily  extending. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  meet  with  many  Pomona 
and  Subordinate  Granges  and  the  interest  manifested  at  these  meetings, 
the  many  evidences  of  harmony  and  good  fellowship,  and  last  but  not 
least,  the  kindness  and  courtesies  extended  me  have  been  truly  ap- 
preciated. 

The  Farm  Census  of  1910. 

The  place  occupied  by  agricultural  interests  in  the  country  is  daily 
claiming  more  prominence  ;  public  officials,  congressional  enactments, 
scientists,  statisticians,  and  the  public  press  in  all  of  their  utterances 
regarding  farming  are  striking  and  important  witnesses  of  the  growing 
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popularity  and  public  attention  to  this,  our  greatest  national  industry. 

Since  1839,  when  Congress  made  its  first  appropriation  for  agricul- 
tural purposes  of  $1000.00,  until  seventy  years  later,  when  the  appro- 
priation reached  the  stupendous  figures  of  $12,995,  000.00  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  presided  over  by  the  Hon.  James  Wilson  and  his 
10,000  active  employees,  agriculture  has  forged  rapidly  ahead  and  we 
must  not  be  unmindful  of  and  surely  not  ungrateful  to  the  Government 
for  the  noble  assistance  rendered  in  the  upbuilding  of  this  great  wealth 
producing  industry. 

Business  principles  demand  that  each  of  us  enter  heartily  into  the 
task  of  assisting  the  Census  Department  to  compile  accurate  data  re- 
garding farm  property,  both  real  estate  and  personal  property,  and  to 
this  end  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  we  take  an  inventory  of  our 
farm  possessions  so  that  when  approached  by  the  enumerator  next  April 
we  can  talk  to  him  intelligently  about  : 

1.  Total  value  of  farm,  with  all  buildings  and  improvements. 

2.  Value  of  all  buildings. 

3.  Value  of  all  implements  and  machinery,  including  tools,  wagons, 
carriages,  harnesses,  etc.,  and  all  appliances  and  apparatus  used  in  farm- 
ing operations. 

4.  Number  and  value  of  domestic  animals,  classified  as  follows  : 

Cattle— 

A.  Born  before  January  1,  1909  : 
Cows  and  heifers  kept  for  milk. 
Cows  and  heifers  not  kept  for  milk. 
Steers  and  bulls  kept  for  work. 
Steers  and  bulls  not  kept  for  work. 

B.  Born  in  1909  : 
Heifers. 

Steers  and  bulls. 

C.  Calves  born  in  1910. 

Horses — 

All  horses  born  before  January  1,  1909. 
Colts  born  after  January  1,  1909. 
Colts  born  after  January  1,  1910.

9.  Hand  machinery  and  tools  :  Including  carpenters'  tools,  hoes, 
shovels,  scythes,  grindstones,  fanning  mills,  etc. 

10.  Miscellaneous  articles  :  Including  all  such  minor  equipment 
as  kettles,  pails,  barrels,  baskets,  ladders,  ropes,  chains,  etc.,  not  included 
in  the  first  three  classes.

C.  Quantity  and  value  of  eggs  produced  in  1909. 

D.  Quantity  and  value  of  eggs  sold  in  1909. 

15.  Wool. 

Number  and  total  weight  of  fleeces  shorn  in  1909  and  amount 
received  from  sales. 

16.  Crops. 

For  each  crop  harvested  on  the  farm  in  1909  give  the  number 
of  acres,  the  quantity  produced,  and  the  value  of  the 
product.  The  number  of  acres  of  each  crop  to  be 
planted  for  harvest  in  1910  will  also  be  called  for  by 
the  enumerator.  This  can  be  determined  much  be- 
fore the  date  of  the  enumeration.  Instead  of  giving 
the  number  of  acres  in  orchards  and  vineyards,  give 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  number  of  trees  and  vines 
of  bearing  age,    The  quantity  of  certain  fruit  pro- 
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ducts,  as  cider,  vinegar,  wine,  and  dried  fruits,  pro- 
duced in  1909  will  be  required,  as  will  also  the  quan- 
tity and  value  of  sugar,  sirup,  and    molasses  produced 
from  cane,  sorghum,  sugar  beets,  and  maple  trees. 

17.  Sales  of  specified  products  in  1909. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  annual  production  of  corn,  oats, 
barley,  kafir  corn,  milo  maize,  hay,  flax  fiber  and 
straw,  other  straw,  cornstalks,  and  cotton-seed  is 
usually  consumed  on  the  farm.  Owing  to  this  fact, 
a  report  will  be  asked  concerning  the  quantity  of  each 
of  these  products  sold  in  1909  and  the  amounts  real- 
ized therefrom. 

18.  Forest  products. 

The  value  of  all  forest  products  cut  or  produced  in  1909  for 
farm  consumption  will  be  asked,  as  will  also  the  value 
of  similar  products  cut  or  produced  for  sale,  including 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  standing  timber. 

19.  Irrigation. 

Farmers  who  irrigate  their  land  will  be  asked  to  report  the 
source  from  which  water  is  obtained,  the  number  of 
acres  of  pasture  land  irrigated,  and  the  total  irrigated 
acreage. 

Do  not  let  us  underestimate  the  value  of  this  information  ;  our  in- 
dustry takes  precedence  over  all  others  and  it  is  highly  important  that 
facts  concerning  our  business  should  be  a  matter  of  national  record  as 
well  as  facts  pertaining  to  manufacturing,  ship  building,  railroads,  and 
all  other  industries.  Patrons,  make  the  farm  census  of  New  Jersey  a 
credit  to  the  Grange  and  in  the  four  months  intervening  between  now  and 
April  get  down  to  business  and  have  answers  for  all  of  the  above  ques- 
tions either  written  or  firmly  fixed  in  your  mind.  This  is  a  matter  for 
Subordinate  Granges  and  individual  members  to  discuss  and  become 
thoroughly  familiar  with. 

Condition  of  the  Order. 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  most  gratifying  to  all,  being  better  than 
at  any  time  since  its  establishment.    In  no  single  year  for  thirty-five 
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years  have  as  many  Granges  been  organized.  The  increase  in  member- 
ship has  been  greater  than  any  year  since  1878,  the  net  increase  being 
approximately  8%  and  shows  a  net  gain  in  each  State  except  two.  The 
total  number  of  Granges  organized  during  the  year  was  437,  reorganized 
56.  Grange  influence  on  public  affairs  has  been  by  far  more  noticeable 
than  at  any  other  time  in  its  history. 

Finances  of  the  National  Grange. 

A  discussion  of  the  finances  of  the  National  Grange  may,  to  those  not 
familiar  with  the  conditions,  seem  somewhat  out.  of  place  in  this  address 
to  the  State  Grange,  but  in  view  of  the  statements  made  by  certain  in- 
dividuals and  given  wide  publicity  through  the  columns  of  a  publication 
which  has  been  sent  broadcast  over  the  country,  seemingly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  disrupting  the  Order.  Charges  have  been  made  which,  to  say  the 
least,  are  grossly  misleading,  there  being  absolutely  no  foundation  for 
them.  The  total  assets  of  the  National  Grange  as  reported  by  the  Treas- 
urer one  year  ago  were  $111,677.47,  and  total  assets  October  1,  1909,  are 
$115,821.29.  This  shows  a  net  gain  of  $4,143.82.  Not  a  bad  showing 
when  we  consider  the  session  of  1908  recommended  that  the  income  of 
the  National  Grange  beyond  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  running 
expenses  of  the  National  Grange  be  used  for  lecture  and  extension  work, 
which  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Master  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  who  is  custodian  of  the  funds  of 
the  National  Grange,  have  been  audited  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year,  and  the  list  of  securities  found  intact.  The  funds  of  the  National 
Grange  now  invested  in  loans  upon  real  estate  amounting  to  $50,795.29 
are  amply  secured.  The  $45,668.71  invested  in  municipal  and  railroad 
bonds  is  of  unquestioned  value,  and  $9,920.54  is  deposited  in  approved 
savings  banks.  The  location  of  the  balance  is  noted  in  the  Treasurer's 
report.  Ample  evidence  was  presented  to  prove  that  the  funds  of  the 
National  Grange  are  well  protected  and  can  be  realized  upon  at  once. 

The  Order  in  New  Jersey. 

A  prosperous  year  in  Grange  work  has  just  closed,  and  while  we 
point  with  pride  to  results  obtained,  we  are  also  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  added  responsibilities.  The  growth  of  the  Order,  the  loyal- 
ty of  patrons,  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  the  earnest- 
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ness  with  which  the  problems  have  been  met,  have  resulted  in  a  greatly 
enhanced  public  estimate  of  the  Grange  throughout  the  commonwealth. 
I  cannot  pass  to  the  consideration  of  specific  questions  of  Grange  work 
without  testifying  to  my  appreciation  of  the  vital  issues  underlying  good 
citizenship.  So  broad  in  its  scope  has  been  the  work  that  those  in  public 
life  outside  the  Grange  fold  are  bearing  frequent  testimony  to  the  posi- 
tive influence  of  the  Order  upon  the  material  prosperity  of  the  common- 
wealth. In  this  fact  we  may  find  ample  reward  for  all  our  efforts  and 
a  fresh  incentive  for  deeper  consecration.  Only  by  the  loyalty  and  fidel- 
ity of  patrons  in  every  Grange  can  this  conviction  of  increasing  strength 
and  support  be  impressed  upon  the  great  army  of  workers  in  other 
fields. 

The  closer  we  hold  the  Order  to  the  consideration  of  problems  most 
directly  connected  with  the  life  of  the  farm  and  the  mechanic,  and  the 
greater  sympathy  between  the  shop,  the  mill,  the  farm,  and  all  other 
agencies  associated  with  and  allied  to  rural  life,  the  more  deeply  rooted 
will  the  Order  become.  Back  of  the  great  problems  of  business  and 
finance  must  ever  be  the  greater  ones  which  determine  quality  in  the 
home,  school,  church  and  social  life  of  the  community,  and  well  may  we 
rejoice  that  the  Order  is  centering  its  influences  upon  those  issues  which 
are  of  service  both  to  the  State  and  ourselves  and  which  are  bounded  only 
by  our  devotion  to  our  best  conception  of  citizenship  and  our  most  un- 
selfish loyalty  to  principle. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  farmers  to  come  up  higher,  and 
as  we  strive  for  these  heights  the  Grange  becomes  more  and  more 
necessary  to  the  best  life  of  the  State,  and  the  steady  advance  of  the 
basic  industry  of  the  world. 

A  new  year  is  opening  before  us  and  this  session  will  indicate  our 
grasp  upon  its  most  vital  issues.  I  must  urge  your  careful  consideration 
upon  all  reports  and  the  earnest  discussion  of  all  issues  which  may  come 
before  you.  Having  in  mind  what  has  been  accomplished  let  us  press 
upward  and  onward,  ever  seeking  for  a  deeper  and  stronger  grasp  of  the 
ties  of  brotherhood  and  a  fuller  consciousness  of  the  obligations  incum- 
bent on  loyal  American  citizenship.  With  this  as  our  star  of  progress,  I 
invite  your  attention  to  some  of  the  questions  forcing  themselves  upon 
public  attention  and  the  proper  solution  of  which  is  vital  to  the  prosper- 
ity and  strength  of  this  Order. 
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Taxation. 

"The  question  of  taxation,"  says  Mr.  W.  H.  Burk,  "when  all  its  rami- 
fications are  considered,  is  the  most  complicated  with  which  organized 
society  has  to  deal.  It  is  a  moral  no  less  a  fiscal  question.  It  dominates 
the  realms  of  politics  ;  it  is  the  economic  problem  and  up  to  this  time,  so 
far  as  actual  experience  goes,  has  defied  solution  ;  it  is  the  foundation  of 
happiness  or  disorder,  according  as  it  is  just  or  unjust  in  its  operations." 

Therefore,  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  nation  and  in  the 
world  is  directly  interested  in  the  question  of  taxation,  and  must  be  pro- 
foundly affected  by  the  success'  or  failure  of  any  plan  of  levying  or  col- 
lecting taxes — failure,  we  mean,  to  work  out  with  justice  to  each  member 
of  society.  This  statement  is  not  overdrawn,  but  briefly  and  truthfully 
sets  up  the  important  question  which  will  never  be  settled  until  it  is 
settled  rightly  upon  the  basis  of  eternal  justice." 

Equality  of  Taxation. 

Every  honest  and  patriotic  citizen  of  a  State  is  perfectly  willing  to 
bear  his  just  proportion  of  the  burden  of  government,  and  no  more  than 
this  should  be  required  of  any  one.  The  laws  should  be  so  constructed 
that  an  unjust  burden  will  not  be  placed  upon  the  honest  citizen  and  so 
executed  that  the  dishonest  citizen  will  be  compelled  to  bear  his  equitable 
share. 

An  honest  effort  was  made  at  the  1909  session  of  the  New  Jersey 
Legislature  by  the  introduction  of  a  bill  to  repeal  the  present  act  author- 
izing the  existence  of  our  County  Boards  of  Equilization  of  Taxes,  but  the 
effort  was  lacking  in  suppor-t,  hence,  we  still  have  in  our  midst  a  useless 
cog  on  our  governmental  machinery,  and  one  that  will  probably  stay  until 
we  protest  in  such  a  forcible  manner  that  the  representatives  from  your 
respective  counties  will  give  the  question  of  its  repeal  more  careful 
consideration. 

Education. 

The  chief  corner  stone  of  our  organization  is  education  by  affording 
its  members  the  opportunity,  through  co-operative  effort,  to  study  the 
principles  of  advanced  agriculture,  including  the  relation  of  the  elements 
of  the  soil,  the  relation  of  elements  of  food  to  the  requirements  of  plant 
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and  animal  life,  the  combating  of  plant  diseases  and  the  suppression  of 
injurious  insects  and  fungus  growth,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  study 
domestic  science,  political  economy,  and  that  form  of  politics  known  as 
the  science  of  government.  The  improvement  of  rural  schools,  the  intro- 
duction of  the  principles  of  agriculture  in  the  public  school  curriculum, 
the  policies  of  agricultural  colleges  and  the  investigations  of  experiment 
stations,  are  educational  matters  that  come  under  the  scope  of  our  work. 
As  an  organization  we  advocate  that  form  of  education  that  teaches  the 
boys  and  girls  how  to  do  things  as  well  as  why  things  are  done.  It  is 
not  my  intention  to  discuss  the  matter  of  education  in  any  length,  as  a 
committee  was  appointed  at  the  last,  session  of  the  State  Grange  to  make 
a  study  of  this  all  important  question  which  is  agitating  the  minds  of 
educators  all  over  the  country.  The  report  of  this  committee  should 
have  the  most  earnest  and  careful  consideration  and  the  members  resolve 
to  back  up  the  recommendation  by  aiding  in  securing  appropriations  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  of  agriculture  in  our  State. 

Agricultural  College  and  Experiment  Stations. 

By  common  consent  the  Grange  is  the  representative  of  the  farmers 
in  discussing  the  work  of  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations 
and  we  must  be  an  aid  in  securing  appropriations  for  their  support.  The 
recent  rapid  development  of  an  agricultural  science  and  the  awakened 
public  interest  in  agricultural  education  renders  it  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  the  colleges  and  the  farmers  have  a  true  conception  of  the 
aid  that  each  can  render  the  other.  If  the  chief  aim  of  an  agricultural 
college  is  to  educate  out  of  agriculture  into  other  industries  it  will  render 
but  little  aid  to  agriculture  and  if  the  farmers  fail  to  comprehend  the  ad- 
vantages of  an  agricultural  education  they  will  secure  but  little  benefit 
for  their  industry  from  these  colleges. 

With  a  just  appreciation  of  the  fact  on  the  part  of  the 
managers  of  these  institutions  that  the  primary  object  in  their  establish- 
ment was  the  advancement  of  agriculture,  and  on  the  part  of  the  farmers 
that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  these 
institutions  for  educating  their  boys  or  other  boys  in  this  great  science 
there  will  be  such  an  impetus  given  to  intelligent  and  profitable  agricul- 
ture as  can  come  from  no  other  source. 

The  bulletins  of  our  experiment  stations  carry  valuable  results  of 
costly  and  important  experiments  to  a  vast  number  of  students  in  farm

homes.  These  should  be  carefully  studied  for  the  information  therein 
contained  relative  to  farm  operations  are  the"  most  practical  methods  for 
the  dissemination  of  modern  principles  in  agriculture. 

Good  of  the  Order. 

Each  year  we  are  confronted  with  this  question  and  yearly  the  same 
problems  ar^  for  our  consideration.  If  asked  what  was  good  for  the 
Order,  the  answer  could  be  whatever  is  good  for  the  community  in  which 
the  Grange  is  located.  With  your  permission  1  will  make  a  few  sug- 
gestions resulting  from  past  experience  which  may  prove  beneficial  to 
your  Grange.  First  :  Promptness  on  the  part  of  all  officers,  I  mean  by 
this  everything  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  Second  :  Increased 
emphasis  must  be  placed  upon  excellence  in  ritualistic  work,  the  more 
perfectly  it  is  rendered  the  higher  the  estimate  will  be  placed  upon  the 
Order.  The  candidate  upon  entering  any  Order  where  excellence  is  the 
high  ideal  will  be  enthused  to  do  his  best  in  every  line  of  work,  just  as 
the  person  who  enters  a  Grange  where  officers  and  members  are  in- 
different places  no  value  upon  the  Order.  Don't,  lose  sight  of  individuality 
in  Grange  work,  an  attempt  to  fashion  after  some  other  pattern  is  danger- 
ous to  the  security  of  the  Grange.  After  placing  emphasis  on  the  ritual- 
istic work  there  must  be  the  literary  work  to  increase  the  social  features 
to  give  life  and  snap  to  the  sessions.  Important  questions  will  come  be- 
fore us  for  our  careful  consideration  such  as  home  economics,  school 
problems  effecting  rural  districts,  home  and  farm  problems,  all  of  which 
lead  to  a  higher  standard  of  citizenship.  In  seeking  the  uplift  of  life 
for  every  one  the  Grange  becomes  of  value  and  a  necessity  to  the  State 
and  with  no  lower  standard  can  we  be  content. 

National  Grange  Session  of  19(H). 

This  was  indeed  a  busy  session,  held  in  a  busy  city,  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  and  every  minute  of  the  session  was  made  both  profitable  and 
pleasurable  to  us.  Many  important  problems  were  discussed,  a  brief  out- 
line of  which  I  submit  herewith  :  Ship  subsidies,  tariff,  election  of 
United  States  Senators,  preservation  of  national  health,  banking  and 
currency,  extension  of  the  postal  service  to  include  rural  mail,  parcels 
post,  telegraph  and  telephone,  postal  savings  banks,  enlarging   of  the 
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powers  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  laws  to  provide  for  the 
extension  of  farm  products  equally  with  manufactured  articles,  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Government  of  the  roads,  construction  of  a  ship  canal  connect- 
ing the  Mississippi  with  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Great  Lakes  with  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  dredging  all  natural  arteries  of  commerce  such  as  the 
Columbia,  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  other  great  rivers  of  our  country  to  the 
end  of  cheapening  the  marketing  of  the  products  of  the  farm,  factory,  etc.; 
the  conservation  of  timber  and  mineral  lands  and  the  control  of  all  water 
power  now  owned  by  the  Government,  and  many  other  important  ques- 
tions of  public  interest.  From  this  you  will  readily  appreciate  that  ours 
was  a  busy  time,  a  further  and  indeed  a  striking  proof  that  the  farmers 
of  our  country  are  thoroughly  alive  to  all  of  those  issues  vitally  affect- 
ing our  Nation's  commercial  welfare. 

In  addition  to  those  discussions  appertaining  to  National  affairs  there 
was  much  work,  which  is  necessarily  incident  to  such  an  organization  as 
the  National  Grange,  the  conferring  of  Degrees,  the  election  of  officers  of 
the  Priests  of  Demeter,  at  which  time  the  highest  official  position  within 
the  gift  of  the  National  Grange  was  bestowed  upon  New  Jersey,  the  Mas- 
ter of  your  State  Grange  being  elected  High  Priest,  and  Brothers  N.  J. 
Bachelder  and  F.  E.  Marchant,  Priest  Archon  and  Priest  Annalist  respec- 
tively. The  biennial  election  of  officers  of  the  National  Grange  resulted 
as  follows  :

1910  Session  National  Grange. 

New  Jersey  has  again  been  highly  honored  by  the  National  Grange 
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voting  to  hold  its  annual  session  for  1910  at  Atlantic  City.  The  memories 
of  New  Jersey's  hearty  welcome  in  1905  still  live  in  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  all  who  attended  that  memorable  session,  each  year  since  we  have  met, 
many  kind  and  complimentary  words  have  been  spoken  regarding  the 
hospitality  shown  them.  If  we  did  well  in  1905  let  us  do  much  better  in 
1910,  and  still  further  endear  New  Jersey  to  those  attending  the  National 
Grange.  The  exhibit  in  connection  with  the  session  of  the  agricultural 
products  of  our  State  was  highly  complimented  by  the  thousands  who 
were  attracted  to  the  Steel  Pier  by,  reason  of  its  being  there.  Let  us 
bear  this  in  mind  and  commence  now  to  lay  plans  for  a  far  more  elaborate 
exhibit  and  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  our  visiting  Brothers 
and  Sisters,  and  as  you  return  to  your  respective  Granges  carry  with  you 
the  determination  to  make  New  Jersey's  welcome  to  the  National  Grange 
truly  a  memorable  one. 

Home  Economics. 

Consideration  of  farm  topics  in  the  Grange  is  of  no  more  vital  im- 
portance than  the  consideration  of  the  farm  home.  Pomona  and  Subor- 
dinate Granges  should  make  this  a  question  of  frequent  discussion  and 
from  these  discussions  learn  to  lighten  up  the  dark  places,  combine  home 
cheer  with  home  duties,  have  a  place  for  instructive  and  entertaining 
literature,  in  fact,  surround  the  home  at  all  times  with  the  best  influences 
at  your  command.  Boys  and  girls,  who  growing  into  manhood  and 
womnahood,  feeling  that  they  are  receiving  the  best  that  father  and 
mother  can  give,  are  reasonably  sure  to  make  those  sorts  of  citizens  for 
which  the  Grange  is  striving. 

Public  Health. 

This  highly  important  problem  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  and  one 
in  which  we  must  all  deeply  interest  ourselves,  and  I  can  no  better  ex- 
press my  views  than  to  quote  the  following  as  adopted  by  the  National 
Grange  :  \ 

"Whereas,  The  preservation  of  the  national  health  is  a  matter  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  all  the  farmers  of  the  country,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  national  health  bureau  or 
commission,  which  will  assume  the  functions  of  the  various  bureaus  of 
the  federal  government  having  charge  of  this  subject,  and  form  a  practi- 
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cal  working  organization,  which  will  co-operate  with  the  State  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  public  health;  and 

Whereas,  This  proposition  has  been  indorsed  by  both  political  parties 
in  their  conventions  and  by  the  President  of  the  United  States;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  favors  the  establishment  of  a 
national  health  bureau  or  commission,  and  urges  upon  Congress  the  ne- 
cessity for  the  immediate  enactment  of  legislation  for  this  purpose  ; 

Resolved,  We  heartily  indorse  the  work  of  the  committee  of  one  hun- 
dred on  national  health." 

Statistics  reveal  the  fact,  cold  and  bare,  that  probably  1,500,000  per- 
sons must  die  in  the  United  States  during  the  next  tewlve  months  ; 
equivalent  to  4,200,000  persons  will  be  constantly  sick;  over  5,000,000 
homes,  consisting  of  ove*r  25,000,000  persons,  will  be  made  more  or  less 
wretched  by  mortality  and  morbidity. 

We  look  with  horror  on  the  black  plague  of  the  middle  ages.  The 
black  plague  was  not  a  passing  cloud  compared  with  the  white  waste 
visitation. 

Of  the  people  living  to-day  over  8,000,000  will  likely  die  of  tuberculo- 
sis, and  the  federal  government  does  not  raise  a  hand  to  help  them. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  spends  $7,000,000  on  plant  health  and 
animal  health  every  year,  but  with  the  exeception  of  the  splendid  work 
done  by  Doctors  Wiley,  Atwater  and  Benedict,  Congress  does  not  directly 
appropriate  one  cent  for  promoting  the  physical  well  being  of  the  people. 
Thousands  have  been  expended  in  stamping  out  cholera  among  swine, 
but  not  one  dollar  was  ever  voted  for  eradicating  pneumonia  among  hu- 
man beings  ;  hundreds  of  thousands  are  consumed  in  saving  the  lives  of 
trees  from  the  attacks  of  beetles;  in  warning  farmers  against  blights  af- 
fecting potato  plants;  exterminating  parasitic  growth  that  prey  on  fruit 
trees. 

Probably  in  the  next  census  period  more  than  6,000,000  infants  under 
two  years  of  age  will  end  their  little  lives  while  mothers  sit  by  and  watch 
in  utter  helplessness.  And  yet  this  could  be  probably  decreased  by 
proper  information.    But  nothing  is  done." 

Field  Meetings. 

Our  Grange  field  meetings  are  increasing  in  popularity  yearly  and  they 
are  surely  one  of  the  best  means  of  giving  publicity  to  the  Order.  They 
are  looked  forward  to  not  only  by  our  members,  but  by  all  classes  of 
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people,  and  the  standard  of  citizenship  that  annually  attend  these 
gatherings  is  the  best  evidence  of  their  popularity.  The  most  noticeable 
difference  between  our  field  meetings  and  the  so  called  agricultural  fair 
is  the  absence  of  the  fakir  and  the  cheap  side  shows  with  their  demoral- 
izing influence.  My  recommendation  would  be  that  arrangements  be 
made  early  for  your  next  year's  field  day,  and  if  possible,  reach  new  sec- 
tions and  inspire  them  with  Grange  purposes.  The  Grange,  to  exist,  must 
serve  not  alone  its  membership,  but  the  State  along  lines  of  greatest 
value  to  the  rural  inhabitant,  and  these  gatherings  answer  a  call  not  to 
be  realized  in  any  other  way. 

Woman's  Work. 

Each  year  the  scope  of  woman's  work  in  the  Grange  is  expanding 
and  with  it  comes  increased  responsibilities,  and  well  may  we  rejoice  at 
the  effectiveness  of  the  service  rendered  by  our  sisters,  who  as  loyal 
patrons  are  contributing  so  much  to  the  success  of  every  session.  The 
Grange  is  an  aid  to  her  in  taking  her  rightful  position  as  the  com- 
panion and  co-laborer  of  man  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  upbuilding  of 
our  civilization.  In  social  and  literary  circles  their  purifying  and  re- 
fining influence  is  direct.  Upon  the  influence  of  the  mothers  must  the 
safety  a*nd  security  of  the  homes  of  this  land  depend.  Without  the  moral 
influence  of  the  home  our  laws  would  afford  but  little  protection.  If  in 
any  particular  there  is  seen  neglect  on  the  part  of  mothers  it  is  easy  to 
judge  why  the  child  is  lead  along  the  pathway  of  profanity  and  vice. 
Suggestions  on  the  part  of  mothers,  close  watchfulness  and  a  word  of 
warning  will  to  quite  a  degree  insure  in  the  future  a  self-controlled  man- 
hood and  womanhood.  There  are  certain  responsibilities  resting  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  sisters  that  cannot  be  lifted  by  the  brothers.  We  do  not 
give  to  this  particular  work  the  time  and  attention  to  which  it  is  en- 
titled in  our  Granges.  There  should  be  a  more  hearty  co-operation  mani- 
fested by  the  brothers  in  this  direction.  The  best  service  the  Grange 
can  render  is  to  unite  the  whole  body,  every  brother  and  sister  in  the 
building  of  noble  thoughts  and  purposes  in  the  individual  home  and  that 
work  must  be  closely  interwoven  with  child  life  where  the  mother  reigns 
supreme.  To  the  committee  who  have  so  ably  and  faithfully  labored  I 
desire  to  express  my  thanks  personally,  and  am  quite  sure  I  express  the 
thought  of  this  body  as  a  unit. 
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The  Press. 

If  there  is  one  feature  of  Grange  work  in  our  State  that  we  are 
derelict  in  it  is  the  matter  of  giving  items  concerning  our  Subordinate 
Granges  to  the  public  press.  Every  local  newspaper  in  the  State  will 
gladly  open  its  columns  to  tell  of  the  growth  and  influence  of  the  Order, 
not  only  the  local  papers,  but  the  great  dailies  are  always  glad  to  print 
Grange  news,  they  having  long  since  recognized  the  worth  of  the  Order 
as  demonstrated  by  its  past  record  on  public  questions.  Without  this 
assistance  our  best  success  would  be  impossible  and  their  tender  of 
service  should  be  recognized.  The  volume  of  Grange  work  is  great  and 
its  character  well  worth  a  general  reading.  Let  us  not  hide  our  light, 
but  let  it  shine  forth  for  the  good  of  the  whole.  Our  agency  for  deter- 
mined and  recognized  good  of  the  highest  character  is  our  National 
Grange  Official  Organ.  Its  value  in  the  uplifting  of  the  Order  is  incal- 
culable, every  Grange  family  should  be  on  the  subscription  list.  No  pa- 
tron can  be  well  informed  who  does  not  observe  this  practice.  Editor- 
ials calculated  to  develop  and  mould  pubic  sentiment  into  concrete  form 
are  being  written  and  various  topics  intelligently  discussed,  in  fact,  every- 
thing is  being  done  from  an  editorial  point  of  view  to  excite  the  deepest 
interest  in  our  Order  and  to  extend  its  beneficent  usefulness  and  value  to 
the  community  and  to  the  individual.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  that 
each  Subordinate  Grange  arrange  for  a  correspondent,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  send  short,  snappy  items  of  interest,  also  to  see  that  the  members 
are  kept  informed  as  to  what  the  Order  is  doing  by  having  at  least  one 
copy  of  the  Official  Organ  in  the  Grange.  Let  the  Lecturer  have  an  op- 
portunity to  tell  the  true  condition  of  the  Order  to  its  members 

Highways. 

There  is  no  question  before  the  public  in  New  Jersey  that  is  of  such 
vital  importance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  rural  sections  as  that  of  im- 
proved highways.  Not  only  are  the  rural  residents  interested  in  good 
roads,  but  the  inhabitants  of  our  large  cities  are  becoming  greatly  inter- 
ested in  this  question.  The  question  is  not  only  State  wide,  but  has  be- 
come national  in  its  scope.  The  discussion  of  this  question  at  this  time, 
however,  must  be  confined  to  our  own  little  State  and  fully  do  I  realize 
its  importance.  New  Jersey  is  the  pioneer  in  State  aid  for  improved 
highways.    The  State  has  been  liberal  in  its  appropriations  and  is  fast 
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extending  the  construction  of  durable  highways  into  every  locality.  The 
farmer  living  on  a  dirt  road  twelve  miles  from  market  is  enabled  after 
improvement  to  double  the  hauling  capacity  of  his  team,  and  therefore 
the  distance  is  reduced  one-half.  Whatever  lightens  draft  adds  to  the 
revenue  of  the  teamster,  and  no  class  receives  greater  benefits  from  State 
roads  than  the  farmer,  but  for  this  benefit  to  be  enduring  the  durability 
of  our  highways  becomes  a  question  of  vital  importance. 

In  looking  over  the  road  map  of  our  State  the  greater  part  of  the 
1500  miles  of  improved  highways  are  the  main  thorofares  which  is  per- 
fectly proper.  It  would  seem  to  us  that  those  farmers  living  back  from 
these  main  thorofares  should  not  be  overlooked  and  the  influence  of  the 
Grange  may  well  be  directed  towards  the  extension  of  these  roads  to  and 
from  the  main  lines,  and  thereby  further  stimulate  the  agricultural  in- 
terests in  these  sections  of  the  State. 

"We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact,  however,  that  there  are  other  in- 
terests that  the  highways  must  serve.  In  the  past  we  have  been  build- 
ing macadam  roads  which  seemed  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  while  only 
muscular  drawn  vehicles  were  using  them,  but  since  the  motor  vehicle 
has  become  such  a  factor  in  our  State  the  macadam  or  stone  road  does 
not  seem  practical  and  we  must  turn  our  attention  to  a  different  and  more 
durable  type  of  road. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  new  era  of  road  improvement  our  State 
seems  to  lead  under  the  very  efficient  supervision  of  Col.  Gilkyson,  Chief 
of  the  State  Road  Department,  he  having  worked  out  what  seems  to  be 
a  solution  of  the  vexing  problem  and  has  been  conducting  a  campaign  of 
education  to  bring  about  the  road  reforms  that  were  so  badly  needed. 
This  campaign  was  so  successfully  waged  that  to-day  New  Jersey  has  85 
miles  of  fine  bituminous  roads,  with  specifications  for  13  more.  This  is 
more  than  can  be  found  in  any  other  State  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  or  even 
in  any  foreign  country.    Again  New  Jersey  leads. 

It  is  evident  that  the  coming  road  is  to  be  of  some  kind  of  plastic 
binder  and  in  the  near  future  we  will  be  having  a  road  impervious  to 
climate  and  weather  conditions,  one  that  will  be  mudless,  dustless  and 
noisless,  and  in  any  move  that  is  made  to  make  such  roads  a  reality  the 
State  Road  Department  can  be  assured  of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
State  Grange. 

Taxation. 

The  subject  of  taxation  is  too  broad  and  far  reaching  in  its  influence 
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for  general  discussion  at  this  time,  but  I  wish  to  leave  with  you  the  fol- 
lowing principles  as  adopted  by  theNational  Grange  for  your  consider- 
ation : 

FIRST — Since  taxation  is  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  laws,  for 
the  protection  of  property,  individual  and  corporate,  therefore  no  prop- 
erty, either  real  or  personal,  which  is  protected  by  law,  should  be  exempt 
from  taxation,  except  such  property  as  is  specifically  exempt  by  the 
State  constitution. 

SECOND — In  order  to  secure  equality  in  the  distribution  of  the  bur- 
dens of  government,  if  personal  property  is  to  be  exempt  from  taxation 
on  account  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  owner  thereof,  then  real  estate 
should  be  entitled  to  the  same  exemption. 

THIRD — In  the  case  of  mortgages  "by  far  the  wisest  system  is  to 
tax  the  mortgagee  on  the  amount  of  the  mortage  and  the  mortgagor  on 
the  value  of  the  property  minus  the  mortgage."  The  mortgage  to  be  con- 
sidered as  real  estate  and  not  as  personal  property,  and  taxed  in  the  lo- 
cality where  the  mortgaged  property  lies. 

FOURTH — There  should  be  no  exemption  of  any  species  of  property, 
either  real  or  personal,  from  taxation  for  local  purposes  except  such  as 
is  exempt  by  the  constitution. 

FIFTH — If  State  and  local  revenues  are  to  be  raised  from  separate 
sources,  the  State  revenues  should  be  raised  from  corporation  charter 
fees,  licenses  on  liquor,  beer,  tobacco,  coal,  oil,  gas,  telegraph,  telephone, 
express,  pullman  and  other  car  companies,  ^druggists,  billiards,  theatres, 
shows,  plays,  certain  professions  and  pursuits,  hotels,  restaurants,  fire 
and  life  insurance  companies,  banks,  trust  companies,  bankers  and  pawn 
brokers,  bank  deposits,  collateral  inheritance,  sale  of  books,  State 
seal,  etc. 

SIXTH — All  corporation  real  estate  and  personal  property  to  be 
taxed  for  local  purposes,  same  as  the  same  kind  of  property  is  taxed  when 
owned  by  individuals.  , 

SEVENTH — The  local  tax  of  transportation  property  to  be  levied  on 
a  valuation  equal  to  the  market  value  of  the  capital  stock  plus  the  market 
value  of  the  bonded  debt.  Each  taxation  unit  to  receive  such  part  of  the 
tax  as  the  mileage  of  the  corporation  in  said  unit  is  to  the  total  mileage. 
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EIGHTH — Every  possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  secure 
equality  of  assessment  between  individuals  and  between  assessment 
districts. 

NINTH — We  favor  the  denial  of  the  right  of  action  to  the  holders  of 
notes,  bonds,  etc..  which  have  not  been  listed  lor  taxation  and  .all  such 
notes,  bonds,  etc.,  so  listed  shall  be  assessed  at  the  same  rate  below  face- 
value  as  other  personal  property  in  the  same  locality  is  assessed  below 
its  actual  cash  value. 

TENTH — No  city  shall  be  permitted  to  make  a  separate  assessment 
and  all  property  everywhere  shall  be  uniformly  assessed  at  its  fair  cash 
value  or  at  a  uniform  per  cent,  below  cash  value,  say  20  to  50  per 
cent,  below. 

ELEVENTH — We  favor  the  enactment  of  a  law  that  will  secure 
a  fair  and  equitable  taxation  of  all  bank  property,  whether  personal  or 
real,  upon  the  basis  that  other  property  is  taxed,  and  we  believe  the 
market  value  of  the  capital  stock  plus  the  real  estate  would  be  the 
fairest  and  most  easily  ascertained  method  of  valuation. 

In  Memoriam. 

Again  the  angel  of  death  has  invaded  our  ranks  and  gathered  sheaves 
of  his  own  selection. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  our  beloved  Secretary,  Brother  Henry  P.  Bo- 
dine,  who  by  his  pleasant  and  genial  manner  has  endeared  himself  to 
the  entire  membership  of  our  State  Grange.  We  shall  miss  his  friendly 
handclasp,  his  pleasant  smile,  his  kind  words.  The  loss  to  his  family 
and  his  large  circle  of  friends,  with  whom  he  has  for  so  many  years 
mingled,  is  incalculable.  Although  silenced  forever  is  the  voice,  the  in- 
spiration gained  from  good  works  will  remain  with  us  forever.  We  have 
lost,  but  Heaven  has  gained  and,  thus  shall  it  ever  be  until  that  final  call 
is  sounded  for  all  to  lay  down  their  earthly  toils  and  cares. 

Conclusion. 

There  is  much  that  undivided  effort  can  accomplish  toward  making 
the  organization  a  compact  and  militant  whole.  Eternal  vigilance  is 
necessary  on  the  part  of  State,  Pomona  and  Subordinate  officials  to  hold 
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the  success  we  have  so  fairly  won.  Each  should  be  not  only  prompt  in 
answering  correspondence,  but  should  stimulate  interest  in  a  wider  and 
deeper  manner  by  creating  a  desire  for  further  correspondence.  Letter 
writing  properly  done,  is  a  great  aid  in  building  up  a  great  fraternal 
order  such  as  the  Grange  is  destined  to  be.  In  the  work  of  our  Order, 
as  well  as  in  our  business  lives,  success  or  failure  depends  largely  in- 
deed often  almost  entirely,  upon  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  heads  or 
operating  forces  of  the  organization.  If  the  work  of  these  heads  is  in- 
effective, or  unwisely  disposed,  or  foolishly  dissipated,  what  is  to  be 
expected  ?  Can  a  man  gather  grapes  from  thorns,  or  figs  from  thistles  ? 
Surely  if  the  leaders  fail  nothing  can  be  expected  from  the  Subordinate 
members.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  prominent  officials  make  manifest 
their  appreciation  of  the  honor  bestowed  upon  them  and  try  by  their 
actions  to  show  such  appreciation,  nothing  can  prevent  the  quickening 
and  invigorating  influence  of  our  Order  from  extending  into  all  sections 
of  our  State  as  fast  as  public  sentiment  will  justify.  This  is  a  point  in 
the  economy  of  our  Order  that  must  be  given  proper  consideration  and 
deep  reflection  if  we  are  true  to  ourselves  and  the  calls  coming  to  us. 
The  coming  year  will  be  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  growth 
in  numbers,  in  extension  of  influence,  in  development  of  brotherhood  and 
the  strengthening  of  the  conception  of  true  loyal  manhood  and  woman- 
hood.   Here  is  our  field  and  this  our  opportunity.

Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

In  all  great  work  for  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  in  bettering  the 
social,  moral  spiritual,  or  educational  condition  of  mankind,  the  first 
efforts  have  invariably  been  those  of  the  individual,  and  through  zeal  and 
fidelity,  with  faith,  hope  and  charity,  these  have  reached  the  masses  and 
success  has  crowned  their  labors. 

So  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  organized  by  a  single  man, 
based  on  the  foundation  of  justice  and  integrity  and  involving  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  tillers  of  the  soil,  that  vast  throng  of  humanity  that 
follows  that  greatest  of  industries  upon  which  all  other  callings  are 
based,  has  grown  from  the  weak  and  uncertain  footsteps  of  childhood  to 
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years  of  strength  and  maturity.

1  find  from  the  visits  I  have  made  and  the  reports  I  have  received 
that  the  Lecturers  of  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  are  doing  good 
and  efficient  work.  Subjects  pertaining  to  agriculture,  domestic  econ- 
omy, civic  affairs  and  education  are  introduced  and  discussed  by  the 
members  to  their  mutual  benefit,  and  the  lecture  hour  is  looked  forward 
to  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure.  The  program  of  the  Subordinate  and 
Pomona  Grange  should  be  thoroughly  entered  into  by  the  members  and 
should  embrace  those  vital  questions  of  the  day  which  every  thinking 
man  and  woman  must  know  confronts  us,  and  which  will  at  some  time 
reach  a  crisis  when  only  the  united  efforts  of  our  manhood  and  woman- 
hood can  prevail  against. 

Field  Meetings. 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  and  speaking  at  a  number  of 
field  meetings  during  the  current  year.  At  these  meetings  there  was  a 
large  attendance  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  was  manifested.

Pomona 
and  Subordinate  Granges  should  exercise  care  and  judgment  in  arrang- 
ing for  these  meetings,  and  eliminate  all  objectionable  features  as  much  as 
possible.  Let  us  keep  them  pure  and  wholesome  so  we  do  not  have  to 
apologize  for  any  of  the  attractions  that  might  exist.  In  this  way  we 
will  raise  the  standard  of  these  meetings  and  will  show  also  that  we 
"practice  what  we  preach." 
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The  Press. 

I  wish  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  press  among  our  members.  One 
of  the  ways  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  is  to  take  a  local  daily  and  as 
many  periodicals  as  you  have  time  to  peruse,  and  one  of  these  should  be 
the  Grange  Official  Organ,  as  it  is  a  valuable  paper  and  should  be  a 
weekly  visitor  in  every  Grange  home  in  our  State.  No  patron  can  afford 
to  be  without  it  if  they  wish  to  keep  posted  on  Grange  work.

With  the  present  session  closes  my  ninth  year  as  a  member  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Grange,  and  my  fifth  year  as  Lecturer  of  this  body. 
During  these  years  I  have  been  in  a  position  to  know  what  has  con- 
tributed to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Order  in  this  State,  and 
I  caution  you  to  beware  of  those  who  criticise  without  suggesting 
better  methods  to  build  up  the  grandest  Order  in  existence.  The 
present  fruits  are  all  ours  and  upon  our  continued  interest  and  efforts 
depend  its  continued  growth  and  success.  The  past  with  its  achieve- 
ments, however  gratifying  and  inspiring,  has  gone  into  history.  The 
future  with  its  promises  now  awaits  our  commands.  May  we  fully  real- 
ize the  great  possibilities  and  responsibilities  that  are  resting  upon  us 
and  rise  to  a  full  and  complete  performance  of  these  duties  as  patronf 
of  the  greatest  agriculturist  organization  on  earth.

On  November  24th,  last,  Bro.  H.  F.  Bodine,  Worthy  Secretary  of 
the  State  Grange,  was  called  by  the  Great  Master  of  the  universe  to  his 
eternal  reward.  I  was  then  directed  to  take  charge,  temporarily,  of  the 
work  of  the  office. 

The  growth  and  influence  of  the  Order  in  our  State  has  continued 
during  the  year,  and  we  report  the  organization  of  nine  (9)  new  Granges 
during  the  year,  viz  :  Plainsboro,  No.  184;  English  Creek.  No.  185;  Rio 
Grande.  No.  186;  Moravian,  No.  187;  Passaic  Township,  No.  188;  Johnson- 
burg.  No.  189;  Malapan,  No.  190;  Cologne,  No.  191  and  Sparta,  No.  192. 
Thus  has  our  field  of  operation  been  widened  and  our  opportunities  in- 
creased.   May  we  use  wisely  and  well  our  power. 

All  Subordinate  Granges  have  reported  for  the  quarter  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1909,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  117  and  149.

I  am  unable  to  report  the  gains  and  losses  for  the  year  because  I 
have  not  all  the  data  at  hand.

POMONA'S  REPORT. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons — Greeting  : 

My  message  for  you  to-day  is  a  call  to  action.  I  would  like  to 
sound  a  warning  to  every  farmer  in  regard  to  our  rapidly  disappearing 
apple  orchards. 

I  want  to  urge  greater  activity  on  the  part  of  everyone  ;  or  our 
children  will  be  deprived  of  the  heritage  which  was  yours  and  mine. 

Who  among  us  cannot  remember  an  apple  orchard  on  almost  every 
farm,  and  the  luscious,  healthful  fruit  which  was  ours  for  the  picking  ? 
Where  are  they  to-day  ?  Are  they  gone  because  it  is  impossible  to 
grow  them,  or  because  we  are  too  careless  ?  It  would  seem  as  if  the 
last  might  be  true,  for  some  are  gathering  large  and  perfect  fruit,  and 
jecuring  the  profits  which  their  tireless  industry  deserves. 

We  have  a  fine  example  of  the  degree  of  perfection  which  may  bf 
obtained,  by  the  beautiful  specimens  here  before  me.  They  were  grown 
by  Mr.  John  H.  Barclay,  on  his  farm  at  Cranbury,  N.  J.  This  last  year 
from  eight  acres  he  produced  eight  hundred  barrels,  which  will  bring 
from  $3.50  to  $5.00  a  barrel.  Careful  cultivation,  fertilization  and  spray- 
ing have  accomplished  this. 

What  has  been  done  by  the  intelligent,  well  directed  efforts  of  one 
man  can  be  accomplished  by  others. 

Our  government  is  doing  its  share  in  bringing  new  fruits  and  vege- 
tables to  our  doors. 

This  last  year  a  persimmon  has  been  started  here,  that  will  not 
pucker  the  mouth  while  eating  it  and  is  almost  entirely  free  from  seeds. 
This  came  from  China,  as  did  a  new  variety  of  cabbage,  weighing  forty 
pounds,  and  very  delicate  in  flavor 
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A  radish  has  been  introduced  from  Japan,  growing  two  feet  in  length 
and  almost  as  large  in  circumference. 

Luther  Burbank  has  opened  our  eyes  to  what  may  be  done  in  the 
horticultural  world,  and  were  the  man  of  to-day  to  stand  in  the  garden 
of  the  man  an  hundred  years  from  now,  he  might  be  bewildered  by  the 
unfamiliar  plants  he  would  see  growing  there.

FLORA'S  REPORT. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

It  is  with  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Maker  and  Giver  of  all  good  and 
perfect  gifts  that  we  are  permitted  to  meet  again  after  the  lapse  of  an- 
other year.  And  I  also  feel  a  deep  appreciation  that  at  this,  our  thirty- 
seventh  annual  session,  I  greet  you  as  Flora. 

What  is  the  true  meaning  of  the  term  Flora  ? 

All  plants  of  a  country,  of  whatever  kinds  or  sorts,  taken  together, 
constitute  the  "Flora"  of  that  country,  and  their  special  study  belongs 
to  the  science  of  Botany.  Flora  is  divided  in  two  kinds  of  plants- 
flowering  and  flowerless  plants. 

Flowering  plants  constitute  the  most  conspicuous  vegetation  of  the 
globe.  They  are  characterized  by  producing  flowers  and  seeds.  Some 
flowers  are  among  the  most  brilliant  and  beautiful  objects  of  the  organic 
world.  Several  hundred  thousand  species  have  been  described,  and  it  is 
believed  that  there  are  a  million  in  existence,  but  the  greater  number 
are  low  in  the  scale  of  being,  and  inconspicuous  to  the  observer. 

Some  of  the  species  are  widely  spread  over  the  globe,  but  by  far  the 
most  of  them  belong  to  some  particular  land  or  sea,  and  very  many  of 
them  are  able  to  exist  only  in  a  very  small  region. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratitude,  then,  that  the  finest  gift  of  Providence 
has  been  the  most  profusely  given.  Flowers  cannot  be  monopolized. 
The  poor  can  have  them  as  well  as  the  rich. 

It  does  not  require  such  an  education  to  admire,  love  and  appreciate 
them  as  it  would  to  admire  a  painting  by  Turner  or  a  statue  of  Thor- 
waldsen's.    And  as  they  are  messengers  of  affection,  tokens  of  remem- 
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brance,  and  presents  of  beauty  of  universal  acceptance,  it  is  pleasant  to 
think  that  all  men  recognize  a  brief  brotherhood  in  them.  It  is  not  im- 
pertinent to  offer  flowers  to  a  stranger.  The  poorest  child  can  offer 
them  to  the  richest. 

It  is  affecting  to  see  how  serviceable  flowers  are  to  the  necessities 
of  the  poor.  If  they  bring  their  little  floral  gift  to  you,  it  can  but 
touch  your  heart  to  think  their  grateful  affection  longed  to  express  itself 
as  much  as  yours. 

You  have  books,  or  gems,  or  service  that  you  can  render  at  will.  The 
poor  can  give  but  little  and  do  but  little.  Were  it  not  for  flowers,  they 
would  be  shut  out  from  the  exquisite  pleasure  which  springs  from  such 
gifts. 

I  never  take  one  from  a  child  or  the  poor  that  I  do  not  thank  God 
in  their  behalf  for  His  greatest  of  gifts — the  flowers. 

"And  with  childlike  credulous  affection 
We  behold  their  tender  buds  expand  ; 
Emblems  of  our  own  great  resurrection, 
Emblems  of  the  bright  and  better  land."

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  as  Deputy 
of  Cumberland  County.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  increased  interest 
along  the  different  lines  of  Grange  work.  Some  of  our  Granges  are  more 
active  than  others,  while  all  are  alive. 

We  have  had  an  increase  in  membership  during  the  last  year,  just 
how  many  I  am  not  able  to  report,  as  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  or 
hear  from  every  Grange  in  the  county  within  the  last  month,  but  the 
Masters  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  will  report.

At  our  last  Pomona  meet- 
ing an  initiatory  team  was  appointed  and  elected  to  take  charge  of  the 
initiations,  which  is  one  advanced  step  in  our  Pomona  work.  I  am  very 
glad  to  report  this  forward  movement,  then  when  time  will  permit  an 
interesting  programme  is  rendered,  to  which  the  members  of  the  dif- 
ferent Subordinate  Granges  contribute  their  part.

In  submitting  our  annual  report  of  the  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished in  Cape  May  County  along  the  various  lines  of  Grange  work  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  of  the  increased  interest 
that  is  being  manifested  among  the  members  of  the  Granges  in  our  juris- 
diction.   Harmony  and  brotherly  love  prevail. 

As  our  success  in  life  depends  upon  the  effort  we  put  forth,  so  in 
Grange  work  the  success  of  our  Order  depends  upon  the  individual  effort 
of  its  members.

In  presenting  my  third  annual  report  as  Deputy  for  Gloucester,  Dis- 
trict No.  1,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  our  Order  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. And  while  the  aim  of  all  enterprising  Patrons  is  to  add  new  mem- 
bers to  our  rolls,  some  of  our  most  flourishing  and  best  attended  Granges 
have  only  a  comparatively  small  membership. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Grange  spirit  is  growing  rapidly  in  our  vicinity. 
Our  Order  has  so  educated  the  farmers  as  to  enable  us  to  co-operate  in 
the  selling  of  our  farm  products.  The  South  Jersey  Farmers'  Exchange 
has  been  a  great  factor  in  regulating  the  price  of  the  white  potato  market.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  permitted  again  to  report  the  progress 
and  condition  of  Pioneer  Grange. 

We  are  steadily  increasing  in  membership,  having  this  past  year  re- 
ceived thirty-six  members  by  initiation  and  two,  by  demit.  We  have  lost 
nine,  one  by  death  and  eight  by  demit.  Total  gain,  twenty-seven.  Whole 
number  on  roll,  two  hundred  and  twenty-two. 

We  have  bought  in  a  co-operative  way,  fertilizer,  seed  potatoes,  grass 
seed,  coal,  binder  twine,  flour,  feed  and  groceries,  to  the  amount  of  five 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars,  ($5,898.00). 

Our  meetings  are  held  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  evenings  all 
through  the  year  and  from  January  until  April  we  hold  an  afternoon 
meeting  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday. 

For  several  months  this  year  our  meetings  were  not  well  attended. 
We  think  this  was  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  serious  illness  of  our 
Lecturer  and  the  absence  of  a  literary  program.

Marl  Ridge  Grange,  No.  2,  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The  member- 
ship has  been  increased  to  one  hundred  and  three,  an  increase  of  nine- 
teen members.

The  ladies  of  our  Grange,  wanting  to  add  something  to  the  pleasure 
qf  our  gatherings,  have  during  the  past  year  furnished  the  Grange  with 
some  light  refreshment  at  the  closing  of  our  meetings.  This  has  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  male  members  of  our  Grange  at  least. 

During  the  past  year  our  Lecturer  has  provided  us  with  pleasant  and 
instructive  programs  that  varied  according  to  the  time  we  had  at  our  dis- 
posal.   Debates,  spelling  bees  and  discussions  have  been  among  her  pro-

Report  of  Vineland  Grange,  No.  11  : 

The  present  membership  of  Vineland  Grange  is  369,  a  decrease  since 
last  report  of  26.  During  the  year  we  have  initiated  27,  reinstated  1.  We 
have  lost  by  demit  16,  by  death  7,  and  have  dropped  31.  The  present 
membership  is  composed  of  213  brothers  and  156  sisters.  Forty-four 
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meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of 
35.  Children's  Day  exercises  were  held  June  12.  There  was  a  large  at- 
tendance and  an  excellent  program.

Prices  to  consumers  were  for  chestnut  and  stove,  $5.65  per  ton;  for  pea 
coal,  $3.80  per  ton.  These  prices  allowed  a  compensation  for  handling, 
also  for  weighing.  One  of  our  members  advanced  $110.00  to  purchase  and 
install  wagon  scales,  the  Grange  to  re-imburse  this  member  from  tolls 
from  weighing. 

The  Grange  and  Grange  members  have  assisted  in  organizing  the 
Vineland  Farmers'  Exchange  and  a  local  telephone  company. 

A  Grange  Junior  Improvement  Society  has  been  in  successful  oper- 
ation during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  A  committee  on  agriculture  in 
the  public  schools  has  done  some  work  and  a  vigorous  campaign  is  pro- 
posed for  this  winter. 

Vineland  Grange  has  done  its  part  toward  the  work  of  the  Society 
for  Farming  Demonstration.  These  various  organizations  demand  much 
time  and  energy  and  have  undoubtedly  reacted  somewhat  on  the  at- 
tendance at  the  regular  Grange  meetings. 

Vineland  Grange  has  heard  with  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Secretary 
Bodine,  and  voted  to  extend  its  sympathy  to  the  State  Grange  and  to  the 
bereaved  family.

We  own  a  commodious 
Grange  home  and  last  winter  raised  by  subscription  among  the  members 
$1,000,  which  reduced  our  mortgage  somewhat;  also  we  have  had  a  con- 
crete walk  laid  in  front  of  our  building.  Just  now  we  are  working  for 
a  metal  ceiling  for  our  lodge  room,  which  we  hope  to  obtain  before 
spring.  That  we  have  the  hearty  sympathy  of  the  townspeople  is 
evinced  by  the  following  fact,  that  local  talent  gave  an  entertainment 
and  donated  the  proceeds  for  the  metal  ceiling  fund  and  not  one  of  the 
players  was  a  patron.

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Association  of  Grangers  As- 
sembled in  Asbury  Park  Dec,  1909  : 

The  women  of  the  Asbury  Park,  Ocean  Grove  and  Bradley  Beach 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  send  you  hearty  greetings.  We 
are  banded  together  in  common  with  yourselves  that  by  co-operation  and 
fraternal  good  will  we  may  help  in  the  better  preservation  of  the  homes 
of  this  State  and  nation  in  purity,  sobriety  and  material  prosperity.  This 
we  take  it  is  one  of  the  objects  of  your  Grangers'  Association.  For  this 
reason  we  desire  to  communicate  our  sentiments  and  purposes  to  you,  and 
ask  that  you  co-operate  so  far  as  possible  with  us  in  the  accomplishment 
of  the  laudable  purpose  for  which  we  exist.    Since  the  Revolutionary 
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days  in  this  country,  and  even  prior  to  that  period,  the  women  of  this 
land  have  been  familiar  with  public  affairs  and  have  desired  to  do  their 
part  in  securing  and  in  preserving  for  all  our  people  the  blessings  of 
liberty,  equality  and  fraternity.  In  common  with  our  fathers,  husbands, 
brothers  and  sons  we  suffer  when  any  evil  exists  in  our  land,  whether 
that  evil  be  of  foreign  birth  or  of  our  own  production.

One  of  the  largest  labor 
organizations  in  the  U.  S.  and  of  the  world,  through  the  leadership  of 
Messrs.  Mitchell  and  Gompers,  is  fast  coming  to  an  open  war  upon  the 
saloon  business  because  of  its  injury  to  labor  and  to  the  homes  of  labor- 
ing men.

It  is  with  much  regret  and  sorow  that  we  note  the  death  of  our 
Worthy  Secretary,  Henry  F.  Bodine,  who  died  Nov.  24,  1909. 

We  submit  the  following  report  :  The  Secretary  has  received  since 
Dec.  2,  1908,  to  Dec.  8,  1909,  inclusive,  as  shown  by  the  books  for  fees, 
dues  and  supplies  $5068.78,  including  $34.44  received  by  our  Worthy 
Brother,  John  T.  Cox,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  late  Secretary's  books 
since  his  death.  We  find  receipts  for  the  same  and  also  a  balance  of 
$224.16  due  the  State  Grange  from  the  late  Secretary,  and  are  assured 
by  good  authority  the  same  will  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as 
proper  adjustments  can  be  made  by  those  having  charge  of  the  late 
Secretary's  accounts  belonging  to  the  State  Grange.  Expenditures  for 
the  year  have  been  $4455.47. 

We  find  the  Worthy  Treasurer  had  on  hand  at  last  settlement 
$1907.78,  including  $300  placed  at  interest  in  the  Burlington  County  Safe 
Deposit  Co.  We  find  by  the  bank  book  of  the  above  Safe 
Deposit  Co.  $6654.08,  making  the  total  assets  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Grange  $9099.03,  including  a  balance  of  $2220.79  in  the  Treasurer's  hands 
at  this  date,  and  would  suggest  that  $500  be  placed  at  interest. 

We  would  recommend  the  extension  work  remain  in  hands  of  the

Members  all 
present.    We  passed  on  bills  to  the  amount  of  $1,406.63. 
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The  second  was  held  at  Trenton  January  14,  members  all  present. 
On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee.    Grange  matters  were  discussed  at  some  length. 

The  third  was  held  at  Trenton  March  1.  Members  all  present.  We 
went  over  a  number  of  bills  with  our  Senator,  the  Worthy  State  Master, 
he  assuring  us  that  we  had  been  a  great  help  to  him.

Report  of  Committee  appointed  1908  to  confer  with  the  State  Board 
of  Education  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  OF  LAST  SESSION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 
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The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  session  to  confer  with 
and  to  recommend  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  our  needs  in  agri- 
cultural education,  after  due  deliberation  presented  the  following  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  for  their  consideration.  The  farmers  of  the 
State  are  not  satisfied  that  the  rural  schools  are  accomplishing  as  much 
in  the  way  of  the  education  of  their  children  as  would  be  possible  if 
curriculums  were  so  arranged  as  to  provide  for  more  vocational  studies. 

This  matter  has  been  discussed  very  generally  in  our  Subordinate 
Granges  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  State  Grange  a  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  upon  this  subject. 
The  Committee  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  incorporat- 
ing the  main  difficulties  now  existing,  the  line  along  which  changes 
should  be  made,  and  urges  the  co-operation  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  helping  to  accomplish  the  results  desired. 

We  have  in  no  sense  a  "rural"  school,  that  is,  the  school  where  the 
child  shall  receive  along  with  other  proper  fundamental  subjects  train- 
ing in  matters  pertaining  to  the  home  and  farm.  There  are  no  text  books 
especially  adapted  for  such  vocational  instruction  as  shall  impress  upon 
the  child  the  importance  of  their  industry,  and  means  whereby  their  con- 
dition may  be  improved.  There  are  few,  if  any,  strictly  "rural"  teachers, 
that  is,  teachers  who  have  sympathy  with  farm  work,  or  are  trained  to 
teach  elementary  nature  subjects,  or  subjects  connected  with  the  econom- 
ics of  the  home  and  farm,  or  such  manual  training  as  would  enable 
them  to  do  more  efficiently  the  work  of  the  home  and  farm.  No  pro- 
visions are  now  made  for  introducing  into  our  school  libraries  books 
upon  nature  or  upon  the  sciences  or  principles  pertaining  to  agriculture. 

The  real  needs,  therefore,  are  for  better  instruction  of  teachers,  and 
the  distribution  in  the  rural  districts  of  teachers  competent  to  direct  if 
not  to  instruct  in  the  work  that  shall  be  done.  As  a  rule,  rural  teachers 
are  young  girls,  either  graduates  of  our  Normal  Schools,  or  those  who 
have  graduated  from  our  high  schools  and  taken  the  regular  examina- 
tions. 

It  seems  to  the  Committee  of  the  State  Grange,  that  the  State  Board 
of  Education  might  materially  assist  in  introducing  into  our  Normal 
Schools  such  studies  as  shall  equip  the  teachers  with  the  knowledge 
necessary  to  teach  elementary  branches  of  farm  sciences  ;  second  to 
provide  for  summer  schools  where  teachers  may  have  the  opportunity  for 
special  training  of  this  character;  third,  to  provide  for  better  salaries  for 
teachers  in  the  rural  districts,  and  thereby  attract  those  who  will  desire 
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to  make  teaching  their  life  work;  fourth,  to  provide  for  suitable  text 
books,  and  to  equip  school  libraries  with  books  pertaining  to  rural  life, 
and  supplemented  by  lectures  open  to  the  parent  as  well  as  the  pupil. 

To  sum  up  briefly,  we  need  the  rural  school,  the  rural  teacher,  more 
schools  in  the  country  districts,  text  books  in  easy  and  attractive  style 
for  teachers  and  beginners  on  these  topics,  business  training  for  the 
farm,  farm  practice,  economy  for  the  household  and  farm  manual  train- 
ing that  embodies  everyday  work  in  agriculture,  agricultural  works  in 
our  school  libraries,  and  more  teachers  in  agriculture. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  under  date  of  May  24th,  1909,  replied 
as  follows  : 

Your  communication  of  the  State  Grange  was  presented  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  at  its  last  meeting  and  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

"It  is  ordered  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  reply  to  the  com- 
munication stating  that  this  Board  is  in  thorough  sympathy  with  the 
Grange  in  its  desire  to  make  the  work  done  in  the  rural  schools  more 
practical  and  to  encourage  the  teaching  of  agriculture  and  home  eco- 
nomics and  that  the  Board  is  now  giving  the  matter  careful  consider- 
ation. Signed  C.  J.  BAXTER,  Secretary. 

Your  chairman  also  visited  the  Summer  School  for  teachers  while 
in  session  at  Cap  May  and  found  an  enthusiastic  body  of  teachers  pre- 
paring themselves  for  the  teaching  of  agricultural,  industrial,  and  eco- 
nomic subjects  pertaining  to  the  home  and  would  recommend  that  the 
State  Grange  endorse  the  work  done  in  this  school  as  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.

Also  the  importance  of  being  pre- 
pared with  a  full  report  of  stocks,  crops  and  real  estate  assets  for  the 
census  enumerator,  1910.  And  we  especially  suggest  the  repeal  of  the 
law  which  created  the  County  Boards  of  Equilization  of  Taxes.  We  also 
recommend  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  Address  be  printed  and  sent 
to  each  Subordinate  Grange  to  be  read  during  Worthy  Lecturer's  hour.

Chairman  of  Committee  on  Agriculture  made  their  general  report, 
which  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  AGRICULTURE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

Agriculture  is,  always  has  been  and  doubtless  always  will  be  the 
principal  vocation  of  mankind.  Food  is  the  first  requisite  of  life.  To 
produce  food  is  the  great  mission  of  the  farmer. 

The  American  farmer  is  running  the  greatest  business  the  world 
has  ever  seen.  He  is  producing  nearly  nine  thousand  millions  of  dol- 
lars worth  of  products  annually.  He  produces  in  a  month  more  than  the 
Steel  Trust  does  in  a  year.  It  would  take  him  just  about  five  weeks  to 
produce  crops  equal  in  value  to  the  entire  assets  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Company.  Every  time  the  hour  hand  of  the  clock  completes  its  circuit 
the  American  farmer  has  produced  a  million  dollars  worth  of  food  pro- 
ducts. Day  and  night — winter  and  summer — work  days  and  holidays, 
this  average  rate  of  production  goes  on. 

In  the  long  run  agriculture  must  be  just  as  prosperous  as  other  and 
parallel  vocations.  The  work  of  the  farm  must  be  as  attractive  as  that 
of  the  mechanic  or  the  machinist  or  the  clerk.  Agriculture  cannot  de- 
cay without  affecting  all  vocations. 

England,  at  this  time,  points  a  warning  finger  to  the  world.  With 
practically  all  her  farms  owned  by  her  nobility  and  farmed  by  renters 
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under  conditions  fatal  to  progress — her  agriculture  has  steadily  declined 
— and  now  problems  of  taxation  and  pauperism  are  wholly  engrossing 
her  statesmen. 

It  behooves  the  Grange  therefore  to  watch  with  jealous  care  con- 
ditions on  American  farms  and  prevent  the  formation  of  conditions 
which  have  led  to  disaster  in  other  countries. 

We  report  favorably  on  Resolutions  No.  20  without  amendment,  and 
No.  7  and  No.  iy2  as  amended.

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  rather  an  amendment  to  the  law  to 
prevent  the  use  of  any  process  to  make  Oleo  any  shade  of  butter  color. 
Committee  reported  on  Resolution  No.  7%  favorable.  Report  adopted. 
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Whereas,  The  National  Grange  held  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  recom- 
mended the  following  resolution,  viz  :  Resolved,  that  the  National 
Grange  favors  such  amendments  to  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Law  as  will 
give  the  Commission  power  to  investigate  rates  whether  complaints 
have  been  made  by  the  shipper  or  not;  and  that  the  Commission  may  by 
order  suspend,  modify  or  annul  any  charges  or  regulations  which  impose 
undue  burdens  on  shippers. 

Eesolved,  That  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  assembled  at  Asbury 
Park  endorse  the  above  resolution.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OIV  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  make  this  report  to  you  at  this,  our  annual  ses- 
sion, now  assembled  at  Asbury  Park,  on  your  Experiment  Station. 

We  say  your  because  in  saying  so  we  wish  to  bring  home  to  you  more 
clearly  the  fact  that  it  is  for  the  direct  improvement  of  the  farmer  and  his 
condition  in  the  States  that  the  Experiment  Stations  were  founded  by  the 
United  States  Government  in  Acts  of  Congress  approved  March  2nd, 
1887,  and  March  16,  1906. 

From  the  Government  was  received  $24,000  for  the  year  of  1907  and 
1908,  which  has  been  satisfactorily  accounted  for  in  expenditures  for  the 
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year. 

The  Director  has  on  his  mailing  list  some  8,000  names,  to  whom  are 
sent  all  the  results  of  experiments  that  are  constantly  being  made  at  the 
Station. 

I  would  like  to  impress  upon  members  of  our  Granges  the  advantage 
of  being  upon  this  mailing  list  and  hope  that  all  Masters  will  see  that 
every  member  of  our  Order  in  their  Granges  is  upon  such  list. 

The  Experiment  Station  has  been  very  ably  managed  by  our  Director, 
Mr.  E.  B.  Voorhees,  and  the  people  of  our  State  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  both  Director  and  Station. 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  in  this  report  to  go  fully  into  the  details 
of  the  work  now  being  carried  on,  but  we  do  hope  to  bring  home  to  you 
the  fact  that  we  have  in  our  State  a  trained  body  of  men  ready  at  all 
times  to  give  any  or  all  information  at  their  command  regarding  any- 
thing pertaining  to  the  farm  or  its  management. 

Write  to  them  for  they  are  there  to  be  used.

Report  of  Committee  on  Forestry  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FORESTRY. 

The  object  of  forestry  is  to  discover  the  best  methods  of  management,, 
and  to  apply  these  methods  in  such  manner  as  will  increase  the  produc- 
tion, and,  at  the  same  time,  conserve  our  forests  for  coming  generations. 

Probably  no  other  one  of  our  natural  resources  has  contributed  so 
much  for  the  benefit  of  the  human  race,  and,  at  the  same  time,  been  so 
recklessly  destroyed. 

Not  only  do  our  forests  supply  fuel  which  is  one  of  our  first  neces- 
sities, and  building  material,  without  which  many  of  the  great  achieve- 
ments of  material  progress  would  have  been  nearly  impossible,  but  their 
influence  upon  the  water  supply  and  rainfall  are  inestimable,  making 
agriculture  possible  and  profitable  in  many  sections  of  our  country,  that 
otherwise  would  be  barren  wastes. 

Within  the  past  few  years  our  government  has  made  rapid  advance- 
ment in  the  economic  management  of  our  timber  supply,  and  during  the 
past  year  has  added  over  twenty-five  million  acres  to  our  National  forest 
reserves,  which  now  cover  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  million  acres, 
while  New  Jersey  has  over  eight  thousand  acres  of  State  Forest  reserves. 

And  the  indications  are,  that,  with  a  continuation  of  our  present 
forestry  policies,  the  renewal  of  our  diminishing  timber  supply  is  assured. 

But  how  about  the  farm  wood  lot  ?  While  our  National  and  State 
governments  have  been  making  provision  for  maintaining  vast  forest 
reserves,  we,  as  individuals  (with  possibly  a  few  exceptions)  have  been 
cutting  and  slashing,  with  scarcely  a  thought  for  the  future  fuel  supply. 
Farms  that  formerly  had  from  five  to  twenty  acres  of  woodland  are  to- 
day denuded  of  all  timber  supply. 

We  will  admit  that  in  some  cases  this  land  has  been  cleared  and  is 
now  growing  crops,  but,  in  many  cases  land  unsuited  for  cultivation  has 
been  cut  over  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  take  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
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before  even  firewood  of  any  account  can  be  obtained. 

Had  this  same  timber  land  been  managed  with  proper  care  and 
judgment,  it  would  have  yielded  a  constant  supply  of  wood  and  timber 
and  continued  to  increase  in  value  each  year. 

We  believe  that  ten  or  even  five  acres  of  average  woodland,  properly 
managed,  by  cutting  the  matured  growth  and  properly  thinning  when 
necessary,  will  provide  a  constant  supply  of  firewood  for  home  require- 
ments, and  in  many  cases,  furnish  a  considerable  quantity  of  posts  and 
lumber  for  home  use,  and  would  also  furnish  a  shady  grove  in  summer, 
and  in  many  cases  a  good  windbreak  in  winter,  to  say  nothing  of  making 
our  landscape  more  attractive. 

Let  us  all  recognize  our  forests  as  a  most  valuable  asset,  and  as  a 
heritage,  to  be  made  use  of  in  promoting  the  comfort,  happiness,  and 
prosperity  of  our  people,  but  not  to  be  wasted,  or  needlessly  destroyed.

Your  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  : 

That  although  education  is  making  more  advancements  along  the 
lines  of  Agriculture  and  Domestic  Science  by  these  schools  of  our  State, 
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yet  we  urge  that  this  State  Grange  should  endeavor  to  get  the  Legisla- 
ture to  appropriate  more  money  to  further  promote  this  work  and  to  re- 
quire further  legislation  for  the  instruction  for  both  Agriculture  and 
Domestic  Science,  also  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  a  more  central 
school  for  the  instruction  of  these  much  neglected  subjects,  as  we  believe 
the  farmers'  boys  and  girls  are  entitled  to  this  education  as  much  as 
the  commercial  and  scholastic  boys  and  girls  of  our  State. 

That  we  heartily  endorse  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  State  Grange  of  1908  to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of  Education.

Resolved,  That  Iona  Grange  assembled,  do  hereby  protest  against 
the  efforts  of  said  Boards  of  Education  that  may  lead  to  the  exclusion  of 
said  Bible  from  Public  Schools.    And  further,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution  be  conveyed 
by  our  representative  to  the  State  Grange  of  New  Jersey,  convening  at 
Asbury  Park,  with  the  request  that  the  Legislative  Committee  take  such 
action  as  may  lead  to  the  enactment  of  National  law  or  laws,  making  it  ob- 
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ligatory  on  the  Board  of  Education  of  Public  Schools  to  retain  the  use 
and  reading  of  a  Bible  in  Public  Schools.

Resolutions  passed  by  the  National  Grange,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  No-

Whereas,  The  National  Government,  under  the  Provisions  of  the 
Hatch  and  Morrill  Acts  and  acts  supplementary  to  them,  has  provided  for 
agricultural  research  and  for  education  within  the  collegs  of  agriculture; 
and, 

Whereas,  It  has  become  apparent  that  the  needs  of  agriculture  as 
they  have  developed  during  the  years  since  the  establishment  of  the  col- 
leges of  agriculture  and  the  agricultural  experiment  stations,  are  met 
and  satisfied  only  in  part  by  these  admirable  institutions  supported  by 
the  National  Government,  the  vitally  important  work  of  carrying  the 
teachings  of  modern  agricultural  science  to  the  people  on  the  farms  being 
not  thus  provided  for,  therefore,  be  it, 

1.  Resolved,  That  Congress  should  provide  by  liberal  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  Agricultural  Extension  Departments  in  the  several 
colleges  of  agriculture  of  the  several  States  by  giving  to  each  State  for 
the  use  of  Agricultural  Extension  Departmnt  of  its  college  of  agricul- 
ture annually  a  liberal  sum  and  an  additional  sum  equal  to  the  amount 
appropriated  by  the  State  Legislature  for  the  same  purpose  and  to  be 
expended  under  the  same  authority  not  to  exceed  one  cent  per  capita  of 
population  as  given  in  the  preceeding  census  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Congress  be  asked  to  provide  by  Legislature  and 
appropriation  for  a  division  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  serve 
as  a  research  agency  concerning  the  work  of  the  extension  department, 
for  investigating  into  and  experimenting  with  matters  of  popular  educa- 
tion in  agriculture,  for  the  discovering  of  new  methods  and  for  dissem- 
inating the  results  of  said  investigations. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  National  Grange 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  use  every  proper  effort  to  secure  Congres- 
sional action  favorable  to  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

Approved  and  recommended  for  adoption. 
Signed  by  all  of  the  Committee. 

Resolution  No.  21  reported  favorably.    Report  adopted. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  great  need  throughout  the  rural  school  districts 
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for  teachers  properly  trained  as  instructors  in  the  science  of  Agricul- 
ture, therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Grange  of  New  Jersey  communicate  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  its  wish  that  in  all  high  and  normal  schools 
throughout  the  State  the  "Science  of  Agriculture"  be  made  a  compulsory 
subject  in  their  curriculum. 

General  report  of  Committee  on  Co-operation  was  read.  Report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION. 

No  advancement  can  be  made  in  Grange  work  without  co-operation 
among  the  members,  whether  it  be  for  an  increased  membership,  the 
building  of  a  hall,  the  purchase  of  supplies,  or  the  selling  of  produce. 

Co-operation  in  our  Order  is  increasing  every  year.  More  Subor- 
dinate Granges  are  purchasing  their  supplies  together,  Farmers'  Ex- 
changes have  been  formed  in  several  counties  for  the  sale  of  all  crops 
raised  on  the  farm  and  the  purchase  of  supplies  needed  by  the  farmer. 

We  also  have  our  Grange  Commercial  Exchange  of  N.  J.  to  assist 
us  and  we  believe  if  the  members  of  the  Grange  would  patronize  the  Ex- 
change more  they  would  receive  more  benefit,  as  the  larger  the  orders 
the  better  will  be  the  benefits  obtained.  We  would  also  suggest  that 
more  true  loyalty  to  your  own  business  would  do  more  for  its  success 
than  we  as  Patrons  can  do  at  this  time,  as  loyalty  is  the  keynote  of  suc- 
cess in  all  business  undertakings. 

The  assertion  has  been  made  that  of  every  dollar  paid  by  the  con- 
sumer for  produce  the  grower  receives  but  35  cents.  If  this  be  true,  is  it 
not  time  for  us  to  organize  more  thoroughly,  do  our  own  selling  and  buy- 
ing co-operatively,  and  thus  eliminate  the  men  who  receive  the  profits 
that  rightly  belong  to  the  farmer  ?  While  we  do  not  think  the  financial 
benefits  of  co-operation  should  be  the  chief  aim  of  the  Grange,  yet 
wherever  a  successful  co-operative  business  has  been  established  there 
will  be  found  an  increased  membership,  better  attendance,  and  more  in- 
terest shown  in  all  lines  of  Grange  work. 

We,  as  a  Committee,  recommend  that  each  Subordinate  Grange 
should  have  a  Purchasing  Agent,  or  if  their  members  will  admit,  they 
should  form  a  company  and  become  incorporated  under  the  Co-opera- 
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tive  Law  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  then  these  agents  and  companies 
should  unite  and  appoint  a  General  Purchasing  Agent  to  buy  for  the 
members  of  the  whole  State. 

By  following  these  suggestions  the  large  profits  that  are  received 
by  the  middlemen  will  come  to  the  grower,  thus  enabling  us  to  have  bet- 
ter and  more  attractive  homes,  live  more  comfortably,  and  be  better 
-citizens.

The  general  plan  suggested  by  Asst.  Sec'y  of  Agriculture  W.  M.  Hays 
is  appended. 

Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  N.  J.  State  Grange  be  requested  to 
present  this  resolution  to  the  National  Grange  or  to  its  Legislative 
Committee. 

A  CO-OPERATIVE  ORGANIZATION  COMMISSION  SUGGESTED. 

The  agricultural  organization  societies  of  other  countries,  and  the 
aid  and  supervision  given  co-operative  enterprises  by  Australasian 
governments,  suggest  the  wisdom  of  supplying  at  public  expense  those 
aids  needed  to  encourage,  build  up  and  make  stable  co-operative  organi- 
zation wherever  it  on  the  whole  best  serves  the  widest  interest.  It  is 
apparent  that  assistance  should  be  given  in  a  non-partisan  way,  that  the 
assistance  should  be  not  too  free  in  amount,  and  that  it  should  avoid  all 
monopolistic  tendencies. 

To  avoid  on  the  one  hand  the  lack  of  funds  almost  inevitable  when 
the  dependence  is  on  privately  endowed  organization  societies;  and  on 
the  other  hand  to  avoid  the  partisanship  of  government  organizations, 
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non-partisan  commissioners  with  appropriations  of  funds  from  the  Con- 
gress and  the  State  Legislatures  are  proposed.  The  plan  of  a  federal 
commission  contemplates  that  the  members  be  chosen  by  numerous  in- 
terests; as  one  each  by  the  President;  the  National  Grange,  the  National 
Federation  of  Labor;  the  National  Manufacturers'  Association;  the 
American  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs;  the  American  Association  of 
Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations;  and  the  American 
Breeders'  Association. 

The  plan  contemplates  that  this  body  shall  employ  a  chief  of  bureau 
and  assistants  who  shall  assist  co-operative  organizations  in  such  man- 
ner as  follows  :  Investigation  and  advising  as  to  the  feasibility  of  a 
proposed  co-operative  organization;  aiding  in  preparing  plans  and  forms 
of  business;  investigating  new  and  difficult  propositions;  giving  public 
audit  to  the  association's  accounts  periodically  or  upon  request;  assist- 
ing in  times  of  internal  trouble  or  when  difficulties  arise  with  outside 
parties;  aiding  the  co-operative  association  to  keep  its  business  methods 
up-to-date;  giving  advice  when  the  organization  is  tempted  to  be  extreme 
in  its  demands  of  the  public  or  monopolistic  in  its  tendencies;  arbitrate 
differences,  as  between  the  co-operative  association  and  its  patrons,  or 
those  it  patronizes,  or  between  rival  interests  one  or  both  of  which  is  a 
co-operative  organization. 

It  is  believed  that  modest  appropriations  by  Congress  expended  by 
such  a  non-political,  non-partisan  board  would  be  of  vast  benefit  to  the 
country  at  large.  Individualism  in  business  and  in  home  ownership 
would  be  encouraged;  confidence  in  business  enterprise  and  in  the  entire 
business  situation  would  be  conserved;  the  producer  and  the  consumer 
would  secure  a  larger  share  of  the  wealth  they  mainly  create;  democracy 
would  be  better  preserved;  markets  for  many  commodities  would  be  made 
steadier;  marketing  of  many  products  would  be  less  subject  to  harsh  and 
fraudulent  practices;  and  it  would  tend  to  place  business  on  a  higher 
moral  plane.  But  most  important  of  all,  it  would  wonderfully  aid  in 
preserving  the  family  farm  from  absent  landlordism  and  the  consequent 
semi-peasantry  of  many  of  our  farmers.  Our  greatest  product  is  folks, 
and  on  the  family  farm  is  the  best  place  to  grow  a  virile  race  of  people.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

We,  the  Committee  on  Agricultural  College  submit  the  following  as 
our  report  : 

That  we  heartily  endorse  the  work  done,  by  the  State  Agricultural 
College. 

And  we  believe  that  our  members  should  use  the  means  at  their 
command  to  give  their  sons  and  daughters  the  advantage  of  one  of  the 
courses  offered;  either  the  short  course  of  three  months  or  the  longer 
one  of  four  years.  We  believe  this  would  be  the  means  of  keeping  them 
on  the  farm. 

We  also  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Poultry  Hus- 
bandry, as  we  understand  there  is  a  great  demand  for  Poultry  Litera- 
ture, and  the  faculty  to  supply  this  demand  have  to  get  it  from  some 
other  sources. 

We  would  suggest  that  our  Legislative  Committee  use  their  best 
efforts  to  have  the  appropriation  increased  so  as  to  establish  the  same, 
as  poultry  culture  is  one  of  the  growing  industries  of  our  State. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  suggestion  that  each  Pomona  send  a 
delegate  to  the  open  session  at  the  State  College  during  Farmers'  Week, 
so  that  they  may  carry  back  to  their  respective  Pomonas  the  knowledge 
gained,  and  thereby  transmit  the  same  through  the  members  to  the  sev-

ADDRESS  OF  THE  WORTHY  MASTER. 

Patrons  of  New  Jersey  : 

Greetings  :  Seasons  have  come  and  gone  so  rapidly  that  it  is  hard 
to  realize  that  another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  assembled  in  Thirty- 
eighth  Annual  Session  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange,  to  deliberate  on  and 
devise  measures  for  promoting  the  best  interests  of  our  Order  through- 
out the  State. 

I  extend  a  most  hearty  and  cordial  greeting  to  you  here  gathered  and 
to  the  membership  throughout  the  State. 

After  a  year  of  labor  in  our  respective  jurisdictions  we  have  re- 
assembled to  review  the  work  of  the  Order;  to  overlook  its  situations;  to 
regulate  its  operations  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  its  future. 

The  operations  of  the  past  year  show  a  healthy  development  in  all 
lines  of  work.  The  growth  is  gradual,  but  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
permanent.  New  Granges  have  been  added  to  our  roll  and  increased 
membership  has  been  reported. 

For  the  many  indications  of  a  prosperous  year  we  may  justly  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  we  are  associated  with  an  organization  that  is 
doing  so  much  to  advance  the  agricultural  interests  of  our  State. 

Growth  and  Condition  of  the  Order. 

At  the  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange  one  more  State  was  rep- 
resented than  one  year  ago.  The  Secretary's  report  shows  four  hundred 
and  fifty-four  Subordinate  Granges  organized  and  reorganized,  which  is 
a  larger  number  than  in  any  year  with  one  exception  for  thirty-five  years. 

From  data  obtained  from  the  Treasurer's  office  we  find  that  the  re- 
ceipts indicate  an  increase  of  85,000  members  for  the  previous  year,  show- 
ing a  gain  in  all  but  four  States,  this  in  itself  speaks  forcibly  and  elo- 
quently for  the  splendid  growth  and  general  prosperous  condition  of  the 
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Order  throughout  its  entire  jurisdiction. 

Finances  of  the  National  (iran^e. 

Notwithstanding  the  false  and  malicious  statements  made  by  a  few 
individuals  and  sent  broadcast  over  the  land  through  certain  publica- 
tions that  the  funds  of  the  National  Grange  have  been  misappropriated 
and  the  integrity  and  honor  of  the  National  Master  and  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  have  been  attacked,  the  finances  of  the  National 
Grange  have  made  a  net  increase  of  $3,003.94,  making  the  total  assets  of 
the  National  Grange  $118,825.23.  This  certainly  must  be  the  most  con- 
vincing argument  that  can  be  made  in  defense  of  those  who  have  been 
responsible  for  this  magnificent  showing. 

Extension  of  the  Order. 

The  1908  session  of  the  National  Grange  ordered  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  use  such  net  revenue  as  might  be  derived  from  various  sources 
in  extension  work.  Participation  in  this  extension  fund  has  been  granted 
every  State  Master  applying  for  it  under  the  regulations  established. 

Seventeen  States  have  received  aid  from  this  fund  and  in  each  State 
the  funds  were  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Master  for  the 
services  and  expenses  of  organizers  appointed  or  approved  by  them,  and 
the  amount  expended  in  each  State  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  National  Grange. 

Extension  Policy  as  Outlined  ;it  1910  Session. 

The  National  Grange  at  its  recent  session  held  in  this  city  adopted 
a  broad  comprehensive  extension  policy,  one  which  if  put  into  operation 
by  State  Masters  throughout  the  Nation  will  give  the  Order  such  a  boom 
as  has  never  been  known  in  its  history.  The  plan  provides  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2,000.00  in  any  one  State  for  extension 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Grange  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange. 
Under  this  policy  an  organizer  could  be  given  permanent  employment, 
provided  results  obtained  would  guarantee  such  employment,  at  a  wage 
that  would  prove  an  incentive  for  earnest  effort  and  good  results  should 
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be  accomplished.  It  is  estimated  with  good,  earnest  organizers  fifteen 
hundred  new  Granges  can  be  organized  and  the  reserve  fund  not  be  re- 
duced below  $100,000.00  Will  we  rise  to  our  opportunities  in  New  Jersey 
and  make  the  increase  that  this  will  make  possible. 

The  Order  in  \ew  Jersey. 

Well  may  we  feel  proud  of  the  Order  in  our  State  as  to  past  achieve- 
ments and  future  prospects.  The  exhibit  of  farm  products  at  the  several 
Grange  picnics  and  the  more  recent  exhibit  on  the  Steel  Pier  at  the  ses- 
sion of  the  National  Grange  is  the  best  evidence  that  the  Grange  is  a  power- 
ful factor  in  its  advocacy  of  raising  highest  quality  produce.  We  heard 
one  man  of  thirty  years'  experience  in  exhibits  of  farm  products  extend- 
ing from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  make  the  statement  that  the  exhibit 
made  by  the  loyal  Patrons  of  our  State  was  the  best  he  had  ever  seen. 
This  is  one  of  the  many  practical  demonstrations  of  good  work  accom- 
plished by  our  Order.  The  reports  show  our  Granges  to  be  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  The  influence  of  the  meetings  of  Subordinate  Granges  in 
molding  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  all  that  pertains  to  the  advancement 
of  the  several  educational  and  fraternal  conditions  of  the  community  is 
the  crowning  event  of  the  year's  work.  The  Grange  has  been  a  great 
factor  in  establishing  confidence  among  the  farmers  and  thus  preparing 
them  to  enter  into  co-operative  arrangements,  thereby  reducing  the  cost 
of  production,  which  necessarily  means  an  increase  in  profits. 

Distribution  of  Farm  Products. 

A  more  comprehensive  and  economic  policy  for  the  distribution  of 
farm  products  is  much  desired.  The  high  cost  of  living  which  is  attract- 
ing world-wide  attention  does  not  return  to  farm  producers  a  fair  share 
of  the  price  consumers  pay,  a  condition  due  in  some  degree  to  the  costly 
and  extravagant  means  employed  in  distribution.  In  our  opinion  the  dis- 
tribution of  farm  products  could  be  greatly  reduced  by  the  extension  of 
electric  lines  into  the  rural  districts,  also  by  the  use  of  the  horseless 
truck.  Statistics  gathered  in  our  fight  for  rural  improvements  prove  that 
where  electric  lines  were  extended  info  the  country  from  large  centres 
of  population  the  statement  made  in  the  beginning  of  this  subject  is  cor- 
rect, as  the  farmer  received  89r  more  for  his  products  and  the  consumers 
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were  purchasing  them  fresh  and  more  palatable  for  8%  less  than  they 
did  before  the  inauguration  of  this  system.  The  question  now  confront- 
ing us  is  how  are  we  to  get  the  necessary  extensions  ? 

Those  who  are  in  the  business  claim  it  is  impossible  to  finance  the 
proposition  under  existing  franchise  laws,  while  on  the  other  hand  there 
are  those  who  believe  extensions  can  and  should  be  made;  however  this 
may  be,  it  is  quite  certain  capital  will  not  be  invested  without  some  care 
as  to  the  proper  return  on  the  investment. 

Agriculture. 

Agriculture  is  the  basic  industry  of  the  Nation  and  as  such  should 
receive  just  consideration  at  the  hands  of  all  legislative  bodies,  both 
State  and  National.  Agriculture  does  not  depend  upon  other  industries 
for  prosperity,  but  other  industries  depend  upon  agriculture  as  the  basis 
of  their  prosperity.  Statistics  prove  that  there  are  more  people  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits  than  in  any  other  single  industry,  there  being 
about  40,000,000  people  living  on  the  farms  of  the  country,  and  they  are 
entitled  to  as  great  recognition  in  tariff  and  other  legislation  as  an  equal 
number  engaged  in  non-productive  industries.  It  is  the  opinion  of  those 
who  have  studied  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  this  country  that 
the  man  behind  the  plowT  must  make  each  acre  produce  more  in  order  to 
meet  the  constantly  increasing  demand  made  upon  him,  hence  the  im- 
portance of  more  intelligent  farm  management  in  this  most  important 
industry  of  the  country,  and  the  public  official  who  gives  the  most  earnest 
attention  to  promote  agriculture  is  therefore  promoting  the  general  pros- 
perity of  the  Nation. 

Parcels  Post. 

The  movement  for  a  Parcels  Post  Law  has  been  vigorously  urged 
and  the  evidence  submitted  to  Congress  during  the  past  year  has  been 
amply  sufficient  to  convince  every  member  of  that  body  that  the  farmers 
of  the  entire  country  are  a  unit  in  their  desire  for  the  early  establishment 
of  the  Parcels  Post.  In  addition  to  this  universal  demand  from  the 
country  districts,  there  is  a  large  demand  from  the  cities,  and  there  can 
be  no  question  in  the  mind  of  any  unprejudiced  investigator  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  American  people  favor  this  measure.  Notwithstanding 
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these  facts,  the  opposition  has  been  sufficient  to  deter  Congress  from 
taking  any  action  on  this  important  legislation.  In  any  plan  of  Parcels 
Post  endorsed  by  the  Grange  it  is  our  opinion  that  provisions  should  be 
made  for  a  special  rural  parcels  deliverey  at  a  rate  very  much  lower 
than  the  general  rate. 

When  the  Rural  Free  Delivery  was  first  established  many  of  the 
rural  carriers  found  it  profitable  to  add  to  their  regular  mail  duties  the 
rendering  of  other  carrier  service  to  the  people  along  their  routes.  This 
unofficial  service  increased  rapidly,  and  in  many  instances  the  carriers 
drove  two  horses  instead  of  one  and  a  wagon  that  could  carry  a  ton.  By 
orders  from  the  Department,  instigated  by  the  Express  Companies  it  is 
commonly  believed,  this  special  service  was  suppressed  and  carriers  for- 
bidden to  carry  any  but  mail  matter. 

The  Parcels  Post  endorsed  by  the  Grange  should  provide  for  the 
restoration  of  this  service  along  rural  routes  as  a  regular  part  of  the 
rural  service. 

Among  the  most  insistent  of  the  objections  to  the  establishing  of  a 
Parcels  Post,  and  which  are  claimed  to  have  the  greatest  weight  with 
Congress,  are  the  present  condition  of  the  postal  revenues  and  the  belief 
that  the  cost  of  establishing  a  parcels  post  would  be  very  heavy  and  have 
to  be  met  out  of  the  general  appropriations.  An  examination  of  existing 
postal  conditions  is  conclusive,  in  our  judgment,  that  the  present  deficit 
is  only  apparent,  and  that  there  would  be  a  large  surplus  if  certain 
postal  abuses  were  corrected.  In  order,  therefore,  to  insure  the  early 
establishment  of  a  parcels  post,  we  believe  it  will  be  necessary  to  include 
other  measures  of  postal  reforms  in  our  demands,  and  recommend  as 
measures  that  should  be  advocated  by  the  Grange  in  connection  with 
Parcels  Post  : 

FIRST.    Correct  the  abuse  of  the  franking  privilege. 

SECOND.  Withdraw  tree  postage  from  all  Departments  of  the 
Government  and  provide  in  lieu  thereof  that  the  postal  services  of  each 
Department  be  met  by  specified  appropriations  to  be  included  in  the 
general  Congressional  appropriations. 

THIRD.    Provide  for  the  re-adjustment  of  railroad  mail  contracts. 

FOURTH.  Make  it  obligatory  on  the  Postmaster  General  to  include 
in  his  Annual  Reports  detailed  information  showing  the  actual  cost  of 
oach  Department  and  the  revenue  derived  from  each. 

I  am  convinced  that  a  Grange  postal  reform,  bill  or  bills  including 
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these  measures  in  addition  to  a  demand  for  a  parcels  post  woud  appeal 
to  every  public-spirited  citizen  and  that  we  could  confidentially  expect 
all  friends  of  postal  reform  to  support  the  Grange  in  our  efforts  to  secure 
their  adoption. 

Federal  Aid  for  the  Improvement  of  Highways. 

The  number  of  bills  introduced  in  Congress  by  various  Senators  and 
Representatives  for  federal  aid  in  the  improvement  of  our  highways  is 
the  best  of  evidence  that  Grange  agitation  of  this  subject  is  creating  con- 
siderable sentiment  among  the  people  of  the  country,  and  we  are  assured 
that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  both  Houses  favor  some  such  policy. 

There  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  method  by  which  the 
federal  government  should  co-operate  with  the  States  in  this  work  and 
the  problem  now  to  be  solved  by  Congress  is  to  work  out  some  satisfactory 
plan  of  federal  aid. 

The  Grange  has  adopted  resolutions  favoring  the  creation  of  a  Na- 
tional Highways  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  developing  some  effective 
plan  for  co-operation  with  the  States.  Our  opinion  is  that  a  Commission 
of  this  kind  should  be  composed  of  ablest  engineers  and  their  work  to 
begin  with  should  be  instructive  in  the  matter  of  road  building.  The  only 
objection  urged  against  legislation  for  this  purpose  is  the  condition  of 
the  public  revenue,  which  it  is  alleged  will  not  permit  of  the  moderate 
expenditure  of  $10,000,000  annually  for  a  period  of  five  years  as  provided 
in  the  Grange  Good  Roads  Bill.  This  objection  is  not  well  founded  in 
our  opinion  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  both  Houses  wrouid 
pass  a  ship  subsidy  bill  were  it  not  for  the  influence  of  the  Grange  in 
bringing  pressure  to  prevent  the  passage  of  such  a  bill  providing  for  the 
payment  of  four  or  five  times  this  amount,  and  the  further  fact  that 
the  public  funds  are  being  voted  annually  for  much  less  deserving  objects, 
it  can  only  be  considered  little  less  than  a  subterfuge. 

National  Health  Bureau. 

The  Forty-third  Annual  Session  of  the  National  Grange  adopted  reso- 
lutions favoring  the  consolidation  of  the  various  health  bureaus  of  the 
federal  government,  so  as  to  form  a  practical  working  organization  which 
would  co-operate  with  the  States  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  public 
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health.  These  resolutions  have  been  used  by  the  advocates  of  a  new 
cabinet  office  to  be  called  the  Department  of  Public  Health  as  an  endorse- 
ment of  their  proposition,  and  the  local  Granges  of  the  country  have  been 
asked  to  advise  their  Senators  and  Representatives  that  the  Grange  had 
favored  the  creation  of  such  a  Department.  The  attitude  of  the  National 
Grange  in  this  matter  has  been  misrepresented  by  the  advocates  of  a 
Public  Health  Department  as  the  question  of  creating  such  a  Department 
was  not  discussed  by  the  National  Grange,  nor  were  the  resolutions 
adopted  intended  as  an  indorsement  of  that  policy.  In  view  of  the  at- 
tempt made  to  misconstrue  the  action  of  the  Grange  we  say  emphatically 
that  the  National  Grange  has  not  and  does  not  endorse  a  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  can  see  no  good  reason  why  the  farmers  of  the  country 
should  favor  the  creation  of  such  a  Department  or  any  legislation  that 
might  be  construed  as  a  step  in  that  direction.  The  creation  of  such  a 
Department  would  involve  the  appointment  of  thousands  of  unnecessary 
office  holders  and  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  dollars  which  coujd  be 
better  devoted  to  establishing  Parcels  Post  and  aiding  the  States  in  their 
work  of  road  improvement.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  at  one  of  the 
hearings  before  the  Committee  having  the  bill  in  charge,  one  of  the 
advocates  of  this  proposition  was  made  to  admit  he  or  they,  the  people 
back  of  this  scheme  would  have  the  naming  of  ten  thousand  new  officials 
in  connection  with  this  new  Department. 


Field  Meetings. 

The  field  meetings  held  during  the  past  year  have  been  better  at- 
tended than  ever  before.  The  benefit  of  this  method  of  educating  the 
people  with  reference  to  the  work  being  done  should  be  apparent  to  all 
and  every  effort  made  to  increase  the  attendance  and  interest.  At  these 
meetings  needed  legislation  can  be  fully  discussed  and  the  farmers  fully 
advised  as  to  the  advantages  to  agriculture  to  have  such  laws  enacted  by 
State  and  National  legislative  bodies  as  will  give  all  equal  advantages  and 
absolutely  prevent  special  privileges  and  secure  equitable  and  just  laws. 
These  meetings  can  be  made  still  more  profitable  and  less  expensive  by 
systematic  arrangement  as  to  time  and  places  of  meeting  by  those  having 
them  in  charge  giving  a  little  more  time  and  care  in  securing  the  at- 
tendance of  the  best  men  and  women  in  the  locality  of  each  field  meeting 
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and  at  as  early  date  as  possible  secure  speakers  and  arrange  the  details 
of  the  program. 

The  Experiment  Station. 

New  Jersey  farmers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  having  such  a  practi- 
cal Experiment  Station  at  the  College  Farm  and  should  frequently  visit 
the  Station  and  enter  into  the  spirit  of  a  greater  and  more  profitable 
agriculture  for  New  Jersey. 

By  common  consent  the  Grange  is  the  representative  of  the  farmers 
in  discussing  the  work  of  the  short  courses  and  Experiment  Station,  also 
in  aiding  in  securing  appropriation  for  their  support. 

The  recent  rapid  development  of  an  agricultural  science  and  the 
awakened  public  interest  in  agricultural  education  renders  it  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  the  Station  and  the  farmers  have  a  true  concep- 
tion of  the  aid  that  each  can  render  the  other.  With  a  just  appreciation 
of  the  fact  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  those  institutions  that  the 
primary  object  in  their  establishment  was  the  advancement  of  agriculture 
and  on  the  part  of  the  farmers  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  by  these  institutions  for  educating  their  boys  or 
other  boys  in  this  great  science  there  will  be  such  an  impetus  given  to 
intelligent  and  profitable  agriculture  as  can  come  from  no  other  source. 
It  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  advancement  of  agricul- 
ture and  the  welfare  of  all  the  people  of  the  State  that  such  mutual  under- 
standing of  this  matter  be  fully  established,  and  the  great  influence  of 
these  splendidly  equipped  institutions  be  expected  in  this  direction.  The 
bulletins  of  the  Experiment  Station  carry  the  valuable  results  of  costly 
and  important  experiments  to  a  vast  number  of  students  in  farm  homes 
which  should  be  carefully  studied  and  the  information  applied  to  farm 
operations  for  they  are  practical  means  for  the  dissemination  of  modern 
principles  in  agriculture. 

Orange  an  Educational  Force. 

This  organization  is  one  of  the  great  educational  forces  that  teaches 
honesty,  fair  dealing,  giving  value  received  in  all  exchanges;  industry, 
frugality,  thrift,  strict  adherence  to  the  Golden  Rule,  good  citizenship. 
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setting  its  seal  of  condemnation  on  all  forms  of  fraudulent  practices,  ex- 
tortion or  robbery,  whether  done  under  the  forms  of  law,  by  combina- 
tions, monopoly  or  trust  methods,  or  by  the  more  vulgar  practice  of 
common  stealing,  thus  building  up  a  public  sentiment  that  will  ostracize 
the  man  or  corporation  that  amasses  millions  of  dollars  in  any  other  way 
than  honorable  methods,  based  on  the  principle  of  giving  value  received 
for  all  labor  on  articles  of  value.  Successful  agriculture  cannot  be  se- 
cured by  physical  labor  alone.  The  methods  of  the  past  will  not  win  suc- 
cess now.  Past  methods  have  exhausted  the  fertility  of  the  soil  to  an 
alarming  extent.  Such  system  must  be  adopted  as  will  restore  lost  fer- 
tility and  increase  it.  The  Grange  is  the  school  where  this  system  should 
be  taught.  This  implies  which  is  true,  that  successful  agriculture  has 
been  transformed  from  a  business  of  physical  labor  mainly,  to  one  domi- 
nated by  intellectual  forces,  knowledge  of  the  great  laws  governing  soil 
management,  vegetable  and  animal  growth,  applied  science  in  the  culture 
of  land,  breeding  and  feeding  Qf  domestic  animals.  The  farmers  of  to-day 
and  the  future  must  be  students,  and  the  Grange  the  school,  the  medium 
for  the  exchange  of  information  and  methods  between  farmers,  that  all 
may  profit  by  the  knowledge  gained  by  each.  This  is  practical  co-opera- 
tion that  is  profitable  alike  to  farmers  and  all  the  people.  Expensive 
methods  must  be  dispensed  with  from  the  time  the  seed  is  planted  until 
the  finished  product  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  consumer.  Farmers  of 
the  past  have  allowed  others  to  attend  to  distribution  and  sale  and  make 
all  rules  relating  thereto.  This  mistake  must  be  corrected  and  the 
farmers  must  do  it.  Unorganized  farmers  are  powerless  in  this  age  of 
organized  finance,  commerce,  manufacture,  and  labor,  with  their  solidly 
united  groupes,  Boards  of  Trade,  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  united 
forces.  Hence  this  duty  devolves  on  the  Grange,  the  only  great  National 
organization  of  farmers. 


Motor  Vehicles  and  Public  Highways. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  and  its  attendant 
effect  on  the  improved  highway  system  of  the  State  is  a  matter  of  most 
serious  concern  to  all  law  abiding  citizens  and  especially  to  taxpayers. 
The  revenues  received  from  registration  of  automobiles  in  New  Jersey 
has  been  increased  at  the  rate  of  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum* 
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the  revenue  for  the  last  fiscal  year  amounting  to  $323,880.35.  This 
revenue  would  have  been  greatly  enhanced  had  it  not  been  for  the  so- 
called  dollar  tourist's  privilege  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  1909,  which  increased  from  7,533  in  1909  to  14,754  in  1910.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  a  large  number  of  tourists  who  receive  these  licenses- 
completely  ignore  the  eight  day  limit  and  use  their  cars  until  their  acts 
are  apprehended  by  the  State  Department,  and  as  this  Department  has 
only  two  inspectors  available  for  the  work  of  checking  up  tourists'  license 
tags,  it  is  easy  to  see  that,  large  numbers  of  these  may  be  used  without 
time  limit;  and  indeed,  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  such  is  the  case. 

While  the  increase  in  revenues  from  motor  vehicles  has  increased  at 
about  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase 
in  the  repair  charges  alone  of  the  macadam  roads  has  increased  at  about 
the  same  rate  and  that  during  the  last  four  years,  the  cost  of  repairs  has 
averaged  approximately  four  times  the  amount  of  money  received  from 
automobile  licenses,  the  repair  charges  for  1907  being  $648,488.60;  for 
1908  ;  for  1909,  $1,039,822.71;  for  1910 

approximately;  ahd  the  automobile  revenues  for  the  corresponding  years 
being  $85,694.87  for  1907;  $179,193.37  for  1908;  $247,424.21  for  1909,  and 
$326,000.00  approximately  for  1910. 

Notwithstanding  this  tremendous  repair  charge,  the  roads  are 
gradually  deteriorating,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  at  Trenton 
informs  me  that  he  finds  it  impossible  to  make  the  repairs  keep  pace  with 
the  damages  caused. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts,  however,  certain  representatives  of  auto- 
mobile clubs  have  been  very  active  during  the  last  year  in  advocacy  of 
a  policy  which  will  admit  non-resident  tourists  for  a  limited  time  without 
registration  and  without  the  execution  of  a  power  of  attorney.  They  base 
their  advocacy  of  such  a  principle  upon  the  ground  that  such  a  policy 
prevails  in  our  neighboring  states,  and  that  it  is  unneighborly  and  selfish 
for  us  as  Jerseymen  to  impose  burdens  upon  visitors  which  are  not  im- 
posed upon  our  own  people  while  touring  in  other  states.  Of  course,  no 
one  should  be  selfish  or  unneighborly,  and  if  these  charges  are  well 
founded,  I  thing  we  should  be  compelled  to  admit  the  harshness  of  our 
New  Jersey  policy,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  If  motoring  conditions  in 
any  two  states  could  be  found  to  be  exactly  similar,  then  an  exchange  of 
courtesies  might  well  be  provided  for.  Each  state  would  simply  be  giving 
as  much  as  is  received,  but  the  motoring  conditions  in  New  Jersey  are 
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so  wholly  dissimilar  from  those  of  any  other  state  that  comparisons  can 
only  with  difficulty  be  made. 

So  far  from  not  doing  for  non-resident  motorists  what  other  states 
do  for  Jersey  residents,  we  have  already  done  much  more.  In  our  high- 
way system  alone,  we  have  rendered  a  service  to  non-residents  which  no 
other  state  has  undertaken  to  give  to  Jerseymen. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  if  either  Pennsylvania  or  New  York  should 
undertake  to  duplicate  our  road  system,  each  of  these  states  having  more 
than  six  times  the  area  of  New  Jersey,  it  would  cost  approximately  one 
hundred  million  dollars;  and  in  Pennsylvania  it  would  be  necessary,  be- 
side many  additional  millions,  to  condemn  the  toll  roads  before  the  two 
states  could  be  put  on  a  parity  with  each  other. 

But  the  principal  difference  between  New  Jersey  and  other  states  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  while  in  all  states  besides  New  Jersey  touring  by 
residents  is  the  rule  and  by  non-residents  the  exception,  the  reverse  is 
true  in  New  Jersey.  In  New  Jersey,  there  are  more  non-resident  cars  run 
than  resident  cars.  Besides  this,  there  are  perhaps  mile  for  mile  of  road 
in  New  Jersey  from  fifteen  to  twenty  times  as  many  automobiles  running 
as  there  are  in  any  other  state.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  New  Jer- 
sey where  there  are  less  than  eight  thousand  square  miles  of  territory 
there  is  practically  a  population  of  nine  million  people  whose  automobiles 
are  using  its  roads  while  its  resident  population  is  less  than  two  and  a 
half  millions.  In  other  words,  there  are  more  than  twice  as  many  non- 
residents who  live  at  our  very  gates  who  use  our  roads  than  there  are 
those  who  reside  within  our  borders,  because  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  New  York  City  with  its  nearly  five  million  population  is  closer  for 
motoring  purposes  to  New  Jersey  than  it  is  to  the  highways  of  its  own 
state;  and  when  the  superior  condition  of  our  highways  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration, the  dissimilarity  between  the  two  states  is  obvious.  Further- 
more, where  so  large  a  number  of  automobiles  are  running  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  simply  out  of  the  question  that  they  be  used  without  registra- 
tion and  without  the  execution  of  a  power  of  attorney.  Indeed,  I  cannot 
understand  how  any  honest  motorist  can  desire  to  obtain  such  use. 

The  State  Department  through  the  power  obtained  by  centralization 
and  through  the  execution  of  the  power  of  attorney  and  through  its 
power  of  license  revocation,  has  been  able  to  so  successfully  deal  with  the 
situation  that  speed  traps  have  been  found  unnecessary;  and  for  nearly 
two  years  there  has  not.  existed  a  speed  trap  in  the  State,  a  condition 
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unique  among  states;  and  when  the  fact,  other  things  being  equal,  that 
speed  traps  always  exist  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  travel,  that  there 
are  none  in  New  Jersey  speaks  well  for  the  administrative  efficacy  of  our 
law. 

Reasons  like  the  above  might  be  multiplied  almost  indefinitely,  yet  in 
the  face  of  all  these  facts,  a  propoganda  has  been  established  by  the  motor- 
ists principally  of  North  Jersey  to  secure  not  only  free  privileges,  but  to 
allow  automobiles  to  be  run  without  registration  and  without  the  execu- 
tion of  a  power  of  attorney.  To  my  mind  there  can  be  only  one  result 
to  such  a  procedure.  Automobiles  will  run  over  our  roads  with  even 
greater  frequency,  and  being  without  the  restraint  of  central  authority 
and  being  amenable  to  no  law,  except  where  immediate  arrest  is  possible, 
will  go  at  much  greater  speed  and  in  a  much  more  reckless  manner.  The 
result  will  be  that  our  roads  will  deteriorate  even  more  rapidly  than  they 
are  now  doing,  and  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  increase  at  even 
more  than  the  average  of  the  past  years,  while  our  only  and  very  in- 
adequate protection  will  be  the  re-establishment  of  speed  traps  to  the 
equal  annoyance  of  our  own  law-abiding  motorists  and  of  our  citizens. 

It  is  commonly  rumored  that  there  have  been  sufficient  pledges  from 
members  elect  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  a  law  admitting  tourists  free 
without  registration  and  without  the  execution  of  a  power  of  attorney. 
If  this  be  found  to  be  true,  it  is  to  be  greatly  regretted,  and  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  predicting  one  year's  experience  with  such  a  law  will  be 
entirely  sufficient  not  only  to  thoroughly  disgust  the  public  generally,  but 
to  satisfy  all  law-abiding  motorists  of  the  error  of  such  methods. 

The  automobile  has  proven  itself  a  wonderful  invention,  and  properly 
regulated  and  restricted  can  be  made  to  greatly  enhance  both  the  earning 
capacity  and  the  ease  and  comfort  of  our  people;  but  like  all  great  public 
benefits  when  properly  regulated  may  become  equally  a  great  public 
nuisance  if  not  properly  restricted.  The  only  reason  offered  by  non-resi- 
dents for  insisting  upon  the  proposed  legislation  is  the  trouble  and  annoy- 
ance involved  in  obtaining  registration.  This  matter,  however  important, 
may  be  easily  overcome.  The  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  this 
State  has  advised  me  that  he  has  already  worked  out  and  has  elaborated 
at  considerable  length  a  plan  whereby  registration  can  be  made  auto- 
matic; that  is,  where  a  car  licensed  in  one  state  may  thereby  be  auto- 
matically licensed  in  all  other  states  in  which  it  may  desire  to  travel,  on 
the  same  principle  that  a- tourist  purchases  a  railroad  ticket  at  his  point 
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of  starting  covering  passages  over  many  different  railroads,  so  an  auto- 
mobilist  may,  at  the  state  of  his  residence,  secure  registration  for  all 
other  states  in  which  he  may  desire  to  travel  on  such  terms  as  the  visit- 
ing states  may  require;  and  such  a  plan  would  certainly  overcome  every 
legitimate  objection  that  is  now  raised  against  registration.  It  has  been 
proposed  by  the  Commissioner  to  the  representatives  of  the  automobile 
clubs,  but  for  some  reason  they  still  insist  upon  the  plan  previously 
adopted  by  them. 

Conservation  of  Natural  Resources. 


Much  has  been  said  and  many  articles  written  during  the  past  year 
regarding  this  highly  important  question.  The  extreme  gravity  of  the 
enormous  timber  waste  that  has  been  permitted  for  years  seems  to  have 
dawned  on  our  Government  officials  with  a  suddenness  that  was  alarm- 
ing. Minds  that  had  been  dulled,  eyes  that  had  been  closed  to  the  ruth- 
less destruction  of  our  forests,  came  to  a  quick  realization  of  the  enormity 
of  the  responsibility  of  conservation.  Then  commenced  the  planning  for 
future  preservation.  It  is  eminently  proper  that  the  wasteful  methods 
should  be  abolished  and  a  safe  and  sure  systematic  plan  established 
whereby  our  supply  of  timber  will  be  greatly  prolonged.  It  is  estimated 
that  each  year's  waste  if  made  into  pulp  could  be  converted  into  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  paper  to  supply  the  entire  demand  for  printing  of  news- 
papers. In  the  past  five  years  over  seventy  millions  of  acres  of  lands 
known  as  coal  lands,  oil  and  gas  lands,  and  lands  known  as  water  power 
sites  at  points  on  streams  where  the  water  power  must  be  converted  to 
be  made  useful,  these  have  all  been  placed  under  Government  control  and 
the  way  of  the  schemer  and  promoter  made  harder.  Much  of  this  land  is 
valuable  for  agriculture,  particularly  the  coal  lands,  and  the  plan  adopted 
by  Congress  whereby  the  Homestead  Law  was  applied  to  the  surface 
while  the  Government  still  retains  possession  of  the  coal  lands  beneath 
surely  seems  to  be  one  big,  long  stride  toward  the  proper  solution  of 
this  problem.  Under  the  National  Forests  Law  we  find  that  over  166,000,- 
000  acres  of  land  have  been  placed  under  public  domain.  The  law  does 
not  prevent  prospecting  and  mining  development  under  proper  regula- 
tions. It  offers  development  to  agriculture  where  land  is  more  valuable 
for  this  purpose  than  for  forest  growth  and  prevents  the  evils  which 
follow  forest  destruction.    These  lands  are  open  to  every  use  consistent 
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with  the  permanent  good  with  regard  to  future  conservation.  The  whole 
aim  and  purpose  now  seems  toward  development  of  lands  once  closed  to 
the  public  and  legal  protection  by  Government  officials  to  those  interested 
in  such  development. 

While  we  have  spoken  of  National  conservation,  we  should  not  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  we  as  farmers  must  study  the  best  methods  for  con- 
servation of  our  soil.  To  be  productive  it  must  be  kept  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition,  and  he  who  neglects  to  return  to  mother  earth  soil  food  in 
return  for  that  given  him  is  just  as  destructive  to  nature  as  those  of 
whom  we  have  been  speaking. 

Conservation  after  all  means  preserve  the  forests  and  they  will  sup- 
ply our  needs,  feed  the  soil  and  the  soil  will  feed  the  Nation,  safeguard 
the  coal,  oil  and  gas  lands  and  they  will  be  as  never-failing  as  the  sun 
and  moon,  for  a  man  can  no  more  rob  nature  without  suffering  that  he 
can  rob  the  ordinary  country  post  office  without  being  amenable  to  the 
law. 

The  Press. 


Each  year  our  attention  is  called  to  press  publicity  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Grange,  and  just  as  regularly  are  we  reminded  of  the  extreme 
laxity  of  the  Granges  in  this  respect.  There  is  not  a  single  meeting  of  the 
Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  but  what  something  important  to  the 
general  bettering  of  local  conditions  is  discussed  and  the  very  fact  that 
the  organization  stands  for  everything  that  is  for  the  advancement  of 
business  and  social  conditions  should  be  given  all  the  publicity  possible. 
I  am  sure  the  press  would  gladly  co-operate  with  us  to  the  end  that  our 
organization  will  be  better  understood  by  the  public  at  large.

POMONA'S  REPORT.

This  has  been  a  banner  year  in  the  history  of  Grange  work  in  our 
State,  and  this  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  very  efficient  and  untiring 
efforts  of  our  Worthy  Master.

The  earlier  fruits  of  the  year  are  small  and  not  of  a  lasting  character, 
but  those  that  grow  slowly  and  steadily,  buffeted  by  the  winds  and  kissed 
by  the  sun  through  the  long  summer  hours,  have  gained  enduring  quali- 
ties that  are  both  a  pleasure  and  profit  to  mankind. 

There  is  reason  for  great  encouragement  in  the  fruit  industry,  in  the 
renewed  interest  which  is  apparent  in  all  parts  of  our  State.  Nurseries 
are  already  unable  to  fill  the  orders  for  certain  varieties  of  fruit. 

In  this  day,  when  what  we  eat  is  given  so  much  intelligent  thought, 
fruit  is  given  a  prominent  place,  and  the  demand  is  on  the  increase;  so 
the  farmer  who  will  select  the  popular  varieties,  and  set  his  trees  on  soil 
adapted  to  the  fruit  he  selects,  will  be  in  touch  with  the  age  in  which  he 
lives  and  gather  both  golden  fruits  and  coins.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
be  a  member  of  "Flora's  Court"  during  my  term  of  office,  the  considera- 
tion for  the  wishes  of  others,  the  dignity  with  which  she  presided  over 
her  Court,  as  well  as  the  beautiful  appointments  which  have  always 
tharacterized  it,  have  endeared  her  to  us,  and  made  our  service  one  to 
which  we  shall  always  look  back  with  joy.

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Report  of  Worthy  Flora,  Lillian  A.  Raughley  : 
FLORA'S  REPORT. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

After  the  lapse  of  another  year — a  year  which  all  good  patrons  of  • 
New  Jersey  will  look  back  to  with  great  pride — I  am  again  permitted  to 
bring  you  greetings  as  Flora. 

In  my  messages  to  you  I  try  to  leave  some  food  for  thought — if  it  is 
ever  so  little,  I  feel  I  have  accomplished  something.  Last  year  I  told  you 
that  the  term  "Flora"  did  not  mean  simply  the  bloom  of  the  plants,  the 
mistake  that  is  often  made,  but  that  it  means  the  vegetation  of  the  whole 
world — on  both  land  and  water — from  the  tiniest  blade  of  grass  to  the 
mightiest  oak. 

The  growth  of  flora  is  most  rapid  and  luxuriant  where  the  tempera- 
ture is  between  70  and  90  degrees,  where  there  are  neither  great  extremes 
nor  sudden  changes  in  temperature,  and  where  there  is  sufficient 
moisture.  Hence  life  is  most  abundant  near  the  equator,  where  there  is 
pereptual  summer,  and  where  there  is  a  belt  of  rains  all  around  the  globe. 
Here  is  found  the  richest  forest  growths  and  the  densest  jungles.  Here 
"Flora  holds  her  continuous  court,  and  plants  her  largest  plants  and 
greatest  number  of  her  species. 

Plant  life,  the  same  as  animal  life,  is  grouped  together  in  families, 
and  the  term  used  for  this  grouping  is  "genera."  Take  the  rose  for  in- 
stance. The  rose  forms  hundreds  of  "genera,"  or  families,  and  thousands 
of  species,  all  having  in  common  certain  characteristics  readily  recog- 
nized by  the  botanist.  The  rose  family,  like  the  grass  family,  is  distri- 
buted the  world  over,  while  the  cactus  family  is  found  only  on  the 
Western  Continent.   The  organic  world  includes  everything  that  has  life. 

Three  great  laws  dominate  in  this  world.  The  first  is  the  law  of 
heredity,  in  obedience  to  this  law,  organisms  multiply  and  reproduce  de- 
scendants which  grow  in  the  likeness  of  their  parents  or  ancestors. 

The  second  law  is  the  law  of  "variation."  In  obedience  to  this  law 
organisms  are  modified.  They  are  endowed  with  a  sort  of  placticity  of 
nature,  which  allows  them  to  be  changed  or  molded  by  surrounding 
conditions  or  influences. 

The  third  law  is  the  law  of  nutrition.    By  virtue  of  this  law  the  indi- 
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vidual  lives  and  grows  and  its  separate  life  is  maintained.  The  essentials 
of  this  law  are  :  First,  air,  except  perhaps  a  few  microscopic  plants. 
Growth  and  change  of  substances  occur  in  connection  with  death  and 
decay  during  the  lifetime  of  an  organism.  They  are  destroyed  by  the 
active  properties  of  the  atmospheric  oxygen,  and  it  is  one  of  the  offices  of 
the  air  to  remove  the  dead  and  effete  matter.  Air,  therefor,  both 
nourishes  and  destroys. 

As  water  constitutes  at  least  one-half  the  weight  of  every  animal  or 
plant  it  is  one  of  the  essentials  of  life. 

A  proper  amount  of  heat  is  another  great  essential  to  nutrition. 
Though  life  may  continue  to  exist  at  temperatures  below  30  degrees  and 
above  150  degrees,  growth  does  not  take  place  at  either. 

Sunlight  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of  most  known  species,  and 
without  it  there  is  very  little  vegetable  growth.  The  food  of  the  plant 
consists  of  carbonic  acid  and  water  in  which  a  little  mineral  matter  is 
dissolved.  The  carbonic  acid  is  obtained  from  the  air,  through  little 
mouths  in  the  green  leaf,  and  the  water  reaches  the  plant  mainly  through 
the  roots.  The  carbon  of  the  carbonic  acid  and  the  hydrogen  of  the  water 
are  retained  in  the  plant,  while  the  oxygen  is  given  off  free  to  the  air. 

Thus  green  plants — for  instance  the  pine  belt  of  New  Jersey — by  ab- 
sorbing the  carbonic  acid  not  only  obtain  part  of  the  material  for  their 
food,  but  also  withdraws  from  the  air  a  gas  that  is  harmful  to  animal  life, 
and  at  the  same  time  renews  the  supply  of  oxygen  which  is  necessary  for 
its  existence — our  existence. 

Hence  the  great  number  of  health  resorts  in  our  State.  The  pines 
and  cedars  absorb  the  impurities  in  the  air,  purify  them,  and  then  throw 
off  the  health-giving  oxygen. 

Pure  air  means  pure  blood.  Pure  blood  means  health.  You  don't 
wonder  then  at  the  great  crowds  who  are  constantly  hurrying  from  the 
overcrowded  cities  into  our  villages,  camps  and  our  world-famous  seaside 
resorts. 

The  groves  were  God's  first  temples.

Again  assembled  in  Annual  Session  I  present  the  following  as  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  : 

We  have  organized  during  the  year  two  new  Granges,  Allenwood,  No, 
193,  in  Monmouth  county,  and  Towaco,  No.  194,  in  Morris  county.  The 
first  with  88  charter  member  and  the  second  with  71  charter  members. 

There  have  been  initiated  during  the  year  1,273  members.  We  have 
at  the  present  time  from  the  latest  accessible  reports,  17,200  members  in 
good  standing  in  the  State,  an  apparent  increase  of  9^6  members  repre- 
sented in  132  Subordinate  Granges.

The  record  of  another  Grange  year  is  made,  the  opportunities  that 
eome  to  each  of  us,  whether  improved  or  not,  are  past,  and  I  am  here  t© 
present  a  brief  report  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
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county  of  Cape  May  during  the  past  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  harmony  and  brotherly  love 
prevail,  and  that  each  of  the  Granges  in  our  jurisdiction  have  been  alive 
to  their  duties  and  opportunities,  and  each  have  added  to  their  member- 
ship. 

The  present  membership  in  our  county  is  about  700  or  over,  having 
added  over  100  during  the  past  year.  Each  of  the  Granges  have  Masters 
who  have  the  interest  Of  their  Granges  at  heart,  and  have  the  respect 
and  confidence  of  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  Order.  The  Master  of 
the  Rio  Grande  Grange  has  the  proud  distinction  of  being  the  only 
Sister  that  is  a  Worthy  Master  of  a  Grange  in  the  State,  a  position  that 
she  is  deserving  and  worthy  of,  and  which  she  fills  with  dignity  and  grace. 

Our  county  picnic  was  held  during  the  first  part  of  September  and  a 
most  practical,  interesting  and  instructive  address  was  delivered  by  Prof. 
Davis,  of  New  Brunswick  Agricultural  College. 

The  Pomona  Grange  is  increasing  in  interest,  as  well  as  in  new  mem- 
bers, having  added  more  new  members  during  the  past  year  than  any 
one  year  since  it  was  organized.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

I  will  now  offer  you  my  report  as  Deputy  of  Mercer  county  for  the 
year  that  is  fast  drawing  to  a  close. 

I  cannot  report  any  new  Granges  organized  during  the  past  year  and 
I  do  not  know  of  any  section  of  the  county  to  organize  a  Grange.  Mercer 
county  is  so  thoroughly  organized,  but  at  the  same  time  I  am  not  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  there  is  still  work  to  be  done,  and  I  have  tried 
to  give  as  much  time  as  I  possibly  could  to  the  Grange  cause.

In  presenting  my  second  report  as  Deputy  for  Morris  and  Essex 
counties,  we  have  three  Granges  in  Essex  county,  viz  :  Livingston,  No. 
104;  Caldwell,  No.  107;  Roseland,  No.  108.  These  three  Granges  are  in 
good  working  order.  I  will  not  try  to  report  on  any  of  these  Granges,  I 
will  leave  that  to  the  Masters. 

On  account  of  sickness  I  have  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  work  in 
Morris  county  as  I  expected  to  do  during  the  past  year.  We  have  three 
Granges  in  Morris  county  :  Morris  Grange,  No.  105;  Passaic  Township 
No.  188.  This  is  one  of  our  new  Granges,  organized  in  1909.  With  the  help 
of  Brother  H.  B.  Van  Ness  I  have  been  able  to  organize  one  new  Grange 
in  Towaco,  Morris  county.  This  Grange  was  organized  last  August  with 
seventy-one  charter  members.

Your  Executive  Committee  present  the  following  report  : 
We  have  held  six  meetings  during  the  year.  The  first  was  held  at 
Asbury  Park  at  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Session.  Members  all 
present  except  Brother  Heritage.  We  passed  on  bills  to  the  amount  of 
$1,474.21.  Committee  organized  by  electing  Brother  Albert  Heritage 
Secretary.  Moved  and  carried  that  the  question  of  regalia  be  laid  over 
until  some  future  meeting;  also  the  purchase  of  badges,  including  one 
for  the  Lecturer. 

The  second  was  held  at  Trenton,  Jan.  20th.  Members  all  present  ex- 
cept Brother  Heritage.  Brother  H.  M.  Loveland  was  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Worthy 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  find  them  correct.  We  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  : 

The  Secretary,  John  T.  Cox,  has  received  since  Dec.  8th,  1909,  to  De- 
cember 6th,  1910,  inclusive,  including  $224.16  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  H.  F.  Bodine,  deceased,  the  sum  of  $8,436.34,  and  has  paid  over 
to  the  Treasurer,  Charles  Collins,  the  above  amount,  and  holds  his  re- 
ceipt for  the  same.  We  find  the  Worthy  Treasurer  had  on  hand  at  last 
settlement,  $2,220.79,  of  which  amount  $500.00  was  placed  at  interest  in 
the  Burlington  County  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  We  find  by  the 
bank  book  of  the  above  Safe  and  Deposit  Co.  there  is  $7,466.16  to  the 
credit  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange;  and  at  this  date  the  Treasurer 
has  on  hand  $1,825.09,  making  the  total  assets  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Grange  to  be  $9,291.25.

this  was  held  in  November.  Also  one  meeting  set  apart  for  Pomona, 
who  held  hers  in  the  interest  of  fruit  in  October,  the  same  as  Flora  does 
in  June. 

The  three  lady  officers  represent  the  three  Goddesses,  and  it  seems 
to  me  fit  that  they  perform  some  part  in  the  years  other  than  at  initiation. 

The  work  in  Burlington  county  is  not  all  done  yet.  There  should  be 
two  more  Granges  organized  this  coming  year  if  the  winter  is  not  too 
severe.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 


Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

While  we  report  with  satisfaction  and  pride  upon  the  achievements 
of  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Station,  we  would  give  expression  to 
feelings  of  sorrow  and  regret  that  its  able  and  talented  director,  who  has 
done  such  efficient  service  for  the  past  nine  years,  should  be  thus  sud- 
denly stricken  down  in  the  midst  of  his  useful  career. 

During  the  past  year  seventy-eight  students  were  instructed  in  the 
short  course  in  agriculture,  and  ninety  names  are*  already  enrolled  for 
the  coming  year. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty  samples  of  fertilizers  and  four  hundred  and 
ninety-one  samples  of  feeds  were  analyzed  last  year  and  results  pub- 
lished, also  various  experiments  in  the  raising  of  different  crops,  dairy- 
ing and  combating  destructive  insects  were  made  and  results  published. 
The  value  of  these  experiments  to  the  farmers  can  not  be  computed,  and 
we  would  urge  that  the  work  of  the  past  should  have  the  endorsement 
and  the  work  of  the  future  the  hearty  support  of  this  body,  and  that  the 
Master  of  each  Grange  should  be  required  to  see  that  the  members  of  his 
Grange  are  well  supplied  with  bulletins.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FORESTRY. 


Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

We  have  found  that  there  are  about  600,000,000  acres  of  forest  in  the 
United  States  and  about  one-fifth  of  it  belongs  to  the  National  or  State 
forests  and  the  other  four-fifths  belonging  to  private  hands. 

The  forest,  if  properly  managed,  will  furnish  lumber  enough  and  fire 
wood  also.  We  think  that  the  forest  fires  are  the  greatest  enemies  of  the 
forest  and  if  we  keep  all  precaution  from  those  fires  and  have  proper 
means  for  fighting  them  is  what  we  need. 

We  think  that  the  Government  is  waking  up  as  to  taking  care  of  its 
torests,  as  it  has  a  great  many  good  men  looking  after  the  forest  and  pays 
them  very  good  wages. 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee  heartily  endorse  all  laws  enacted  for 
the  prevention  of  forest  fires,  and  be  very  careful  in  how  they  cut  the 
trees  and  not  be  wasteful  in  any  way.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION. 


With  co-operation  as  one  of  the  main  aims  of  the  Grange,  co-opera- 
tive buying  has  been  increasing  along  all  lines  from  year  to  year,  while 
co-operative  selling  has  received  very  little  attention. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  general  awakening  to 
this  fact,  resulting  in  the  formation  of  a  number  of  Farmers'  Exchanges 
throughout  the  country.  While  these  are  not  strictly  a  Grange  move- 
ment, the  majority  of  the  members  are  Grangers,  and  to  the  efforts  of 
these  is  largely  due  the  success  of  the  enterprise. 

Farmers,  as  a  rule,  have  been  too  conservative  to  accomplish  much 
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along  this  line,  but  with  the  knowledge  gained  in  Grange  discussions 
there  is  surely  hope  for  the  future.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  : 

The  Committee  on  Master's  Address  find  a  great  deal  to  commend 
that  should  be  valuable  to  the  agriculturists  of  the  State,  at  least  his  con- 
gratulations upon  the  prosperity  of  the  Grange  is  very  gratifying.  His 
suggestions  coining  from  the  National  Grange  for  a  little  expenditure  in 
each  State  for  the  extension  of  the  Order,  we  heartily  endorse;  also  his 
remarks  concerning  a  more  economic  distribution  of  farm  produce  are 
well  worthy  of  our  most  careful  study. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  his  references  to  Parcels  Post  Law  are 
very  timely,  as  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  American  people  are  desiring 
and  are  entitled  to  at  least  as  good  accommodation  and  privileges  in  this 
particular  department  as  Germany  and  other  nations  accord  to  their 
people,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  nothing  stands  in  the  way  of  such  privileges 
except  perhaps  three  or  four  Express  Companies. 

We  heartily  approve  of  the  Master's  remarks  concerning  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  National  Board  of  Health.  We  especially  commend  and 
recommend  for  the  serious  consideration  of  all  our  lawmakers,  the  com- 
ing winter,  his  well  considered  statements  relating  to  motor  vehicles.

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His  efforts  to  call  attention  to  and  have  the  Granges  on  the  alert  to  meet 
and  curb  the  tendency  to  a  too  aggressive  and  restrictive  policy  against 
the  people  on  the  part  of  Motor  Clubs,  without  any  corresponding  legis- 
lation to  check  this  terrible  threat  and  menace  to  the  public.  We  contend 
that  the  revenues  obtained  from  motor  vehicles  being  less  than  one- 
Jourth  of  the  cost  of  repairs  to  roads  annually  does  not  entitle  them  to 
dictate  all  resolutions  relating  to  motor  vehicles  in  the  State. 

We  also  concur  with  the  Master  in  his  view  of  the  injustice  of  their 
demand  for  more  liberal  and  reciprocal  touring  privileges,  inasmuch  as 
New  Jersey  with  its  miles  of  good  roads  and  contiguity  to  the  great  city, 
simply  becomes  a  thorofare  for  the  citizens  of  the  surrounding  States. 

The  Master's  treatment  of  the  conservatism  of  our  National  domain 
for  the  future  use  of  the  people  is  also  to  be  commended,  as  it  is  fast 
becoming  the  settled  policy  of  this  Government  to  place  all  of  its  wealth 
of  forest  land,  mines  and  coal  lands,  and  water  powers  under  such  re- 
strictions as  will  divert  its  resources  to  the  best  interest  of  our  people 
and  their  posterity;  also  the  conservation  of  the  fertility  of  our  soils  is 
clearly  necessary  as  to  go  without  saying.

With  progress  as  the  keynote  of  Grange  work  for  the  year  just 
ended,  with  added  strength  and  vitality  showing  in  nearly  every  Grange 
in  our  State,  we,  too,  greet  you  With  notes  of  encouragement  and  good 

cheer. 

The  words  of  commendation  given  our  Committee  at  the  last  session 
of  our  State  Grange,  by  the  various  Masters  present,  has  been  an  impetus 
for  better  work,  all  the  past  year.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  many 
Lecturers  all  over  the  State  we  believe  our  efforts  have  been  better  ap- 
preciated and  our  work  more  effectual  than  ever  before,  and  we  feel 
grateful  to  these  many  helpers  in  their  earnest  efforts. 

We  have,  as  heretofore,  faithfully  tried  to  place  before  each  Grange 
in  the  State  once  a  month  a  general  topic  for  discussion,  arranging  such 
sub-topics  or  questions  under  the  same,  as  we  deemed  was  best  fitted 
for  the  general  demand.

We  would  keep  ever  before  the  minds  of  parents  to  so  make  the  farm 
home  a  centre  of  attraction  as  will  call  forth  the  love  and  loyalty  of  every 
boy  and  girl  who  grows  to  manhood  and  womanhood  thereon,  and  the 
place  to  which  the  tired  hearts  will  turn  with  loving  remembrance  during 
the  many  years  that  must  follow  for  the  boys  and  girls  scattered  all  over 
our  land. 

We  do  not  ask  you  to  keep  all  the  boys  and  girls  upon  the  farm — 
many  of  them  have  talents  calling  for  different  outlets — but  the  sturdy, 
economical  training  in  the  farm  home  is  an  open  sesame  to  almost  any 
calling  in  life  and  a  wealth  of  which  no  misfortune  can  deprive  them. 
We  love  more  and  more  the  farm  home  and  the  hard  working  farmer  and 
his  family  and  the  cause  and  effort  they  represent. 

In  his  "Outlook  to  Nature,"  L.  H.  Bailey  says  :  "I  stand  for  the 
open  country,  for  its  affairs,  for  the  trees  that  grow  there,  for  the  heavens 
abo\e,  for  its  men,  its  women,  its  childlife.  In  the  stress  and  racket  of 
your  cities  you  forget  the  quiet,  patient  lives  away  yonder  on  the  hills, 
and  in  the  valleys,  and  beyond  on  the  plains.    But  they  are  more  numer-

ous  than  all  the  great  families  of  the  cities.  They  are  my  people;  with 
them  I  was  born,  their  problems  are  my  problems,  for  them  I  mean  to 
labor  as  long  as  I  have  strength  and  life."

Let  us  keep  the  farm  home  a  nucleus 
around  which  this  wealth  of  right  living  may  center,  around  which  our 
Nation  may  gather  new  strength  and  new  endeavor,  and  let  our  beloved 
Grange — this  grand  and  influential  Order  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry — 
represent  the  collective  farm  homes — let  it  be  as  the  great  commander- 
in-chief,  who  carries  into  activity  the  orders  that  emanate  from  these 
homes — the  wishes  and  desires  of  great  body  of  American  commonwealth.

Whereas,  The  producers,  commission  merchants  and  consumers  have 
felt  the  injustice  of  so  many  non-uniform  sizes;  therefore  be  it 

Hesolved,  That  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  in  Annual  Session  as- 
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sembled  to  urge  the  enactment  of  a  law  making  the  standard  size  hamper: 
Height,  20  inches;  top  diameter,  15%  inches;  bottom,  9^  inches.  To- 
mato crate,  20  inches  long,  9  inches  high  and  11  inches  wide.

Whereas,  If  the  charge  be  true  the  people  are  being  defrauded;  if 
they  be  untrue  the  dealers  are  being  unjustly  misrepresented;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  our  opinion  that  justice  to  all  should  work  hardship 
to  none;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  ask  our  State  Grange  at  its  next  session  to  refer 
this  matter  to  a  committee  with  instructions  and  power  to  act. 
Reported  unfavorably.

Resolution,  No.  5  : 

The  Raritan  Valley  Grange. 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  ;  hat  law  which  places  a  person  as  a 
criminal,  subject  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  who  offers  for  sale 
as  pure  milk  that  which  does  not  come  up  to  a  certain  standard,  other 
than  that  of  the  cow;  that  milk  should  be  pure  and  free  from  adultera- 
tion, we  offer  this  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  our  State  Grange,  and  all  local  Granges,  appeal  to  the 
State  Legislature,  ami  io  their  several  legislators,  to  have  that  law  in 
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reference  to  a  milk  standard  stricken  from  our  statute  books,  and  that  a 
proper  law  be  enacted  to  punish  any  person  who  adulterates  or  offers 
adulterated  milk  for  sale.

General  report  of  Committee  on  Agriculture  : 

6ENEBAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  : 

The  past  year,  like  the  three  or  four  preceding  it,  has  been  a  pros- 
perous one  for  the  average  farmer  in  the  Garden  State.  The  improved 
appearance  of  farm  buildings  in  the  past  five  years  is  very  noticeable,  and 
rhe  large  increase  in  the  products  of  the  State  tell,  as  nothing  else  can, 
of  the  increased  fertility  of  the  soil.  But  there  is  another  side  to  the 
farmer's  business;  we  must  sell  our  products  after  we  grow  them.  It 
costs  too  much  to  get  our  products  to  the  consumer.  It  costs  too  much 
to  get  the  fertilizer,  feed  and  other  things  which  the  farmer  needs  from 
the  factory  to  him. 

Co-operative  buying  and  co-operative  selling  in  *one  form  or  another 
should  be  encouraged.  Co-operation  of  this  kind  is  still  in  the  experi- 
mental stage,  but  when  farmers  come  to  have  more  confidence  in  each 
other  and  are  willing  to  stand  by  their  organizations  for  better  or  worse, 
they  v/ill  find  them  a  good  paying  investment.  It  is  simply  a  question  of 
paying  the  price  to  get  the  goods. 

When  a 'good  business  man  opens  a  store  he  puts  out  the  best  article 
he  can  get  at  a  small  reduction  in  price.  He  is  paying  for  the  trade  he 
hopes  to  get. 

When  farmers  start  a  selling  agency  of  any  kind  they  expect  to  get 
a  high  price  for  their  goods  at  once.  They  are  not  willing  to  pay  a  price 
tor  trade  and  generally  do  not  get  the  best.     We  recommend  that 
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Granges  think  well  before  they  withdraw  from  co-operative  organizations 
they  have  helped  to  form  with  brother  farmers.

Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  on  Education  would  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  : 

1st.  That  we  do  most  heartily  endorse  the  recommendations  set 
forth  in  your  annual  address. 

2nd.  We  recommend  and  urge  that  there  be  a  more  united  effort  by 
the  Grange  for  a  better  and  more  efficient  teaching  of  Nature  Study, 
Agriculture,  Domestic  Science,  and  Manual  Training  in  our  public 
schools,  in  connection  with  a  practical  common  school  education,  where- 
by we  believe  that  our  girls  and  boys  would  be  made  to  love  the  farm 
more,  and  to  know  and  appreciate  the  liberty  and  privilege  of  life  in  a 
rural  community,  the  advantage  of  living  near  to  nature,  of  keeping  in 
close  touch  with  our  Mother  Earth. 

While  we  ask  all  possible  help  for4  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  public 
schools,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  education  is  not  received  in  the 
schoolroom,  and  that  some  of  the  older  boys  and  girls  need  training 
.-long  the  line  of  love  for  farm  life,  we  recommend  that  Subordinate. 
Granges  supplement  the  teaching  of  nature  study  by  an  effort  to  instil 
the  love  of  nature,  through  the  medium  of  the  Lecturer's  hour.

Resolution  to  the  State  Grange  adopted  by  Vineland  Grange,  No.  1L 
Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  a  bitter  contest  in  the  National  Grange 
between  five  (5)  strong  Grange  States  and  some  of  the  leading  officials 
of  the  National  Grange,  and  since  the  character  of  the  officials  of  the 
National  Grange  has  been  such  that  we  cannot  believe  in  the  existence 
of  base  motives  on  their  part;  and  since  the  character  of  those  signing 
the  memorial  has  always  been  just  as  high  in  our  estimation,  we  view 
with  alarm  the  present  conflict  that  seems  to  promise  nothing  but  dis- 
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aster  to  all  Grange  interests.  Instead  of  using  our  power  to  aid  in  se- 
curing good  legislation,  it  will  be  spent  in  a  civil  war  that  cannot  but 
bring  ruin  to  us  as  a  fraternal  organization. 

Since  our  ritual  is  pervaded  by  the  spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ, 
the  Prince  of  Peace,  it  seems  that  this  is  the  time,  if  ever,  that  we  need 
to  give  up  some  things,  and  even  suffer  rebuke,  if  necessary,  that  our 
great  organization  may  not  be  destroyed.  In  view  of  the  «above  state-

Resolved,  By  Vineland  Grange,  No.  11,  P.  of  H.,  that  we  believe  the 
best  interests  of  all  Patrons  of  Husbandry  can  be  served  by  that  practi- 
cal principle  known  as  arbitration. 

Nations  are  learning  to  use  this  principle  instead  of  settling  their 
differences  by  war,  and  general  good  seems  to  have  followed  such  set- 
tlement. 

We  firmly  believe  that  this  same  principle  could  be  applied  in  a  dis- 
pute of  this  kind.  If  injury  has  been  done,  let  it  cease  and  reparation  be 
made  for  the  past. 

Also,  we  recommend  that  the  National  officers  and  a  Brother  and 
Sister  selected  by  each  of  the  five  (5)  State  Granges,  meet  and  see  what 
they  can  do  in  the  way  of  effecting  a  settlement  of  differences. 

Having  faith  in  our  Order,  charity  for  those  who  may  have  seemed 
to  have  done  wrong,  we  can  do  nothing  more  than  hope  that  all  who  are 
in  this  conflict  will  be  true  to  the  principles  of  right  and  justice,  and  at 
the  same  time  welcome  the  spirit  of  peace  without  which  no  organization 
can  flourish.  Signed,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  O.N  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER. 

To  all  Granges,  Subordinate,  Pomona,  State,  and  National,  we  would 
iike  the  liberty  of  recommending  that  they  continuously  cultivate  the 
gentle  art  of  living  together.  The  highest  hope  of  the  farmer,  as  of  all 
men,  is  in  his  children.  Our  first  thought  is  their  advancement,  econorac- 
ally  and  ethically. 
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We  therefore  earnestly  urge  that  the  State  Grange  as  a  body,  the 
Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  in  their  respective  counties,  immediate- 
ly give  attention  to  the  betterment  of  the  rural  schools  of  the  State;  and 
that  the  Subordinate  Granges,  Pomona  Grange  and  the  State  Grange  at 
the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature,  co-operate  in  untiring  efforts  to 
secure  such  needed  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  the  standards 
of  our  rural  schools  to  the  best  standards  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 

To  that  end  we  would  recommend  that  our  Subordinate  Granges  write 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  at  Washington  for  Bulletins,  which  will 
be  delivered  free  in  any  amount,  giving  an  account  of  all  the  various 
schools  and  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  and  which  report  points 
out  in  a  clear  manner  the  excellence  of  the  country  schools  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana,  Wisconsin  and  other  States. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  they  write  to  the  Ohio  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, at  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  a  Bulletin  on  "Consolidated  Schools,"  by 
Prof.  Graham,  which  will  be  delivered  free  in  any  quantities  without 
other  expense  than  express  charges. 

We  further  report  that  inasmuch  as  there  are  so  many  questions  of 
vital  importance,  educational  and  economical,  to  the  people  of  this  State, 
and  particularly  to  the  farmers  of  the  State,  to  come  before  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature,  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  committee  it  is 
unjust,  impracticable  and  unwise  to  ask  any  one  man  to  attend  to  this 
work  without  compensation. 

We  have  not  failed  to  observe,  however,  that  when  business  inter- 
ests wish  to  secure  legislation  they  send  a  competent  and  efficient  agent 
to  attend  every  session,  and  represent  their  interests  uifceasingly. 

We  believe  that  the  farmers  of  this  State  should  have  such  a  repre- 
sentative, and  that  the  State  Grange  should  appoint  such  a  representa- 
tive from  among  its  own  membership,  or  outside  of  it  if  a  man  more  effi- 
cient and  competent  can  be  secured,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee 
of  this  Grange  should  be  authorized  to  select  and  appoint  such  repre- 
sentative at  such  salary  as  they  may  agree  upon.

Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  begs  leave  to  suggest  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  preventative  and  cure  for  dormant  Granges  : 

Dormant  as  we  understand  it  means  sleeping,  not  dead.  If  sleep- 
ing, then  ways  and  means  should  be  provided  to  awaken  them.  First,  a 
public  meeting  should  be  held  in  the  dormant  district  in  charge  of  a 
good  live  deputy.  The  deputy  should  provide  an  up-to-date  speaker  for 
the  occasion,  and  the  speaker  should  use  topics  pertaining  to  opportunity, 
responsibility  and  duty,  interspersed  with  music  and  refreshments.  Also 
a  house  to  house  canvass  if  necessary  to  encourage  and  assist  the  mem- 
bers to  revive  again.  Three  or  four  applications  of  this  treatment  we  be- 
lieve would  be  sufficient  to  revive  the  hardest  sleeper.  Try  it.  We  be- 
lieve a  better  method  is  not  to  allow  a  Grange  to  become  dormant.  In  this 
we  all  have  a  part,  both  the  officers  and  members.  Every  officer  should 
be  present  at  every  meeting  if  possible  and  the  meeting  should  open  on 
time.  Nothing  will  have  a  tendency  to  cause  lack  of  interest  in  Grange 
work  as  its  officers  not  being  punctual  and  prompt.  Then  the  members 
should  perform  their  part  whenever  there  is  opportunity. 

With  these  few  recommendations  followed  as  suggested  we  believe 
dormant  Granges  would  be  a  thing  of  the  past.

Have  done  considerable  buying  of  flour,  sugar,  binder  twine,  oil  and 
various  commodities.  Fertilizers,  seed  potatoes,  Paris  green  and  grass 
seed  are  generally  purchased  through  the  Farmers'  Exchange,  an  or- 
ganization that  originated  in  Monmouth  Grange  and  has  grown  until  its 
total  business  for  the  present  year  amounts  to  nearly  a  million  dollars, 
of  which  the  members  of  Monmouth  Grange  have  contributed  their  share. 
We  are  trying  to  enhance  the  social  attractions  by  serving  refreshments 
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once  each  month. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  increased  our  membership  but  little 
in  the  past  two  years  and  our  business  transactions  are  reported  much 
less  than  formerly,  I  should  consider  my  report  incomplete  without  an 
explanation  of  the  conditions  that  confront  us.  Many  of  our  most  pros- 
perous farmers  cannot  be  made  to  realize  the  necessity  of  co-operation. 
A  majority  of  our  members  live  so  near  Freehold,  with  its  various  social 
attractions,  that  the  social  features  of  the  Grange  are  not  appreciated, 
and  the  Farmers'  Exchange,  an  adjunct  of  the  Grange,  furnishes  an  op- 
portunity for  co-operative  buying  and  selling  without  the  aid  of  the 
Grange,  and  although  the  credit  for  the  existence  of  this  organization 
belongs  to  the  Grange  and  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  business 
is  done  annually  by  the  members  of  our  Grange  through  it,  still  our 
Grange  receives  no  credit  for  it,  which  condition  deprives  us  of  our 
strongest  drawing  card  for  increasing  our  membership.  While  we  real- 
ize that  the  Exchange  has  a  tendency  to  lessen  our  membership,  we  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  we  have  demonstrated  that  the  principles  of  co- 
operation as  taught  by  the  Grange  are  practical,  and  that  we  were  instru- 
mental in  forming  this  alliance  whereby  our  farmers  are  increasing  their 
profits,  thus  enabling  them  to  enhance  the  comforts  and  attractions  of 
the  home,  to  provide  better  educational  facilities,  and  to  better  perform 
their  duties  as  good  citizens,  and  we,  as  a  Grange,  being  relieved  of  many

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  be  the  messenger  of  good  tidings  on 
two  occasions  of  the  annual  session  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange,  from 
Vernon  Valley  Grange,  No.  134,  and  the  knowledge  that  I  was  represent- 
ing one  of  the  progressive  Granges  of  our  State  made  that  duty  a  pleasure. 

I  regret  that  my  present  report  must  needs  be  less  favorable,  and  in- 
stead of  reporting  progress  I  am  obliged  to  state  that  there  has  been  a 
distinct  falling  off  of  both  membership  and  enthusiasm  during  the  last 
three  years. 

The  officers  have  been  willing,  capable  and  zealous,  but  they  have 
not  had,  nor  are  they  now  receiving  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
members  as  a  body.  There  is  an  old  saying,  "The  spirit  is  willing,  but 
the  flesh  is  weak,"  but  it  does  not  apply  in  this  instance,  for  exactly  the 
opposite  condition  seems  to  pertain.  The  spirit  is  lacking,  and  the 
words  fraternity,  brotherhood  and  co-operation  seem  to  have  no  real 
meaning  except  to  a  faithful  few,  the  minority  which  we  will  designate 
as  the  Old  Guard,  whose  love  and  loyalty  have  been  shown  by  a  regular 
attendance  at  the  meetings,  and  an  untiring  interest  in  all  that  pertains 
to  the  good  of  the  Order. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  Grange  is  good,  and  we  have  a  nest- 
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egg  of  $500.00  in  our  treasury.  Our  equipment  of  furniture  and  regalia 
is  quite  complete,  but  there  is  apparently  more  danger  that  moth  and 
rust  will  corrupt  than  of  wearing  them  out  in  the  service. 

We  have  been  receiving  but  few  new  members,  and  the  loss  of  mem- 
bers by  being  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of  dues  has  almost 
assumed  the  aspect  of  an  epidemic.  The  clearing  of  the  decks  of  useless 
matter  that  interferes  with  action  is  necessary,  and  beneficial,  but  when 
in  the  process  some  valuable  articles  are  swept  overboard,  there  is  a  dis- 
tinct and  sometimes  irreparable  loss. 

The  Grange  is  better  off  without  some  members,  for,  in  my  opinion, 
mere  membership  without  active  interest  and  co-operation  is  equivalent 
to  damning  with  faint  praise. 

I  also  believe  that  the  man  who  joins  the  Grange  merely  to  get  his 
insurance,  or  his  groceries  a  little  cheaper,  or  to  save  twenty-five  cents 
a  ton  on  feed,  is  worth  no  more  to  the  Order  than  his  initiation  fees  and 
annual  dues.  The  Grange  has  ideals,  and  every  member  ought  to  work 
for  their  fulfillment.  The  history  of  the  Order  is  full  of  achievement, 
and  we  must  not  stand  by  jn,  contemplation  of  the  past,  but  by  vigorous 
work  in  the  present,  vindicate  our  right  to  live  and  prosper. 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  says  in  his  Christmas  Sermon  :  "We  are 
not  intended  to  succeed,  failure  is  the  fate  allotted.  But  we  must  try  to 
succeed.  To  look  for  some  fruit  of  our  endeavor  is  but  a  transcendental 
way  of  serving  for  reward. 

"To  live  is  to  have  served,  and  though  we  may  not  have  been  re- 
marked at  the  breach  at  the  head  of  the  army,  we  have  at  least  worn  out 
our  teeth  on  the  camp  bread,  and  we  need  not  murmur  at  the  summons 
that  calls  a  defeated  soldier  from  the  field,  for  if  he  has  one  inch  of  fight 
in  his  old  spirit,  undishonored,  there  need  be  no  humiliation  in  that  last 
ceremony  of  laying  down  his  arms.

10th,  1910,  with  only  the  necessary  13  charter  members,  and  are  therefore 
seven  years  young  next  10th  of  March.  There  are  now  96  members,  with 
several  applications  in  hand,  and  more  coming.  We  own  our  Hall,  near 
the  centre  of  the  village  of  Layton,  22x36  feet,  two  stories,  with  a  finished 
basement,  and  sheds  60  feet  long  for  horses.  The  Grange  Hall  is  fur- 
nished with  an  organ,  and  the  Assembly  Room  with  a  piano,  and  while 
we  are  in  debt  to  a  moderate  extent,  we  are  making  regular  yearly  pay- 
ments on  it. 

The  attendance  is  quite  good,  and  interest  well  sustained,  while  the 
treasury  has  never  been  bare  since  our  organization  and  now  shows  a 
neat  balance  to  the  good. 

Like  most  other  societies  we  have  had  our  own  troubles,  which  we 
have  tried  to  meet  with  a  fraternal  spirit,  and  while  we  have  had  to  expel 
one  member  for  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  our  Grange  and 
the  Order  in  general,  it  has  been  done  with  a  careful  consideration  of 
judicial  proprieties  tempered  with  a  generous  and  fraternal  spirit  as  was 
possible. 

Delaware  Valley  Grange  has  a  purchasing  agent  who  buys,  pays  the 
freight,  and  divides  up  the  goods,  as  wanted,  for  10  per  cent.  The  busi- 
ness has  grown  to  over  $2,000  yearly,  and  the  members  are  saving  for 
themselves  from  $250  to  $300  a  year  thereby. 

Our  membership  being  drawn  from  quite  a,  wide  territory,  we  have 
a  supper  at  recess  of  every  meeting,  and  get  much  enjoyment  out  of  the 
hour  spent  in  the  dining  hall. 

The  Farmers*  Institutes  and  many  other  entertainments  are  held  in 
our  Hall,  it  being  near  the  centre  of  the  township,  as  well  as  the  centre 
of  the  village,  and  is  nicely  adapted  to  public  uses. 

The  recent  election  has  given  us  a  splendid  set  of  officers  and  we 
anticipate  a  prosperous  year  as  a  result.  It  being  conceded  that  the 
Lecturer  is  about  half  of  the  Grange,  we  should  get  much  of  interest  and 
profit  out  of  our  meetings  the  coming  year,  since  our  newly-elected 
Lecturer  is  exceedingly  well  qualified,  and  much  interested  in  his  work 
and  the  welfare  of  the  Grange. 

The  young  people  are  beginning  to  apply  for  membership  and  we 
take  it  that  this  is  a  good  indication  that  the  Grange  is  coming  in  good 
touch  with  the  best  aspirations  of  the  community,  and  a  good  omen  of 
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continued  prosperity  and  growth  for  Delaware  Valley  Grange.

To  the  State  Grange  of  New  Jersey,  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of 
Husbandry  : 

During  to-day's  session,  valuable  reports  have  been  read  and  heard 
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of,  but  one  of  the  addresses  delivered  here  has  struek  the  keynote,  where 
it  has  been  said  by  our  Worthy  Master  that  the  welfare  of  the  Nation 
depends  upon  Agriculture;  or,  to  say  in  his  own  words,  "Agriculture  is 
the  basis  of  our  Nation." 

South  Seaville  Grange  is  fully  in  sympathy  with  the  words  of  our 
Worthy  Master  and  is  endeavoring  to  work  toward  bettering  and  estab- 
lishing a  permanent  system  of  Agriculture. 

The  work  as  done  by  our  people  is  slow  but  steady,  and  it  takes  good, 
strong  hold  throughout  the  county.  Its  meetings  are  devoted  to  lectures, 
addresses  and  discussions  upon  subjects  pertaining  to  Agriculture. 

At  the  present  time  I  can  report  that  through  the  work  of  our  mem- 
bers alfalfa  is  growing  throughout  the  entire  county.  It  was  started  at 
Woodbine  two  years  ago  and  reached  a  yield  of  five  tons  to  the  acre  of 
cured  hay.  The  members  of  our  lodge  are  much  interested  in  bringing 
about  crops  which  may  be  better  adapted  to  our  locality. 

The  uncertainty  of  the  season  compels  us  to  raise  such  crops  which 
will  mature  early.  With  that  in  mind,  we  have  brought  in  our  county  a 
corn  which  requires  a  short  season  for  its  maturing  and  ripening.  Wo 
have  succeeded  in  finding  for  Cape  May  county  an  early  maturing  corn. 
We  have  found  in  Wisconsin,  at  the  State  Experiment  Station,  a  corn 
called  "Wisconsin  No.  7."  which  has  yielded  during  its  first  year  trial,, 
seventy  bushels  of  ear  corn  to  the  acre.  This  corn  has  been  planted 
about  June  and  it  was  ripe  and  ready  to  be  picked  by  the  latter  part  of 
August. 

Besides  agriculture,  our  meeting  has  been  taken  up  with  topics  per- 
taining to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Order,  county,  State  and  Nation 

As  alternate  delegate,  representing  the  South  Seaville  Grange,  No. 
162,  I  would  like  herewith  to  submit  the  following  report  : 


For  the  accommodation  of  the  Order  the  meeting  rooms  have  been 
increased  with  one  additional  large  room,  and  have  equipped  same  for 
entertainment.

STATE  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Again  have  we  listened  to  the  call  of  duty  and  assembled  in  Annual 
Session  to  plan  for  the  further  advancement  and  upbuilding  of  our  grand 
Order  and  to  give  and  receive  fraternal  greetings. 

The  time  seems  very  short  indeed  since  we  last  met  and  we  should 
be  truly  thankful  that  our  lives  have  been  spared  to  witness  the  coming 
and  going  of  the  seasons  for  another  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  indeed  to  greet  you  at  this  our  Thirty-ninth  Annual 
Session.  We  must  not  be  unmindful  that  our  mission  is  a  serious  one. 
We  must  not  rest  on  the  most  excellent  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past,  but  look  forward  to  a  solution  of  the  many  problems  that 
confront  us.    Our  Order  has  lifted  the  "Farmer"  of  old  to  the  "Agricul- 
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turalist"  of  to-day,  and  while  the  progress  has  been  marvelous  there  re- 
mains much  for  the  future.  Let  our  determination  be  to  increase  the  earn- 
estness and  zeal  in  each  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  to  the  end  that 
at  the  close  of  each  succeeding  year  we  will  be  thrilled  as  we  review  the 
past  and  its  accomplishments.  Uninterrupted  progress  has  marked  the 
history  of  our  Order,  still  greater  success  is  the  future's  reward — let  each 
of  us  strive  to  attain  it. 

National  Grange. 

At  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  National  Grange,  held  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  twenty-nine  States  were  represented  when  the  gavel  fell 
calling  the  meeting  to  order,  not  a  delegate  was  missing,  the  full  repre- 
sentation of  each  State  being  present.  The  entire  session  was  full  of 
enthusiasm  notwithstanding  the  efforts  made  by  certain  individuals  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  to  disrupt  and  disorganize.  These  dissensions, 
though  unpleasant,  and  which  in  many  instances  succeed  in  placing  the 
Order  in  an  unfavorable  light  before  the  public,  prove  conclusively  that 
the  fundamental  principles  are  safe  and  sure,  the  Gibraltar,  as  it  were,  of 
the  farmers  of  the  nation.  Time  and  space  will  not  permit  me  to  go  into 
details  of  each  day's  session.

The  Master  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange  was  re-elected  High  Priest 
of  Demeter. 
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Positive  action  was  taken  on  each  of  the  following  legislative  policies: 
Federal  aid  for  road  improvement. 
Postal  express. 

Conservation  of  natural  resources. 
Direct  election  of  United  States  Senators. 
Effective  railroad  regulation. 

And  the  Legislative  Committee  authorized  to  vigorously  voice  the 
sentiments  of  the  Order  to  our  Representatives  in  the  National  Congress 
and  at  the  same  time  to  oppose  with  untiring  effort  ship  subsidies,  a  cen- 
tral United  States  Bank,  and  any  amendment  to  the  oleomargarine  law 
in  the  interests  of  imitation  butter.  A  hasty  review  of  the  last  ten  years' 
work  shows  that  we  have  been  a  prominent  factor  in  each  of  the  follow- 
ing national  problems: 

Free  delivery  of  mail  in  the  rural  districts. 
Provide  for  postal  savings  banks. 

Amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  the  election  of  United 
States  Senators  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Submit  an  amendment  to ,  the  Constitution  granting  the  power  to 
Congress  to  regulate  and  control  all  corporations  and  combinations  pre- 
venting monopoly,  and  the  use  of  the  corporate  power  to  restrain  trade  or 
arbitrarily  establish  prices. 

Enlarging  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. 

Regulating  the  use  of  shoddy. 
Enactment  of  pure  food  law. 

Providing  for  the  extension  of  the  markets  of  farm  products  equally 
with  manufactured  articles. 

Enactment  of  an  anti-trust  law,  clearly  defining  what  acts  on  the 
part  of  any  corporation  would  be  detrimental  to  public  welfare. 

Construction  of  the  Panama  Canal  by  the  United  States. 

Speedy  construction  of  a  ship  canal  connecting  the  Mississippi  River 
with  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Great  Lakes  with  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Revising  the  fees  and  salaries  of  all  Federal  officers,  and  placing  them 
on  a  basis  of  similar  service  in  private  business. 

More  adequate  protection  of  the  dairy  interests. 

A  record  of  which  we  should  indeed  be  proud. 
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Growth  of  Order  in  the  Nation. 

The  sessions  of  the  National  Grange  just  closed  were  full  of  glowing 
reports  of  .wonderful  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  the  nation.  A 
grand  total  of  513  Subordinate  Granges  organized  and  reorganized  in 
twenty-nine  States  was  reported. 

This  enormous  gain  bespeaks  a  brilliant  future  for  our  organization 
and  is  a  noble  tribute  to  those  whose  untiring  efforts  made  such  an  in- 
crease possible.  During  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  a  net  gain  in 
membership  of  305,745.  The  total  assets  for  the  year  just  closed  were 
$113,903.04.  as  compared  with  $62,440.95  in  1901. 

The  general  plan  of  extension  work  as  ordered  by  the  National 
Grange  in  1910  was  carried  on  in  practically  all  of  the  States  in  the 
jurisdiction  at  a  cost  of  $16,947.64,  the  effect  of  which  is  shown  in  the 
increase  in  Subordinate  Granges.  Nebraska  was  again  gathered  into  the 
fold  after  a  lapse  of  seventeen  years,  and  a  strong,  healthy  sentiment  is 
indicated  by  the  activity  displayed. 

Federal  Aid  for  Improved  Highway. 

In  discussing  this  problem  I  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  from  National 
Master  Bachelor's  address,  which  in  substance  voices  the  sentiment  of 
the  National  Grange: 

"W  ith  the  steadily  increasing  growth  of  sentiment  throughout  the 
country  and  in  Congress  in  favor  of  the  co-operation  of  the  National 
Government  in  the  work  of  public  highway  construction  and  maintenance, 
due  to  the  persistent  agitation  of  this  question  by  the  Grange,  there  have 
developed  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  method  by  which  the  Federal 
Government  should  co-operate  with  the  States  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
road  improvement.  The  Grange  originally  favored  the  plan  embodied  in 
the  Brownlow  Bill,  providing  for  large  appropriations  by  Congress  for 
each  State,  contingent  on  appropriations  of  similar  amounts  by  the  States. 
The  objection  was  raised  that  on  account  of  their  small  population  many 
States  having  the  most  need  of  improved  roads  could  not  afford  to  make 
large  appropriations,  and  that  the  older  and  wealthier  States  would  se- 
cure practically  all  the  amounts  appropriated  by  Congress.  This  objec- 
tion was  met  by  the  provisions  of  the  Currier  Bill,  introduced  in  Congress 
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on  behalf  of  the  Grange,  that  not  less  than  $500,000  out  of  the  $50,000,000 
be  expended  for  road  improvement  under  that  act  should  be  expended 
annually  in  each  State.  While  this  plan  is  fairer  than  the  Brownlow 
Bill  it  has  been  criticised  on  the  ground  that  it  does  not  provide  for 
appropriations  by  the  States,  and  it  would  seem  necessary  that  a  meas- 
ure be  prepared  to  meet  this  objection.  The  Grange  membership  is 
unanimously  in  favor  of  appropriations  by  Congress  for  road  construc- 
tion and  maintenance,  to  be  expended  by  a  National  Highway  Commis- 
sion or  Board  in  conjunction  with  similar  appropriations  made  by  the 
various  States,  expended  by  Boards  appointed  by  States,  and  will  use 
its  influence  to  secure  the  immediate  enactment  of  legislation  for  this 
purpose." 

The  Order  in  the  State. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  organization  of  six  new  Granges. 
This  in  actual  numbers  does  not  show  a  very  great  increase,  but  is  in 
line  with  a  policy  of  conservatism.  A  growth  that  is  fixed  firm  and 
strong,  a  policy  of  solidifying  our  membership,  thereby  making  a  more 
effective  working  unit.  The  recognition  of  the  organization's  influence  is 
undeniable  and  it  is  earnestly  urged  that  each  member  become  a  true, 
steadfast  exponent  of  our  Declaration  of  Purposes.  This  will  not  only 
result  in  our  being  better  individual  Patrons  but  stronger  links  in  the 
chain  of  Agricultural  success. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  membership  on  its  past  achievements, 
thank  them  for  their  noble  support  of  policies  and  urge  during  the  com- 
ing year  an  individual  campaign  of  espousing  Grange  principles,  not  with 
the  idea  of  increasing  membership  for  the  mere  sake  of  increase  but  to 
more  strongly  intrench  our  Order  as  an  educational  and  business  organi- 
zation. I  wish  to  urge  that  we  discuss  fully  during  this  session  such 
plans  as  are  outlined  for  the  work  of  the  coming  year. 

Field  Meetings. 

Each  year  finds  this  feature  of  our  work  becoming  more  popular. 
The  standard  of  morality  and  the  absence  of  objectionable  features  that 
so  often  are  a  part  of  the  ordinary  county  fair  has,  placed  the  Grange 
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Field  Meetings  on  a  high  plane  of  excellence.  Farmers  have  learned  to 
look  forward  to  them  with  an  interest  that  increases  with  each  succeed- 
ing year.  I  know  no  other  single  feature  of  our  work  that  has  proven  so 
effective.  The  commingling  of  Grange  and  non-Grange  residents  of  the 
many  communities  in  which  the  meetings  are  held  has  been  instrumental 
in  awakening  one  to  the  advantages  of  Grange  membership  and  stimu- 
lating the  other  to  greater  activities.  By  carefully  laid  plans  carried  to 
completion  these  meetings  can  be  of  still  greater  service.  Make  your 
program  attractive,  have  addresses  along  educational  lines  and  advertise 
thoroughly.    May  we  make  this  the  year  of  years  in  Field  Meeting  work. 

Co-operation. 

This  is  the  foundation  principle  of  the  Grange,  without  it  we  cannot 
exist,  with  it  our  force  is  an  irresistible  one.  Exchanges  have  been 
formed  for  the  buying  of  farm  accessories  and  for  the  selling  of  the  crops. 
Both  have  met  with  a  certain  measure  of  success,  but  neither  have 
reached  the  high  standard  of  perfection  whereby  entirely  satisfactory 
results  are  always  obtained.  I  firmly  believe  that  all  associations  of  this 
character  should  be  conducted  on  an  absolutely  business  basis,  applying 
the  same  strict  business  rules  as  are  found  in  all  large  manufacturing 
and  industrial  plants.  There  must  be  a  sound  business  establishment  to 
begin  with,  followed  by  strict  business  management  by  men  of  ability. 

From  an  educational  and  social  standpoint  it  is  ever  our  duty  to  obey 
loyally  the  injunction  of  Grange  co-operation.  Much  could  be  said  in  this 
respect,  but  I  feel  sure  that  each  member  is  deeply  conscious  of  the 
many  advantages  obtained.  Each  step  in  this  direction  adds  to  your 
pleasure  and  profit.  I  would  recommend  a  frequent  discussion  in  open 
Grange  on  co-operation  from  a  business,  social  and  educational  view- 
point. 

Women's  Work. 

Although  we  accord  to  our  women  the  right  of  holding  office  and 
an  equality  in  the  management  of  Grange  affairs,  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  they  are  not  given  the  hearty  support  in  the  completion  of  the  work 
assigned  them  under  this  heading.  Each  Grange  should  have  a  Woman's 
Work  Committee  and  its  work  vigorously  supported  by  each  member. 
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We  should  be  vitally  interested  in  this  branch  of  our  work,  ever  remem- 
bering the  effect  of  the  noble  influence  of  woman.  We  look  forward  to  a 
bright  future  for  our  boys  and  girls,  but  their  success  will  depend  largely 
on  the  influence  of  the  mothers.  Therefore,  it  becomes  our  bounden 
duty  to  support  absolutely  the  line  of  work  as  laid  down  by  our  Woman's 
Work  Committee. 

Legislation. 

In  legislative  matters  we  have  been  especially  active.  Our  State 
Experiment  Station,  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture  and  various  agricul- 
tural interests  have  been  liberally  provided  for  by  State  appropriations. 

We  have  succeeded  in  establishing  a  Department  of  Poultry  Hus- 
bandry and  created  the  office  of  State  Plant  Pathologist,  the  Tuberculosis 
Commission  has  been  given  greater  powers,  including  the  appointment  of 
qualified  inspectors  and  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  to  properly  fight 
bovine  tuberculosis  and  protect  the  dairy  interests  of  our  State. 

In  recognition  of  the  rapid  increase  of  floriculture  the  State  Legisla- 
ture has  established  a  Department  to  aid  this  industry.  Large  green- 
houses will  be  built  for  experimental  work. 

A  Department  has  also  been  created  to  prevent  the  spread  of  foul 
brood  in  apiaries.  We  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  appropriations  of 
approximately  $500,000  during  the  past  three  years,  as  compared  with  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $60,000  to  $75,000  in  previous  years. 

Grange  influence  was  also  largely  felt  in  the  framing  and  enacting 
of  laws  regulating  public  utilities,  corrupt  practices,  reforms  in  elections 
and  a  comprehensive  Cold  Storage  Law. 

Our  Fish  and  Game  Laws  are  badly  in  need  of  revision  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  we  should  take  positive  action  in  the  matter.  A  thorough 
study  of  the  requirements  of  our  citizens  should  be  made  and  laws  passed 
to  meet  conditions  that  under  the  present  system  seem  to  be  obnoxious 
to  many.  There  also  seems  to  be  a  growing  demand  in  a  great  portion  of 
our  State  to  make  radical  changes  with  reference  to  what  is  commonly 
known  as  moving  day  (March  25th).  In  the  trucking  sections  of  our 
State  the  early  preparation  for  the  season's  work  is  a  full  month  in 
advance  of  this  date  and  where  changes  in  tenants  are  assured  the  early 
work  is  quite  often  carried  on  under  difficulties.    This  question  is  one 
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that  should  be  broadly  discussed  this  session  and  some  definite  action 
taken  for  the  relief  of  those  districts  most  affected. 

Automobiles  and  Highways. 

The  automobile,  not  only  from  the  economic,  but  from  the  social  and 
political  standpoint  as  well,  continues  to  increase  in  importance,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  there  are  now  few  subjects  of  such  vital  interest  to  the 
agriculturalists  as  that  of  motor  vehicles. 

Of  its  economic  value  perhaps  little  that  I  can  say  will  be  of  benefit 
to  you.  As  the  cost  of  its  production  decreases  it  becomes  more  and 
more  within  the  means  of  the  farmer,  many  of  whom  are  even  now  finding 
the  use  of  such  vehicles  profitable  in  their  business. 

From  the  political  standpoint  much  can  and  should  be  said,  and  no 
one  is  better  fitted  to  talk  on  this  subject  than  the  farmer;  no  one 
knows  better  than  he  the  effect  of  these  vehicles  on  the  highway  system 
as  they  are  now  constructed;  no  one  knows  better  than  he  the  abuses 
which  grow  out  of  the  use  of  these  machines  by  selfish  and  vicious 
persons.  The  matter  of  the  use  of  the  highways  has  come  to  be  a  neces- 
sity for  the  farmer  and  motorist  alike,  and  yet  nothing  can  be  compared 
to  the  automobile  in  destructiveness  to  these  highways  as  they  are  now 
constructed  and  maintained,  and  until  science  has  taught  us  how  to  build 
indestructible  motor  highways  which  are  at  the  same  time  practicable 
for  the  horse-drawn  vehicles,  this  question  will  continue  to  be  one  of  in- 
creasing importance.  As  has  already  been  pointed  out,  the  destruction 
of  the  highways  is  probably  due  to  the  joint  use  of  the  two  classes  of 
motor  power.  Perhaps  either,  if  used  exclusively,  would  produce  serious 
results. 

Prior  to  1906,  with  a  total  mileage  of  improved  roads  in  New  Jersey 
only  slightly  less  than  we  now  have,  the  repair  charges  were  nominal. 
Up  to  that  time,  the  automobiles,  comparatively  few  in  number,  were 
just  beginning  to  demonstrate  their  destructive  ability,  and  the  repair 
charges  borne  by  the  counties  were  so  unimportant  that  no  tabulation 
of  the  amount  was  made.  In  1907,  however,  the  matter  became  so  serious 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Roads  undertook  to  ascertain  what  the  cost 
amounted  to  and  found  that  over  $600,000  had  been  spent  that  year  for 
this  work  alone.    The  next  year  the  repair  charges  exceeded  $800,000.  In 
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1909  it  was  a  trifle  over  $1,000,000.  In  1910  it  was  $1,420,000,  and  this 
year  a  conservative  estimate  places  it  at  close  to  $2,000,000.  These 
figures,  understand,  are  exclusive  of  the  new  work.  Against  this  the 
motorists  will  pay  this  year  a  net  sum  of  less  than  $325,000,  so  that  the 
taxpayers  must  go  into  their  pockets  for  more  than  $1,600,000,  and  even 
then  they  will  not  have  as  good  a  system  of  highways  at  the  close  of  the 
season  as  they  had  at  the  beginning.  Indeed,  with  all  this  outlay  of 
money  our  highways  are  steadily  deteriorating.  Who  should  rightfully 
pay  this  bill?  If,  as  some'say,  it  is  the  joint  work  of  the  automobile  and 
horse-drawn  vehicles,  then  in  all  fairness,  the  motorists  should  pay  at 
least  one-half.  But  is  it  not  fairer  to  say  that  as  the  motorist  was  the 
last  comer  the  roads  were  built  originally  without  thought  of  the  auto- 
mobile; that  as  it  was  its  coming  that  caused  the  trouble,  should  he  not 
in  justice  pay  the  entire  increase  in  repair  charges?  Of  course,  the  motor- 
ist will  plead  that  as  a  citizen  and  a  taxpayer,  he  does  bear  his  share  of 
the  cost,  but  this  argument  does  not  seem  sound  in  that  he  would  have 
borne  his  share  of  the  tax  in  any  event.  He  has  not  become  a  larger 
taxpayer  because  he  invests  a  part  of  his  already  rightfully  taxable 
property  in  an  automobile.  It  is  more  probable  that  by  that  act  he  bears 
a  lesser  tax  burden.  In  the  interests  then  of  the  tax-paying  public,  a 
largely  increased  revenue  from  the  use  of  automobiles  should  be  obtained. 
For  several  years  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  per  horse  power  has 
been  urged.  The  question  now  is  whether  even  this  sum  will  be  sufficient 
to  produ.ce  the  needed  revenue  In  this  connection  also  comes  the  vital 
question  as  to  whether  this  revenue  should  be  borne  entirely  by  resident 
motorists,  or  whether  the  non-resident  motorists  who  use  our  highways 
to  a  greater  extent  than  our  own  residents,  should  nut  also  contribute 
thereto,  and  this  opens  up  the  whole  question  of  so-called  interstate  auto- 
mobile reciprocity,  which  I  want  to  discuss  for  a  few  minutes. 

In  the  first  place,  let  it  be  understood  that  no  State  or  nation  enters 
into  reciprocal  relations  on  any  subject  with  any  other  State  or  nation 
unless  it  appears  to  such  State  that  such  reciprocal  relations  would  be 
beneficial  to  it.  To  illustrate  by  a  few  concrete  examples:  New  Jersey 
has  always  believed  it  to  be  to  its  advantage  to  allow  corporations  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  other  States  to  do  business  in  New  Jersey  upon 
the  payment  of  almost  nominal  fees.  On  the  other  hand,  New  York  be- 
lieves it  to  be  to  its  advantage  to  subject  foreign  corporations  to  greater. 
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fees  and  harsher  penalties  than  they  do  corporations  organized  under  the 
laws  of  their  own  State.  Hence  no  corporation  reciprocity  between  New 
Jersey  and  New  York.  The  same  is  true  of  the  corporation  relations 
between  this  State  and  Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts.  For  years  both 
Xew  York  and  Pennsylvania  believed  it  to  be  to  the  advantage  of  their 
respective  States  not  to  admit  cattle  from  New  Jersey  except  upon  their 
own  terms,  while  Xew  Jersey  felt  it  to  be  to  its  advantage,  whether  wisely 
or  not,  to  admit  cattle  from  these  States  without  restrictions,  and  only 
last  year  changed  this  policy.  Hence  no  reciprocity,  either  this  year  or  pre- 
vious, between  these  States  on  this  subject.  New  York  wants  our  New 
Jersey  lawyers  for  reasons  easily  explained,  hence  New  Jersey  lawyers 
may  be  admitted  to  practice  in  New  York  upon  mere  motion,  while  New 
Jersey  does  not  want  New  York  lawyers  and  accordingly  subjects  them 
to  the  same  test  to  which  it  subjects  its  own  young  men  who  desire  ad- 
mission to  the  Bar.  Accordingly,  no  reciprocity  there.  Again,  New 
Jersey  needs  the  services  of  New  York  physicians,  and  therefore  the  way 
for  their  practicing  in  New  Jersey  is  made  easy,  while  New  York  takes 
the  opposite  view  regarding  New  Jersey  physicians,  and  puts  up  the  bars 
high  and  strong  against  them. 

What,  then,  is  the  just  and  fair  criticism  of  New  Jersey's  automobile 
laws  because  of  any  alleged  lack  of  reciprocal  relations?  New  Jersey 
wants  reciprocity  and  I  believe  now  has  laws  not  only  fair  and  just  to 
its  residents  and  non-residents  alike  but  in  the  highest  degree  capable 
of  being  made  beneficial  to  each  if  only  the  representatives  of  other  States 
would  meet  us  half  way,  and  should  this  not  be  the  case  both  the  leading 
parties  have  pledged  their  members  in  the  Legislature  to  the  adoption  of 
laws  which  will  be  equally  just.  The  difficulty,  however,  is  to  get  the 
various  minds  of  the  Legislature  to  agree  upon  what  is  just.  The  Amer- 
ican Automobile  Association,  an  organization  which  assumes  to  speak 
for  the  automobile  trade  and  the  automobile  users,  has  laid  down  a 
policy  which  it  does  not  hesitate  to  say  will  compel  us  as  Jerseymen  to 
adopt.  It  does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  does  not  care  whether  we  like  it 
or  not,  whether  it  is  to  our  best  interests  as  citizens  or  not,  but  that 
the  association  believes  it  to  be  to  its  interests  as  an  association  of 
motorists  to  adopt  this  policy,  and  that  it  will  compel  us  to  adopt  its 
policy,  irrespective  as  to  whether  it  is  right  and  just  to  all  concerned, 
and  tells  us  we  must  do  it.    Of  course,  under  such  circumstances,  any 
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members  of  the  Legislature  who  support  those  policies  subject  them- 
selves to  the  criticism  of  having  yielded  to  the  coercion  and  bribes  of 
these  people.  So  offensive,  indeed,  has  their  attitude  been  that  many 
of  the  leading  motorists  of  the  State  have  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw 
from  membership  in  the  association  because  they  could  not  endorse  their 
dictatorial  policy,  so  that  they  now  speak  for  a  few  motorists,  probably 
not  more  than  one  thousand  in  the  whole  State,  but  they  seem  to  control 
the  publicity  agencies  and  therefore  leave  the  impression  on  the  public 
mind  that  they  represent  the  motoring  interests. 

In  determining  what  fair  interstate  relations  should  be,  there  seems 
to  be  two  things  to  be  considered:  Revenue  and  regulation.  The  Amer- 
ican Automobile  Association's  plan  would  serve  to  deprive  the  State,  not 
only  of  the  one  dollar  limited  tourist's  license,  but  would  in  effect  allow 
all  non-residents  to  come  in  free,  depriving  us  of  one-half  of  our  revenue 
estimated  at  the  present  rates,  which  would  make  necessary,  even  to 
maintain  our  present  income,  a  100  per  cent,  increase  in  the  present 
rates.  Their  demand  for  free  privileges  is  limited  to  a  certain  number  of 
days,  fixed  from  five  to  twenty.  However,  without  registration,  this  in 
fact  would  mean  New  Jersey,  as  it  means  elsewhere,  an  unlimited  num- 
ber of  days,  and  the  consequences  are  not  obvious  to  us,  but  it  is  well 
understood  by  the  American  Automobile  Association,  and  in  private  con- 
versation they  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  registration  is  one  of  their 
principal  objections.  There  is  a  vast  difference  between  a  touring  motor- 
ist, one  who  occasionally  takes  a  trip  into  another  State,  as  in  the  case 
of  most  Jerseymen,  who  go  either  into  New  York  or  Pennsylvania,  than 
that  of  the  motoring  residents  of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia, 
who  habitually  use  our  roads  to  the  same  extent  as  our  own  citizens. 
That  the  touring  motorist,  such  as  we  are,  should  be  entitled  to  some 
concessions,  even  to  free  privileges  for  a  limited  period,  if  such  limita- 
tions can  be  made  practical,  perhaps  there  might  not  be  found  any 
serious  objection,  but  New  Jersey  can  never  afford  to  throw  its  roads 
open  to  the  motorists  of  its  neighboring  States  whose  population,  within 
twenty  miles  of  our  borders,  is  two  and  one-half  times  the  size  of  the 
population  of  our  own  State.  Such  a  proposition,  placing  a  financial  bur- 
den upon  New  Jersey  motorists  to  supply  the  deficient  revenue,  is  equally 
unfair  to  New  Jersey  motorists  and  to  New  Jersey  taxpayers. 

I  have  before  shown  what  the  road  repair  charges  in  New  Jersey  as 
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the  result  of  automobile  wear  and  tear  will  amount  to  this  year.  The 
States  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  are  approximately  six  times  the 
area  of  New  Jersey.  If  those  States,  as  has  been  pointed  out,  should  each 
have  a  highway  system  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  one  in  New  Jersey, 
and  then  there  should  be  on  these  respective  systems  a  wear  and  tear 
equal  to  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  system  in  New  Jersey,  those  States 
this  year  would  each  be  compelled  to  pay  approximately  $12,000,000  for 
repair  charges  alone.  When  this  proposition  is  put  up  to  any  resident  of 
either  of  these  States  and  he  is  asked  what  he  would  say  as  a  taxpayer 
if  compelled  to  go  down  in  his  pocket  for  his  share  of  this  sum  of  money, 
he  is  almost  certain  to  see  automobile  reciprocity  in  an  entirely  different 
light. 

But  even  the  roads  and  the  revenue  feature  is  far  from  being  the 
most  important  question  involved  in  automobile  reciprocity,  for  the  in- 
stant a  motorist  combines  non-registration  with  his  request  for  free  privi- 
leges he  becomes  not  only  his  own  but  the  New  Jersey  motorist's  worst 
enemy.  Xew  Jersey  can  never  allow  automobiles  to  run  generally  with- 
out registration  or  without  some  other  means  of  jurisdiction,  and  no 
means  other  than  registration  to  obtain  this  has  yet  been  devised.  It  is 
the  honest  automobilist's  greatest  protection;  it  is  the  only  efficient  pro- 
tection which  the  public  has  against  the  reckless  and  vicious  drivers.  It 
occupies  the  same  position  that  the  policeman  occupies  at  night  on  his 
beat.  As  the  policeman  is  the  friend  of  the  honest  citizen,  registration 
is  the  friend  of  the  honest  motorist  and  the  honest  citizen.  Only  rascals 
fear  a  policeman;  only  vicious  motorists  should  fear  registration.  Ac- 
cordingly, when  I  hear  a  man  opposing  registration,  I  immediately  begin 
to  question  his  intelligence  or  his  integrity.  Without  registration,  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  cars  which  would  use  our  roads  would  be  without 
our  jurisdiction  except  through  immediate  arrest,  and  we  all  know  how 
utterly  impracticable  this  is  without  the  most  efficient  system  of  speed 
traps.  We  now  have  jurisdiction,  through  our  registration  system  and 
power  of  attorney,  over  complaints  of  violations  and  cars  damaged  be- 
cause of  the  alleged  negligence  of  drivers,  and  such  complaints  are 
adjusted  through  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  at  the  convenience  of 
both  the  complainant  and  the  defendant.  Without  this  jurisdiction,  and 
it  is  made  possible  only  by  registration,  not  only  every  non-resident 
would  be  subject  to  the  annoyance  of  the  speed  trap,  which  would  also 
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prove  exceedingly  costly  to  our  municipalities,  but  the  resident  motorists 
would  equally  fall  victims  to  this  same  antiquated  and  unsatisfactory 
system. 

It  seems  to  me  that  as  Patrons,  as  residents,  taxpayers  and  motorists 
of  New  Jersey,  we,  as  an  organization,  and  as  individuals,  should  strongly 
urge  an  increase  in  revenue  sufficient,  at  least,  in  large  part  to  com- 
pensate the  public  for  the  damage  which  automobiles  do  the  highways, 
and  second,  of  necessity,  that  absolutely  no  car  shall  run  in  New  Jersey 
except  the  owner  and  driver  thereof  subject  themselves  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  our  State,  and  this  can  only  be  done  through  registration  and 
the  execution  of  power  of  attorney. 

The  only  legitimate  objection  which  can  be  raised  to  registration  is 
the  annoyance  of  taking  out  registration  in  every  State  through  which 
one  desires  to  travel.  The  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  at  Trenton 
has  a  plan  of  registration  which  will  solve  this  problem.  For  more  than 
two  years  he  has  urged  the  American  Automobile  Association  and  other 
motorists  to  co-operate  with  him  in  establishing  a  system  of  automatic 
registration,  the  details  of  which  he  has  worked  out  by  means  of  which 
a  motorist  when  he  registers  in  his  own  State,  may  thereby  register  in 
any  other  State  that  enters  into  the  agreement  with  his  State  to  ac- 
complish this  purpose.  The  plan  is  entirely  feasible.  I  have  personally 
examined  it  in  detail,  as  have  the  representatives  of  all  the  leading  motor- 
ing societies  in  the  country.  The  Commissioner  has  urged  these  societies 
to  adopt  the  plan  as  their  own.  Some  have  done  so.  The  American 
Automobile  Association,  however,  not  only  absolutely  refuses  to  adopt 
it,  but  even  to  consider  any  suggestion  or  compromise.  Their  policy  is 
one  of  rule  or  ruin,  and  it  is  quite  apparent  to  me  that  their  course 
spells  the  latter. 

The  proposed  plan  of  automatic  registration,  in  brief,  is  modelled  on 
the  principle  of  purchasing  a  ticket  or  bill  of  freight  for  connecting  lines 
of  railroads.  A  scheme  of  identification  marks  in  the  nature  of  motorists' 
supplemental  markers  corresponding  to  the  coupons  on  a  passage  ticket 
has  been  devised,  and  it  is  planned  to  have  it  issued  only  in  such  States 
as  shall  enter  into  the  mutual  working  agreement.  For  more  than  two 
years  New  Jersey  has  been  working  for  this  agreement,  and  would  have 
secured  it  but  for  the  policy  adopted  by  the  American  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation. 
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I  greatly  urge  that  our  organization  shall  take  hold  of  this  subject 
and  that  we  first  insist  on  an  efficient  registration  for  all  cars  and  that 
this  registration  be  obtained  in  the  easiest  possible  manner  and  that  the 
scheme  of  automatic  registration  proposed  seems  to  be  the  most  efficient. 
Second,  that  such  revenue  from  automobilists  be  imposed  as  will  in  a 
large  measure  compensate  the  public  for  the  damage  done  the  roads, 
and  that  for  many  reasons.  I  think  it  desirable  that  our  association  take 
this  question  up.  No  body  of  men  in  the  State  is  more  vitally  inter- 
ested; no  body  of  men  will  profit  by  the  proper  use  and  by  the  proper 
regulation  of  automobiles;  no  body  of  men  will  suffer  more  because  of 
the  abuses  growing  out  of  the  use  of  automobiles.  The  Commissioner  of 
Motor  Vehicles  in  a  recent  public  speech  spoke  of  the  farmer  as  the 
automobilists'  truest  friend  and  benefactor,  but  at  the  same  time  he 
also  said  that  he  regarded  the  American  Automobile  Association  as  the 
motorists'  worst  enemy.  This  statement,  although  appearing  to  many  as 
paradoxical,  is  not  only  no  doubt  true,  but  a  compliment  to  the  farmers' 
sense  of  right  and  fairness,  which,  of  course,  we  will  maintain. 


Employers'  Liability  Law. 


The  Employers'  Liability  Law  passed  last  winter  places  a  new  and 
very  serious  burden  upon  the  farmer.  This  law  divides  employers'  lia- 
bility into  two  parts.  The  first  removes  the  principal  common  law  de- 
fense in  actions  of  employees  against  employers  for  damages  for  personal 
injuries  received  in  the  course  of  his  employment;  removes  the  defense 
of  "fellow  servant  and  the  reasonable  risks  of  employment"  and  places  the 
burden  of  proof  of  negligence  on  the  employer.  The  second  part  of  the 
act  which  is  optional  with  either  the  employer  or  employee  to  reject, 
provides  that  a  certain  stipulated  compensation  shall  be  paid  over  for 
any  accident  occurring  to  an  employee  in  the  course  of  his  employment, 
no  matter  whether  the  result  of  his  own  negligence  or  not,  except  it  be 
the  result  of  his  own  gross  intoxication,  the  burden  of  proof,  even  of 
this,  being  placed  on  the  employer.  While  I  said  that  the  rejection  of 
this  second  part  was  optional  either  with  the  employer  or  employee,  it 
is  operative  in  all  cases,  unless  either  the  employer  or  employee  spe- 
cifically refuses  in  writing  to  be  bound  by  it,  in  which  event  the  first 
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part  applies,  so  that  those  best  informed  on  the  subject  believe  that  it 
will  be  found  in  the  long  run  cheaper  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the 
second  part.  It  is  perhaps  needless  to  say  that  this  act  was  forced 
through  the  Legislature.  The  theory  being  that  the  cost  of  production, 
which  must  properly  be  bo^ne  by' the  consumer,  should  also  include  the 
personal  injuries  caused  to  a  laborer  in  producing,  which  perhaps  in 
theory  may  not  be  objectionable,  and  after  society  has  adjusted  itself 
may  indeed  be  found  beneficial.  However,  the  burden  falls  exceedingly 
heavy  upon  the  agricultural  interests  and  upon  the  employers  of  domestic 
servants.  These  classes  have  heretofore  had  practically  no  experience 
with  employers'  liability  suits,  and  many  of  them  are  wholly  unprepared 
to  assume  the  burden.  Indeed,  under  either  of  the  sections,  if  a  serious 
accident  occurred  to  an  employee  of  a  small  farm  he  might  almost  as  well 
make  a  deed  of  his  farm  to  the  employee,  and  the  probabilities  are  that 
if  the  law  stands  many  small  employers  will  be  ruined  on  account  of  it. 
The  question  of  its  constitutionality  will  no  doubt  in  due  time  be  de- 
termined. There  are  many  lawyers  who  believe  it  to  be  wholly  uncon- 
stitutional, and  there  are  others,  equally  good  lawyers,  who  are  of  opinion 
that  it  will  stand  the  constitutional  test.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what 
those  who  had  charge  of  its  preparation,  having  in  mind  the  failure  of 
similar  laws  in  other  States,  believe  that  they  have  avoided  the  errors 
which  defeated  the  laws  elsewhere.  An  act  very  similar  to  the  New 
Jersey  law  has  been  held  to  be  constitutional  by  the  courts  of  Wisconsin. 

If  our  New  Jersey  courts  find  the  New  Jersey  act  to  be  constitutional 
there  seems  to  be  only  two  things  which  the  farmer  and  the  householder 
may  do.  First,  is  to  undertake  to  secure  the  passage  of  an  amendment 
to  the  act  exempting  this  class.  I  understand  that  such  a  provision  has 
been  included  in  similar  laws  in  other  States.  Whether  such  an  act 
would  be  constitutional  is  very  problematical.  It  is  probably  worth  the 
test,  but  whether  the  Legislature  can  discriminate  between  the  rights  of 
different  classes  of  employers  is  at  least  doubtful.  If  the  act  is  found  to 
be  constitutional  and  the  proposed  amendment  unconstitutional,  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  escape  left  for  the  employer,  particularly  the  small 
employer,  than  through  insurance,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  in  such 
an  event  employers'  liability  insurance  will  become  as  common  among  us 
as  fire  insurance  and  it  probably  will  be  found  desirable  for  us  to  address 
ourselves  immediately  to  the  question  of  obtaining  this  insurance  at  the 
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lowest  possible  rate,  as  few  of  us  can  hardly  afford  to  carry  our  own 
risks  even  for  a  single  day. 

After  the  passage  of  the  Employers'  Liability  Bill  last  winter.  I  intro- 
duced and  secured  the  passage  of  a  mutual  liability  insurance  bill.  The 
purpose  of  this  bill  was  to  make  possible  the  organization  of  mutual 
liability  insurance  companies  in  the  same  way  that  mutual  fire  insurance 
companies  are  now  organized.  However,  this  bill  met  with  the  disap- 
proval of  the  Governor,  and  since  then  the  problem  among  New  Jersey 
employers  has  been:  How  can  we  obtain  our  liability  insurance  at  cost? 
The  Manufacturers'  Association  of  New  Jersey  have  apparently  solved 
the  problem  for  their  own  members.  They  have  organized  and  will 
begin  the  business  of  a  liability  stock  insurance  company  on  a  mutual 
plan.  The  plan  contemplates  all  the  advantages  of  financial  safety 
security  and  stability  of  a  stock  company  with  all  the  co-operative  and 
economic  features  of  a  mutual  company. 

The  plan  which  the  Manufacturers'  Association  have  worked  out  for 
their  members,  briefly  stated,  is  to  carry  insurance  for  their  members  at 
cost.  Inasmuch  as  liability  insurance  at  best  is  yet  only  in  its  infancy,  the 
matter  of  rates  with  the  old  line  companies  has  been  more  or  less  guess 
work.  It  is  probably  for  this  reason  that  the  old  line  companies  have 
made  the  rate  so  high,  in  many  instances  being  from  five  to  twelvefold 
over  the  old  rates.  They,  of  course,  do  this  so  that  they  may  protect  them- 
selves against  any  emergency.  The  Manufacturers'  Association  meet  the 
question  in  another  way.  They  say  they  will  supply  their  members  with 
insurance  at  cost.  Inasmuch  as  they  do  not  know  just  what  the  cost 
will  be  they  will  ask  their  policyholders  to  contribute  to  a  fund  which 
will  be  the  legal  capital  stock  and  surplus  fund  of  an  amount  equal  to 
100  per  cent,  of  the  premium  paid  to  the  capital  stock  fund  and  50  per 
cent,  to  the  surplus  fund.  If  the  rates  as  estimated  are  too  low,  they  will 
have  a  surplus  and,  if  necessary,  their  capital  stock  to  fall  back  upon 
for  the  payment  of  losses.  If  their  rates  prove  higher  than  the  cost 
rate  they  will,  after  paying  a  dividend  on  their  stock  at  a  sum  to  be 
fixed  by  the  directors,  never  to  exceed  the  legal  rate  of  interest,  return 
to  their  policyholders  all  the  profits  of  the  business.  Furthermore  they 
will  maintain  an  insurance  company  at  the  least  possible  cost  of  mainte- 
nance. There  will  be  no  high  salaries  except  to  technically  trained  men 
that  are  necessary  to  office.    There  will  be  no  elaborate  buildings  or 
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offices  maintained.  Indeed,  they  bind  themselves  to  keep  their  expenses 
within  20  per  cent,  of  the  premium  income,  and  the  management  firmly 
believes  that  this  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  kept  down  to  15  per  cent, 
and  possibly  even  to  10  per  cent.  Accordingly,  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  average  cost  of  management  of  the  old  line  insurance  companies 
has  been  for  the  past  five  years  about  52  per  cent,  of  the  premium  in- 
come, it  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  Manufacturers'  Association  will  have 
an  insurance  company  capable  of  seeing  to  it  that  their  members  get  their 
liability  insurance  at  first  cost.  Indeed,  its  very  plan,  inasmuch  as  cer- 
tain of  the  stock  companies  have  threatened  to  drive  them  out  of  busi- 
ness, is  simply  to  let  their  members  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  and 
surplus,  the  amount  of  subscription  to  be  determined  by  a  proper  rate  to 
be  fixed  and  will  then  let  the  policyholders  say  to  the  old  line  company: 
"If  you  can  beat  this  rate  we  will  take  your  insurance."  In  other  words,  if 
you  want  to  sell  us  insurance  below  cost  we  will  accept  it.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  old  line  companies  have  threatened  to  drive  all 
new  companies  out  of  business.  There  are  some  minor  matters  which 
as  the  insurance  laws  now  stand,  make  it  a  little  troublesome,  if  not  im- 
possible, to  carry  out  the  details  of  this  plan,  but  by  an  amendment  to 
our  present  insurance  law,  which  will  be  proposed  this  winter.  If  passed, 
these  minor  difficulties  will  be  removed,  and  not  only  a  practicable  but  a 
very  easy  working  scheme  of  carrying  their  members'  liability  insurance 
in  an  absolutely  staple,  firm,  sound  financial  institution  will  be  provided 
by  the  Manufacturers'  Association.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  farmers 
could  not  have  a  similar  association.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
farmers'  rates  have  been  advanced  by  the  old  line  companies  much  more 
than  any  of  the  other  classes  of  employment.  Indeed,  under  the  rates 
as  now  fixed,  we  are  compelled  to  pay  practically  the  highest  rate  of  any 
of  the  largest  lines  of  employment.  We  are  classed  among  bridge  build- 
ers, iron  workers,  miners,  etc.  It  cannot  be  possible  that  the  hazard  of 
the  farmer  can  for  a  moment  compare  with  the  hazards  of  these  other 
employments.  I  have  had  several  talks  with  the  general  counsel  of  the 
Manufacturers'  Association  and  also  with  the  president  of  the  association, 
and  they  tell  me  that  they  know  of  no  theoretical  difficulty  that  would 
prevent  farmers  from  adopting  a  similar  scheme.  The  difficulty,  perhaps, 
will  come  in  interesting  a  sufficient  number  to  form  an  association  finan- 
cially strong  enough  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Insurance  De 
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partment.  The  president  of  the  Manufacturers'  Association,  however,  will 
propose  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  which  will  be  held  in  a  few  weeks, 
an  amendment  to  their  by-laws  which  will  provide  for  an  associate 
membership,  which  will  admit  for  a  nominal  consideration  any  class  of 
employers — farmers,  householders,  grocery  men,  etc.,  who  employ  less 
than  twenty-five  employees,  who  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the 
association,  including  the  insurance  money.  The  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation seems  desirous  of  giving  as  many  employers  as  possible  the  bene- 
fits of  their  insurance  company.  Their  reason. -no  doubt,  for  this  is  to 
add  to  the  membership  of  their  association,  and  likewise  to  strengthen  the 
efficiency  of  that  body.  If  it  is  not  deemed  wise  to  organize  a  company 
composed  of  farmers  along  these  lines,  since  my  talk  with  the  president 
of  the  Manufacturers'  Association  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  perhaps  an 
additional  amendment  to  their  by-laws  might  be  made  which  would  in- 
clude auxiliary  insurance  organizations  whose  members  in  a  body  might 
be  accepted  to  the  associate  membership  of  the  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion at  a  per  capita  even  lower  than  that  which  may  be  fixed  for  the 
regular  association  members.  The  advantage  to  that  association  of  such 
an  arrangement  would  be  the  large  increase  in  membership  which  would 
come  to  them  practically  without  effort,  and  the  advantage  to  us  would 
be  the  obtaining  of  insurance  at  cost  without  the  burden  of  maintaining 
an  insurance  company. 

That  the  Legislature  this  ,winter  will  amend  the  present  insurance 
law  there  is  little  doubt.  Both  political  parties  are  pledged  to  support 
-uch  an  amendment.  Some  will  possibly  go  so  far  as  to  advocate  State 
insurance.  Farmers,  however,  trained  individualists  that  they  are,  will 
probably  not  willingly  consent  to  such  a  paternalistic  and  socialistic 
scheme,  especially  when  the  object  sought  can  be  obtained  in  an  easier 
way.  The  mutual  insurance  plan,  properly  developed  and  safeguarded,  as 
it  appears  to  be  in  the  scheme  developed  by  the  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, is  of  course  the  ideal.  Now  the  plan  developed  by  the  Manufac- 
turers' Association,  which  seems  to  possess  everything  good  of  the  mutual 
company,  combined  with  everything  good  of  the  old  line  stock  company, 
seems  to  be  almost  an  ideal  scheme,  and  when  the  amendments  neces- 
sary to  relieve  this  plan  of  a  few  technical  burdens,  not  unsurmountable, 
but  embarrassing,  which  now  exist,  are  made,  will  leave  a  working  ar- 
rangement which  any  employer  desiring  to  do  so  may  in  safety  adopt. 
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The  Press. 

In  discussing  the  matter  of  Grange  publicity  I  wish  to  impress  upon 
you  the  importance  of  supporting  our  "National  Grange  Monthly."  This  is 
our  official  organ  and  should  have  your  loyal  support.  Through  its  col- 
umns you  will  be  enabled  to  keep  informed  on  the  work  of  Patrons 
throughout  the  United  States  and  at  the  same  time  gain  many  suggestions 
that  will  be  useful  in  your  home  Grange  work.  More  attention  should 
be  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the  friendship  of  the  local  press  throughout 
our  State.  Men  form  opinions  based  on  the  information  obtained  from 
reading.  It  is,  therefore,  highly  important  that  the  representative  farmers' 
organization  of  the  State  should  devise  ways  and  means  of  properly 
informing  the  public  at  large  of  its  true  aims  and  purposes.  We  reiterate 
statements  made  in  previous  years  that  Subordinate  Granges  should  co- 
operate with  their  local  and  agricultural  papers  by  aiding  in  increasing 
the  circulation  and  contributing  to  their  columns.  While  there  has  been 
progress  in  this  direction,  very  many  of  the  members  have  not  fully 
learned  the  lesson  of  self-help  in  advancing  the  cause  in  which  they  are 
engaged.  The  farmers  of  this  country  must  fight  their  own  battles,  and 
they  are  abundantly  able  to  do  so,  if  they  will  make  proper  use  of  the 
talents  and  opportunities  that  are  given  them.  With  such  citizenship  as 
this  Order  possesses  working  through  the  press  we  will  secure  equitable 
laws.  It  lies  within  the  power  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  to  gain  news- 
paper publicity  in  their  respective  communities.  The  fault  lies  with  us, 
not  with  the  newspaper  man.  Give  him  the  opportunity  to  co-operate 
and  I  am  sure  you  will  find  him  ever  ready  and  willing  to  give  assistance. 

State  College  and  Short  Courses. 

I  would  like  to  urge  that  you  make  a  more  careful  study  of  the 
science  of  agriculture.  Our  State  College  is  thoroughly  equipped  to 
furnish  you  with  valuable  and  instructive  literature,  special  opinions  rela- 
tive to  soil  and  plant  conditions,  in  fact,  maintains  a  complete  Agricul- 
tural Bureau  of  Information  for  your  benefit.  The  short  courses  offer 
most  excellent  training,  the  advantages  of  which,  I  feel  constrained  to  say, 
are  not  fully  appreciated  by  the  farmers  of  our  State  generally.  Thou- 
sands of  dollars  are  being  expended  annually  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of 
scientific  agriculture  and  you  are  earnestly  urged  to  acquaint  yourself 
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with  the  work.  Practical  farming  assisted  by  scientific  research  is  a 
sure  road  to  more  profitable  work.  Therefore  every  effort  made  to  in- 
crease the  yield  of  our  acres  with  the  least  possible  expenditure  is 
surely  commendable  and  deserving  of  our  loyal  support. 

In  Memoriam. 

Into  that  Paradise  above  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens, 
have  been  gathered  Brothers  and  Sisters  from  among  our  membership. 
YYe  miss  them  in  our  home,  we  miss  them  in  our  every  day  lives,  many 
of  them  have  devoted  much  of  their  lives  to  the  promotion  of  our  grand 
cause,  and  while  we  mourn  the  loss  of  these  loved  ones  we  must  not  be 
unmindful  of  the  fact  that  our  loss  is  heaven's  gain.  From  their  many 
kind  and  noble  acts  we  should  gain  inspirations  that  will  prompt  us  to 
live  more  noble  and  useful  lives. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  hearty  co-operation  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Our  duties  have  been  very  pleasant  indeed,  our  calling 
as  farmers  is  an  ancient  and  most  profitable  one  and  interwoven  as  it  is 
with  Grange  doctrine  and  principles,  we  must  of  necessity  feel  that  ours 
is  a  most  happy  and  distinctive  condition.  As  we  nourish  the  soil  to  add 
to  its  fertility,  so  should  we  daily  nourish  our  hearts  and  minds  with  all 
things  honest  and  honorable,  thereby  adding  to  our  common  stock  of 
knowledge  and  usefulness  as  citizens.  Live  toward  one  another  as  an  all- 
wise  Creator  has  designed  that  we  should,  be  quick  to  seize  and  hold  fast 
to  that  which  makes  for  happiness  and  prosperity  and  just  as  quickly  cast 
aside  every  condition  that  is  detrimental.  Uphold  in  all  things  the  name 
of  our  Order  and  if  perchance  there  be  here  and  there  spots  where  its 
beauties  are  discernible  only  by  the  light  of  the  stars,  may  our  aim  be 
to  make  it  as  bright  as  the  noonday  sun.  Loyalty  to  each  other  is  the 
strength  of  organization,  and  may  we  strive  to  inculcate  this  principle.  If 
we  have  achieved  great  things  as  an  organization,  let  our  constant  aim  for 
the  coming  year  be  toward  greater  accomplishments.

In  obedience  to  a  well  established  custom,  I  present  the  following  as 
the  report  of  your  Secretary: 

One  year  ago  we  reported  132  Subordinate  Granges.  Sparta  Grange, 
No.  192,  has  been  dropped  from  the  rolls.  During  the  year,  since  my  last 
report,  we  have  organized  four  (4)  new  Granges,  Nos.  195,  196,  197  and 
198;  one  in  Passaic  County,  one  in  Monmouth  County,  one  in  Cumber- 
land County  and  one  in  Morris  County.  There  have  been  initiated  dur- 
ing the  year  1073  members;  after  weeding  out  a  considerable  number  of 
non-working  members,  we  have  now,  after  tabulating  the  September 
reports  17.271  members  in  the  State.

DEPUTIES'  REPORT. 

Report  of  A.  I.  Ackerman,  Deputy  for  Bergen  County: 
Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

In  presenting  my  first  annual  report  as  Deputy  of  Bergen  County 
I  bring  the  hearty  greetings  of  every  member  in  our  county  to  the 
Annual  Session  of  the  State  Grange. 

I  am  very  sorry  I  cannot  report  having  organized  any  new  Granges, 
but  in  my  mind  the  duty  of  a  Deputy  is  not  only  to  organize  new  Granges 
but  to  keep  the  old  ones  on  a  firm  basis,  both  in  interest  and  progress, 
always  remembering  the  watchwords,  "onward  and  upward." 
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In  going  from  Grange  to  Grange  the  past  year  the  principal  thing 
which  seems  to  be  making  our  Granges  progressive  is  our  Lecturers.  We 
have  this  year  the  best  corps  of  Lecturers  our  county  has  ever  had  in 
any  one  year,  and  for  this  reason,  if  no  other,  the  Granges  in  our 
county  cannot  go  backward. 

A  little  cloud  was  hanging  upon  the  horizon  of  one  of  our  Granges 
at  one  time,  but  like  every  cloud,  the  silver  lining  is  beginning  to  show 
through.  Two  of  our  Granges  own  their  halls  and  two  others  contem- 
plate building  in  the  near  future.  Our  Pomona  Grange  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  taking  in  new  members  at  almost  every  meeting.

Report  of  A.  T.  D.  Howell,  Deputy  for  Cape  May  County: 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

In  submitting  our  seventh  annual  report  for  the  County  of  Cape 
May,  we  are  reminded  of  the  fleetness  of  time  and  of  opportunities  which 
come  to  each  of  us  to-day,  but  with  no  promise  of  a  to-morrow. 
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In  looking  back  over  the  past  seven  years,  while  we  would  like  to 
have  seen  greater  results  in  Grange  work,  yet  we  find  many  things  which 
are  encouraging.  Starting  with  one  Grange  and  forty-two  members, 
there  have  been  added  five  other  Granges  and  about  700  members  during 
the  seven  years  that  have  passed.  Among  the  number  can  be  found 
sisters  and  brothers  of  the  highest  standing  in  their  respective  com- 
munities. This  has  been  accomplished,  not  by  the  work  of  any  one  indi- 
vidual, but  by  the  united  efforts  of  sisters  and  brothers  who  have  the 
interest  of  the  Grange  at  heart,  and  are  found  on  the  job  at  all  hours, 
looking  for  new  recruits. 

While  there  have  been  no  new  Granges  organized  during  the  past 
year,  nor  has  the  membership  increased  as  much  probably,  as  it  has  in 
some  other  one  year,  yet  we  have  made  a  healthful  growth,  as  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  of  the  Master  of  the  six  Subordinate  Granges. 

Harmony  and  goodwill  toward  all  prevail  and  each  of  the  Granges 
in  our  jurisdiction  have  been  alive  to  their  obligations  and  opportunities. 
Each  of  the  Granges  have  Masters  that  take  a  great  interest  in  the  good 
of  the  order  and  have  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  sisters  and 
brothers  in  or  out  of  the  order.  The  sisters  of  our  order  have  been  a 
great  factor  in  bringing  the  Grange  to  its  high  standard  in  our  county, 
and  in  recognition  of  that  fact  some  of  our  Granges  have  selected  sisters 
as  Masters,  and  the  present  year  is  no  exception,  the  Master  of  South 
Seaville  Grange  having  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  Grange  in  our 
State  that  has  a  sister  for  its  Master,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  there 
is  another  Master  in  the  State  that  takes  a  deeper  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  their  Grange  or  presides  over  its  deliberations  with  more  dignity 
and  grace. 

The  present  Grange  movement  in  our  county  dates  its  existence 
from  the  time  (or  soon  after)  the  present  State  Worthy  assumed  the 
office  of  Master  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange.  On  the  tenth  of  last 
May  Cape  May  Grange  celebrated  its  tenth  anniversary,  making  a  decade 
of  Grange  work  in  our  county.  We  had  with  us  on  that  occasion  our 
State  Worthy  Master,  G.  W.  F.  Gaunt,  who  organized  it,  and  Brother 
Theodore  H.  Brown,  of  Swedesboro,  who  assisted  in  its  organization, 
and  who  was  the  County  Deputy  for  two  years.  Also  Sister  Mary  R. 
Brown,  a  member  of  the  Women's  Work  Committee.  Our  State  Worthy 
Master  has  always  shown  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  order 
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in  our  jurisdiction  and  whenever  he  could  has  responded  to  the  call  for 
help  in  Grange  work. 

Cape  May  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  14,  is  a  decided  success  and 
its  meetings  are  looked  forward  to  by  our  members  with  interest  and 
are  well  attended,  most  of  our  halls  being  too  small  to  accommodate 
those  desiring  to  attend  its  sessions.  Several  new  members  have  been 
added  during  the  past  year.    The  membership  at  the  present  time  is  288. 

Our  County  Picnic  was  held  during  the  first  part  of  July  on  the 
Seaville  Camp  Ground,  our  State  Worthy  being  present  and  gave  us  a 
most  excellent  address,  aided  by  Brother  N.  G.  Tranger,  a  member  of 
one  of  our  local  Granges.  Brother  Charles  Chalmers  gave  an  instructive 
address  upon  "Irrigation  on  the  Farm." 

The  Cape  May  County  Fair  Association  during  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember held  its  fair,  offering  $200  in  prizes  for  the  best  Grange  exhibit. 
Four  of  our  Granges  received  cash  prizes  as  follows:  First.  $100;  second, 
$50;  third,  $30;  fourth,  $20.  The  exhibits  were  a  credit  to  our  Patrons 
and  was  a  source  of  much  favorable  comment  by  the  general  public. 

Our  report  has  only  covered  in  a  general  way  the  work  that  has  been 
accomplished  in  our  county,  leaving  the  Master  to  give  a  more  specific 
account  of  the  work  done  by  each  individual  Grange.

No  new  Granges  have  been  organized  as  the  territory 
is  now  well  filled,  and  the  additions  to  the  existing  Granges  have  been 
moderate,  about  covering  the  losses  that  have  occurred  by  death,  demit, 
etc.  It  would  be  impossible  to  increase  the  membership  to  any  extended 
degree  in  Mercer  County  with  desirable  candidates. 
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One  of  our  secretaries  in  his  report  to  a  recent  meeting  of  Mercer 
County  Pomona  Grange  seems  to  answer  for  the  entire  county  when 
she  said:  "We  have  about  all  in  our  neighborhood  who  are  eligible  to 
membership,  and  some  who  are  not." 

But  taken  as  a  whole  with  practically  no  room  to  expand  I  think 
as  a  rule  the  Granges  of  Mercer  County  are  doing  very  good.

Report  of  A.  W.  Fund,  Deputy  for  Morris  and  Essex  Counties: 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  in  this  session  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Grange  and  to  present  my  third  annual  report  as 
Deputy  of  Essex  and  Morris  counties.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
one  new  Grange  in  Morris  County — Chester  Grange,  No.  198.  This 
Grange  is  located  24  miles  from  my  place.  I  had  to  do  some  hustling  to 
get  there  and  return  home  the  same  night.  The  people  of  Chester 
invited  me  up  to  one  of  their  meetings.  They  had  Judge  Sweeney  to  talk 
to  them  and  explain  the  benefits  of  the  Grange.  That  was  on  October 
20th.  There  were  about  seventy-five  people  at  the  meeting,  but  were 
not  ready  to  organize,  although  we  finally  organized  a  Grange  November 
17th  with  forty  Chester  members. 

Dr.  Day  was  a  great  help  to  me  in  organizing  Chester  Grange. 
Chester  lies  in  a  beautiful  farming  section  and  I  see  no  good  reason 
why  a  Grange  will  not  grow  in  that  section.  I  expect  to  hear  Chester 
report  one  hundred  new  members  at  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  in 
1912.  The  Granges  of  Essex  and  Morris  counties,- viz.,  Livingston,  No. 
104;  Morris,  No.  105;  Caldwell,  No.  107;  Roseland,  No.  108,  are  in  good 
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standing  and  doing  some  good  work,  but  the  meetings  are  not  as  well 
attended  as  might  be.  The  cause  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
are  so  many  other  societies  and  clubs  in  each  locality  that  the  Grange 
meetings  are  forgotten.  The  two  new  Granges  in  Morris  County  are. 
doing  fine  work.  Passaic  Township  Grange,  No.  188,  had  a  Field  Day 
and  Basket  Picnic  on  August  9th,  with  a  large  attendance  from  all  parts 
of  Morris,  Essex  and  Somerset  counties.  They  had  a  fine  exhibit  of 
horses,  cows  and  machinery.

The  Committee  on  Education  made  the  following  as  their  general 
report : 
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GENERAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  offer  the  following 
report: 

1.  Looking  upon  education  as  a  matter  of  the  home,  the  school,  the 
factory  and  the  field,  we  consider  it  to  be  much  deeper  and  broader 
than  any  and  all  systems  and  institutions  of  learning. 

2.  Since  the  purpose  of  the  public  schools,  so  far  at  least  as  the 
State  is  concerned,  is  to  make  good  and  desirable  citizens,  the  chief 
excuse  for  their  enormous  public  expense  must  ever  be  sought  in  their 
beneficial  effect  upon  citizenship.  We  would  therefore  urge  the  import- 
ance of  substituting  for  mere  passing  fads  and  frivolities  such  basic 
instruction  as  will  best  promote  that  object,  and  would  emphasize  the 
patent  fact  that  in  this  great  work  of  making  good  citizens,  the  efforts 
of  the  schools  may  be  and  often  are  naturalized  by  lack  of  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  home  and  the  community. 

3.  Education  means  more  than  drill  in  the  elementary  branches,  and 
more  than  skill  in  the  academic;  it  means  the  fixing  of  habits  and  the 
development  of  character.  We  would  therefore  impress  upon  parents, 
teachers  and  communities  that,  however  desirable  mere  learning  and 
technical  knowledge  may  be,  good  habits  are  of  more  importance  in 
life  than  complex  fractions,  and  that  well-grounded  honesty  is  worth 
more  than  Latin  gerundives. 

4.  We  deplore  the  growing  tendency  among  our  children  lightly  to 
spend  their  little  earnings  or  allowances.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
American  child  with  a  cent  or  a  nickel  is  not  happy  until  the  money  is 
spent  for  gum  or  candy  or  some  other  trifle.  Now,  the  cent  or  the 
nickel  is  a  small  matter  in  itself,  and  parents  seem  to  see  only  that;  but 
the  habit  of  spending  without  consideration  is  no  small  matter.  This  is 
what  the  child  is  forming,  and  what  may  later  work  his  ruin.  Thrift  is 
necessary  to  success  in  life;  and  those  who  deal  with  children,  whether 
parents  or  teachers,  can  hardly  do  a  greater  service  than  by  encouraging 
habits  of  economy.  France  has  grown  rich  by  small  savings;  the  United 
States  has  grown  rich  in  spite  of  great  spendings.  The  difference  is  this: 
In  France  the  wealth  is  distributed  among  the  masses,  in  the  United 
States  it  is  rapidly  drifting  into  the  hands  of  the  few. 
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5.  We  believe  that  truth  should  be  a  fixed  habit  among  children, 
and  would  be  if  they  were  early  and  persistently  and  consistently  taught 
to  revere  truth  for  its  own  sake — were  taught  that  truth  is  sacred  and 
must  never  be  sacrificed  for  the  benefit  of  individuals  or  prejudices  or 
institutions.  But  we  realize  that  no  amount  of  preaching  or  of  precept 
will  serve  to  fix  the  habit  of  truthfulness  among  children,  unless  in  their 
home  lives  they  daily  breathe  the  atmosphere  of  truth.  Crime  feeds  on 
falsehood,  and  we  believe  that  a  strict  regard  for  truth,  once  firmly 
grounded  in  our  children,  would  not  only  drive  out  the  gossip  and 
scandal-monger — most  prevalent  and  most  detestable  of  all  criminals — 
but  would  do  more  to  lessen  crime  in  its  various  forms  than  has  been 
done  by  all  the  punitive  laws  ever  placed  upon  our  statute  books.

•  GENERAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Another  year  has  passed  and  it  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  farmers 
of  New  Jersey.  We  believe  the  farmers  realize  as  never  before  the  value  of 
co-operation  both  in  buying  and  selling.  .We  read  and  hear  a  great  deal, 
and  rightly  so,  about  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  the  farmer  is  held  responsible 
for  existing  conditions  and  we  are  told  that  he  is  getting  mort  than  his  share, 
but,  if  so,  up  to  the  present  time,  the  farmer  has  not  been  able  to  recognize  it. 
We  believe  the  Grange  should  take  steps  to  educate  the  consumer  to  the 
true  condition  and  place  the  blame,  if  any,  where  it  rightly  belongs,  for  no 
matter  what  the  price  of  farm  products  are,  the  city  consumer  never  gets  them 
cheaper.    A  great  deal  has  been  said  during  the  last  year  about  the  conser-

vation  of  our  resources,  and  better  methods  of  farming.  To  all  this,  we 
give  a  hearty  assent,  and  believe  the  Short  Course  at  New  Brunswick  offers 
an  opportunity  to  our  boys  to  become  better  farmers.  The  Farmers'  Insti- 
tutes are  means  of  education,  which  every  one  can  take  advantage  of.  The 
subordinate  Grange  should  also  be  an  educational  factor  in  every  community 
and  exert  an  influence  which  will  be  felt  throughout  the  State.  If  the  far- 
mers will  stand  by  the  co-operative  organizations  which  are  at  their  service, 
and  be  faithful  to  the  principals  of  the  Grange,  greater  prosperity  and  oppor- 
tunity would  be  theirs.

The  Committee  on  Agricultural  College  made  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 

Your  Committee  on  Agricultural  College  would  report  that  we  find  the 
New  Jersey  State  College  doing  very  efficient  and  satisfactory  work,  and  would 
congratulate  all  connected  with  its  management,  in  the  work  it  is  accom- 
plishing. We  would  especially  commend,  the  short  course  department  as 
furnishing  an  inexpensive  and  practical  means  whereby  hundreds  of  young 
men,  unable  to  take  the  regular  course,  may  obtain  a  practical,  scientific 
education,  and  we  would  congratulate  its  managers  upon  the  good  work  it  is 
accomplishing  in  sending  young  men  out  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  prepared 
to  furnish  object  lessons  for  those  around  them,  thereby  raising  the  stan- 
dard of  agriculture. 
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We  would  also  report  that  after  a  personal  inspection  and  an  interview 
with  the  principal,  Prof.  Davis,  we  find  that  the  present  class  exceeds  the 
capacity  of  the  building  and  the  appropriation.  The  seating  capacity  of  the 
largest  room  is  104,  and  the  class  numbers  about  130.  In  1907  the  appropria- 
tion was  $11,000,  and  the  class  numbered  39;  the  present  appropriation  is 
$16,500,  and  the  class  numbers  between  125  and  130,  and  the  addition  of  the 
Poultry  course  will  make  an  additional  expense,  for  which  no  provision  has 
been  made,  and  unless  a  liberal  appropriation  is  made,  the  work  of  the  institu- 
tion will  be  seriously  impaired. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion sufficiently  large  to  erect  an  annex  to  the  Short  Course  Building,  capable 
of  accommodating  the  increasing  business  of  the  institution,  and  the  creation 
of  a  Woman's  Department,  where  the  farmer's  wife  and  daughter  may  receive 
instruction  pertaining  to  her  sphere  in  life.  Also  for  an  increase  in  the  annual 
appropriation  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  demands,  and  also  to  instruct  a 
summer  class,  enabling  teachers  during  the  summer  vacation  to  receive 
instructions  preparatory  to  the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  the  common  schools. 

We  would  also  urge  a  more  liberal  patronage  by  all  interested  in 
agriculture.

Worthy  Master : — In  reporting  the  condition  of  the  order  in  Somerset 
County  for  the  year  191 1,  I  cannot  report  any  new  Granges. 

The  Granges  in  the  County  are  holding  their  own  with  slight  increase  ia 
some  cases.

Report  of  I.  B.  Pancoast,  Deputy  of  Gloucester  County,  No.  2  was  made 
as  follows: 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange : 

It  seems  but  yesterday  since  we  met  here  to  give  an  account  of  the 
work  for  1910.    But  in  reality  on  the  wings  of  time  another  year  has  passed, 
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and  we  have  assembled  here  to  give  a  brief  account  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished toward  the  advancement  of  our  noble  order  for  the  year  191 1. 

It  has  been  a  very  pleasant  and  prosperous  year  in  Grange  work.  While 
I  have  not  organized  any  new  Granges  on  account  of  territory  being  well 
taken  up  with  seven  Granges,  all  doing  good  work.

Trusting  that  the  deliberation  of  this  session  will  prove  a  lasting  benefit 
to  the  order,  and  that  our  united  efforts  will  ever  be  for  the  betterment  of 
humanity  and  the  advancement  of  agriculture.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  WORK  COMMITTEE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  weeks  and  the  months  have  so  quickly  rolled  away  and  again 
the  time  has  come  for  us,  as  a  committee,  to  render  an  account  of  our 
stewardship.  And  with  us  all,  I  am  sure,  at  such  times,  comes  a  sense 
of  shortcoming.  We  feel  the  talent  entrusted  to  our  care  has  not 
increased  the  hundred  fold  as  we  would  like.  We  feel  the  remissness 
in  having  accomplished  so  much  less  than  in  our  New  Year's  enthusiasm 
we  intended  to  do.    But  yet  in  the  face  of  it  all,  when  the  year's  wheat 
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is  garnered,  the  result  is  better  than  we  had  anticipated.  Prompt  reports 
from  the  committees  of  many  Granges  show  the  topics  we  have  sent  out 
each  month  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  Lecturers,  and  with  few 
exceptions  have  been  well  discussed  to  the  advantage  and  interest  of  the 
different  Granges.  Some  committees  have  commended  the  variety  of 
subjects  presented;  some  state  every  topic  discussed  with  interest.  Some 
reports  show  a  lack  of  interest  in  some  subjects;  while  others  were  well 
received,  and  vice  versa;  and  so  with  the  spirit  of  fraternity  and  good 
comradeship,  there  has  been  conveyed  to  us  by  the  many  letters  a  sense 
of  reward  for  any  sacrifice  of  time  or  strength  which  we  may  have  made. 

Woman's  Work!  The  very  words  are  suggestive  of  so  many  things 
for  the  sisters  of  the  Grange  to  do.  So  many  things  which  are  impossible 
for  us  as  individuals,  or  as  a  committee,  but  which  our  combined  sister- 
hood might  accomplish  along  so  many  lines,  were  we  awake  to  our 
responsibilities,  our  opportunities  and  our  obligations.  History,  since 
the  beginning  of  time,  is  replete  with  the  achievements  of  woman.  Her 
courage,  her  loyalty,  her  fortitude,  her  perseverance,  has  won  for  her 
home  or  her  country  more  than  one  battle,  more  than  one  honor.  And 
there  are  battles  yet  to  win  and  honors  yet  to  wear.  No  "resting  on 
laurels"  on  what  has  already  been  accomplished.  No  feeling  of  security 
over  victories  surmounted. 

The  watchword  for  the  day  is  progress,  and  she  who  sits  serenely 
down  on  accomplished  effort  will  find  the  world  moving  on  without  her. 
Women  of  to-day  have  so  many  opportunities  to  do  things  for  the  good 
of  humanity.  So  many  doors  are  open  for  philanthropic  labor  and  vari- 
ous reform  movements.  Bands  of  organized  women  are  fighting  a  battle 
for  the  home  protection — for  the  safety  of  our  future  manhood  against 
the  legalized  liquor  traffic,  and  please  God  they  will  win  out.  Bands  of 
women  are  fighting  the  battle  for  universal  suffrage,  and  may  justice  be 
theirs.  Others  are  clubbed  together  for  the  good  and  for  the  right,  for 
the  uplift  of  humanity  everywhere,  and  for  those  things  which  help  to 
make  the  world  a  safer  and  a  better  place  to  live. 

And  so  since  the  time  of  Joan  of  Arc  women  are  lighting  battles 
of  warfare — some  with  the  pen,  some  with  the  voice  and  many  with  just 
the  example  of  upright  integrity,  which  exerts  an  influence  greater  than 
many  of  us  know.  But  with  all  honor  due  those  who  go  out  to  fight

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comes  the  first  honor  to  win.  The  home  is  the  safeguard  of  the  nation.

Perhaps  no  class  of  people  have  the  opportunity  for  the  ideal  home 
better  than  does  the  farmer  and  his  family,  and  if  we  would  bring  you 
any  message  to-day  it  is  for  the  uplift  of  the  home  life.  Guard  and  train 
the  young  folks  of  your  home'  to  lead  useful,  upright  and  above  all, 
moral  lives. 

The  detailed  crimes  written  up  in  such  a  sensational  way  in  our 
daily  papers  show  a  lax  state  of  morals,  deplorable  for  the  best  welfare 
of  our  country,  show  a  failure  of  home  training  on  somebody's  part, 
and  it  is  for  us  of  the  Grange  to  help  stem  the  tide,  to  get  back  to  the 
old  Puritan  standard  of  honesty  and  integrity,  when  divorce  courts  were 
unknown;  when  justice  was  meted  out  to  virtue  and  when  crime  met  its 
just  punishment. 

As  sisters  of  the  Grange,  let  us  with  the  brothers  make  the  Grange 
a  model  of  home  life — let  its  influence  for  good  be  felt  in  every  com- 
munity, and  let  us  all  live  up  to  its  principles  of  faith,  hope  and  charity, 
with  fidelity.

Worthy  Master  declared  a  recess  and  introduced  Col.  Stevens  to 
the  Grange.  Col.  E.  C.  Stevens  made  an  able  address  on  "Improved 
Highways."  which  was  very  instructive. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  extended 
to  Col.  E.  C.  Stevens.  The  members  present  were  then  introduced  to 
Col.  Stevens. 

When  the  Grange  resumed  work  a  motion  was  made  and  carried 
that  the  order  of  business  be  suspended  and  that  the  Grange  take  recess 
at  4.45  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  following  report  of  Deputy  Charles  H.  Brown  for  Gloucester 
County,  District  No.  1,  was  read: 

Report  of  Charles  H.  Brown,  Deputy  of  Gloucester  County,  District 

No.  1: 
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Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

In  making  my  annual  report  for  District  No.  I,  Gloucester  County, 
I  am  glad  to  say  the  Order  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  Our  county  is 
so  thoroughly  organized  that  although  we  received  requests  for  a  new- 
Grange  I  have  not  yet  seen  the  advisability  of  making  such  a  move  on 
account  of  the  limited  territory  involved.  In  many  of  our  Subordinate 
Granges  the  officers  are  principally  young  people  and  where  these  con 
ditions  exist  the  best  results  are  generally  obtained.  The  average  mem- 
bership in  this  District  is  about  215  members  per  Grange. 

Our  Pomona  Grange  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  much  of  the 
success  of  our  Subordinate  Granges  is  due  to  the  influence  and  inspira- 
tion of  our  Pomona  meetings.  Our  Granges  endeavor  to  work  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  Order  and  our 
initiations  and  other  work  are  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The 
question  of  taking  those  in  our  Order  who  are  not  directly  interested  in 
agriculture  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  and  our  experience  is  that 
while  they  may  benefit  the  Order  in  a  social  and  fraternal  way,  and 
we  have  many  loyal  Patrons  who  are  not  farmers,  yet  the  backbone  of 
the  Grange  must  be  composed  of  intelligent,  progressive  farmers  who 
are  actual  tillers  of  the  soil.  The  co-operative  business  of  the  Grange 
has  mostly  been  turned  over  to  the  Farmers'  Exchange,  which  is  the 
direct  result  of  Grange  education. 

With  us  partisan  policies  is  not  tolerated  for  discussion  in  the 
Grange,  yet  we  believe  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  farmer's  welfare  that 
they  should  be  represented  in  the  Legislature,  and  in  this  respect  I  am 
proud  to  say  the  Patrons  of  Gloucester  County  have  not  only  reflected 
credit  upon  themselves,  but  have  benefitted  the  agricultural  interests  of 
the  entire  State  by  the  re-election  of  the  Senator  from  Gloucester 
County.  Leading  the  head  of  his  ticket  by  over  800  votes  is  the  mute 
evidence  of  the  power  the  Order  wields  in  our  county. 

Eighteen  years  ago  we  held  our  first  Grange  Picnic  at  Alcyon  Park. 
As  years  have  passed  this  has  grown  to  be  the  second  largest  agricultural 
event  in  the  State,  being  exceeded  only  by  the  Inter-State  Fair  at  Tren- 
ton. Its  influence  has  strengthened  the  Grange  not  only  in  our  county 
but  in  many  of  the  southern  counties  of  the  State. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  banner  year  in  Grange  work,  and 
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while  we  may  feel  justly  proud  of  the  commanding  position  the  Order 
is  rapidly  taking,  yet  we  have  no  time  to  rest  on  our  laurels,  and  we 
must  press  forward  not  only  for  new  conquests  but  to  hold  the  heights 
already  gained.  To  organize  and  build  up  a  Grange  is  a  problem,  but  to 
keep  it  alive  and  harmonious  is  a  greater  one.  Therefore,  we  must  not 
shut  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  our  noble  Order  for  just  and  good  causes 
has  many  bitter  enemies,  some  of  whom  even  lurk  within  the  orchard 
and  vineyard.  When  the  Grange  was  young  and  weak  they  attacked  and 
ridiculed  it  from  the  outside.  Those  foolish  tactics  have  since  been 
abandoned  for  the  cunning  and  cowardly  but  nevertheless  more  effective 
method  of  breaking  the  Order  from  within,  and  I  cannot  but  add  the 
warning  that  we  should  be  more  careful  who  we  admit  to  membership, 
and  particularly  watch  those  from  other  professions  who  immediately 
after  becoming  members  are  violent  missionaries  for  reform  within  the 
Order.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Forestry  was  given: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FORESTRY. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  great  awakening  as  to 
the  conservation  of  our  natural  resources,  especially  our  forests,  with 
primarily  two  objects  in  view,  namely,  utility  and  beauty. 

Our  forests  furnish  us  not  only  fuel  and  lumber,  but  are  a  great  pro- 
tection to  game,  check  erosion,  increase  our  rainfall,  retard  the  rapid 
drainage,  thus  helping  to  check  floods  and  help  to  check  the  wind  and 
prevent  sand  dunes  from  forming  along  the  coast.  We  all  know  that  our 
landscape  is  greatly  beautified  by  our  groves  and  wooded  area.  No 
home  is  ideal  without  its  trees. 

Many  of  our  colleges  have  a  department  of  forestry  where  young 
men  are  trained  in  the  care,  maintenance  and  planting  of  forests. 
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Our  national  government  has  extensive  forest  reserves  in  many 
States,  which  are  carefully  guarded  and  cared  for  by  trained  men.  * 

Many  of  our  States  have  departments  of  forestry  with  forest  re- 
serves, New  Jersey  being  one  of  that  number. 

There  are  six  State  forest  reserves  in  our  State,  four  in  the  southern 
and  two  in  the  northern  part,  covering  an  area  of  about  13,700  acres. 
This  area  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Park  Forest  Commission. 
The  object  is  to  teach  people  how  to  conserve  and  develop  a  forest.  In 
addition  to  this,  there  are  many  private  forest  areas  in  New  Jersey. 

We  find,  too,  that  many  of  our  cities  and  towns  are  looking  after 
their  trees  with  a  great  deal  of  care,  realizing  their  importance  in  furn- 
ishing shade  and  adding  to  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  their  city. 

Now  we  find  that  there  are  three  great  drawbacks  in  the  develop- 
ment and  care  of  a  forest,  namely,  insect  pests,  disease  and  fire. 

Among  the  insect  pests  may  be  mentioned  San  Jose  scale,  the  elm 
beetle  and  the  codling  and  gypsy  moths.  These  have  been  combated 
with  more  or  less  success  in  the  various  States. 

Disease  has  played  havoc  with  certain  varieties  of  our  forest  trees. 
The  chestnut  blight  is  fast  destroying  our  chestnut  trees  throughout  the 
State,  and  up  to  the  present  time  there  seems  to  be  no  known  remedy. 

But  the  great  enemy  of  all  of  our  forests,  and  the  one  that  ought 
to  be  more  under  the  control  of  man  than  any  other,  is  fire. 

The  most  of  all  our  forest  fires  are  caused  by  carelessly  throwing 
lighted  cigars  or  matches,  by  brush  fires  or  by  railroad  locomotives. 

While  there  are  fire  wardens  and  State  laws  governing  the  burning 
of  brush  and  the  railroad  companies'  lack  of  interest,  yet  there  are  many 
disastrous  fires  during  each  year. 

In  districts  where  there  are  fire  wardens,  it  is  necessary  to  secure 
permits  from  them  in  order  to  burn  brush.  However,  many  fires  have 
been  traced  to  the  brush  heap  and  the  instigator  fined,  yet  this  didn't 
replace  the  trees  destroyed. 

Railroad  companies  running  their  lines  through  wooded  areas  are 
compelled  to  maintain  fire  lines  and  to  exercise  a  certain  amount  of  care 
in  the  escape  of  live  cinders.  But  how  many  fires  are  traced  to  the 
origin  of  railroads! 
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Realizing  the  importance  of  our  forests,  both  from  the  point  of  utility 
anck  beauty,  we  recommend: 

First — That  the  patrons  co-operate  with  those  in  authority  for  the 
protection  and  development  of  our  forests. 

Second — That  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  devote  at  least  one 
meeting  each  year  to  the  subject  of  trees  and  forests.

The  following  report  of  Committee  on  Experiment  Station  was 
given : 

REPORT  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We  report  our  Experiment  Station  of  greater  benefit  to  our  farmers, 
and  as  exerting  its  influence  in  more  directions  to-day  than  at  any  time 
in  its  thirty-one  years  of  service.  Its  work  and  influence  is  best  seen  by 
a  study  of  the  departments. 

The  Horticultural  Department  has  bearing  peach  orchards  located 
at  High  Bridge  and  Vineland,  where  problems  affecting  the  production 
of  peaches  are  studied.  Preparations  are  being  made  to  give  the  latest 
information  upon  all  problems  connected  with  peach  growing  in  our 
State,  and  the  information  will  be  founded  upon  actual  experience.  Im- 
portant problems  connected  with  the  production  of  all  fruits,  such  as 
fertilizers,  pruning,  packing,  control  of  insects,  diseases,  etc.,  have  and 
are  being  studied.  Also  educational  exhibits  were  made  at  the  College 
Farm  during  Farmer's  Week,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Horticultural 
Society,  at  Trenton  Fair  and  other  points.  An  appropriation  made  last 
winter  provided  for  green-houses  and  investigation  work  in  floriculture. 
Houses  are  being  erected,  and  the  department  will  soon  be  ready  to 
help  florists  with  their  problems  and  assist  in  making  that  industry  of 
greater  importance  in  our  State.  As  a  whole  we  are  well  pleased  with 
the  work  of  the  horticultural  department.  But  we  regret  that  so  little  is 
being  done  in  connection  with  the  production  of  vegetables.    Nearly  all 
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of  our  own  farmers  grow  something  in  the  way  of  truck  crops,  while  in 
the  central  and  southern  parts  of  our  State  vegetable  growing  is  of  first 
importance.  Truckers  have  their  problems,  and  it  is  high  time  that  the 
work  should  be  started  at  the  station  for  their  benefit.  It  awaits  only  a 
united  effort  on  their  part  in  order  to  secure  the  necessary  funds,  and  we 
urge  that  a  movement  to  secure  such  be  supported  by  our  Patrons. 

There  is  also  need  of  establishing  an  experimental  apiary,  either  in 
connection  with  this  or  another  department,  where  bee-keeping  problems 
can  be  studied  at  first  hand,  and  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  agri- 
culture. 

The  Animal  Husbandry  Department  together  with  the  Live  Stock 
Commission  and  Breeders'  Association  is  giving  a  great  stimulus  to 
horse  breeding  enterprises,  and  is  favoring  the  production  of  useful  and 
marketable  colts.  The  dairy  investigation  work  was  nearly  checked  by 
the  fire  on  July  nth,  which  destroyed  the  dairy  barns,  silos  and  contents. 
This  investigation  work  is  important,  and  in  view  of  the  growing  demand 
for  figures  as  to  the  cost  of  producing  milk,  the  proper  methods  of  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  a  dairy  herd,  and  the  advisibility  of  raising, 
rather  than  purchasing,  surplus  animals  to  replace  wornout  cows;  we 
are  most  anxious  to  see  that  work  continued.  Especially  that  pait  which 
refers  to  economic  problems.  One  commendable  move  this  year  was 
toward  the  elimination  of  hog  cholera.  This  disease  has  been  particu- 
larly destructive,  and  we  urge  the  need  of  legislation  that  will  provide 
for  the  manufacture  of  immunizing  serum,  for  distribution  to  swine 
growers  in  our  State.  The  commercial  product  is  expensive,  and  out  of 
reach  of  the  average  grower.  Other  States  have  appropriations  to  cover 
its  manufacture  and  as  the  serum  affords  absolute  insurance  against  loss, 
it  would  mean  a  saving  to  swine  growers  of  thousands  of  dollars  and  help 
in  reviving  the  one-time  inportant  pork  producing  industry. 

The  newly  established  poultry  department  is  through  bulletins,  lec- 
tures, etc.,  disseminating  practical  information  in  egg  production  and 
poultry  raising.  The  Poultry  Short  Course  given  this  year  for  the  first 
time  is  already  overcrowded  with  applicants.  This  is  in  itself  sufficient 
to  prove  the  great  need  for  more  knowledge  on  this  subject.  Instruction 
in  modern  methods  of  poultry  keeping  together  with  the  investigation 
work  of  the  department  will  mean  much  to  our  State  and  is  most  worthy 
of  our  continued  endorsement  and  support. 
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The  Entomological  Department  is  continuing  its  work  in  the  study 
of  insects,  their  life  history,  also  remedial  and  preventative  methods  that 
will  aid  farmers  in  their  fight  against  them.  Same  is  covered  in  published 
bulletins  and  reports. 

The  work  in  Biology  and  Botany  is  being  continued.  So  also  is  the 
work  of  analyzing  fertilizers,  feeds  and  spraying  materials  to  protect 
farmers  against  fraud.  In  the  analysis  of  fertilizers,  a  new  method  is 
adopted  this  year  that  makes  it  possible  to  determine  whether  the  insol- 
uble nitrogen  in  a  certain  mixture  is  in  an  active  or  inactive  form,  and 
will  indicate  whether  it  was  derived  from  highly  available  or  slowly 
available  material.  Such  analysis  will  serve  to  warn  us  against  paying 
high  prices  for  mixtures  in  which  the  nitrogen  is  derived  from  some 
slowly  available  material  as  peat  or  leather.  The  regular  teaching  work 
of  all  departments  has  been  covered  in  both  the  short  and  long  courses 
in  agriculture. 

The  Station- has,  through  its  staff,  rendered  services  to  individual 
farmers  by  correspondence.  Nearly  30,000  letters,  pertaining  to  farm 
practices  were  written  this  year. 

The  above  shows  the  value  of  the  Station  to  our  farmers,  and  makes 
evident  the  absolute  necessity  for  its  continued  growth.  The  problems 
confronting  us  to-day  are  more  numerous  than  ever,  and  the  time  has 
come  for  a  more  systematic  study  of  our  agricultural  interests.  The 
appropriations  made  last  year  were  of  incalculable  value,  and  we  express 
our  appreciation  for  all  efforts  put  forth  to  secure  them.  The  good  work 
should  continue.  The  heads  of  all  the  departments  express  the  need 
of  more  funds  for  publication  of  bulletins  and  circulars.  There  is  also 
need  of  funds  for  inspection  of  seeds  sold  in  the  State,  and  the  continu- 
ance of  the  new  poultry  work.  But  greater  than  all  these  is  the  need  of 
an  efficiently  organized  Extension  Department.  Such  a  department 
would  organize  correspondence  classes,  conduct  demonstration  and  co- 
operative experiments,  enable  the  study  of  farms  as  individual  problems; 
in  short,  bring  the  results  found  by  experimentation  to  the  people  who 
need  them,  and  reach  a  class  who  are  not  now  being  reached.  We  hope 
to  see  such  a  department  established. 

In  citing  the  needs  of  our  Experiment  Station,  we  are  actuated  by 
motives  single  to  the  best  interests,  and  a  desire  that  the  work  shall  not 
be  eclipsed  by  the  grand  achievements  of  the  past  and  we  recommend

Your  committee  concur  in  and  recommend  that  suggestions  as 
stated  by  Col.  Stevens,  Commissioner  of  Public  Highways  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  in  his  address  before  the  State  Grange,  December  6.

Be  it  Resolved,  That  New  Jersey  State  Grange  use  every  lawful 
means  within  its  power  to  secure  its  amendment  so  that  it  will  do  no-- 
injustice  either  to  employer  or  employee.

No.  4: 

Whereas,  The  Employers'  Liability  Act  passed  by  our  last  Legis- 
lature seems  to  work  an  injustice  upon  the  farmers  of  this  State;  there 
fore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Grange  of  -New  Jersey  here  assembled  on 
December  5th  to  7th,  inclusive,  191 1,  give  power  to  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  formulate  a  plan  of  insurance  similar  to  that  of  the  Farmers' 
Reliance  for  the  mutual  protection  of  its  members  against  the  injustice 
of  the  Liability  Act,  in  case  of  accident  to  employees.

Whereas,  The  day  commonly  known  as  Moving  Day  (March  25th) 
seems  to  work  hardships  in  many  sections  of  the  State,  particularly  in 
the  trucking  districts,  and 

Whereas,  The  date  commonly  observed  is  one  month  to  six  weeks 
after  the  season's  preparatory  work  has  commenced,  it  would  seem  that 
some  method  should  be  devised  whereby  lease  dates  should  be  changed 
from  March  25th  to  read  from  January  1st  or  15th,  thus  placing  the 
date  of  moving  prior  to  the  date  for  early  seed  sowing,  etc.;  therefore, 
be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  instructed  to 
begin  a  State-wide  campaign  whereby  both  landlord,  real  estate  agents 
and  tenants  will  be  induced  to  fix  a  date  in  keeping  with  the  requirements 
of  their  respective  sections. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  13: 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  seeds  offered  for  sale  in  our  State  are  of 
such  poor  quality  and  much  of  it  adultered;  therefore,  be  it, 

Resolved.  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  be 
authorized  to  co-operate  with  the  officers  of  our  New  Jersey  Experi- 
ment Station,  whereby  adequate  remedies  may  be  provided  that  will 
protect  the  purchaser  of  farm,. garden  or  flower  seeds  from  injury  from 
poor,  spurious  or  adultered  seeds.  .Also,  to  assist  in  working  out  a 
scheme  or  having  legislation  enacted  whereby  manufacturers  of  ferti- 
lizers doing  business  in  our  State  shall  pay  for  analyzing  as  is  now  done 
in  some  other  States.

WThereas,  We  believe  that  these  interests  can  be  better  secured  by 
employing  some  competent  person  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  keep  the  several  Granges  posted  in  regard  to  pending  legis- 
lation; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  request  and  authorize 
it-  Master  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
employ  some  person  whom  they  may  deem  competent  to  attend  the 
sessions  of  the  Legislature,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Worthy  Master,  to  keep  the  subordinate  and  Pomona 
Granges  posted  on  pending  legislation,  and  request  the  attendance  of 
Legislative  Committees,  the  sending  of  personal  letters  or  whatever 
manner  of  influence  he  may  deem  best  for  the  various  Granges  to 
exert  for  or  against  pending  legislation  of  general  interest  to  the  agri- 
culturist: said  employee  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  State 
Grange;  provided  that  the  sum  paid  shall  not  exceed  $300.00.

Resolution  offered  by  Egg  Harbor  Grange,  No.  146,  H.  Pfeiffer,  Alt., 
was  reported  adversely.    It  read  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Many  Secretaries  of  Subordinate  Granges  are  late  in  send- 
ing returns  of  election  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  where  the  parents  are  members  of  their  subordinate 
Grange  in  good  standing,  the  said  subordinate  Grange  shall  have  the 
right  to  accept  their  children  of  legitimate  age  that  still  belong  to  the 
household  of  their  parents  at  a  reduced  monthly  dues  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Grange. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order  was  submitted 
and  is  as  follows: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  various  Granges  use  utmost  care  in  the 
selection  of  their  Worthy  Lecturer,  as  upon  him  or  her  rests  the  res- 
ponsibility of  securing  good  programmes  which  instruct  and  amuse  the 
members  to  an  extent  that  it  rouses  keen  interest  in  all  workings  of 
the  Grange.  And  upon  such  a  Lecturer  depends  larger  attendance  and 
the  upbuilding  of  the  Grange. 
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We  recommend  that  all  subordinate  Granges  make  special  efforts  to 
have  their  members  visit  other  subordinate  Granges  for  the  gathering  and 
exchanging  of  ideas  for  the  betterment  of  the  Granges  in  question. 

We  recommend  that  during  the  time  of  selection  of  officers  at 
Pomona  Grange,  the  patrons  not  having  taken  the  fifth  degree  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  meeting  at  this  time. 

We  also  recommend  that  just  prior  to  any  election  of  officers  in 
any  meeting  that  nominations  be  made  from  the  floor  and  the  same  not 
to  be  closed  until  each  voting  member  has  had  a  chance  to  make  a 
nomination  if  he  so  desires.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  was  submitted: 
Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

The  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  present  these  ideas  as  their 
explanation  of  solving  the  problem  of  reviving  the  dormant  Grange: 

I. 

Our  idea  would  be  to  keep  the  Grange  in  a  lively  and  healthy  con- 
dition, so  that  it  does  not  need  to  be  revived.  This  could  be  accomplished 
by  each  officer  and  member  doing  his  or  her  own  personal  work  and 
taking  an  active  part  in  each  and  every  meeting. 

Of  course  it  is  very  necessary  that  good,  live  officers  be  elected  to 
fill  these  various  offices.  And  this  is  doubly  true  of  the  Lecturer,  as 
much  depends  on  the  part  he  or  she  takes  to  make  the  literary  hour 
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instructive  and  entertaining.  I  repeat,  very  much  indeed  depends  on  the 
Lecturer  for  the  success  and  prosperity  of  the  Grange,  for  if  the  members 
can  depend  on  having  something  spicy  and  instructive  prepared  for 
them  by  the  Lecturer,  they  will  scarcely  ever  miss  a  meeting,  and  this 
would  be  an  incentive  to  them  to  always  be  present  and  to  take  an  active 
part  in  Grange  work. 

Much  also  depends  on  Ceres,  Pomona  and  Flora.  They  should  see 
that  the  Hall  is  properly  decorated  at  each  meeting  with  flowers  and 
made  attractive,  and  at  the  close  of  the  session  these  flowers  and  fruit 
distributed  among  the  sick  and  poor. 

Let  us  remember  that  no  tree  bears  fruit  in  autumn  that  does  not 
bud  and  blossom  in  early  spring.  That  our  work  may  be  properly  laden 
with  good  fruits,  by  distributing  flowers  and  fruit  to  the  sick  and  poor. 
That  the  youth  and  life  of  the  dormant  Grange  may  be  revived,  and 
studied  and  virtuous,  replete  with  the  blossoms  of  observation. 

If  each  officer  and  member  realize  that  the  success  of  the  Grange  de- 
pends on  the  part  that  they  take,  and  that  they  are  ever  ready  to  help 
each  other  in  all  their  work,  then  the  Grange  cannot  become  dormant. 

It  is  also  very  important  that  each  officer  memorize  and  become 
familiar  with  the  ritualistic  work,  so  that  the  initiations  are  conducted 
in  an  instructive  and  entertaining  manner. 

While  the  harvest  feast  and  other  set  outs  are  all  right  in  their 
places,  yet  too  many  of  them  become  a  burden  on  the  lady  members, 
and  causing  the  treasury  to  become  bankrupt,  has  a  great  tendency  to 
make  the  Grange  become  dormant. 

We  think  it  would  be  a  wise  plan  if  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange 
could  visit  each  subordinate  Grange  at  least  once  every  year.  We  also 
think  that  if  the  County  deputies  could  visit  us  oftener  it  would  be  a 
great  stimulant  to  our  Grange  work. 

Your  Committee  also  thinks  it  would  be  a  good  plan  if  the  sister 
Granges  were  to  exchange  work  with  each  other,  conducting  the  literary 
hour  as  though  they  were  in  their  own  home  Grange. 

If  we  prepare  our  Grange  work  as  we  prepare  our  fields  for  planting 
the  seeds,  having  faith  in  God's  promise  that  seed  time  and  harvest  shall 
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never  fail  us,  there  is  no  doubt  but  the  dormant  Grange  will  be 
resurrected.

WORTHY  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The   Worthy   Master   delivered   his  annual  address.

It  seems  as  but  a  few  weeks  since  we  last  gathered,  but  seasons  have 
come  and  gone  and  we  greet  you  in  Fortieth  Annual  Session  assembled, 
it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  welcome  you  as  fellow  patrons  in  the  grand 
body  of  farmers  uplift  workers.  We  are  happy  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
noble  work  that  our  Order  has  accomplished  in  the  State.  We  are 
happy  in  the  consciousness  of  the  shoulder  to  shoulder  effort  of  fraternal 
brothers  and  sisters  who  are  striving  to  perpetuate  the  principles  of 
Patrons  of  Husbandry.  We  are  happy  as  friends  meet  friends  and  in 
the  true  spirit  of  the  fraternity,  clasp  hands  and  renew  the  pledges  of 
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fidelity  and  loyality  to  the  Order  and  each  other.  Thus  we  commence 
upon  the  labors  of  another  Session  with  the  thought  of  true  fraternalism, 
and  may  this  spirit  pervade  our  every  deliberation  and  act.

I 
thoroughly  believe  that  our  individual  interests  will  be  better  served, 
that  our  membership  collectively  will  be  greatly  benefited  and  that 
the  Order  as  a  unit  will  be  strongly  strengthened  if  each  Subordinate 
Grange  in  the  State  will  plan,  in  addition  to  the  Pomona  and  County 
Field   Meetings,   a   Field   Day  for   its  immediate   Grange  community.

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The  Grange  and  Legislation. 

During  the  past  year  the  influence  of  the  Grange  in  Legislative 
matters  was  felt  more  than  at  any  time  since  its  organization.  Increased 
appropriations  were  secured  for  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  the 
State  Horticultural  Societies.  $100,000  was  appropriated  to  erect  a 
Short  Course  Building  on  the  College  Farm  grounds  where  the  young 
men  and  women  may  have  an  opportunity  to  receive  a  practical  training 
in  the  Science  of  Agriculture.  A  sufficient  sum  was  appropriated  to 
erect  a  dairy  barn  that  will  enable  the  station  authorities  to  properly 
demonstrate  the  possibilities  of  the  dairy  when  operated  from  a  practical 
standpoint.  Sums  were  appropriated  to  establish  and  equip  an  up-to-date 
Poultry  plant  in  connection  with  the  State  College  and  I  am  sure  that 
every  Patron  will  agree  that  the  possibilities  in  this  line  are  worth  while 
and  deserving  of  study  along  scientific  lines. 

The  Station  would  not  be  complete  without  the  floriculture  department 
and  to  this  end  large  green  houses  have  been  erected  where  experiments 
are  conducted  in  floriculture  as  well  as  demonstration  of  gardening  under 
glass,  also  for  the  study  of  plant  diseases  such  as  are  detrimental  to  the 
success  of  those  engaged  in  this  line  of  work. 

The  time  has  come  when  seeds  of  different  kinds  should  be  more 
closely  inspected;  especially  is  this  true  of  the  grass  seeds.  There  is  no 
doubt  regarding  the  percentage  of  seed  that  germinate  is  not  over  60 
per  cent.,  and  so  much  foul  seed  is  annually  being  distributed  on  our 
farms  that  a  law  seemed  necessary  to  protect  the  farmer  from  being 
deceived  in  the  purchase  of  seed.  Consequently  under  an  act  passed  last 
winter  we  have  at  the  Experiment  Station  a  seed  analyist  whose  duties 
will  be  to  secure  samples  of  seeds  from  dealers  and  make  a  careful 
analysis  and  publish  bulletins  as  to  the  purity,  germinating  qualities  and 
the  vitality  of  the  seed  so  examined.  All  farmers  may  get  these  compiled 
reports  by  having  your  name  placed  on  the  mailing  list  for  bulletins 
issued  at  the  Station,  and  in  this  connection  it  seems  proper  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  year  that  they  have  had 
funds  enough  to  print  in  sufficient  quantities  the  bulletins  on  the  various 
questions  that  are  of  such  vital  importance  to  agriculture.  The  increased 
appropriation  for  this  work  is  to  be  credited  to  Grange  influence  on 
Committee  on  Appropriations. 
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Another  matter  of  vital  importance  is  the  commercial  feeding  stuff 
that  is  being  placed  on  the  market.  Much  of  it  is  of  doubtful  value 
and  unknown  quality  as  to  nutrients  contained  therein.  To  protect  the 
dairymen  and  all  other  purchasers  of  feeds  of  various  kinds,  it  was 
deemed  best  to  have  more  rigid  inspection  and  more  stringent  laws  such 
as  are  in  most  States,  and  in  order  that  the  provisions  of  this  law  may 
become  operative  the  Stations  are  given  direct  authority,  it  also  provides 
for  additional  inspectors  who  will  work  under  the  directions  of  the 
Station.  The  law  also  provides  that  all  revenue  produced  under  its 
operations  shall  revert  to  the  Station  for  extension  and  research  work. 
In  1878  a  law  was  passed  giving  the  Experiment  Station  some  little 
authority  with  reference  to  the  manufacture  of  fertilizers  and  fertilizer 
materials.*  Since  that  time  great  strides  have  been  made  in  the  composition 
of  fertilizers.  Materials  are  used  now  as  bases  of  plant  food  that  were 
not  known  at  the  time,  consequently  the  Department  had  no  authority 
over  them,  competition  and  the  rapidly  increasing  use  of  fertilizers  has 
flooded  the  market  with  various  brands,  some  of  which  are  uncertain  value 
as  far  as  their  reliability  as  plant  food  is  concerned.  A  conference  uf  all 
the  Fertilizer  Manufacturers  was  called  at  New  Brunswick  by  Doctor 
Lipman,  Director  of  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Station,  and  a  tentative 
bill  was  drawn  and  submitted.  This  resulted  in  another  conference 
whose  discussions  resulted  in  another  bill  which  seemed  to  more  thor- 
oughly comply  with  conditions.  This  bill  was  introduced  and  a  public 
hearing  announced  by  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  so  that  all  parties 
interested  could  be  heard.  The  big  surprise  of  the  hearing  was  that  slight 
opposition  was  offered  and  that  only  as  to  some  minor  details  of  the  bill. 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  a  committee  com- 
posed of  all  interested  parties  was  appointed  to  formulate  a  bill  that 
would  be  satisfactory  to  all  and  the  result  of  these  conferences  enabled 
us  to  have  passed  an  act  regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  com- 
mercial fertilizers.  The  Act  is  rigid  in  its  provisions  and  its  enforcement 
will  guarantee  protection  to  the  purchasers  of  these  materials  that  play 
such  an  important  part  in  .the  success  of  our  business. 

Through  Grange  activity  the  long  needed  extension  department  was 
established.  This  department  will  disseninate  knowledge  that  is  so 
badly  needed  in  our  farm  work,  it  will  enable  us  to  solve  the  many 
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perplexing  problems  that  are  continually  confronting  us.  We  have  been 
fortunate  indeed  in  securing  a  man  to  conduct  this  department  who  is  a 
strong  and  forceful  character.  He  is  Alva  Agee.  of  Ohio,  who  for  several 
years  has  been  connected  with  the  Pennsylvania  State  College.  We,  as 
an  organization,  rejoice  in  this  valuable  acquisition  to  our  educational  staff, 
and  extend  a  hearty  greeting  and  pledge  our  earnest  support  to  Mr.  Agee 
in  his  new  field  of  activity. 

Gross  frauds  have  been  found  in  some  of  the  insecticides  offered  for 
:<ale,  and  to  correct  this,  an  act  was  passed  giving  the  Station  authority 
to  conduct  a  more  rigid  inspection. 

In  connection  with  the  Legislative  work,  we  also  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  large  increase  in  appropriations  for  agricultural  purposes 
in  1912  as  compared  with  a  few  years  ago.  Prior  to  1909  it  seemed 
impossible  to  get  proper  recognition  as  to  our  needs,  but  in  that  year 
we  made  substantial  gains,  in  1910  the  total  appropriated  was  $162,640.00; 
in  191 1,  $226,548.00;  but  despite  the  political  newspaper  criticism,  we 
struggled  for  greater  things  for  1912  with  the  result  that  the  following 
appropriations  were  made:

These  figures  speak  volumes  for  Grange  influence,  they  represent 
benefits  to  our  industry  far  beyong  our  power  to  calculate,  they  are  a 
badge  of  honor  to  our  organization,  and  should  be  proof  conclusive  to 
you  of  the  real  value  of  our  efforts  when  properly  directed.

Trolley  Freight. 

Five  years  ago  we  as  an  organization  were  particularly  active  in 
pressing  the  passage  of  the  Trolley  Freight  Act.  Did  our  desire  for 
such  transportation  die  with  the  assurance  that  we  had  legalized  trans- 
portation of  freight  by  trolley?  This  query  is  prompted  by  reason  of 
an  apparent  inactivity  in  further  demands  for  the  practical  operation  of 
the  Act.  We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  the  Trolley 
Freight  for  the  shipping  of  dairy  and  other  farm  products  to  the  large 
centres  of  trade.  There  is  ample  room  for  the  development  of  Trolley 
Freight  Service.  We  farmers  must  take  the  initiative  and  where  produce 
can  be  shipped  direct  without  the  the  inconvenience  of  transfer  and  its 
consequent  increased  rates,  it  seems  that  we  should  immediately  interest 
the  transportation  companies,  confer  with  them  with  a  view  to  working 
out  a  practical  operation  plan  that  will  be  profitable  to  all  parties 
interested.  Do  not  permit  this  Act  of  the  Legislation  to  lie  dormant, 
it  is  of  your  creation,  enacted  for  your  benefit.  What  action  will  you 
take  during  the  coming  months?  I  think  we  should  make  this  a  subject 
for  serious  consideration  at  this  session. 

Automobile  Reciprocity. 

For  four  consecutive  years  the  Grange  successfully  combated  and 
prevented  the  passage  of  an  unjust  Automobile  Reciprocity  Bill.  The 
advocates  of  reciprocity  were  strongly  in  evidence  at  the  1912  Session 
of  the  Legislature  and  the  usual  efforts  made  to  force  the  issue  again 
were  defeated,  but  their  defeat  prompted  the  backers  of  the  bill  to  resort 
to  other  methods  to  secure  a  reconsideration  of  the  bill,  with  the  result 
that  it  again  became  an  issue  before  the  Legislature  and  backed  by  the 
political  machinery  of  both  parties  from  the  nothern  part  of  the  State 
and  resort  interests  it  was  passed  despite  our  strenuous  opposition, 
received  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  now  stands  on  the  Statute  books 
of  our  State,  a  law  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  taxpayers  and  recog- 
nized by  some  of  its  strongest  supporters  as  wholly  unjust  and  unfair 
to  the  citizens  of  New  Jersey.  This  law  should  be  so  amended  that  it 
will  protect  the  taxpayers,  protect  the  farmer  who  is  the  constant  user 
of  the  roads  as  transportation  lines  for  marketing  his  produce.    We,  as  an 
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organization,  should  protest  strongly  against  a  law  that  so  unjustly 
discriminates,  protest  against  a  law  that  gives  non-residents  free  use  of 
our  highways  and  makes  criminals  of  our  own  citizens  who  attempt  to 
use  these  same  roads  without  a  license.  I  trust  that  this  question  will  be 
thoroughly  discussed  at  this  session,  it  is  a  serious  one  and  requires  our 
concentrated  effort  to  successfully  correct  the  error. 

Highways. 

Again  we  approach  this  the  greatest  problem  of  our  State  with  fear 
and  trembling.  Roads  we  need  and  roads  we  must  have,  but  the  future 
holds  forth  an  appalling  set  of  figures  that  gives  us  grave  concern. 

We  believe  primarily  in  the  building  and  maintenance  of  those  roads 
that  the  masses  are  interested  in  as  a  means  of  transporting  crops  to 
markets  before  the  great  boulevards,  such  as  the  river  drive  from  Trenton 
to  the  New  .York  State  line  and  which  will  serve  automobilists  almost 
exclusively,  also  the  Great  Ocean  Boulevard.  We  see  no  objection  to 
these  great  undertakings  provided  the  State  is  in  a  financial  condition  to 
meet  the  demand  for  roads  that  serve  business  interests,  and  are  of  direct 
benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  State.  Therefore  we.  as  an  organization, 
insist  on  the  building  of  roads  to  meet  conditions  in  accordance  with 
our  financial  interests  and  not  for  pleasure  seekers  only.  We  should  not 
appear  selfish  in  the  matter,  far  from  it,  but  work  unceasingly  for  a 
condition  that  benefits  the  State  as  a  whole. 

Intra  Coastal  Canal. 

New  Jersey  has  pledged  $500,000  to  secure  Right-of-way  from  Borden- 
town  to  Raritan  Bay  at  South  Amboy.  a  distance  of  nearly  34  miles, 
rooo  feet  wide,  comprising  an  area  of  approximately  4000  acres.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  Federal  Government  will  spend  $45,000,000  to  build  the 
canal  after  the  right-of-way  is  secured.  This  canal  will  provide  a  sure 
means  of  transportation  that  will  at  once  enter  into  competition  with 
railroad  companies  and  insure  a  swifter  handling  of  freight  if  not  a 
decreased  rate. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  organization  should  endorse  this 
project  and  give  it  our  hearty  support.    That  it  will  make  for  greater 
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transportation  facilities  cannot  be  denied,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
many  great  manufacturing  plants  will  locate  on  this  water-way,  and 
that  new  freight  lines  will  eventually  extend  from  this  new  means  of 
water  transportation  to  our  rural  inland  towns. 

It  is  estimated  that  2200  lives  and  $40,500,000  in  vessels  and  cargoes 
have  been  lost  in  the  past  decade  by  the  ocean  coast  trade.  This  canal 
from  the  standpoint  of  saving  life  alone  will  be  well  worth  the  money 
expended  and  will  be  a  monument  to  the  Nation's  and  State's  regard 
for  the  value  of  human  life.  I  have  made  a  careful  study  of  this  question 
and  am  deeply  impressed  with  the  vast  benefits  it  has  in  store  for  our 
State  and  recommend  to  you  a  careful  consideration  of  its  usefulness  to 
our  agricultural  industry. 

National  Grange. 

The  National  Grange,  at  its  Fortieth  Annual  Session  held  at  Spokane 
last  month,  had  all  sorts  of  co-operative  schemes  presented  to  it,  the 
most  prominent  among  them  being  the  one  presented  by  Mr.  Brauer, 
of  New  York,  which  advocated  the  formation  of  a  $100,000,000  co- 
operative society  through  which  all  farm  crops,  or  the  staples  in 
particular,  are  to  have  the  first  consideration.  It  includes  the  erection  of 
great  abattoirs  to  compete  with  the  packing  interest  and  sell  their 
products  to  the  consumer  direct,  to  erect  storage  plants  in  the  principal 
cities  in  the  country.  He  claimed  that  the  church  federation  would 
furnish  the  funds  but  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  endorsement  of  the 
National  Grange.  This  great  body  looked  on  the  proposition  with  other 
eyes,  however,  and  did  not  endorse  it.  I  am  not  condemning  his 
proposition,  but  the  moment  the  Grange  endorses  such  a  proposition 
we  have  a  right  to  suppose  that  our  membership  will  be  deluged  with 
requests  to  purchase  stock,  therefore,  in  the  line  of  precaution  it  seems 
wise  to  divorce  our  Order  entirely  from  any  and  all  such  propositions. 

The  only  co-operation  endorsed  was  the  one  providing  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  National  Grange  is  to  establish  a  bureau  of  information 
and  list  products  that  members  have  for  sale.  This  information  will 
be  given  to  all  patrons  who  write  him  through  their  Grange  or  from 
the  Secretary  of  their  own  State  Grange.

such  as  the  purchase  of  grain  and  grass  seed  direct  from  the  western 
farmer.  A  full  plan  of  the  proposition  will  be  issued  to  Subordinate 
Granges  in  circular  form  at  a  later  date. 

The  National  Grange  began  twenty-five  years  ago  to  advocate  the 
election  of  United  States  Senators  by  direct  vote,  it  also  recommended 
the  establishment  of  parcels  post.  Patience  and  perseverance  now  see 
the  dream  of  those  early  pioneers  in  a  measure  being  realized.  The 
past  year  has  seen  these  two  matters  enacted  into  law,  not  quite  perfect 
as  to  all  of  its  details,  but  a  start  has  been  made  which  constitutes  a  great 
victory  for  the  Grange. 

The  Grange  is  a  strong,  advocate  of  federal  aid  for  road  improvement. 
While  the  government  has  spent  millions  of  dollars  for  highway  im- 
provement in  our  foreign  possessions  it  has  never  appropriated  $1  to  be 
used  in  the  highways  in  continental  United  States.  There  can  be  no 
good  reason  given  why  the  government  should  not  appropriate  money 
for  the  maintaining  and  the  improving  of  the  public  highway  the  same 
as  for  our  public  water  works.  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  product  of 
our  country  must  pass  over  the  public  highway  before  it  can  be  trans- 
ported over  our  railway  or  water  systems. 

The  National  Grange  through  its  Legislative  Committee  will  conduct 
an  unfaltering  campaign  in  this  direction,  we  believe  the  principle  is 
right  and  will  urge  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for  Federal  aid  to 
loads. 

I  wish  to  urge  upon  you  strongly  the  importance  of  subscribing  for 
the  National  Grange  Monthly,  it  is  a  report  of  the  field  work  of  your 
Order,  and  it  behooves  our  membership  to  thoroughly  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  magnitude  of  the  Order  throughout  its  entire  jurisdiction. 
It  will  fill  you  with  a  desire  for  greater  things  for  your  Order.  Do  not 
fail  to  give,  it  consideration. 

Lever  Bill. 

The  Lever  Bill  will  be  presented  for  consideration  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  during  the  coming  session.  This  session  will  be  a 
short  one,  for  this  reason  very  strong  pressure  will  have  to  be  exerted 
by  the  friends  of  this  Agricultural  Extension  Bill  to  have  it  passed. 
I,  therefore,  advise  that  we  go  on  record  at  this  session  urging  our 
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representatives  in  the  Senate  to  strongly  use  their  efforts  to  force  the 
passage  of  the  Agricultural  Extension  Bill  through  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States. 

Constitutional  Convention. 

Those  of  us  who  live  in  the  rural  communities  have  every  reason 
to  be  wide  awake  to  the  dangers  of  a  Constitutional  Convention  such 
as  its  advocates  propose  holding.  The  primary  call  for  this  convention 
is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  representation  to  the  State  Senate  by 
population. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  a  Constitution  should  be  so  thoroughly 
guarded  as  at  present,  when  we  think  of  the  vagaries  that  have  been 
adopted  in  some  of  the  Western  States,  and  when  Socialism  is  so  rampant, 
and  its  advocates  would  be  the  most  active  party  in  manipulating  the 
Convention  and  electing  delegates. 

It  would  place  New  Jersey  under  the  control  of  Hudson,  Essex, 
Passaic  and  Union  Counties,  as  those  counties  would  have  more  than 
one-half  the  population  of  the  State,  and  if  representation  by  population 
was  to  carry,  they  would  have  the  majority  of  the  whole  State,  according 
to  the  census  of  ioio. 

You  can  readily  appreciate  the  injustice  of  such  representation  to  our 
rural  counties.  This  is  one  of  the  vital  questions  before  this  session 
and  we  must  discuss  it  from  every  side  and  aim  to  defeat  its  purpose. 

Elementary  Agriculture. 

After  many  years  of  advocacy  by  the  Grange,  New  Jersey  is  at  last 
realizing  the  value  of  the  teaching  of  elementary  agriculture.  The 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  through  Commissioner  Kendall  has 
issued  introductory  instructions  to  Boards  of  Education  throughout  the 
State.  The  study  outlined  is  elective.  Those  schools  that  are  so  disposed 
may  include  it  in  their  curriculum.  I  quote  here  from  Commissioner 
Kendall: 

The  general  plan  of  study  includes: 

i.  Course  in  general,  experimental  and  observation  work  of  a  simple 
character. 
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2.  Alfalfa,  cow-peas  and  soy-bean  growing. 

3.  Corn  growing. 

4.  Market  gardening  (tomatoes,  lettuce,  radishes,  onions,  peas  and 
other  vegetables). 

5.  White  potato  growing. 

6.  Sweet  potato  growing. 

7.  Tomato  growing. 

8.  Poultry  raising. 

And  a  general  study  of  the  various  forms  of  agricultural  activity 
covering  the  working  of  the  land,  dairying,  marketing,  co-operation  of 
organizations  interested  in  agricultural  concerns,  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture. Farmers'  Institutes,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
State  Experiment  Station — State  Agricultural  College  (Rutgers),  New 
Brunswick,  The  Grange,  any  local  co-operative  organization. 

We  should  heartily  endorse  the  plan  and  co-operate  with  the  depart- 
ment, for  mainly  through  Grange  influence  we  now  have  in  sight  the 
completion  of  plans  long  ago  made  by  our  Order. 

You  will  note  that  co-operation  is  invited  and  plans  should  be 
devised  at  this  meeting  whereby  each  Subordinate  Grange  in  the  State 
shall  proceed  to  interest  the  local  Boards  of  Education  to  the  end  that 
before  the  coming  year  ends  that  each  rural  school  shall  include  Ele- 
mentary Agriculture  in  its  daily  course  of  study. 

In  Memoriam. 

Again  the  Silent  Reaper  has  entered  our  beloved  Order  and  gathered 
to  the  great  storehouse  above  sheaves  of  His  own  selection,  brothers  and 
sisters  who  have  earnestly  and  faithfully  spent  their  lives  in  the  work 
of  this  great  Order  so  that  it  might  be  the  better  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  had  lived  and  been  members  of  it. 

We  mention  among  those  deceased  brothers  and  sisters  a  member 
who  during  his  active  life  was  prominently  identified  with  all  live  enter- 
prises of  a  public  nature  that  were  to  uplift  the  community  and  the 
neighborhood  in  which  he  lived — Brother  Thomas  Borton,  Past  Master 
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of  Mullica  Hill  Grange,  and  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  State  Grange,  who  was  called  from  labor  to  reward 
in  April  last. 

It  was  during  Brother  Borton's  term  as  Master  that  your  humble 
servant  was  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  this  organization.  The 
inspiration  received  on  that  occasion  will  always  be  remembered  as  long 
as  life  will  last. 

Conclusion. 

We  have  important  work  before  us  this  session,  important  not  only 
to  the  Grange  but  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  whose  living  and 
happiness  depend  on  agriculture.  We  have  live  issues  before  us.  We 
must  progress  with  the  issues  of  the  day  as  they  apply  to  our  welfare 
and  diligently  oppose  those  issues  that  are  the  products  of  radical  brains. 
Make  this  Fortieth  Session  one  long  to  be  remembered;  make  our  actions 
decisive  on  all  questions;  leave  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  our  ability  to 
successfully  cope  with  every  problem  that  concerns  our  State  and  Nation 
so  far  as  our  interests  are  involved. 

In  regard  to  my  own  work,  I  have  honestly  and  fearlessly  tried  to  be 
worthy  of  your  honor  and  confidence.  I  am  proud  of  the  growth  of  your 
Order  and  have  listened  whenever  possible  to  the  call  of  duty.  I  have 
constantly  aimed  to  uphold  its  dignity  and  promote  its  usefulness  and 
prosperity.  I  am  deeply  conscious  of  your  desire  to  assist  me  in  the 
conduct  of  my  office  and  sincerely  thank  you  for  your  hearty  co-operation.

The  Worthy  Overseer  made  his  annual  report: 
Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

As  the  Fortieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange 
approaches  we  are  gratified  to  learn  that  the  Order  has  experienced  a 
very  successful  growth,  and  its  influence  for  the  betterment  of  humanity 
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has  been  greater  than  ever  before.  If  we  wish  a  continuance  of  the 
prosperity  of  the  Order,  we  should  adhere  more  strictly  to  its  principles 
and  be  true  to  the  obligations  that  we  have  taken  and  by  so  doing,  the 
Order  would  shine  forth  with  a  more  brilliant  lustre  than  ever  before. 

As  Overseer,  I  might  call  your  attention  to  one  of  the  questions  that 
are  confronting  the  American  people,  that  is,  the  high  cost  of  living, 
in  many  instances  the  farmer  is  getting  a  good  share  of  the  blame,  but  I 
fail  to  see  why  he  is  responsible  in  any  way.  One  might  ask,  what 
onstitutes  living?  My  answer  would  be,  food,  clothing,  and  shelter, 
"e  are  all  aware  that  these  articles  have  advanced  in  price,  the  one 
hat  has  advanced  the  most  is  food.  Why?  Not  because  there  is  less 
roduced,  but  one  reason  is  because  the  population  of  the  cities  has 
ncreased  more  rapidly  in  proportion  to  that  of  the  farming  district. 

How  are  we  to  lessen  the  high  cost  of  living?  One  important  remedy 
s  to  practice  economy.  Another  is  to  bring  the  producer  and  consumer 
nearer  together  by  co-operation,  building  good  roads  and  extension  of 
trolley  lines.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  meet  with  you  again,  and 
I  extend  to  you  my  sincerest  wishes  for  another  successful  year  in 
Grange  work.

One  year  ago  we  had  upon  our  list  135  Subordinate  Granges.  We 
have  organized  one  (1)  new  Grange,  located  in  Cape  May  County. 

There  have  been  initiated  in  the  various  Subordinate  Granges  since 
last  we  met  1049  members,  and  have  now  17,158  members  in  the  State.

The  Pomona  Granges  have  increased  their  membership  some  200 
during  the  year,  and  we  now  have  a  Pomona  membership  of  3806  in  the 
State.

Worthy  Pomona  made  the  following  report: 
Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Again  we  are  permitted  to  greet  one  another  as  members  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Grange,  assembled  in  this  famous  city  by  the  sea. 
New  Jersey  has  been  dubbed  by  a  western  college  man  as,  "The  mosquito 
strip  upon  the  map."  New  Jersey,  which  has  a  greater  variety  of  soils, 
richer  and  more  highly  flavored  fruits,  and  the  finest  seacoast  from  Maine 
to  Florida. 
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Anyone  who  is  willing  to  work  intelligently  any  of  New  Jersey's 
productive  soils  need  not  lack  the  good  things  of  life  in  their  season 
and  a  judicious  expenditure  of  labor  and  capital  will  insure  a  peaceful 
old  age. 

Apart  from  the  business  side  of  fruit  growing,  cultivated  fruits 
exhibit  great  diversity  of  form,  color,  flavor  and  keeping  quality,  and 
all  find  their  chief  use  in  food  for  man.

We  have  held  four  meetings  during  the  year.  The  first  was  held  at 
Atlantic  City,  at  the  close  of  the  last  annual  session.  Members  all  present. 
We  passed  on  bills  to  the  amount  of  $1,891.90. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure 
Deputies'  Badges  and  the  County  to  be  designated  on  each. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Deputies  be  allowed  two  dollars 
per  day  and  expenses  for  actual  work  done.

In  submitting  our  annual  report,  we  find  that  in  some  respects  this 
has  been  the  banner  year  in  Grange  work  in  our  jurisdiction.  Work  has 
been  accomplished  by  faithful  patrons  that  places  our  order  on  a  firmer 
foundation. 

Two  of  the  Granges  have  been  building  homes  of  their  own;  together 
with  a  new  grange  recently  organized  is  evidence  that  the  members  have 
been  alive  to  their  duties  and  obligations. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  can  report  harmony  and  a  great 
fraternal  feeling  existing  in  our  county;  and  while  the  membership  has 
not  increased  as  much  as  we  may  have  desired,  yet  taking  it  as  a  whole 
there  has  been  a  substantial  increase  this  year.  Numerically,  Cape  May 
County  is  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  State  and  situated  as  it  is  nearly 
surrounded  by  water  with  the  ocean  on  one  side,  the  bay  on  the  other, 
the  natural  privileges  derived  from  these  give  occupation  to  a  large 
portion  of  inhabitants.  Agriculture  is  not  the  calling  of  the  inhabitants 
as  much  as  in  some  of  the  other  counties  that  have  not  such  natural 
advantages.  Consequently  we  have  not  the  opportunity  to  get  a  large 
membership  in  our  Granges. 

On  November  14,  1912,  we  organized  Stone  Harbor  Grange  with 
thirty  (30)  charter  members.  Several  applications  for  membership  have 
been  received  since.  While  Stone  Harbor  is  a  seaside  resort  and  the 
first  of  the  resorts  along  the  coast  to  have  a  Grange  established  in  it, 
yet  there  are  several  patrons  living  there  who  belong  to  nearby  Granges 
who  will  join  by  demit.  We  have  never  organized  a  Grange  that  the 
people  welcome  any  more  heartily,  and  were  any  more  enthusiastic  over  its 
success,  made  up  of  the  best  people  of  Stone  Harbor,  we  predict  for  it  a 
bright  future. 

In  the  latter  part  of  June,  Rio  Grande  Grange  dedicated  their  new 
hall  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  the  dedicating  officer  being  our  State 
Worthy  Master,  G.  W.  F.  Gaunt.  The  hall  is  32x65  feet,  costing  over 
$4000,  and  while  this  Grange  is  only  four  years  old,  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  the  cost  of  the  hall  has  been  raised. 

Cold  Spring  Grange  on  November  31,  1912,  moved  into  its  new 
home.  Bro.  Albert  Heritage  represented  the  State  Grange  in  dedication 
ceremonies.  This  hall  is  32  x  60  feet,  costing  over  $4000.  At  both  of 
the  meetings  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  patrons  and  friends.

By  the  erection  of  these  two  Grange  halls  our  Order  has  been  more 
tirmly  established  and  they  will  stand  as  monuments  to  the  faithful 
patrons  who  by  their  united  efforts  have  brought  these  results. 

Cape  May  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  14  is  doing  good  work. 
Its  meetings  are  looked  forward  to  by  our  members  with  interest  and 
are  fairly  well  attended. 

Our  annual  county  picnic  was  held  in  June  on  the  Seaville  Camp 
Ground.  A  most  excellent  program  was  given:  An  address  in  the 
morning  by  Professor  Clark  of  the  New  Brunswick  Experiment  Station; 
in  the  afternoon  by  our  State  Worthy  Master,  G.  W.  F.  Gaunt,  and  Rev. 
George  H.  Neal,  D.  D.  Interspersed  with  songs  and  recitations.  A  most 
enjoyable  and  profitable  day  was  spent  together. 

The  Cape  May  County  Fair  Association,  the  last  two  days  in  August, 
held  its  annual  fair  at  Cape  May  Court-House,  offering  $200  in  cash  prizes 
for  the  best  Grange  exhibition,  being  divided  into  five  classes,  four  of  the 
Granges  exhibiting  and  each  of  them  securing  a  first  prize.  The  exhibits 
were  a  credit  to  our  patrons  and  were  a  source  of  much  favorable 
comment  by  the  general  public. 

We  trust  that  at  this  session  of  the  State  Grange  the  representatives 
from  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  our  jurisdiction  may  get  an  inspiration 
from  attending  this  session;  that  when  they  go  back  to  their  respective 
Granges  it  may  serve  to  stimulate  them  to  a  greater  activity  and  diligence, 
and  with  a  determination  to  do  better  service  for  our  beloved  Order.

There  is  good  fraternal  feeling  and  some  Granges  have  taken 
on  new  life.    The  Pomona  meetings  are  well  attended  and  interesting. 
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Our  Cumberland  County  Pomona  Grange's  fifth  field  meeting  was  held 
at  Tumbling  Dam  Park,  Bridgeton,  in  August,  as  a  two-day  fair  and 
exhibition,  the  most  successful  in  its  history,  and  with  a  large  attendance.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

As  Deputy  of  Somerset  County  I  have  no  new  Granges  to  report 
in  my  County.  The,,  Order  as  a  whole  in  Somerset  is  in  fully  as  good 
condition  as  a  year  ago. 

During  the  first  of  the  year  about  a  dozen  of  the  members  of 
Somerset  Grange,  No.  7,  with  myself  made  several  trips  to  Martinsville, 
a  distance  of  about  10  miles,  to  help  with  degree  work.  The  first  of 
these  trips  occurred  on  a  rainy  night  with  very  heavy  roads;  the  second 
followed  a  snow  storm,  the  wind  was  blowing  a  gale  and  drifting  the 
snow,  the  thermometer  standing  at  14  below  zero  at  4  A.  M.,  when  we 
reached  home  after  leaving  all  the  others  at  their  various  homes.  During 
the  year  we  have  taken  five  of  these  trips  to  help  Washington  Valley, 
No.  171,  and  we  feel  that  it  was  time  well  spent  as  they  are  taking  in  new 
members  right  along  and  have  prospects  of  becoming  a  florishing  Grange. 

We  have  only  visited  the  other  Granges  in  our  district  during  the 
year.  Millstone  Valley,  No.  169,  will  need  some  attention  during  the 
winter  to  bring  it  up  to  where  it  ought  to  be.

In  reporting  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Sussex  County,  District 
No.  i.  for  the  year  191 2,  cannot  report  any  new  Granges,  but  it  is 
evident  that  attention  and  interest  are  taken  by  the  members,  and  more 
attention  is  given  to  the  lecture  hour  than  formerly  in  each  Subordinate 
Grange.  • 

Wantage  Grange.  No.  78,  has  a  membership  of  107;  average  attend- 
ance 22.   The  lecture  hour  is  fully  improved.  • 

Vernon  Valley,  No.  134,  has  a  membership  of  97:  average  attendance 
25.    The  lecture  hour  is  very  instructive  and  helpful  to  all  who  attend. 

Mount  View,  No.  137.  was  reported  last  year  almost  dormant,  but 
under  the  new  administration  it  has  become  one  of  the  best  working 
Granges  in  the  county,  having  added  fifteen  new  members,  with  more 
applications  waiting.    The  meetings  are  well  attended  and  instructive. 

Montague,  No.  140,  has  a  membership  of  50;  they  own  their  own 
hall  and  are  getting  long  very  nicely. 

Delaware  Valley,  No.  143,  has  a  membership  of  93:  average  attend- 
ance, 16.    Very  interesting  meetings.    They  also  own  their  hall. 

Hardystown,  No.  164,  has  a  membership  of  38.  While  the  Grange 
has  only  a  small  membership,  it  is  one  of  the  busiest  that  I  have.  The 
meetings  are  interesting:  the  Lecturer  always  has  something  of  interest 
at  each  meeting.  In  visiting  the  Granges  last  January,  I  offered  a  prize 
to  the  Grange  that  would  become  most  proficient  in  the  ritualistic  work, 
best  average  attendance  and  the  most  new  members.

The  report  of  the  Womans'  Work  Committee  was  presented  by  Mary 
R.  Hrown,  Chairman,  as  follows,  viz: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WOMEN'S  WORK. 

With  the  spirit  of  Thanksgiving  still  around  us,  we  feel  like  dwelling 
cn  the  many  blessings  that  have  come  to  our  farmers  during  the  past 
few  years  of  prosperity  and  progress — blessings  measured  not  so  much 
by  dollars  and  cents  as  by  the  respect  and  appreciation  our  calling  has 
been  accorded  by  men  in  various  other  walks  of  life. 

The  cry  of  "back  to  the  land,"  as  a  panacea  for  the  many  ills  that 
affect  our  social  problems  has  brought  thinking  men  to  make  investiga- 
tions into  land  conditions  and  acquire  a  better  knowledge  of  the  things 
that  effect  agricultural  interests,  and  so  the  public  have  learned  the  better 
to  recognize  the  farm,  the  farmer,  and  the  better  to  appreciate  the  value 
of  agriculture  and  its  importance  to  our  country.  As  a  consequence, 
farm  values  are  increased,  and  the  farmer  is  coming  into  his  own,  and 
his  power  and  importance  to  his  country  are  recognized  and  appreciated. 

The  Grange  has  well  kept  pace  with  this  progress,  in  fact  it  has  had 
much  to  do  with  the  recognized  prosperity  of  the  farm  and  the  farmer, 
and  in  its  State  and  National  capacity  has  carried  more  weight  and 
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influence  for  the  uplift  of  agriculture  than  even  its  own  patrons  realize. 
And  the  power  behind  the  throne — is  it  not  its  women?  Would  the 
Grange  to-day  be  the  exalted,  elevated  organization  it  is  were  it  not  for 
its  women?  Entering  in,  with  equal  privileges  and  equal  responsibilities 
with  the  brothers,  she  has  fitted  into  the  Grange  life,  and  both  the  better 
for  her  coming. 

As  a  committee,  we  feel  our  work  is  not  set  apart,  as  something 
exclusively  ours,  but  as  something  of  use  to  the  whole  Grange,  and  so 
we  come  to  you  with  greetings,  and  extend  to  every  member  of  this 
noble  Order  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  and  trust  the  40th  annual 
session  of  this  New  Jersey  State  Grange  may  be  one  of  harmony  and 
good  will,  and  in  every  way  conducive  to  the  future  success  of  our  Order. 

Our  committee  has  followed  much  the  same  plan  as  in  previous 
years — that  of  sending  out  each  month  to  every  Grange  in  the  State 
subjects  for  discussion,  trying  to  make  such  variety  as  may  give  each 
Grange  something  of  interest.  Whether  or  not  the  results  are  as  they 
should  be,  only  our  Lecturers  can  verify.  Several  have  reported  but  not 
as  general  as  we  would  wish.  Those  who  do  report  seem  pleased  with 
the  small  help  we  have  been  able  to  extend  to  them,  and  no  doubt  many 
who  have  not  taken  the  trouble  to  write  us  feel  correspondingly  grateful. 

Some  write  of  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  their  Grange  in  any 
work  they  undertake,  proving  the  discouragment  that  so  often  faces  us. 
And  so  we  close  the  year's  harvest,  wishing  we  had  the  tact  to  winnow 
the  chaff  from  the  grain;  the  chaff  of  idleness  and  discontent;  the  chaff 
of  jealousy  and  malice,  and  worst  of  all,  the  chaff  of  indifference  that 
clogs  the  wheels  of  progress  in  so  many  Granges.

Committee  on  Education  submitted  the  following  general  report, 
which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

1.  Education  is  a  lifelong  process,  involving  head  and  heart  and 
hand;  but  it  is  with  only  the  initial  stages  that  the  State  may  properly 
concern  itself,  and  that  concern  must  be  to  see  to  it  that  the  child  is 
safely  started  in  the  right  direction  for  subsequent  self-development. 

2.  Realizing  that  he  who  neglects  the  foundation  builds  to  little 
purpose,  we  regret  that  State  support  should,  unwittingly  or  otherwise, 
encourage  top-heaviness  in  our  system  of  education.  All  teachers  are 
aware  of  that  condition,  and  all  farmers  must  have  noticed  that  State 
support  for  the  rural  schools  is  growing  less  and  less,  while  diversions 
of  State  moneys  to  the  high  schools  as  persistently  increase.  Though 
we  would  in  no  way  disparage  the  high  schools,  we  would  urge  the 
prior  and  greater  claims  of  the  lower  grades,  and  would  insist  that  no 
high  school  should  ever  be  built  up  at  the  expense  of  the  rural  schools. 

3.  The  following  example  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  point,  and  to 
raise  a  serious  question  as  to  whether  our  State  school  moneys  are 
appropriated  in  the  most  judicious  manner;  that  is,  whether  they  are 
expended  where  they  will  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number, 
and  where  they  will  best  serve  the  real  purpose  of  the  State — the  pro- 
duction of  good  and  useful  citizens.     In  the  first  township  examined. 
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which  may  probably  be  taken  as  typical  of  many,  we  find  that  the  total 
State  appropriation  for  school  purposes  is  $4,448.09,  a  falling  off  of 
over  $600  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  township  supports  nine 
rural  schools  with,  according  to  the  last  published  report,  355  pupils 
enrolled.  It  also  has  38  pupils  attending  the  neighboring  high  schools, 
and  for  these  the  State  and  the  township  together  are  paying  $3,421.80. 
If  the  township  should  pay  its  share  of  this  from  the  State  appropriation, 
it  would  have  left  $45.45  less  of  State  money  for  the  support  of  its  nine 
schools  with  355  pupils,  than  goes  by  force  of  State  law  for  the  support 
of  38  pupils  in  the  high  schools.  This,  we  submit,  shows  a  dangerous 
discrimination  against  the  rural  schools.  To  us  it  looks  much  like 
spending  fifty  dollars  on  the  foundation  of  our  building  and  five  hundred 
dollars  on  decorations  for  the  cupola. 

4:  We  deplore  lack  of  thoroughness  in  elementary  work,  and  we 
believe  that  this  is  due  partly  to  ill-advised  discrimination  and  partly 
to  feverish  rush  for  something  "higher  up."  We  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
making  the  teacher  a  mere  machine  for  taking  a  certain  amount  of  "raw 
material"  from  the  grade  below,  hurriedly  touching  it  here  and  there, 
and  turning  it  out  as  her  "finished  product,"  to  be  similarly  used  as 
"raw  material"  in  the  grade  above.  Yet  this  process,  with  more  or  less 
modification,  is  all  the  time  going  on  through  the  primary  school,  the 
grammar  school,  the  high  school,  the  preparatory,  the  college — each 
resting  insecurely  on  what  lies  below.  As  a  consequence  we  find  high- 
school  pupils  who  are  unable  to  solve  fifth-grade  problems  in  arithmetic, 
and  college  students  who  have  forgotten  the  simple  rules  and  tables 
used  in  everyday  life. 

5.  A  thing,  not  bad  in  itself,  may  be  bad  because  it  might  be  better, 
while  we  would  not  condemn  our  public  schools,  while  we  would 
rather  commend  them  for  the  work  they  are  doing  in  spite  of  hampering 
conditions  and  restrictive  requirements,  we  do  believe  that,  with  school 
funds  more  judiciously  distributed,  and  with  a  good  deal  of  cumbersome 
machinery  converted  into  more  useful  junk,  they  might  do  better  work 
with  no  greater  expense  to  the  public. 

6.  All  nature  teaches  diversity;  the  schools  insist  upon  uniformity. 
We  believe  it  would  be  better  to  get  back  as  close  to  nature  as  circum- 
stances will  permit.    Our  persistent  efforts  to  raise  the  tortoise  and  the 
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eagle  in  the  same  nest  and  on  the  same  kind  of  nutriment  have  not 
resulted  in  encouraging  success. 

7.  The  foundation  of  all  character  is  honesty,  and  the  foundation 
of  honesty  is  respect  for  the  rights  of  others.  We  would,  therefore,  urge 
the  early  inoculation  of  courtesy  and  regard  for  other  people's  rights. 
If  real  courtesy  were  a  fixed  habit  among  children,  as  it  might  be  if  the 
schools  and  the  homes — especially  the  homes — were  alive  to  its  import- 
ance, not  only  would  this  cease  to  be  sneered  at  as  the  land  of  ill-bred 
children,  but  the  average  manhood  and  womanhood  of  America  would 
soon  stand  upon  a  higher  plane.  De  do  not  believe,  however,  that  the 
streets  of  the  village  at  anywhere  from  four  to  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  are  a  good  place  for  children  to  learn  courtesy,  strengthen 
morality,  or  gain  that  mental  discipline  and  self-control  essential  to 
strong  and  abiding  character. 

8.  We  regret  that  mental  weakness  which  results  from  mental 
gorging.  This  is  the  day  of  frenzied  reading.  Children  and  young 
people,  and  even  older  ones,  read  too  much  and  think  too  little.  While 
a  proper  amount  of  wholesome  reading,  carefully  done,  strengthens  and 
develops  the  mind,  a  great  amount  of  indiscriminate  reading,  done  with- 
out thought  or  care  or  system,  results  in  mental  clogging  and  mental 
dyspepsia — a  condition  in  which  the  mind  becomes  incapable  of  assimilat- 
ing what  is  really  necessary  to  its  own  development. 

9.  We  submit  with  sorrow  that,  while  the  public  is  paying  enormous 
sums  for  buildings,  tuition,  transportation,  and  whatever  the  young 
students  may  need,  relieving  them  of  all  wholesome  want — want  of  even 
so  much  as  a  lead  pencil;  while  we  flatter  ourselves  that  we  are  thus 
carrying  our  children  to  the  intellectual  skies  "on  flowery  beds  of  ease," 
we  still  too  often  miss  the  skies  and  land  in  intellectual  mire.

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Committee  on  Experimental  Station  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXPERIMENTAL  STATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

It  affords  your  committee  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the  activities 
of  the  Experimental  Station  during  the  past  year  were  wider  in  scope 
and  of  more  real  benefit  to  our  farmers  than  ever  before.  The  financial 
support  given  by  the  State  and  the  legislative  program  successfully 
carried  through  last  winter  have  given  an  impetus  to  the  work  that  means 
much  for  the  future  development  and  usefulness  of  that  institution. 
This  year  the  work  along  every  line  has  been  very  gratifying,  and  much 
commendation  is  due  those  in  charge  for  the  vigorous  manner  in  which 
they  have  pushed  the  work  of  their  several  departments. 

The  Poultry  Department,  established  but  two  years  ago,  has  grown 
to  be  one  of  the  important  departments.  It  has  been  especially  active 
and  has  already  created  new  interest  in  poultry  raising.  Model  buildings 
have  been  erected  at  Xew  Brunswick  and  much  useful  information  of 
interest  to  poultrymen  has  been  disseminated  throughout  the  State.  One 
bulletin  of  especial  value  entitled,  "Essentials  of  Profitable  Egg  Produc- 
tion," has  created  much  favorable  comment  and  the  edition,  although 
large,  will  soon  be  exhausted.  The  department  has  also  been  instrumental 
in  adding  more  than  2500  new  names  to  the  mailing  list  of  the  station. 

The  work  of  the  Horticultural  Department  is  also  gratifying.  The 
successful  prosecution  of  the  experiments  at  Vineland  and  High  Bridge, 
and  a  peach  crop  from  eleven  acres  of  experimental  orchards  that  brought 
in  more  than  $5500  has  aroused  a  new  interest  in  peach  growing,  and 
thousands  of  acres  of  land  have  been  utilized  as  sites  for  orchards.  The 
greenhouses  have  also  been  extended  and  the  department  can  soon  give 
material  aid  to  florists  and  greenhouse  men.  Untiring  efforts  have  also 
been  made  to  point  out  the  value  of  spraying,  pruning  and  up-to-date 
methods  of  packing  and  shipping  fruit. 

The  animal  husbandman  has  endeavored  to  reduce  the  losses  from 
hog  cholera  by  publishing  circulars  on  this  disease  and  by  means  of 
hog  cholera  serum  has  been  successful  in  stamping  out  the  disease  in 
several  places  in  the  State. 
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The  newly  established  Department  of  Plant  Pathology  has  under- 
taken the  study  of  diseases  of  sweet  potatoes,  apples,  dahlias  and  other 
economic  plants,  besides  carrying  on  necessary  inspection  to  protect 
flowers  from  the  introduction  of  new  plant  diseases.  The  demand  made 
upon  this  department  by  farmers  suffering  loss  from  various  plant 
diseases  is  conclusive  proof  of  the  need  of  establishing  such  a  department 
as  this. 

The  new  Etomologist,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Headlee,  promises  to  make  a 
worthy  successor  to  the  late  Dr.  John  B.  Smith.  Pie  is  taking  up  the 
important  work  of  nursery  inspection,  bee  inspection,  mosquito  exter- 
mination and  the  study  of  injurious  insects  with  an  enthusiasm  that  will 
bring  results. 

During  the  past  year  the  Soil  Department  has  done  much  in  securing 
important  data  concerning  the  relative  value  of  different  nitrogenous 
fertilizers,  the  use  of  green  manures,  value  of  innoculation  for  legumes, 
the  relation  of  lime  to  crop  production  and  many  other  things  of  much 
value  to  farmers  interested  in  the  improvement  of  soils.  The  study  of 
bacteria  as  related  to  soil  fertility  and  crop  production  has  been  continued 
and  the  results  published.  This  department  has  published  five  bulletins, 
and  in  a  few  days  will  have  two  more  ready  for  distribution.  Much 
attention  has  been  given  the  Soy  Bean,  which  crop  promises  to  be  of 
considerable  economic  significance  in  our  State  in  years  to  come. 

The  work  in  Plant  Breeding  has  been  continued  under  the  able 
direction  of  Doctors  Halsted  and  Groth  and  important  results  have  been 
attained  in  the  development  of  knowledge  of  plant  production. 

The  legislative  program  successfully  carried  through  by  the  Station 
last  winter  includes  a  revision  of  the  fertilizer,  feeding  stuffs,  insecticide 
law  and  a  new  seed  law.  These  will  give  better  protection  to  farmers  in 
the  purchase  of  commercial  fertilizers,  feeding  stuffs,  insecticides  and 
seeds.  The  new  seed  law  provides  for  the  collections  of  samples  of  seed 
sold  in  the  State.  These  will  be  examined  for  purity  and  vitality  and 
results  published.  Samples  of  seed  will  be  examined  for  our  farmers 
free  of  charge  by  sending  them  to  Mr.  John  P.  Helyer.  the  new  Seed 
Analyst  at  New  Brunswick. 

The  Experiment  Station  has  helped  establish  two  farm  bureaus,  one 
m  Mercer  and  the  other  in  Sussex  County.  These  will  be  of  benefit  to 
farmers  of  those  counties.    The  Station  has  also  been  extremely  for- 
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tunate  in  engaging  Prof.  Alva  Agee  from  Pennsylvania  State  College  to 
take  charge  of  an  Extension  Department,  which  it  is  hoped  will  materially 
strengthen  the  educational  work  and  be  instrumental  in  raising  the  level 
of  production  and  increase  the  profits  from  farm  operations  throughout 
the  entire  State. 

Another  gratifying  feature  of  this  year's  work  was  the  recent  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Station  in  voting  to  provide  for  demon- 
stration farms  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  particularly  in  providing 
for  a  branch  station  in  South  Jersey  where  the  problem  of  the  successful 
working  of  sandy  soils  can  be  satisfactorily  worked  out.  There  are  more 
than  two  million  acres  of  land  in  the  southern  part  of  our  State  that  can 
be  served  by  such  a  branch  station  and  we  recommend  that  the  Grange 
and  other  friends  of  Agriculture  in  New  Jersey  use  their  influence  in 
urging  a  proper  provision  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of 
modest  buildings  needed  for  a  branch  in  this  section  and  also  for  estab- 
lishing demonstration  farms  throughout  the  entire  State. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Grange  use  its  influence  in  assuring 
the  same  degree  of  financial  support  given  the  station  last  winter  so 
that  the  good  work  of  the  year  may  continue  without  interruption. 

And  finally,  we  must  earnestly  urge  all  interested  in  agriculture  to 
get  into  close  personal  touch  with  the  work  of  the  members  of  the 
Experiment  Station  Staff,  co-operate  with  them  and  help  in  every  possible 
way  to  make  our  Experiment  Station  invaluable  to  the  individual  farmers 
of  New  Jersey.

The  Committee  on  Co-Operation  submitted  the  following  general 
report,  which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  essence  of  co-operation  is  working  together.  In  general  the 
term  means  working  together  in  any  line  of  human  activity,  but  in 
agriculture  it  is  usually  taken  to  mean  the  buying  together  of  farm 
supplies  and  selling  together  of  farm  products. 
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In  New  Jersey  there  are  three  forms  of  co-operation  in  general 
practice:  The  Farmers'  Exchanges.  Incorporated  Stock  Companies  with 
salaried  managers  and  employes,  the  Grange  Committees  doing  buying 
and  selling  for  the  members  of  each  Grange  without  compensation,  and 
the  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  carrying  insurance  of  various  kinds. 

There  seems  to  be  no  practicable  possibility  of  immediate  state-wide 
organization  for  co-operative  buying  or  selling  of  farm  supplies  and 
produce,  though  we  believe  the  time  will  come  when  such  a  plan  will  bt 
an  accomplished  fact.  The  great  diversity  of  crops  raised  in  New  Jersey 
is  a  present  insuperable  bar  to  the  successful  consummation  of  such  plan. 

The  present  great  need  of  the  State  is  for  co-operative  buying  and 
selling  in  the  different  localities,  so  that  the  younger  generation  may 
grow  up  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  co-operation.  There  is  not  a  single 
community  at  present  practicing  co-operation  in  which  the  practice 
could  not  be  extended  to  include  more  lines  of  buying  and  selling.  We 
believe  that  the  ideal  is  co-operation  on  a  larger  and  larger  scale.  Where 
two  or  three  neighbors  are  buying  together  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
buying  could  not  be  extended  to  include  a  Grange.  Where  two  or  three 
Granges  in  a  locality  are  working  co-operatively  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  could  not  unite  to  form  a  Farmers'  Exchange,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  Farmers'  Exchanges  of  the  State  should  not  have  a 
working  agreement  with  each  other  instead  of  competing. 

We  believe  that  the  great  need  of  the  co-operative  movement  is 
educational  and  believe  that  the  State  Grange  is  the  ideal  medium  for  the 
dissemination  of  information  regarding  ways  and  means. 

It  might  be  helpful  to  have  on  officer  or  committee  of  the  State 
Grange  detailed  to  secure  information  regarding  methods  of  co-operation 
now  in  successful  operation  and  authorized  to  give  such  information  to 
any  members  of  Granges  desiring  to  start  new  lines  of  co-operative 
work  and  anxious  to  take  advantage  of  the  experience  of  others  who 
have  been  successful. 

In  reviewing  the  field  of  co-operative  effort,  we  find  that  co-operative 
buying  is  more  generally  successful  than  co-operative  selling.  The 
difficulties  of  selling  are  greater  than  those  of  buying,  though  the  benefits 
are  proportionately  greater.  It  seems  to  require  a  larger  organization  to 
sell  successfully  in  a  co-operative  way.  It  is  this  part  of  the  problem  that 
is  farthest  from  solution  and  is  by  far  the  more  important  part. 
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If  the  State  Grange  can  contribute  in  any  way  to  a  plan  for  solving 
the  co-operative  selling  problem,  it  will  have  done  the  farmers  of  the 
State  an  inestimable  service.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DORMANT  GRANGES. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

Why  does  a  Grange  become  dormant?  There  are  several  causes  why 
a  Grange  gets  down  and  out.  In  most  cases  the  fault  is  with  the  officers. 
They  get  careless  and  do  not  follow  the  ritual.  In  doing  their  work,  they 
get  careless  in  opening  the  Grange,  careless  in  closing  the  Grange, 
careless  in  doing  the  degree  work.  Anything  is  good  enough.  The 
members  lose  interest  and  they  drop  out  one  by  one  until  there  will  not 
be  enough  left  for  a  quorum. 

Your  committee  would  advise  before  a  Grange  gets  into  such  a 
condition  that  the  Deputy  gets  busy  and  do  his  best  to  get  the  members 
together  and  get  the  Grange  in  working  order  again. 

Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Deputies  do  all  in 
their  power  to  resurrest  any  dormant  Grange  that  may  be  in  his  county 
by  calling  a  meeting  and  having  some  good  speaker  on  Grange  topics,  or 
make  a  house-to-house  canvass.  And  we  would  further  advise  tihat  the 
State  Grange  assist  a  Deputy  financially,  and  by  furnishing  good  speakers 
on  Grange  work. 
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We  would  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange 
notify  the  Deputy  of  the  County  where  the  dormant  Grange  exists  in  his 
county,  to  give  the  Deputies  a  chance  to  go  to  work.

The  Committee  on  Forestry  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FORESTRY. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Perhaps  there  is  no  other  internal  question  of  such  importance 
before  our  people  to-day  as  the  subject  of  forestry.  A  few  years  ago 
the  term  "forest  conservation"  was  but  an  empty  phrase.  To-day  it  is 
a  living,  vital  issue  and  it  is  practical.  The  owners  of  wood-lots  and 
forests  are  realizing  the  economic  value  of  their  timber  and  are  co- 
operating with  the  Forest  Service  Department  in  its  efforts  to  restore 
our  forests  to  their  original  beauty  and  usefulness.  The  Forest  Service 
is  charged  with  the  protection  of  162  national  forests,  aggregating 
millions  of  acres.  Fifteen  States  have  effective  forest  fire  laws  aVid 
Forest  Service  Departments,  and  nine  other  States  have  made  a  start  in 
this  direction.  Over  ten  million  acres  are  burned  annually  with  a  money 
loss  of  $20,000,000.  New  Jersey  is  one  of  those  States  that  have  an 
effective  forest  fire  service  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  a  notable  advance 
in  the  condition  of  our  forests  throughout  our  State,  and  when  the  report 
is  compiled  for  the  current  year  figures  will  show  a  very  noted  advance 
along  all  lines  of  forest  service. 

In  our  State  the  number  of  fires  for  191 1  was  13  per  cent,  less,  and 
the  money  loss  32  per  cent,  less  than  the  previous  year.  While*  fires 
are  not  alone  responsible  for  the  deplorable  condition  of  our  forests, 
insect  pests  and  fungus  diseases  as  well  as  reckless  cutting  are  factors  to 
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be  reckoned  with  in  the  fight  for  improved  conditions  in  our  wooded 
area.  But  fires  are  the  greatest  destroyers  and  the  work  of  upbuilding 
our  forests  is  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  so  long  as  the  fire 
evil  continues.  Fortunately,  the  forestry  insect  pests  are  controllable. 
Fifty  per  cent,  of  our  injurious  insect  pests  are  of  foreign  origin.  Fungus 
diseases  are  more  difficult  to  control  and  call  for  heroic  treatment  by  the 
small  wood  lot  owner  as  well  as  the  State  Forest  Service  Department, 

Fires  are  largely  preventable  and  as  in  the  past  the  railroads  are  the 
chief  offenders  and  were  responsible  for  two  hundred  brush  fires  during 
191 1,  of  which  fifty-two  were  reported.  Fifteen  forest  fires  were  caused 
by  smokers,  and  many  other  fires  are  due  to  carelessness  of  the  smoker. 
Fires  from  this  cause  are  the  most  dangerous,  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  often  started  in  the  interior  of  the  forest  and  wood-lot  and  generally 
assume  large  proportions  before  the  fight  on  them  can  be  begun.  Five 
incendiary  fires  were  reported  in  191 1,  and  fifteen  miscellaneous  fires 
caused  by  automobiles  and  sawmills,  etc.  Fires  from  these  causes  are 
becoming  more  common  as  the  years  go  by. 

The  success  of  our  Forest  Service  not  only  depends  upon  realizing 
the  economic  value  of  our  wooded  area  but  also  the  healthful,  hygienic, 
scenic  and  asthetic  values  which  cannot  be  reckoned  by  dollars  and  cents. 
Each  tree,  each  brush  stands  out  like  a  living  sentinel  purging  the  atmos- 
phere of  impurities;  ever  elaborating  those  contaminating  compounds 
into  material  which,  if  rightly  used,  tends  to  make  a  people  great.  Trees, 
bushes  and  shrubs  are  living  things,  enjoying  faculties  like  unto  man,  and 
it  is  wrong  to  maim  and  to  destroy  them  recklessly.  It  is  very  pleasing 
tc  note  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  shade  and  ornamental  trees  all 
over  our  State  and  indicate  a  growing  interest  in  esthetics,  and  this 
should  be  encouraged,  for  the  cultivation  of  the  beautiful  is  a  fundamental 
of  true  citizenship  and  makes  the  earth  a  better  abiding  place  for  the 
children  of  men. 

Your  committee  recommends  strict  enforcement  of  the  quarantine 
laws  on  important  plants  and  seeds  and  liberal  appropriations  to  our 
Forest  Service  Department  to  enable  it  to  combat  forest  fires,  insect 
attack  and  check  the  ravages  of  fungus  diseases  which  are  at  present 
destroying  our  chestnut  trees  all  over  our  State.  The  subject  of  forestry 
should  be  brought  more  to  the  attention  of  our  public  educators.  Our 
boys  and  girls  should  be  taught  early  in  life  that  trees  are  living  things 
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and  that  it  is  wrong  to  injure  them.  We  also  recommend  larger  planting 
of  shade  trees  around  our  public  buildings  and  public  highways,  and 
especially  around  our  homes,  so  that  from  boyhood  to  manhood,  from 
girlhood  to  womanhood  we  may  always  be  in  touch  with  at  least  some  of 
the  beauties  of  nature  which  tend  to  create  that  deep  love  for  home 
among  our  hills  and  woods,  which  is  so  essential  to  the  progress  of  a 
People.

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  is  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
fostering  and  upbuilding  this  the  most  important  industry. 

It  is  our  duty  to  feed  the  people;  the  late  James  J.  Hill,  president  of 
the  Great  Northern  Railroad,  in  an  address,  said:  "Within  twenty  years 
we  must  house  and  feed,  in  some  fashion,  50,000,000  of  additional  popu- 
lation, and  by  the  middle  of  this  century  there  will  be  approximately 
250,000,000  of  people  to  be  fed."  And  he  said:  "No  nation  in  history  was 
ever  confronted  with  a  sterner  question  than  this  prospect  sets  before  us." 

The  farmers  must  be  educated  to  a  more  intensive  agriculture — great 
educational  agencies  are  at  work:  the  press,  the  Grange;  we  find  an 
American  Association  of  Experiment  Stations  and  agricultural  workers 
doing  all  they  can;  we  find  an  American  Association  of  Institute  Workers 
doing  all  they  can  to  have  Institutes  held  in  every  State  and  territory 
in  our  Union. 

We  have  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  County  Board  of 
Agriculture,  educational  trains  with  the  most  practical  lecturers  on  the 
different  branches  of  agriculture  going  in  every  community.

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange  be  requested  to 
select  some  person  who  is  familiar  with  successful  forms  of  co-operation 
to  address  us  on  this  subject  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  State  Grange. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange  appoint 
a  Committee  on  Co-operation  from  among  the  voting  members  of  the 
next  State  Grange  who  shall  obtain  information  regarding  the  most 
successful  forms  of  co-operation  now  in  practice  and  report  the  same  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 
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The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Co-operation  reported  Resolution  No.  21,  and 
recommended  its  adoption,  which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  insuring  against  loss  through  the  operation  of 
the  Employes  Compensation  Act  of  191 1  seems  to  be  excessive  in  policies 
of  various  stock  companies; 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  in  the  event  of  this  law  being  unrepealed  with 
reference  to  farm  labor  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  State  Grange  be  authorized  to  recommend  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  State  Grange  some  plan  for  a  co-operative  or  mutual 
company  to  undertake  this  form  of  insurance. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Co-operation  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  22,  which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  farmers  of  Europe  seem  to  have  co-operative  means 
of  borrowing  money  at  lower  interest  rates  than  the  farmers  of  America, 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  movement  of  some  kind,  on  foot  to  organize 
such  a  system: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  State  Grange  endorse  a  movement  toward 
an  organization  which  shall  study  such  European  tystems,  with  a  word 
of  caution  against  any  effort  to  use  such  an  organization  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  which  appears  on  the  surface. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Co-operation  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  23.  which  is  as  follows:  . 

Whereas  there  seems  to  be  a  desire  on  the  part  of  many  members 
for  a  cheaper  form  of  cyclone  insurance  than  is  now  obtained  from 
stock  companies; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  respectfully 
suggest  to  the  Farmers  Reliance  Insurance  Company  that  they  inquire 
into  the  feasibility  of  undertaking  insurance  against  losses  by  cyclone, 
with  a  recommendation  that  this  form  of  insurance  be  taken  up  if  it  seems 
practicable  so  to  do. 

The  report  was  lost. 

The  Committee  on  Taxation  submitted  its  general  report: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TAXATION. 

Since  the  formation  of  governments  the  question  of  taxation  has 
been  discussed  by  the  citizenship  of  this  nation.  Many  remedies  have 
been  offered  and,  indeed,  it  seems  as  though  the  various  prescriptions, 
had  they  been  applied,  would  have  surely  cured  the  complex  question 
of  taxation. 

I  am  not  here  to  give  you  any  remedy,  in  fact,  I  am  not  a  believer 
,  in  the  many  theories  that  are  suggested  to  cure  the  ills  of  the  body 
politic.  I  do,  however,  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  this  very  important 
matter  that  so  vitally  effects  the  interest  of  every  farmer.  My  opinion 
is  that  there  will  be  strenuous  efforts  made  during  the  coming  session 
of  the  legislature  to  change  the  tax  laws  of  our  State.  Changes,  no 
doubt,  are  necessary,  but  if  these  changes  are  not  necessary,  as  the 
representative  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  I  must  earnestly  , 
urge  that  you  give  me  some  information  as  to  what  your  desires  are  on 
this  most  perplexing  problem. 

T  have  been  informed  that  a*i  effort  will  be  made  to  legislate  out  of 
office  the  local  assessors,  or,  in  other  words,  an  assessor  from  each 
township  in  the  rural  communities,  and  their  places  taken  perhaps  by 
three  men  appointed  by  the  Governor.  If  this  meets  with  your  approval, 
I  hope  that  before  the  close  of  this  session  this  information  will  be 
imparted  to  me. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  it  does  not  meet  with  your  approval,  I  hope  you 
will  express  clearly  and  concisely  what  your  attitude  is  in  reference 
to  this  matter.  That  the  farmer  is  paying  more  in  proportion  to  what 
he  is  worth  cannot  be  disputed,  and  our  opinion  is  that  we  should  pay 
our  just  proportion,  and  no  more.  It  isn't  possible  for  the  farmer  to 
pick  up  his  property  and  hide  it  when  the  assessor  comes  around,  but  it 
is  possible  for  other  lines  of  endeavor  to  conceal  personal  property  of 
value  on  the  20th  day  of  May  when  the  assessor  begins  his  rounds.  Their 
money  is  invested  in  untaxable  securities,  bonds,  mortgages,  etc.  We 
believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  bank  stock  should  pay  its  propor- 
tionate share  of  taxation.  In  the  past  few  years  in  the  Supreme  Court 
we  find  many  banks  whose  stock  is  selling  at  $300  per  share,  paying  no 
tax  whatever.  We  don't  believe  that  it  is  good  policy  to  overtax  banks, 
but  we  do  think  they  should  pay  a  fair  proportion  of  taxes  in  accordance 
with  the  worth  of  their  stock. 
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I  bring  these  questions  to  your  attention  so  that  you  will  be  able  to 
take  them  up  and  discuss  them  at  this  time  and  be  prepared  to  give  me 
some  information  as  to  what  you  desire  of  me  as  the  representative  of 
the  agricultural  interests  in  the  Senate.

The  Committee  on  Agricultural  College  submitted  its  general  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We,  the  Committee  on  Agricultural  College,  submit  the  following 
report.  We  find  that  the  State  Agricultural  College  is  doing  excellent 
work  in  the  "short  courses,"  and  we  think  that  every  person  interested  in 
agricultural  science  should  take  advantage  of  some  of  these  studies. 
There  has  been  a  new  course  of  study  added  this  season,  "Blacksmithing 
on  the  Farm."  There  is  a  building  being  thoroughly  equipped  for  that 
purpose.  The  plant  of  "Poultry  Husbandry"  has  been  said  to  be  one 
of  the  best  and  finest  to  be  found  anywhere. 

The  work  is  being  done  in  a  thorough  and  scientific  manner,  and 
after  the  student  is  through  with  the  course  he  has  had  practical  experience. 

The  "Home  Economics"  has  a  class  of  fifteen  (15)  ladies.  We 
would  particularly  urge  that  more  of  the  ladies  take  advantage  of  these 
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studies,  as  they  should  prove  very  profitable  to  them.  In  the  "general 
course"  eighty-five  (85)  students  are  enrolled.  The  total  number  of 
students  in  the  various  courses  is  170  with  quite  a  number  of  applicants 
turned  away  owing  to  lack  of  room,  the  building  not  being  large  enough 
to  accommodate  them. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  State  has  made  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000  for  a  new  building  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  for  next 
year's  use. 

We  would  suggest  that  our  Legislative  Committee  use  their  best 
efforts  to  secure  an  appropriation  to  equip  this  new  building,  as  we  believe 
that  a  part  of  the  funds  could  be  used  to  no  better  advantage.

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  favorably  on  Resolution  No. 
i5,which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Agriculture  is  the  basis  of  all  industry;  and, 

Whereas,  The  elementary  schools  must  furnish  the  basis  of  education 
for  life,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  elements  of  agriculture  should  be 
taught  in  such  schools,  especially  those  of  the  rural  districts,  to  the  end 
that  all  children  may  be  impressed  with  the  dignity  of  agriculture,  and 
that  those  of  the  rural  districts  may  feel  that  they  are  to  be  educated 
tor  life  as  they  see  it  around  them,  and  may  not  imbibe  the  idea  thai 
agriculture  is  unworthy  of  educated  people;  and  further,  that  their 
education  may  tend  to  hold  them  on  the  farm  rather  than  to  lead  them 
into  other  occupations;  and  would,  therefore,  urge  that  all  Patrons 
co-operate  with  our  County  Superintendents  in  all  movements  in  that 
direction.

The  Committee  on  Farm  Labor  submitted  the  following  general 
report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FARM  LABOR. 

Worthy  Master: 

The  question  of  farm  labor  is,  at  the  present  time,  one  of  the  most 
perplexing  problems  that  the  farmer  has  to  solve.  New  Jersey  farmers 
expended  over  fifteen  and  a  half  million  dollars  last  year  for  farm  help, 
which  was  nearly  three  times  the  cost  of  their  fertilizers. 

In  the  days  of  our  forefathers,when  large  families  were  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception,  this  proposition  was  somewhat  easier  of 
solution,  and  now,  with  the  recently  enacted  "Employers'  Liability  Act" 
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in  operation,  is  it  much  wonder  that  we  hear  our  people  remark,  that  "if 
it  were  not  for  the  hired  help  question  farming  would  be  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  occupation." 

Agriculture  is  rapidly  becoming  a  technical  and  scientific  profession, 
and  with  the  increasing  use  of  expensive  and  complicated  machinery 
which  on  an  up-to-date  farm  has  become  a  positive  necessity,  the  question 
of  farm  help  is  not  so  much  one  of  quality  as  of  quantity,  and  it  is 
important  that  at  least  a  portion  of  our  farm  laborers  should  be  able  to 
mix  "brains  with  braun." 

Intelligent  help  is  indeed  difficult  to  obtain,  and  some  of  us  know  to 
our  sorrow  that  intelligent  help  is  not  always  reliable,  as  often  that 
greatest  of  all  curses  of  labor  (intemperance)  has  its  clutches  on  some 
of  our  most  intelligent  workers,  and  is  prone  to  make  itself  evident  at 
the  most  critical  periods  in  our  farm  operations. 

One  of  the  chief  sources  of  supply  of  farm  labor  in  these  days  is 
from  the  older  countries,  and  while  they  may  have  some  undesirable 
qualities,  beyond  doubt  without  our  emigrant  labor  we  would  be  seriously 
handicapped.  The  Italians,  who  probably  outnumber  all  other  foreign 
laborers  on  New  Jersey  farms,  have,  in  certain  lines  of  farming,  become 
an  absolute  necessity.  While  the  Germans,  who  a  decade  or  two  ago, 
contributed  to  the  ranks  of  farm  help,  are  not  much  in  evidence  at  the 
present  time,  probably  from  the  fact  that  being  an  industrious,  intelligent 
race  and  naturally  thrifty,  they  have  acquired  farms  of  their  own  and 
become  farm  operators. 

In  some  sections  of  the  State  colored  help  are  largely  employed  and 
often  make  reliable  and  fairly  intelligent  workers;  as  a  rule,  they  make  good 
teamsters,  while  the  Italians  are  not  very  proficient  in  that  line.  One 
of  the  greatest  objections  to  this  class  of  labor  is  that  we  are  liable  to 
get  some  objectionable  characters,  so  much  so  as  to  make  our  highways 
and  byways  unsafe  for  the  members  of  our  household. 

'  One  of  the  most  satisfactory  solutions  of  the  labor  situation  (if  we 
are  able  to  accomplish,  and  we  believe  it  is  possible  in  most  cases  if  the 
proper  methods  are  pursued)  is  to  keep  the  young  people  on  the  farms. 
This  cannot  be  accomplished  by  trying  to  persuade  them  that  farm  work 
is  a  pleasant  and  profitable  occupation  and  demonstrate  it  by  compelling 
them  to  work  from  twelve  to  sixteen  hours  a  day;  fitting  them  out 
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occasionally  with  a  cheap  suit  of  clothes  bought  at  the  bargain  counter— 
shop-worn  left-overs";  handing  them  out  a  few  begrudged  dimes  when 
they  pluck  up  courage  enough  to  ask  for  them;  but  by  using  them  as 
well,  at  least,  as  the  boys  who  work  in  the  factory  and  store,  with  a 
chance  to  get  cleaned  up  before  it  is  too  late  to  do  anything  except  go 
to  bed.  Get  them  into  the  Grange  and  encourage  them  to  attend  its 
meetings  regularly,  where  they  will  be  in  good  company  and  learn 
something  to  their  advantage  and  to  respect  their  calling.  Take  them 
to  the  horticultural  and  agricultural  meetings.  Make  the  home  attractive, 
with  plenty  of  good  reading  matter  and  amusements,  and  thus  keep  them 
off  the  village  street  corners,  which  often  eventually  leads  to  the  saloon 
and  other  objectionable  places.  Teach  them  the  value  of  money  as  a 
purchasing  power  for  the  comforts  and  necessities  of  life,  and  to  apply 
the  Grange  maxim,  "Whatever  you  do,  strive  to  do  well;"  that  work  and 
recreation  are  both  essential  to  a  healthy  body  and  mind.  Encourage 
them  with  an  occassional  word  of  praise  when  they  turn  off  a  good  piece 
of  work  (even  we  older  ones  like  to  know  that  our  efforts  are  appreciated). 
Take  the  time  to  show  them,  when  they  have  some  task  that  they  do  not 
seem  quite  able  to  master,  even  though  it  may  take  you  longer  to  do  this 
than  it  would  to  do  the  task  yourself.  Many  a  boy  experienced  his  first 
dislike  for  farm  work  by  having  been  given  some  task  which  he  was  not 
quite  able  to  master,  and  scolded  roughly  for  not  having  accomplished  it, 
when  a  few  suggestions  would  have  enabled  him  to  conquer  it. 

We  have  dwelt  on  this  subject  of  co-operation  among  the  members 
of  our  own  household,  for  we  believe,  if  it  can  be  accomplished,  it  will  be 
the  most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  as  to  where  we  will  obtain 
our  intelligent,  dependable  help,  and  if  we  can  keep  them  interested  and 
contented  on  the  farm,  it  will  be  a  source  of  much  gratification. 

To  sum  up : 

We  believe  that  much  can  be  accomplished  by  using  labor-saving 
machinery,  by  so  arranging  our  farm  operations  as  to  keep  our  best 
help  the  year  round,  so  that  when  we  get  a  good  hand  we  can  hold  him, 
and  by  making  our  working  hours  to  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable 
with  those  of  laborers  in  other  occupations,  believing  that  a  reliable  helper 
will  accomplish  as  much  in  the  long  run,  working  nine  to  ten  hours  a 
day,  as  he  would  if  compelled  to  work  twelve  or  thirteen  hours. 
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We  also  believe  that  the  introduction  of  elementary  agriculture  in 
our  public  schools  will  do  much  to  make  our  children  interested  in 
farm  work  and  rural  pursuits.

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  submitted  the  following  general 
report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  realize  the  importance  of  the 
road  question  as  it  confronts  the  State,  and  therefore  have  offered  resolu- 
tions which  might  be  helpful  in  handling  the  same. 

The  automobile  law  might  be  adjusted  so  that  the  heavy,  high- 
powered  touring  cars  and  trucks  should  pay  a  license  fee  according  to 
their  power  and  weight,  making  it  fair  for  all  owners  of  cars. 

Realizing  that  the  roads  of  New  Jersey  are  damaged  more  by 
foreign  cars  than  resident  cars,  and  that  foreign  cars  pay  nothing  for 
the  upkeep  of  the  roads,  the  committee  feel  that  owners  of  foreign 
cars  should  pay  their  just  proportion  toward  same,  and  have  offered  a 
resolution  covering  this  ground. 

It  seems  the  trend  of  Legislators  to  appropriate  money  for  high- 
ways which  benefit  automobilists;  that  if  money  is  appropriated  for  the 
Delaware  River  Boulevard,  a  just  share  should  also  be  appropriated  for 
building  and  maintaining  roads  in  the  agricultural  district. 

The  committee  feel  that  earnest  efforts  should  be  used  to  get  a  just 
proportion  of  money  for  the  benefit  of  our  roads  and  much  is  being  done 
toward  obtaining  the  same. 

The  committee  realizing  that  a  great  many  of  our  state  roads  are 
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not  being  kept  up  to  the  standard  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  in  the 
district  in  which  they  lay,  we  recommend  that  the  State  appropriate 
more  money  for  the  upkeep  of  the  same. 

We  also  commend  the  action  of  the  National  Grange  for  seeking 
federal  aid  for  the  upkeep  of  public  highways  in  the  different  states.

Whereas,  The  excellent  net  work  of  improved  roads  of  our  State, 
of  which  we  have  been  so  justly  proud,  are  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  to  keep  in  repair  on  account  of  a  very  heavy  and  fast  increasing 
foreign  and  resident  automobile  travel  and  a  serious  lack  of  funds  on 
account  of  the  reciprocity  legislation  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature; 

Resolved,  That  this  State  Grange  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of  a 
federal  appropriation  to  be  distributed  among  the  several  states  according 
to  their  peculiar  needs  and  according  to  the  amount  appropriated  by 
said  states  and  counties  for  such  purposes. 

Report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  24,  which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  present  automobile  law  allows  heavy  touring  cars 
;md  trucks  to  use  the  highways  of  New  Jersey  for  the  same  license  fees 
as  the  thirty  horsepower  cars  pay. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways 
iccommend  that  the  State  Grange  use  its  best  efforts  to  have  the  licenses 
so  adjusted  that  it  will  be  fair  to  users  of  all  cars. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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The  Committee  oh  Public  Highways  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  18,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas  the  roads  of  New  Jersey  are  being  damaged  more  by 
foreign  cars  than  by  resident  cars;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  passed  a  law  increasing  the  license  on 
home  cars  and  letting  foreign  cars  come  in  free  with  practically  no 
restrictions  whatever; 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  this  committee  recommend  to  the 
State  Grange  that  it  instruct  its  Legislative  Committee  to  use  its  best 
efforts  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  to  have  the  law  so  adjusted 
that  the  foreign  cars  shall  pay  their  just  proportion  of  maintaining  the 
public  highways  of  the  State,  and  that  the  owners  of  said  cars  shall  be 
compelled  to  register  and  give  power  of  attorney,  that  they  may  be  held 
accountable  for  any  misdemeanor  while  in  our  State. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Good  of  Order  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  ii,  which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  biennial  election  of  officers  constitutes  an  extravagant 
waste  of  valuable  time,  since  the  election  could  be  held  in  conformity 
with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  in  a  more  expedious  manner; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  pre- 
scribe another  method  of  holding  the  election  and  report  same  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  the  new  method  to  take  effect  at  the  election  in  1914. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Good  of  Order  reported  favorably  on  Resolution 
No.  14,  which  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  present  law  of  compensation  is  clothed  in  such  terms 
and  language  that  few  of  us  see  it  as  clearly  as  it  should  be  seen,  for  it 
is  a  very  important  law,  which  attacks  the  employee  and  the  employed 
at  many  vital  points  and  may  be  the  means  of  causing  much  suffering 
to  both; 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Officers  of  our  State 
Grange  here  assembled  be  required  to  send  copies  of  the  above  law  to 
the  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Granges,  asking  them  to  read  same 
carefully  before  the  members  and  be  made  a  subject  for  an  evening 
discussion.

Report  of  Moorestown  Grange,  No.  8. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Moorestown  Grange,  No.  8,  reports  another  year  of  striving  to 
attain  Grange  ideals  and  of  continuance  in  Grange  practices.  Our 
membership  is  395,  an  increase  of  13  over  191 1.  Our  co-operative  buying 
is  done  on  a  large  scale;  1006  tons  of*  fertilizer  for  $24,300;  5701  sacks  of 
seed  potatoes  for  $17,000;  321  bushels  of  grass  seed  for  $3000.  A  Grange 
store  which  is  open  weekly  had  sales  of  $2700,  a  total  of  $47,000.  The 
habit  of  co-operative  buying  is  so  firmly  fixed  among  us  that  seeds, 
plants,  trees,  paints,  etc.,  are  all  bought  informally  by  members  in  a 
co-operative  way. 

The  Burlington  County  Farmers'  Exchange  has  partly  taken  the 
place  of  the  Grange  in  buying,  but  as  the  Exchange  is  a  Grange  move- 
ment, largely  controlled  by  Grange  members  it  has  general  Grange 
support.  It  has  entirely  superceded  our  former  Grange  Committees  for 
co-operative  selling. 

We  have,  as  a  Grange  enterprise,  a  well-established  casualty  company, 
which  insures  against  loss  to  the  person  or  property  of  another  and 
covers  losses,  under  the  new  Employes'  Compensation  Act. 

Our  various  social  activities  during  the  year  were  the  annual  enter- 
tainment of  Pomona  Grange;  an  oyster  supper  followed  by  a  minstrel 
show;  Children's  Day  with  children's  exercises  at  the  home  of  the 
Lecturer,  and  a  corn  contest  with  prizes  and  pie. 
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Our  Legislative  Committee  visited  Trenton  at  various  times  and 
were  able  to  secure  a  hearing  on  the  automobile  reciprocity  bill  from 
Governor  Wilson. 

The  resolutions  of  Moorestown  Grange  condemning  the  editorial 
of  the  "American  Agriculturalist,"  which  attacked  our  State  Master,  were 
largely  supported  throughout  the  State  and  were  finally  published  in 
the  columns  of  the  "American  Agriculturalist." 

Our  attendance  on  special  occasians  has  been  nearly  the  full  member- 
ship of  the  Grange,  testifying  to  the  strength  of  Grange  spirit.  One  of 
the  gratifying  circumstances  is  the  earnest  activity  of  our  younger 
membership — a  prophecy  of  a  strong  Grange  in  years  to  come.

Worthy  Master  G.  W.  F.  Gaunt  submitted  his  annual  address: 

STATE  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Neio  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Forty-one  years  of  strenuous  living  among  mankind  brings  one  to 
the  serious  realization  that  he  is  on  the  downward  path  toward  old  age, 
but  we  as  an  organization  meet  to  celebrate  our  Forty-first  Anniversary 
with  the  strength  and  vigor  of  budding  youth.  Our  age  is  our  strength. 
We  have  grown  in  body  and  experience,  thus  we  gather  in  1913  a  body  of 
sturdy  men  and  women,  banded  together  for  the  upbuilding  of  God's  fun- 
damental gift  to  mankind,  agriculture.  We  realize  the  importance  of  our 
calling  and  its  dependence  upon  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandy  for  its 
proper  safeguarding  from  a  business,  legislative,  social  and  homelife  view- 
point. So  closely  is  the  Grange  interwoven  with  our  daily  living  that 
extreme  care  should  be  taken  that  we  as  a  body  should  aim  to  act  not  for 
individual  uplift  but  as  a  unit.  Let  us  treat  all  matters  before  us  for 
consideration  from  a  we  standpoint  and  eliminate  absolutely  the  personal 
aims  and  ambitions  that  have  no  part  in  the  continued  peace  and  harmony 
of  our  existance. 
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Condition  of  the  Order  in  New  Jersey 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  resolved  to  visit  each  Pomona  and 
as  many  Subordinate  Granges  as  was  possible  and  learn  first  handed  the 
true  condition  of  the  Order.  I  find  in  most  Pomonas  the  work  is  progress- 
ing to  a  commendable  degree,  but  there  are  some  Granges  that  must  be 
encouraged  and  would  recommend  that  the  Pomona  Grange  make  a  special 
effort  to  encourage  the  weaker  Granges  within  their  respective  jurisdiction. 
I  would  also  recommend  that  Deputies  should  be  more  alert  and  give  the 
weaker  Granges  special  care  and  attention. 

The  influence  of  the  Grange  is  being  felt  more  each  year  and  it  be- 
hooves us  all  to  keep  all  Subordinate  Granges  in  an  active  condition. 

The  National  Grange 

The  Forty-seventh  Session  of  the  National  Grange  met  in  the  City  of 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  called  to  order  by  National  Master 
Wilson,  in  Mechanics'  Hall,  at  11.00  o'clock,  November  12,  1913.  At  the 
opening  it  was  very  evident  that  this  was  to  be  an  interesting  session  and 
one  that  would  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Order. 

Thousands  of  New  England  Patrons  were  on  the  ground  early  and  in- 
coming trains  brought  thousands  more.  On  every  side  there  was  evidence 
that  Grange  enthusiasm  runs  high  in  old  New  England. 

It  was  evident  from  the  opening  of  the  session  that  we  were  to 
have  a  record  breaking  class  for  the  Seventh  Degree.  So  large  was  the 
class  that  it  was  necessary  to  confer  this  degree  three  times  daily  during 
the  two  days  and  a  grand  total  of  5,452  candidates.  These  immense  crowds 
were  handled  without  the  least  semblance  of  friction,  thus  showing  the 
wonderfully  efficient  organization  of  the  Patrons  of  the  Granite  State. 
Invitations  to  visit  the  points  of  interest  came  thick  and  fast,  but  as  this 
is  a  body  for  business  we  were  compelled  to  decline  most  of  them. 
Courtesy  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  whose  representative  was  always 
in  evidence,  compelled  us  to  accept  an  invitation  to  see  the  City  of  Man- 
chester in  automobiles  and  visit  the  famous  cotton  mills  of  the  Amoskeag 
Corporation,  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  located  on  the  Merrimac, 
famous  for  its  waterpower.  Time  or  space  will  not  permit  a  detailed 
report.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  employ  16,000  hands  and  are  sparing 
no  expense  to  make  their  employes  happy  and  contented  by  having  the 
building  well  lighted  and  ventilated. 
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The  session  will  go  down  in  history  as  having  more  propositions 
brought  before  it  than  any  previous  one,  much  of  which  must  of  neces- 
sity be  adversely  treated  owing  to  the  extreme  radicalism  of  the  subject 
matter.  The  trouble  maker  and  the  agitator  was  as  usual  with  us,  as 
most  of  you  can  testify  who  received  the  papers  from  the  convention,  and 
my  practice  has  been  to  send  them  to  all  Masters  of  Pomona  and  Subordi- 
nate Granges,  officers  of  the  State  Grange  and  County  Deputies  in  the 
State. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  State  of  Wyoming  has  been  admitted  to 
the  National  Grange  and  had  at  the  session  Brother  and  Sister  Hart  as 
its  representatives.  We  are  informed  that  the  new  organization  starts 
with  encouraging  prospects  of  Grange  activity.  This  makes  thirty-one 
States  entitled  to  representation  in  the  National  Grange,  thirty  of  which 
were  in  attendance. 


Financial  Conditions 

The  total  assets  of  the  National  Grange  October  1,  1912,  were  $99,- 
390.35  and  the  total  assets  October  1,  1913,  were  $95,923.04.

The  slogan  for  the  year's  growth  was  600  new  Granges,  but  owing 
to  the  condition  in  the  Middle  West,  where  a  severe  drought  raged,  it  was 
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impossible  to  continue  the  work  of  organizing  and  while  the  results  were 
disappointing  it  shows  conclusively  that  the  Grange  is  a  strong,  active 
organization  and  the  411  new  and  20  re-organized  Granges  for  the  year 
gives  us  courage  to  push  the  Order  with  more  determination  than  ever 
and  aim  to  surmount  every  difficulty. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the  Spokane  session 
to  confer  with  President  Wilson  in  reference  to  the  appointment  of  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  in  the  new  Cabinet  was  the  subject  of  much  dis- 
cussion in  the  session  and  the  publicity  given  the  report  was  wholly  un- 
warranted. The  committee  was  made  up  of  men  of  the  same  political  faith 
as  the  President  and  the  effort  of  the  disturbing  element  to  inject  partisan 
politics  falls  of  its  own  weight.  The  report  was  written  nearly  three 
months  before  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  were  announced. 

An  address  was  delivered  by  Secretary  Houston  on  Friday,  November 
14th,  and  comments  indicated  that  the  members  were  convinced  that  it 
was  that  of  the  College  Professor  and  not  one  who  was  acquainted  with 
the  real  agricultural  problems  of  the  every  day  farmer. 

Education 

The  State  Grange  has  advocated  practical  training  for  the  youth  of 
our  State.  We  are  glad  to  note  the  progress  being  made  in  the  intro- 
duction of  agriculture  and  home  economies  in  the  school  curriculum;  thus 
the  State  is  beginning  to  substantiate  our  contention  that  the  muscles  as 
well  as  the  brain  should  be  trained.  The  passing  of  the  law  for  vocational 
schools  had  the  earnest  support  of  the  State  Grange.  The  National  Grange 
advocates  a  national  law  for  vocational  education  and  agricultural  exten- 
sion, and  at  the  same  time  regards  the  improvement  of  the  county  ele- 
mentary schools  and  of  the  rural  high  schools  as  highly  important. 

In  our  own  State  there  seems  to  be  much  dissatisfaction  with  our 
present  school  law,  many  claiming  that  too  much  authority  is  placed  in 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  not  enough  in  the  District  Boards.  In 
order  that  these  differences  be  adjusted  I  would  recommend  that  two 
representative  farmers  from  each  county  meet  with  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  at  Trenton,  and  discuss  the  question  at  issue  in  order  that  they 
may  arrive  at  an  intelligent  solution  of  this  vexatious  problem.  A  move- 
ment of  this  kind  will  result  in  action  and  seems  to  be  justified  in  view 
of  the  many  criticisms  aimed  at  our  present  system. 
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Demonstration  Farms 

The  call  for  demonstration  farms  is  heard  from  all  sections  of  the 
State.  We  have  advocated  their  necessity  but  failed  to  secure  sufficient 
legislative  appropriation  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  present  agricultural  insti- 
tutions, much  less  the  operation  of  this  much  needed  adjunct  to  scientific 
agriculture.  The  many  perplexing  soil  and  crop  conditions  that  arise  con- 
front the  farmer  at  his  busiest  season,  consequently  he  is  deprived  of  the 
full  benefits  obtainable  at  the  State  College  by  virtue  of  his  distance  from 
same  and  lack  of  time  to  properly  present  his  case  for  their  attention. 
The  location  of  county  demonstration  farms  would  place  him  in  close 
contact  with  the  needed  expert  knowledge  and  in  hundreds  of  instances 
result  in  the  saving  of  crops  and  prevent  the  loss  of  dollars.  The  make- 
shift farmers  of  this  age  are  few  and  the  State  owes  it  to  the  Agricul- 
tural industry  to  heed  the  call  for  demonstration  farms.  Every  aid  given 
toward  increasing  the  productiveness  of  the  soil  and  the  eradication  of 
disease  in  plant  life  increases  the  income  Of  the  farmer,  with  the  conse- 
quent result  of  increased  land  values. 

It  is  a  business  proposition  for  both  State  and  farmer  that  demands 
most  careful  consideration.  The  question  should  be  given  your  careful 
attention  at  this  session  and  definite  plans  adopted  for  the  proper  pre- 
sentation of  our  agricultural  claims  to  our  State  Legislature. 

Legislative  Record 

The  State  Grange  has  a  legislative  record  that  stands  for  progress, 
not  only  for  the  measures  that  have  been  placed  on  the  books  for  agricul- 
tural development  but  also  for  the  defeat  of  vicious  measures  detrimental 
to  agriculture  that  were  advocated  by  selfseeking  individuals.  The  State 
Grange  representatives  have  stood  for  economy  and  efficiency  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  State  government,  and  we  favor  the  consolidation  of  depart- 
ments in  the  interest  of  economy  and  the  administration  of  all  State  affairs 
in  a  businesslike  manner. 

It  has  advocated  the  necessity  of  a  complete  system  of  inland  water- 
ways, State  preservation  of  our  timber  lands,  and  absolute  control  of  all 
potable  water  supplies,  thereby  freeing  the  people  of  the  domination  of 
corporate  interests  in  the  purchase  of  this  necessity  of  life.  It  has  con- 
sistently and  earnestly  opposed  the  present  system  of  automobile  reci- 
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procity,  believing  it  to  be  decidedly  unfair  and  unjust  toward  the  citizens 
of  our  own  State.  We  have  urged  constructive  legislation  that  would 
invite  industry  to  our  State  and  oppose  all  so-called  industrial  reforms 
that  work  hardship  on  legitimate  business.  We  believe  in  keeping  sacred 
and  inviolate  the  highly  efficient  civil  service  laws  now  in  existence  and 
oppose  ail  methods,  whether  legislative  or  by  subterfuge,  that  would  have  a 
tendency  to  weaken  or  destroy  them.  We  favor  amendments  to  the  em- 
ployers' liability  and  insurance  rate  act  that  seem  to  impose  unnecessary 
burdens  on  the  farmers.  By  this  we  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  idea  of 
advocacy  of  class  legislation,  but  legislation  enacted  after  State  wide 
investigation  of  conditions  and  interests,  and  not  based  on  partisan  or 
demagogic  ideas.  Our  industry  is  not  an  incidental  one.  It  is  one  of  the 
main  vital  interests  that  has  helped  to  place  New  Jersey  third  among 
the  States  in  the  Union  in  proportion  to  the  population  of  its  wage  earners, 
and  must  receive  legislative  consideration  based  upon  its  proper  standing 
among  the  State's  industries. 

Highways 

The  road  question  is  as  old  as  the  creation.  From  the  very  beginning 
man  found  highways  essential  to  and  a  part  of  his  existence.  In  the  many 
years  that  have  elapsed  since  man  first  commenced  the  use  of  roads, 
nations  have  come  and  gone  and  this  old  earth  of  ours  has  been  trans- 
formed into  a  hive  of  industry.  Suppose  that  some  of  the  original  tillers 
of  the  soil  were  to  return  to  the  flesh  and  gaze  as  it  were  over  the  chasm  of 
years,  would  familiar  sights  greet  their  eyes?  Far  from  it.  We  can  picture 
such  a  one  standing  transfixed  in  wonder  and  amazement,  hut  this  picture 
has  changed  suddenly.  Amazement  has  given  place  to  a  smile  of  recog- 
nition. Our  old  friend  of  the  early  period  has  found  a  familiar  sight;  he 
is  gazing  on  a  winding,  rutted  country  road  in  the  year  of  1913  such  as 
existed  in  his  prehistoric  days.  This  brings  us  to  the  point  under  dis- 
cussion. Transportation  methods  of  every  known  kind  have  advanced 
rapidly  with  the  other  great  wonders  of  the  age,  but  the  farmer  is  still 
confronted  with  the  same  troublesome  ill  kept  road  conditions  that  have 
prevailed  throughout  the  centuries  of  progress  in  all  other  things.  We 
realize  fully  that  great  strides  have  been  made  involving  the  expenditure 
of  millions  of  dollars  in  the  matter  of  road  building  and  that  New  Jersey 
is  well  in  the  foreground  of  good  road  States.    Our  main-stem  highways 
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are  pointed  to  as  models  of  modern  road  building  and  this  is  true,  but  the 
many  township  roads  over  which  the  greater  part  of  the  agricultural  pro- 
ducts are  hauled  are  still  in  nature's  created  condition.  We  appreciate  the 
awakened  interest  in  road  building  throughout  the  State,  but  the  improved 
road  that  we  must  most  deeply  interest  ourselves  in  is  the  one  that  brings 
the  farmer  nearer  to  his  shipping  point,  nearer  to  his  business  center. 
The  road  that  will  permit  him  to  market  his  crops  when  the  crop  is  ready 
and  not  when  the  road  is  ready.  We  do  not  wish  to  appear  selfish  in  any 
particular,  but  you  must  realize  that  much  of  our  road  building  has  been 
in  the  direction  of  accommodation  to  those  who  come  from  without  the 
State,  main-stem  highways  that  do  not  lead  into  the  rich  agricultural 
centers  of  many  of  our  counties.  I  would  urge  that  you  would  interest 
yourself  in  the  road  question  in  your  respective  townships  and  counties, 
constantly  bringing  before  your  township  committees  and  freeholders  the 
importance  of  constructing  and  maintaining  good  roads  along  your  prop- 
erty and  in  the  direction  that  leads  to  your  shipping  point  and  your 
business  center.  We  cannot  all  live  on  the  main  highways  but  we  can  by 
persistent  effort  bring  those  in  charge  of  the  by-roads  to  see  the  importance 
of  placing  them  in  a  condition  that  will  make  the  crop  transportation  a 
pleasure  and  not  a  burden. 

In  dealing  with  the  road  problem,  however,  we  must  not  be  unmind- 
ful of  the  cost.  This  important  work  cannot  be  accomplished  without  in- 
creased appropriations  for  roads,  but  inasmuch  as  our  officials  interest 
themselves  to  a  great  degree  in  many  other  directions  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  our  money,  we  would  suggest  that  they  practice  economy  in 
other  directions  rather  than  on  the  highways.  State  Commissioner  of 
Roads  Stevens  says  "We  must  provide  a  greater  revenue  for  road  work 
and  we  must  be  able  to  so  plan  our  work  ahead  as  to  secure  the  best  re- 
sults. The  latter  can  largely  be  accomplished  by  more  thorough  co-opera- 
tion between  the  State  and  county  authorities,  which  we  seem  now  in  a 
fair  way  to  obtain  without  legislation.  As  to  the  larger  revenue,  the  State 
tax  is  out  of  the  question.  I  do  not  favor  a  bond  issue  if  we  can 
otherwise  provide  the  money.  A  review  of  the  scale  of  motor  vehicle 
fees  shows  that  ours  is  very  low,  lower  than  any  of  our  neighboring  States 
excepting  Delaware.  I  favor  exempting  motor  vehicles  from  taxation  and 
materially  increasing  a  license  fee.  It  is  possible  to  raise  all  the 
money  needed  without  exceeding  the  rates  now  charged  in  Europe,  con- 
sidering that  the  fee  would  in  no  case  greatly  exceed  the  cost  of  a  tire 
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casing;  the  charge,  viewed  as  a  commutation  of  a  toll  charge  and  consid- 
ering the  proposed  exemption,  would  not  seem  unreasonable." 

I  would  urge  that  the  road  question  be  treated  fully  and  impartially 
and  only  from  a  business  viewpoint  with  the  total  elimination  of  all 
selfish  interests  at  this  session. 

Constitutional  Convention 

Strenuous  efforts  were  made  in  the  Legislature  last  winter  to  pass  a 
bill  calling  a  Constitutional  Convention.  The  advocates  of  this  scheme 
would  have  the  people  of  the  State  believe  that  a  Constitution  so  long  in 
existence  is  antiquated  and  out  of  date.  Of  all  times  to  preach  this  non- 
sense this  seems  the  least  opportune.  Changes  made  would  be  subject  to 
the  whims  of  the  professional  agitator  and  demagogue  who  is  abroad  in  the 
land;  again  the  advocates  would  have  you  believe  that  a  convention  is 
the  only  way  to  amend  our  Constitution.  Not  so;  the  old  Constitution  of 
ours  should  be  amended  in  an  orderly  and  dignified  manner,  and  not  in 
a  period  of  hysteria.  The  main  reason  for  asking  for  a  convention  is 
to  accomplish  the  selection  of  delegates  on  a  basis  of  population.  This 
means  that  Essex,  Hudson  and  Passaic  would  control  and  dominate  the 
convention  and  the  result  would  be  that  the  Senate  would  be  a  body  elected 
on  a  basis  of  population  and  not  by  individual  county  representation. 
You  can  readily  foresee  the  result  in  so  far  as  the  agricultural  counties  are 
concerned.  The  upper  branch  of  the  State  legislative  body  would  be 
absolutely  in  control  of  men  entirely  unfamiliar  with  agricultural  needs 
and  could  only  result  in  agricultural  retrogression  and  not  progress.  We, 
of  the  rural  counties,  have  no  desire  to  control  the  cities  or  ask  for  legis- 
lation that  would  prove  disadvantageous  to  their  progross,  hence  we  must 
insist  that  there  be  no  transgression  of  our  rights  and  prerogatives  in  the 
rural  districts.  Citizens  of  all  sections  of  the  State  should  realize  that 
each  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  other;  the  product  of  the  manufacturer 
and  the  farmer  ultimately  reach  the  same  common  end,  namely,  the  con- 
sumer. Consequently,  each  must  be  given  equal  consideration  and  not 
hampered  in  the  production  and  sale  of  that  which  after  all  is  for  all  of 
the  people. 

Protection  of  Human  Life 

The  grade  crossing  question  has  been  widely  discussed  during  the 
past  year  and  many  plans,  some  good,  some  absurd,  have  been  advocated 
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for  their  elimination.  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  further  sacri- 
fice of  human  life  should  be  avoided  at  grade  crossings  by  the  installing 
of  gates  or  some  mechanical  device  that  would  positively  warn  of  the 
approach  of  trains.  This  protection  could  be  given  the  highway  traveling 
public  immediately  by  the  railroad  companies  at  a  far  less  cost  than  the 
total  elimination  of  all  grade  crossings  and  at  the  same  time  relieve  them 
of  a  vast  amount  of  censure  that  they  now  receive.  The  question  of  humps 
and  depressions  that  would  be  necessary  in  the  elimination  of  these  cross- 
ings is  one  that  wants  to  be  carefully  considered  by  the  farmer  who  is 
compelled  to  use  the  highway  as  a  business  proposition.  In  many  cases 
increased  grades  would  mean  increased  disadvantages;  hence,  we  must 
consider  this  problem  seriously  and  not  become  advocates  of  methods  that 
would  militate  against  our  best  interests.  This  question  will  no  doubt 
be  a  legislative  question  at  the  coming  session  of  the  State  Legislature, 
and  I  would  urge  that  it  be  given  full  discussion  here  in  order  that  the 
Grange  representatives  may  act  authoritatively  and  intelligently  in  its 
advocacy  or  opposition  to  plans  that  may  be  submitted. 

Taxation 

This  question  has  been  before  the  American  people  since  the  forma- 
tion of  the  government  and  apparently  no  solution  is  in  sight  that  seems 
just  and  equitable  to  all.  There  are  different  viewpoints  that  have  their 
merit.  We  are  all  anxious  for  the  improvements  in  our  communities  and 
in  our  desire  for  these  we  overlook  the  fact  that  somebody  must  pay  the 
bill,  and  when  it  resolves  itself  into  taxation  we  are  all  willing  that  our 
neighbors  should  have  that  honor.  That  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  in- 
tangible property  escaping^  taxation  no  one  denies,  but  how  to  get  at  that 
property  is  a  question  that  seems  to  evade  solution.  State  and  municipal 
expenses  are  leaping  higher  each  year  and  very  largely  by  being  called 
upon  to  build  new  highways,  but  these  are  essential  and  mean  a  vast 
expenditure  of  money.  New  Jersey  is  so  situated,  and  I  would  not  have 
the  State  other  than  what  it  is,  as  I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  we  have 
the  greatest  State  in  this  whole  Union,  that  millions  of  people  flock  to  its 
borders  and  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  lots  of  intangible  property 
escapes  our  assessors.  One  suggestion  to  overcome  this  would  be  to  have 
uniform  dates  among  the  States  for  the  assessments  to  begin.  This  may  in 
a  measure  overcome  the  scheme  of  transferring  this  kind  of  property  from 
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one  State  to  another.  A  commission  held  hearings  relative  to  this  in  each 
county  of  the  State  in  1912  and,  based  on  the  result  of  said  hearings, 
bills  were  introduced  in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  but  failed  of 
passage.  A  special  committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
State  Grange  and  no  doubt  they  will  have  definite  plans  that  will  assist 
us  in  arriving  at  some  intelligent  solution. 

Meeting  of  State  Societies 

The  hearts'  co-operation  of  the  State  Grange  in  the  coming  joint  meet- 
ing of  the  State  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies  is  urged.  The 
success  of  the  exhibit  of  farm  products  depends  largely  on  our  support 
and  we  should  act  in  conjunction  with  our  sister  organizations  in  order 
that  our  State  shall  have  proper  representation  of  its  agricultural  products. 

Endeavor  to  get  in  touch  with  the  members  of  the  committee  from 
your  respective  counties  and  offer  them  your  assistance. 

Official  Organ 

At  the  session  of  the  National  Grange  just  closed,  it  was  urged  that 
each  State  earnestly  co-operate  with  the  National  Grange  in  the  matter 
of  Grange  publicity.  The  National  Grange  Monthly  is  our  official  organ, 
ably  edited,  and  contains  information  of  vital  importance  and  interest 
to  Patrons.  I  would  urge  that  it  be  given  your  hearty  support.  It  should 
be  found  in  every  Grange  home  in  the  State. 

The  Cipher  Code 

The  Assembly  of  the  Priests  of  Demeter,  at  the  1911  session,  appointed 
a  committee  composed  of  Worthy  Ceres  of  the  National  Grange,  the  High 
Priest  and  Master  of  the  National  Grange  to  prepare  a  cipher  code.  The 
work  of  this  committee  was  accepted  at  the  1912  session  and  Executive 
Committee  ordered  to  have  same  printed  and  bound  and  sent  to  Masters 
of  Subordinate  Granges.  I  am  authorized  to  say  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee will  have  the  code  ready  by  the  first  of  January.  I  would  urge  all 
Deputies  to  so  familiarize  themselves  with  the  work  so  as  to  be  able  to 
instruct  the  Subordinate  Masters  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

In  Memoriam 

While  in  the  pursuit  of  our  labors  we  have  paused  in  sorrow.  Death 
has  chilled  the  warm  heart  and  closed  the  sparkling  eye.    The  hum  of 
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industry  and  pleasure  has  been  hushed  here  and  there  and  brothers  and 
sisters  have  been  bowed  in  grief.  From  among  our  midst  the  Creator 
has  claimed  Brother  Richman  Coles,  Master  of  the  State  Grange  from 
1884  to  1888,  a  good  brother  whose  work  during  the  troublesome  stages 
of  our  early  history  will  ever  be  remembered  for  his  strong,  substantial 
advice  that  helped  to  make  our  Grange  structure  sound  and  sure.  We 
mourn  his  death  but  rejoice  that  his  work  among  us  will  be  an  ever  pres- 
ent monument  of  his  strength  of  character  and  zeal  for  the  Order. 

From  the  sorrows  of  the  year  we  should  learn  that  while  living  we 
should  aim  to  live  better,  so  that  when  death  overtakes  us  that  "well  done" 
should  be  ours  in  the  happy  hereafter,  and  a  source  of  consolation  to  those 
from  whom  we  are  separated. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  am  glad,  as  in  former  years,  to  express  my  most  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  loyal  support  accorded  me  during  the  past  years. 
Our  labors  have  been  pleasures,  made  so  very  largely  by  the  happy  knowl- 
edge that  a  united  force  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  were  co-operating  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  common  welfare  of  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Order.  To  be  true  to  ourselves  we  must  be  true  to  each  other  and  to  the 
strict  adherence  of  this  principle  we  owe  our  future  success  and  useful- 
ness. Let  us  aim  during  the  coming  year  to  fortify  the  position  of  our 
Order  in  its  every  branch  of  labor,  make  a  special  effort  to  aid  and 
strengthen  the  weaker  ones. 

Patrons  of  New  Jersey  are  deservedly  proud  of  their  record  of  achieve- 
ment; therefore,  let  our  past  successes  be  our  greatest  incentive  toward  a 
greater  future.

OVERSEER'S  REPORT 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons:  t 

Again  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange  has  assembled  in  annual  session 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  to  a  higher  standard  the  greatest  organization 
ever  established  for  the  advancement  of  those  living  in  the  rural  districts. 
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At  the  age  of  forty-one  years  we  find  our  Order  in  New  Jersey  in  a 
very  vigorous  condition,  firmly  organized  in  all  parts  of  our  State.  We 
are  proud  of  our  Order,  proud  of  its  principles,  and  of  the  high  position 
which  we  hold  as  an  organization  in  our  State.  But  we  must  not  be  con- 
tented with  what  we  have  accomplished,  for  the  greater  we  become  the 
greater  are  our  responsibilities  and  the  greater  our  possibilities  to  attain 
what  we  are  striving  for  to  improve  country  life  and  better  rural  condi- 
tions. The  Grange  will  not  be  accomplishing  what  it  was  intended  to 
accomplish  when  it  ceases  to  be  a  source  of  improvement  socially,  edu- 
cationally and  morally  to  all  Avho  are  connected  with  the  Order. 

If  we  wish  a  continued  prosperity  of  our  organization,  we  should 
always  remember  our  obligations,  live  strictly  to  the  principles  of  the 
Order,  always  working  in  harmony  one  with  another,  striving  at  all  times 
to  raise  the  standard  of  our  Grange,  for  by  so  doing  it  will  enable  us  to 
grow  stronger  and  more  effective  in  our  uplifting  influence  upon  humanity.

WORTHY  FLORA'S  REPORT 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Since  last  we  met  another  year  has  passed;  another  twelve  months 
has  rolled  into  eternity,  and  day  by  day  the  deeds  and  actions  of  each  and 
every  one  of  us  have  been  recorded  in  the  great  book  of  life. 

Again,  through  the  blessing  of  God  we  have  been  permitted  to  assem- 
ble for  another  session  of  the  State  Grange.  And  as  "Flora,"  representing 
one  of  the  mythical  goddesses  of  the  botanical  world,  and  in  the  name  of 
flowers — "God's  Blossoms" — I  greet  you. 

Flowers  are  loving  messengers  sent  or  given  by  the  beneficent  Creator. 
They  originated  from  the  Garden  of  Eden.  We  are  told  in  the  first  book 
of  Moses,  that  every  plant  of  the  field,  every  herb  of  the  field,  and  every 
tree  were  given  us  by  our  Maker,  they  being  to  us  His  message  of  love 
and  cheer.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

We  have  had  five  meetings  during  the  year.  The  first  was  held  at 
Atlantic  City  at  the  close  of  the  last  annual  session.   Members  all  present. 

On  motion,  we  passed  on  bills  to  the  amount  of  $2,024.49. 

The  second  was  held  at  Trenton,  February  10th.  Members  all  present 
except  Brother  Heritage.  Brother  Theodore  Brown  also  met  with  us.  By 
unanimous  consent  of  the  committee  Mr.  Lippincott,  Commissioner  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  was  asked  to  meet  with  us,  but  not  being  in  town  could 
not  do  so. 

On  motion,  it  was  carried  that  an  amendment  be  offered  on  Senate 
bill  No.  23,  making  it  possible  for  a  boy  at  the  age  of  16  to  take  an  ex- 
amination and  if  qualified  to  be  allowed  to  run  a  car. 

The  automobile  bills  were  discussed  by  the  members,  who  were  in- 
structed to  attend  the  hearing. 

Brother  Gaunt  read  a  letter  from  Brother  O.  Gardiner  in  regard  to 
the  death  of  Brother  Kelly,  asking  that  the  National  Grange  look  after 
his  family. 

On  motion,  it  was  left  with  the  Worthy  Master  to  answer  said  letter. 

The  third  was  held  at  Trenton,  April  16th.  Members  all  present.  We 
met  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
of  the  Horticultural  Society.  The  three  committees  met  as  per  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  State  Board. 

The  fourth  was  held  at  Atlantic  City,  September  15th.  Members  all 
present. 
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On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  see  Mr. 
Bothwell  and  see  what  arrangements  can  be  made  for  holding  the  next 
annual  session.  Brothers  Van  Nest  and  Loveland  were  appointed.  On 
motion  the  Worthy  Master  was  instructed  to  try  and  secure  Dr.  Kendall, 
to  speak  at  the  State  Grange  Tuesday  evening.  On  motion  that  the 
Worthy  Master  formulate  some  practical  and  feasible  method  of  main- 
taining the  public  highways. 

Committee  reported  we  could  have  the  Casino  the  same  as  hereto- 
fore, $60.00,  and  the  rates  at  the  hotels  as  follows: 

Hotel  Bothwell,  $2.00  per  day  two  in  a  room;  $2.50  one  in  a  room. 
Wiltshire  and  Morton  the  same,  except  baths  are  extra.  Berkshire  Inn, 
$1.50  per  day,  two  in  a  room;  $2.00  one  in  a  room. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted  and  Hotel  Bothewell  to  be  the  head- 
quarters during  the  State  Grange.

I  am  sorry  that  I  must  admit  that  Grange  progress  as  a  whole  through- 
out the  county  does  not  show  much  progress,  but  rather  a  decline  in  two 
Granges.  Pleasantville  Grange  has  become  dormant  in  spite  of  vigorous 
efforts  to  keep  it  alive,  and  English  Creek  Grange  is  practically  dormant, 
having  not  had  a  meeting  all  summer.  The  membership  of  these  Granges 
is  made  up  mostly  of  people  that  are  more  interested  in  fish,  oysters  and 
salt  marsh  hay  than  farming,  therefore  the  lack  of  interest.  The  three 
inland  Granges.  Hammonton,  Egg  Harbor  and  Cologne,  are  doing  well 
and  are  thriving.  Especially  Cologne  Grange  is  continually  adding  to  its 
membership  and  is  at  this  time  the  strongest  Grange  in  the  county,  al- 
though it  is  the  youngest. 

I  think  our  Granges  should  be  induced  to  take  more  interest  in  the 
Pomona  and  State  Grange  meetings,  and  thus  learn  more  of  the  broad 
field  of  grange  work,  and  the  many  lines  of  work  done  by  the  Order  to 
help  its  members  and  their  cause.

At  the  close  of  another  Grange  year,  with  its  successes  and  failures, 
I  am  privileged  again  to  give  a  brief  report  of  the  condition  of  Grange 
work  in  our  jurisdiction. 

While  the  past  year  has  been  uneventful,  yet  the  Good  Book  says 
"My  word  shall  not  return  unto  Me  void,"  neither  will  the  faithful  efforts 
put  forth  by  our  Patrons  upholding  the  principles  and  being  loyal  to  our 
beloved  Order  be  in  vain,  from  the  fact  that  harmony  and  a  fraternal  feel- 
ing exists  is  an  evidence  that  things  are  running  smoothly. 

The  Masters  of  each  of  the  seven  Subordinate  Granges  in  our  county 
have  the  interest  of  their  Grange  at  heart,  realizing  their  responsibility 
and  making  a  faithful  endeavor  to  live  up  to  their  obligations.  The  social 
and  educational  features  are  looked  after,  and  serve  to  make  our  meetings 
both  entertaining  and  instructive.  The  increase  in  membership  is  not  as 
great  as  in  some  previous  years,  yet  a  majority  of  the  Granges  have  made 
a  healthful  growth,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  different 
Masters.  The  fact  that  two  of  our  Granges  have  Sisters  for  their  Masters 
is  a  tribute  to  the  Sisters  of  our  Order,  and  each  of  those  Granges  has  had 
a  successful  year,  viz.,  Palermo  and  Stone  Harbor. 

The  Stone  Harbor  Grange  recently  passed  its  first  mile  stone,  and  is 
fulfilling  its  mission  in  the  social  uplift  of  the  community;  the  members 
are  very  enthusiastic  and  are  very  much  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Order.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  again  in  this  session 
of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange,  and  make  my  fifth  annual  report. 

This  has  been  an  off  year  in  Grange  work  in  Essex  and  Morris 
Counties.  I  have  not  been  able  to  organize  any  new  Grange  this  year.  I 
had  hoped  to  report  one  new  Grange  but  could  not  get  them  together. 
I  have  tried  to  do  my  duty  and  visit  all  the  Granges  in  my  jurisdiction 
at  least  once  or  twice  during  the  year,  but  have  not  been  able  to  visit  all 
of  them  (no  fault  of  mine).  I  cannot  help  but  mention  Livingston 
Grange  No.  104,  the  mother  Grange  in  Essex  and  Morris  Counties.

Brother  C.  N.  Hutchinson,  Deputy  of  Mercer  County,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  sowing  rather  than  reaping  in  Mercer 
County,  although  new  members  have  been  enrolled  in  nearly  all  of  the 
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Granges,  yet  the  interest  is  not  as  keen  as  it  should  be  in  some  districts, 
especially  the  eastern  section.  The  various  Farmers'  Exchanges,  Bureaus 
and  other  agricultural  associations  have  resulted  in  a  loss  of  interest  in 
the  parent  institution,  the  Grange,  at  least  for  the  time  being.  In  one 
Grange,  where  a  few  years  ago  the  membership  was  probably  more  on 
the  alert  than  any  other  Grange  in  the  county,  very  little  interest  is  mani- 
fested to-day.  The  evening  I  visited  this  Grange  I  found  a  few  more  than 
a  quorum  present,  yet  there  was  not  enough  interest  shown  to  call  the 
meeting  to  order,  or  attempt  to  hold  a  session  of  the  Grange. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  these  conditions  do  not  exist  in  all  the 
Granges.  In  the  northern  section  of  the  county  the  interest  taken  is  to 
be  commended.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  these  Granges  (unex- 
pected), and  witness -initiations  almost  perfectly  conferred  in  both  Pen- 
nington No.  64  and  Lawrenceville  No.  170,  with  two-thirds  the  membership 
present. 

Good  work  has  been  accomplished  in  many  other  Granges;  the 
woman  suffrage  question  has  been  ably  presented  by  representatives  of 
both  those  favoring  and  those  opposing  the  measure,  and  I  think  much 
good  has  been  accomplished  by  these  discussions. 

Our  Pomona  Grange  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  splendid  programs 
being  rendered  at  each  of  its  quarterly  sessions,  which  always  insures  a 
large  attendance  of  both  members  and  visiting  Patrons  from  adjoining 
counties.

We  find  as  we  visit  the  Granges  throughout  the  county  that  they  are 
holding  their  meetings  quite  reguarly,  and  great  interest  is  shown  by  the 
members.  I  was  called  on  to  install  the  officers  of  every  Grange  except 
one,  and  as  they  all  came  about  the  same  time  it  was  a  few  days  hustle. 

I  called  on  Brother  Kline,  Deputy  of  Somerset  County,  and  he  helped 
me  out  by  installing  the  officers  of  Monmouth,  Allenwood  and  Farming- 
dale  Granges.  I  was  also  called  on  to  install  the  officers  of  our  County 
Pomona  Grange  and  was  assisted  by  Sister  Craig,  of  Farmingdale  Grange, 
and  my  good  wife. 

I  have  visited  all  the  Granges  during  the  past  year  and  can  find  no 
fault  with  any  of  them;  more  interest  is  shown  especially  in  conducting 
the  initiation.  I  visited  one  of  the  Granges  last  month  and  was  more 
than  pleased  with  them.  They  conferred  the  Third  and  Fourth  Degrees  in 
a  manner  which  was  a  credit  to  them,  it  being  the  best  I  ever  witnessed. 
We  have  increased  in  membership  about  ten  per  cent.,  some  Granges 
taking  them  in  large  classes.  I  assisted  in  conducting  the  initiation  on 
a  class  of  twenty-one  new  members. 
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I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  I  have  the  youngest  baby  Grange  in 
the  State.  It  was  organized  last  Friday  night,  November  28th,  at  Clarks- 
burg, New  Jersey,  with  a  good  sized  charter  membership.  Although  the 
night  was  very  stormy,  the  nearby  people  turned  out  well  and  showed 
great  interest  in  the  work.  They  have  a  large  territory  to  work  in. 
Their  next  meeting  will  be  held  December  12th,  at  7.30,  at  which  time 
several  new  names  will  be  brought  in  for  membership  who  expressed  their 
desire  to  join  when  I  canvassed  that  section,  but  owing  to  the  storm  at 
the  time  of  the  meeting  they  were  prevented  from  attending.  We  wish 
our  baby  success. 

Olive  Branch  Grange  No.  142  is  erecting  a  Grange  Hall,  this  being 
another  added  to  our  list  who  own  their  Grange  Hall. 

I  have  covered  a  distance  of  over  1,000  miles  in  Grange  work  and 
attended  55  meetings  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  not  accomplished  as  much  as  I  would  have  liked  to  but  will 
try  and  do  my  duty  if  my  past  year's  work  warrants  my  service  for 
another  year.

Brother  D.  Howard  Jones,  Deputy  for  Ocean  County,  submitted  his 
report  as  follows: 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Ocean  County  is  just  waking  up  in  the  Grange  work,  there  being  but 
one  Grange,  located  at  Cassville,  in  that  county,  in  my  jurisdiction  prior  to 
March,  1913,  when  our  Worthy  Assistant  Steward,  Brother  Basley,  and 
myself  visited  Toms  River  with  the  hope  of  securing  a  sufficient  number 
to  organize  a  Grange. 

The  temperature  that  evening  being  at  the  zero  mark  the  crowd  was 
small,  only  22  being  present.  We  secured  21  of  the  22  and  would  have 
gotten  the  other  had  he  had  the  price. 

We  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  organize  at  that  meeting  and  set  a 
date  for  another  meeting,  made  a  house  to  house  canvass  and  held  a 
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meeting  that  night.  The  result  was  we  organized  with  43  charter  mem- 
bers. I  visited  it  at  another  meeting  and  found  them  very  much  inter- 
ested in  the  work.  They  are  purchasing  along  the  lines  of  feed,  fertilizer, 
seed,  etc. 

A  greater  part  of  Ocean  County  is  not  adapted  to  farming  as  it  is 
not  as  good  a  field  as  most  other  counties  to  work  in.  Cassville  Grange 
is  holding  its  own  and  adding  some  and  dropping  some. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  made  the  statement  that  I  had  a  charter 
list  ready  to  organize  at  Harmony,  but  upon  my  arrival  home  from  State 
Grange  I  found  trouble  ahead  and  thought  it  advisable  not  to  organize 
at  that  time. 

Several  who  had  their  names  on  that  charter  list  have  joined 
Adelphia  Grange  and  others  are  still  anxious  for  a  Grange,  so  when  the 
time  is  ripe  I  will  try  and  organize  a  Grange  in  that  section.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  another  year  has  gone  by  since  we 
met  here  in  State  Grange  Session.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  the  nine 
Granges  of  Salem  County  are  with  one  possible  exception  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  they  were  at  this  time  last  year.  My  aim  has  been  to  visit  the 
Granges  that  needed  encouragement  and  let  them  that  were  able  to 
stand  alone  take  care  of  themselves.  Sometimes  the  members  ask  me 
how  it  is  that  I  do  not  come  to  see  them  oftener,  and  probably  I  have  not 
been  as  active  as  I  should  in  Grange  work.  Our  Pomona  Grange  is  strong 
and  well  attended  but  we  have  lost  one  by  the  hand  of  death,  whose

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  Neiv  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Another  year  has  rolled  by  and  we  are  again  called  upon  to  give  an 
account  of  the  work  we  have  done  in  behalf  of  our  Order. 

In  reporting  for  Somerset  County  I  would  say  that  we  have  gained 
one  new  Grange  during  the  year,  Mt.  Bethel  Grange  No.  201. 

In  reply  to  inquiries  received  regarding  the  organizing  of  a  Grange, 
Brother  Van  Nest,  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  myself  investigated 
the  situation  and  made  arrangements  to  hold  a  public  meeting  at  Mt. 
Bethel,  on  June  9th,  at  which  time  we  had  with  us  our  Worthy  State 
Master  and  his  wife,  Worthy  State  Secretary,  Worthy  L.  A.  Steward, 
Sister  Hutchinson,  Brother  Hutchinson  and  Brother  Van  Nest.  Brothers 
Gaunt  and  Cox  were  the  principal  speakers  of  the  evening.  At  the  close 
of  this  meeting  arrangements  were  made  to  organize  a  Grange  at  this 
place  in  two  weeks  from  the  above  date.  On  the  evening  of  the  23d  of 
June  we  arrived  at  Mt.  Bethel  and  found  two  other  meetings  on  the  go 
and  prospects  of  organizing  a  Grange  rather  slim,  but  after  a  little  work 
and  a  great  deal  of  patience  we  succeeded  in  organizing  a  Grange  with 
34  charter  members,  and  indications  point  to  this  making  one  of  the 
leading  Granges  in  the  county.  I  have  visited  this  Grange  twice  since  its 
organization  and  had  expected  to  be  with  them  at  the  last  two  meetings 
but  was  prevented  by  stormy  weather  both  nights. 
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There  is  another  opening  for  a  Grange  in  another  section  of  the 
county,  and  I  had  hoped  that  a  Grange  would  be  started  there  this  year, 
but  I  was  so  placed  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  take  the  time  this 
year,  but  I  think  that  a  Grange  can  be  started  there  during  the  coming 
year.

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TUESDAY  EVENING,  DECEMBER  2 

Grange  met  in  open  session  and  was  called  to  order  by  Worthy  Master 
G.  W.  F.  Gaunt. 

Dr.  Calvin  N.  Kendall,  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  being  in 
waiting,  he  was  escorted  to  the  platform  by  the  Assistant  Steward  and 
Lady  Assistant  Steward.  After  the  following  introductory  to  a  large 
audience  by  Worthy  Master  G.  W.  F.  Gaunt,  Dr.  Kendall  delivered  his 
address: 

The  Worthy  Master:  Fellow  Patrons,  I  am  sure  I  voice  the  senti- 
ment of  the  members  of  this  State  Grange  when  I  say  to  Dr.  Kendall 
that  he  is  a  welcome  visitor,  and  I  am  very  sure  that  we  are  all  rejoiced 
that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  State  Grange  can  welcome  to  the 
annual  session  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  The  time  was  in  our 
history — and  not  so  many  years  ago — when  our  educational  institutions 
of  this  State  were  not  in  close  touch  with  the  members  of  this  organiza- 
tion, who  did  not  know  what  it  was  doing  when  it  was  advocating  voca- 
tional training,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that  to-day  interest  is  taken  in 
things  of  this  kind  and  I  know  that  the  members  of  the  State  Grange 
will  be  pleased  with  the  address  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education, 
and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you,  fellow  Patrons,  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  of  New  Jersey,  Dr.  Calvin  N.  Kendall. 
(Applause.) 

DR.  KENDALL'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  When  Senator  Gaunt  pre- 
sented to  me  some  time  ago  the  invitation  to  speak  at  this  meeting  of 
the  State  Grangers  I  lost  no  time  in  accepting  the  invitation.  I  felt  that 
it  was  both  an  honor  and  an  opportunity  to  come  before  you  and  speak 
as  best  I  might  upon  this  great — and  in  many  ways  perplexing — question 
of  education.  Every  man  and  woman  in  this  audience  is  interested  in 
the  promotion  of  education  in  our  State.  Everybody  realizes — who  has 
thought  of  the  question — that  schools  are  the  most  important  enterprise 
in  which  the  State  is  engaged.  They  are  most  important  because  they 
deal  with  the  most  beautiful  and  most  interesting  part  of  God's  creation, 
namely,  the  children  of  the  State. 
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I  am  not  going  to  indulge  in  lengthy  statistics,  but  I  would  like  to 
point  out  at  the  outset  that  there  are  enrolled  in  the  schools  of  the  State 
nearly  one  half  million  of  school  children.  It  is  a  great  enterprise  in 
which  the  State  is  interested,  and  which  the  districts  and  the  department 
at  Trenton — the  State  Board  of  Education — are  all  (let  us  hope)  working 
to  better  the  condition  of  these  children  and  make  the  schools  in  this 
State  still  better  schools. 

The  questions  of  education  were  never  quite  so  perplexing  as  they 
are  to-day.  Never  before  was  there  quite  so  much  demand  of  the  public 
schools  as  now.  There  is  criticism  of  the  results  of  education;  more  and 
more  people  are  questioning  the  results  of  education.  That  need  not 
alarm  us  because  it  indicates,  as  it  seems  to  me,  an  interest  in  education. 
And  I  want  to  say  right  here  that  no  one  person,  whoever  it  may  be,  no 
one  set  of  persons,  whomever  they  may  be — and  even  the  great  body  of 
teachers  in  the  State,  of  whom  there  are  about  14,000 — no  one  of  these 
persons  or  sets  of  persons  can  alone  settle  the  great  questions  of  educa- 
tion. We  have  got  to  have  co-operation;  we  have  got  to  have  the  co-oper- 
tion  of  the  fathers  and  mothers  and  of  organizations  like  this  one  in 
order  to  make  our  schools  better.  We  have  all  got  to  work  together — 
work  unitedly  for  the  promotion  of  good  schools. 

So  much,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  the  way  of  an  introduction. 

We  often  read  about  the  problem  of  the  rural  schools — the  schools  in 
which  you  men  and  women  are  most  interested — but  I  want  to  say  that 
the  problems  of  the  city  schools  and  of  the  urban  schools  in  the  metropoli- 
tan districts  in  our  State  are  just  as  perplexing  as  are  the  problems  of 
the  rural  schools.  What  are  the  factors  or  what  are  the  elements,  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  that  go  to  make  good  schools?  That  is  the  question! 
That  is  the  question  before  me,  and  and  it  is  the  question  before  every 
man  and  woman  in  this  State  who  is  vitally  interested  in  schools.  What 
are  the  things  that  make  for  fine  schools?  The  schools  which  are  to  build 
up  the  citizenship  of  the  State,  to  make  better  men  and  women  of  these 
boys  and  girls?  In  my  mind — and  speaking  very  frankly  to  you — there 
are  about  six  of  these  factors  or  elements  that  enter  into  these  school 
problems.  And  what  are  these  six?  I  am  going  to  state  them  not  precise- 
ly in  the  order  of  their  importance,  but  will  mention  first  the  character 
of  the  school  house,  or  the  school  premises.  Second,  the  course  of  study 
that  they  have — what  the  children  are  doing  in  the  school.

Senator  Gaunt  has  alluded  to  this  great  question  of  vocational  edu- 
cation,— yes,  of  agricultural  education,  about  which  we  are  beginning 
to  hear  so  much,  and  we  ought  to  hear  more  about  it — rather  I  ought 
to  have  said  we  ought  to  do  more  about  it. 

Secondly,  then,  what  the  children  do  in  school.  A  gentleman  who  is 
known  to  many  of  you  men  and  women  here  said  to  me  to-day,  "the 
schools  ought  to  teach  arithmetic  better."  And  so  they  ought — the  schools 
ought  to  do  everything  better. 

Third  is  the  question  of  adequate  and  right  and  constructive  and 
sympathetic  school  supervision.  I  mean  by  that,  men  and  women,  the 
helping  of  the  teacher  in  the  school  room  to  be  a  better  teacher. 

The  fourth  is  the  question  of  organization  of  the  school.  I  will  come 
to  that  one  a  little  later. 

And  fifth — I  am  talking  about  the  things  which  enter  into  the  making 
of  a  good  school — the  kind  of  men  and  women  that  we  have  on  our  local 
school  boards. 

And  of  course  you  know  what  the  sixth  one  is.  It  is  the  vital  factor 
in  the  making  of  a  good  school  whether  it  be  in  the  great  metropolitan 
city  of  Newark,  or  rather  in  the  remotest  district  between  Sussex  and 
Cape  May,  namely,  the  teacher.  These  are  the  things,  ladies  and  gentle- 
men, and  particularly  the  teacher,  that  spell  efficiency — that  spell  school 
efficiency,  and  I  know  that  the  members  of  this  State  Grange  know  per- 
fectly well  what  the  word  "efficiency"  means.  That  is  to  say,  the  farmer 
of  to-day  is  studying  how  to  make  his  work,  his  farming,  the  more  effi- 
cient. I  take  it  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  you  are  gathered  here  in  this 
annual  convention.  And  so  the  problem  with  us,  and  I  mean  by  us  the 
Department  at  Trenton — the  school  authorities  up  at  Trenton,  about 
whom  some  of  you  have  heard — the  problem  with  us  and  the  problem 
with  you  is  to  help  make  schools  more  efficient  along  each  and  all  of  these 
six  lines  upon  which  I  have  spoken.  And  I  would  like  to  emphasize  that 
we  cannot  do  it  alone  at  Trenton.  We  have  got  to  have  your  co-opera- 
tion, your  sympathy  and  your  support  in  so  far  as  the  rural  schools  par- 
ticularly are  concerned. 

I  do  believe  that  New  Jersey  presents  an  alluring — yes,  a  fruitful 
school — the  situation  or  opportunity  for  the  making  of  better  schools  in 
the  rural  districts.  I  say  this  because  of  the  one  thing  which  we  hear 
so  often  in  New  Jersey,  that  we  have  in  this  State  an  almost  unparallelled 
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situation  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  rural  schools,  because 
we  are  located  between  those  two  great  cities  with  the  best  markets  in 
this  hemisphere  right  at  our  doors,  and  the  temptation  of  the  country 
girl  and  country  boy — you  know  more  about  this  than  I  do — the  tempta- 
tion of  the  country  girl  and  country  boy  to  go  to  these  great  cities  to  try 
to  earn  his  or  her  living  is  very  great  and  in  my  judgment  to  make  all 
they  can.  I  have  heard  principals  of  high  schools  say  it  within  three 
months.  "Too  many  of  the  girls  who  graduate  from  our  high  schools  go 
to  the  city  for  office  work,  stenographical  and  typewriting  positions,  and 
things  of  that  sort."  Now  what  I  would  like  to  see — and  I  am  getting 
ahead  of  my  subject  a  bit — is  greater  opportunity  for  the  girls  of  this 
State,  to  say  nothing  of  the  boys.  I  would  like  to  see  the  girls  get  normal 
school  training  to  the  end  that  a  lot  of  New  Jersey  girls  who  graduate 
from  our  high  schools  and  who  will  graduate  next  June,  particularly  from 
the  schools  down  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  will  be  teachers  in  the 
New  Jersey  schools.  Why?  Because  the  State  has  not  done  its  duty  to 
the  children  in  not  giving  us  sufficient  normal  schools  and  we  are  com- 
pelled to  bring  in  more  teachers  who  are  trained  at  normal  schools  out- 
side of  the  State  than  we  are  putting  into  the  schools  of  teachers  trained 
in  the  normal  schools  of  the  State.  I  certainly  hope  that  this  organiza- 
tion will  stand  unitedly  for  additional  opportunities  in  this  State  for  the 
training  of  school  teachers. 

Now  to  go  back  to  this  question  of  elements  or  factors  tbat  make  up 
a  good  school.  I  want  to  say  at  the  outset  that  the  most  interesting  part 
of  my  work  in  the  year  is  the  work  connected  not  with  city  schools, 
although  they  are  interesting,  but  with  the  work  of  promoting  educa- 
tion throughout  the  country  districts — the  rural  districts  of  the  State. 
I  say  that  for  two  reasons — first,  because  of  the  opportunities  that  lie  in 
this  work  for  making  better  schools,  and,  secondly,  because  it  was  my 
own  good  fortune  to  have  been  reared  on  a  farm  in  the  neighboring  State 
of  New  York,  where  I  attended  a  one-room  country  school  all  of  my  boy- 
hood days,  and  later  where  I  attempted  to  teach  in  the  one-room  school, 
but  I  don't  know  how  well  I  did  it.  I  certainly  had  the  experience  which 
some  of  these  older  men  may  have  had  of  teaching  school  and  boarding 
around.  Some  of  the  ladies  present  here  to-night  do  not  know  what  that 
means  but  some  of  the  men  are  old  enough  to  know  what  it  means,  namely, 
I  went  into  that  little  district  up  in  Stockbridge,  New  York  State,  six 
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miles  from  a  railroad,  and  I  was  asked  to  board  in  each  one  of  the  families 
a  time  proportionate  to  the  number  of  children  in  the  families.  For 
example:  If  a  family  had  eight  children  I  was  expected  to  board  eight 
times  as  long  with  that  family  as  with  a  family  where  there  was  but  one 
child.  So  I  would  say  to  a  boy  or  a  girl  during  the  early  part  of  the 
week,  "John"  or  "Mary,"  whichever  the  case  might  be,  "ask  your  mother" 
— mind  you,  always  the  mother,  upon  whom  the  responsibility  was  placed 
— "ask  your  mother  if  I  can  board  at  her  house  next  week."  Sometimes 
the  answer  would  come  back,  "Maw  says  it  is  alright  for  you  to  board  at 
her  house  next  week,"  but  sometimes  in  the  early  part  of  the  session  the 
answer  would  be,  "Maw  does  not  want  you  to  board  at  our  house  next 
week.  Maw  don't  want  you  to  board  because  we  haven't  butchered  yet." 
And  I  didn't  want  to  go  to  a  house  where  they  hadn't  butchered  yet. 
(Laughter.) 

I  feel  very  much  at  home  here,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  because  when  a 
man  begins  to  tell  reminiscences  men  say  they  are  growing  old,  but  they 
had  up  in  that  little  district  school  new  seats  which  they  called  patent 
seats  in  those  days,  and  they  were  very  proud  of  that  school  house.  I 
think  the  light  came  in  from  both  sides  of  the  school  room.  I  built  my 
own  fires  and  swept  out  the  school  room.  The  first  Monday  morning 
when  I  was  about  to  open  school  T  said  to  the  trustee  with  whom  I  had 
spent  Sunday,  and  who  was  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  his  wife  enjoyed 
the  reputation  of  being  the  best  cook  in  the  district — I  said,  "I  would 
like  to  have  a  key  to  the  school  house."  He  replied,  "We  ain't  got  no 
key."  I  thought  it  was  my  duty  to  remonstrate  with  him  a  bit,  and  I 
said  to  him  that  I  thought  we  ought  to  have  a  key;  that  we  ought  to 
lock  the  school  house.  He  was  sitting  enjoying  his  pipe.  He  sat  quietly 
for  a  moment  or  two  then  took  another  puff  or  two,  and  then  he  said  very 
shortly,  "No,  there  ain't  no  need  to  lock  the  school  house."  I  said,  "But 
the  tramps  will  go  up  there  and  sleep."  He  looked  out  of  the  window  for 
about  ten  minutes  and  then  replied,  "Well,  they  can't  get  a  better  place 
to  sleep  in  than  in  the  school  house."  I  didn't  discuss  the  matter  with 
him  any  further.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  tramps  did  sleep  in  the  school 
house  that  winter,  but  we  did  not  miss  any  property. 

You  have  all  been  reading,  perhaps,  about  the  opening  of  the  school 
houses  for  public  and  political  purposes.  Well  I  want  to  say  right  here 
that  the  first  opening  of  a  school  house  for  public  purposes  was  at  Stock- 
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bridge,  N.  Y.,  when  the  tramps  used  that  school  house  for  sleeping  pur- 
poses. (Laughter.) 

I  want  to  speak  now  on  the  school  building  as  a  factor  of  these  school 
improvements  and  I  wish  to  say  that  the  school  house — and  I  am  talking 
platitudes  now — that  the  school  house  should  be  attractive;  it  should  be 
neat;  it  should  be  well  adapted  for  purposes  of  education.  Some  of  our 
rural  schools  need  improvement  in  this  direction.  I  want  to  say  that 
the  school  house  is  not  the  big  factor  in  the  making  of  a  good  school, 
every  man  and  woman  in  this  room  knows  that,  but  it  is  a  factor.  The 
children  should  have  of  course  light;  they  should  have  good  ventilation,  if 
we  can  get  it;  they  should  have  a  building  well  heated;  they  should  have 
seats  that  fit  the  children,  for  when  a  child  sits  in  a  seat  that  is  too  big 
for  him — so  big  in  fact  that  his  legs  dangle  in  the  air — we  are  injuring 
that  child.  And,  there  is  too  much  furniture  in  many  of  our  schools — 
in  a  whole  lot  of  them,  in  fact,  that  is  not  adapted  to  the  children;  that 
does  not  fit  the  children  and  the  children  don't  fit  the  seats.  Any 
physician  will  tell  you — if  he  is  honest — that  it  is  extremely  unfortunate, 
to  say  nothing  further,  that  a  child  should  be  obliged  to  sit  in  a  seat  so 
much  too  large  for  him  that  his  legs  dangle  in  the  air.  But  that  is  not 
the  most  important  thing,  either.  What  I  was  about  to  say  is  that  our 
schools — and  this  applies  to  cities  as  well  as  to  rural  districts — are  not 
as  clean  as  they  should  be  and  that  is  very  unfortunate  in  setting  an 
example  to  the  children  who  spend  so  many  hours  of  the  day  in  untidy 
and  uncleanly  surroundings.  There  are  school  houses  in  the  State  that 
are  very  untidy  and  unclean  and  they  ought  to  be  cleaned  up.  This  is  a 
matter  of  better  janitor  service:  this  is  a  matter  of  sweeping  out  and  get- 
ting the  dust  out  of  the  corners  and  tidying  up  the  cupboards  and  closets 
inside  of  the  schools,  and  I  think  that  women — and  I  am  glad  to  see 
women  in  this  audience — ought  to  visit  the  schools — women  who  are  so 
much  interested  in  this  matter  of  clean  and  tidy  housekeeping — should 
use  their  influence  in  bringing  about  clean  school  houses.  And  another 
thing  we  need  in  order  to  have  right  school  efficiency — now  I  am  not 
thinking  of  you  men  and  women  who  are  before  me  to-night  as  much 
as  I  am  thinking  of  the  children  in  the  schools,  who  are  in  some  schools, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  without  proper  equipment  in  books,  in  maps  and  in 
the  other  appliances  that  make  up  the  school.  I  have  been  in  schools 
where  the  children  were  literally  without  books;  where  the  school  boards 
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had  failed  up  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  getting  into  these  schools 
the  supplies  for  the  children  to  work  with.  All  of  these  articles  should 
have  been  in  the  school  the  day  the  school  opened,  if  we  are  to  have  school 
efficiency.  No  wonder  some  of  these  children  do  not  know  how  to  write 
when  they  have  nothing  to  write  with  or  from.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  it  is  universal,  but  I  do  say  it  is  the  fact  in  some  of  the  schools  of 
this  State  and  it  is  the  fault  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  that  district 
in  not  getting  in  the  supplies  into  the  schools  when  they  should  be  there. 
And  in  some  of  the  schools  the  dictionary,  the  maps,  and  the  books  out  of 
which  the  children  read  are  in  a  filthy  and  bad  condition.  I  could  cite 
several  schools  where  this  is  true.  These  are  not  pleasant  things  to  talk 
about,  but  I  think  I  should  tell  about  them. 

Now,  outside  of  the  school  house — talking  about  the  school  plan — 
every  school  yard  should  be  neat  and  tidy  and  clean.  For  one  I  should 
like  to  see  this  work  of  cleaning  up  the  school  yards  outside  done,  not 
so  much  by  somebody  who  is  hired  to  do  it  as  to  have  it  done  by  the 
older  pupils,  particularly  the  boys;  I  think  this  should  be  their  job. 
Now,  you  may  call  that  what  you  choose — cleaning  up  or  slicking  up,  as 
they  call  it  in  Massachusetts,  but  I  would  like  to  call  it  a  lesson  in 
hygiene  or  health,  or  a  lesson  in  civic  government  or  civics. 

I  recall  that  once  upon  a  time,  within  my  own  experience,  a  school 
on  the  outskirts  of  a  city  where  a  principal  made  a  complaint  to  the 
Board  of  Education  about  a  janitress — the  janitor  in  this  particular  case 
happened  to  be  a  woman.  They  had  a  well  in  the  yard  of  the  school  with 
a  platform  around  it.  The  planks  had  become  loose  and  the  teacher  asked 
this  woman  to  nail  the  planks  down  and  she  refused  to  do  it,  and  the 
teacher  preferred  charges  against  that  woman,  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation did  not  sustain  the  principal.  I  do  not  think  she  should  have  nailed 
the  plank  on,  but  I  do  think  the  boys  in  that  school  should  have  done  so 
as  a  part  of  their  manual  training  work. 

I  am  now  going  to  tell  you  something  I  do  not  like  to  talk  about, 
but  I  am  going  to  talk  about  it,  and  that  is  the  question  of  the  closets 
outside.  I  feel  that  every  man  and  woman  in  this  room  will  say  that  it 
is  the  business  of  the  public  schools  to  train  these  children  in  morals. 
Isn't  it?  Can  anybody  deny  that?  If  the  school  is  not  for  the  training  of 
morals  I  do  not  know  what  the  school  is  for.  The  schools  are  for  train- 
ing the  children  for  better  citizenship,  and  yet  the  fact  is  lamentably  true 
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that  in  some  districts  in  the  State — and  I  have  seen  them,  I  know  exactly 
at  this  time  what  I  am  talking  about,  the  out-buildings,  closets — in  too 
many  instances  are  in  a  very  indecent  and  filthy  and  immoral  condition. 
If  anybody  here  doubts  that  I  can  tell  him  where  some  of  these  places  are. 
I  do  not  know  what  you  are  thinking  about — yes  I  do — to  compel  an 
innocent  girl  to  go  into  one  of  those  places  and  see  the  filth  written  on 
the  walls  and  indecency  when  the  father  and  mother  have  tried  to  rear 
that  girl  in  modesty  and  decency.  To  go  into  a  public  school  and  see  this 
filth  is  something  that  I  am  sure  the  people  of  this  State  will  not  stand 
for.  And  so  this  last  year,  believing  this,  we  asked  a  large  number  of 
school  districts  to  make  this  condition  better,  and  I  am  glad  to  say,  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  that  while  there  was  some  fault  found  with  the  cost  of 
the  tables,  please  realize  I  did  not  make  the  code — the  State  Board  of 
Education  made  the  code.  But  I  am  saying  to  you  to-night  that  we  en- 
tered into  a  cleaning  up  process  with  the  co-operation  of  the  men  and 
women  of  this  State  and  we  got  better  conditions;  but  the  conditions  are 
not  up,  by  any  means,  to  what  they  should  be  in  some  sections  of  the 
State.  The  other  day  I  was  in  a  section  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  a 
school  you  could  find  which  cost  $50,000  to  $75,000  and  one  of  those  out- 
buildings is  in  a  most  disgraceful  condition;  not  only  disgraceful  to  that 
community  but  to  the  entire  State. 

Now  just  a  little  bit  of  theory.  I  wish  the  time  may  come,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  when  every  school  ground  in  this  State — and  I  am  speaking 
of  rural  schools  particularly — may  have  three  acres  in  it.  I  do  not  mean 
that  the  buying  of  additional  land  is  the  most  important  thing,  but  I 
do  mean  we  have  not  yet  realized  the  possibility  of  a  country  school  as 
a  place  that  is  attractive.  There  ought  to  be  three  acres  about  a  school 
house — not  exactly,  but  approximately.  Some  of  these  grounds  should  be 
ornamented  with  trees  and  shrubs.  You  may  think  this  is  a  far  cry 
and  that  it  is  Utopian,  but  I  fail  to  see  why  the  rural  school  should  not 
be  one  of  the  most  attractive  places  in  the  entire  township.  Why 
should  it  not  be?  If  it  were  you  could  say  to  that  friend  of  yours  who 
comes  over  from  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  other  neighboring  cities 
into  your  section,  when  you  are  pointing  out  the  good  roads  and  splendid 
farms  and  crops,  one  thing  more — "I  want  to  show  you  what  beautiful 
plants  we  have  in  lour  school  grounds."  I  don't  mean  expensive  plants; 
I  do  not  use  that  word  "expensive"  and  I  don't  mean  it.    It  costs  very 
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little  to  have  attractive  school  grounds.  The  boys  should  take  care  of  it; 
the  boys  should  set  out  the  trees  and  shrubs  and  the  boys  and  girls  both 
should  look  after  the  school  garden,  if  there  is  one.  Now  I  believe  the 
time  is  going  to  come  some  day,  ladies  and  gentlemen, — I  do  not  expect 
to  live  long  enough  to  see  it, — when  the  rural  school  will  rise  to  its  pos- 
sibilities as  one  of  the  most  attractive  places  in  the  township.  The  rural 
school  where  I  went  in  the  central  part  of  New  York  State  was  very  far 
from  it,  and  I  cannot  see  through  all  tne  mist  of  those  years  why  that 
was  so.  It  was  not  necessary.  Now  I  want  to  say  that  the  school  build- 
ing, important  as  it  is,  is  not  the  most  important  thing  about  the  school, 
and  lest  I  trespass  upon  your  time  too  long,  i  am  going  to  omit  one  or 
two  of  these  factors  and  speak  of  the  course  of  study  and  kind  of  work 
that  the  rural  schools  should  do.  I  feel  that  the  country  girl,  or  the 
country  boy,  should  have  the  very  best  kind  of  a  training  in  what  we  call 
the  fundamentals — in  reading  and  arithmetic  and  in  the  English  language. 
Let  us  take  all  that  for  granted.  Nobody  will  dispute  that  proposition. 
But  there  is  another  thing  the  rural  schools  should  do  and  that  is  to  give 
these  girls  and  boys  a  training  which  will  interest  them  in  country  or  in 
rural  life.  So,  to  be  more  concrete  about  it,  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  dis- 
tant, ladies  and  gentlemen,  when  every  girl  and  boy  in  this  State,  twelve 
years  of  age  and  upwards,  may  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  some  of 
the  things  which  he  or  she  can  use  on  the  farms  about  or  on  their  own 
farms.  I  do  not  think  we  realize  the  possibilities  of  training  these  boys 
and  girls  at  the  high  school  age — thirteen  and  fourteen — in  these  matters 
pertaining  to  farming  or  agriculture.  That  is  one  of  the  big  problems 
of  this  country.  Some  such  type  of  work  as  I  saw  in  Perth  Amboy  yes- 
terday, and  I  want  to  tell  you  about  it  briefly.  I  was  in  the  high  school 
at  Perth  Amboy  and  down  in  the  basement  of  that  school  building  a  very 
competent  teacher  was  training  those  girls  of  fifteen  and  sixteen  years  of 
age  how  to  make  women's  hats.  With  what  result?  Why,  a  dozen  girls 
in  that  school  are  learning  millinery.  Are  they  going  to  be  milliners?  I 
don't  know  and  I  don't  care,  but  I  do  know  this,  that  those  girls  were 
learning  how  to  make  hats  for  themselves  which  were  tasty  and  which 
they  need  not  be  ashamed  to  wear,  for  a  dollar  and  thirty  cents  or  a  dol- 
lar and  a  half,  and  not  one  of  those  hats  which  I  saw  looked  liked  thirty 
cents.  They  were  helping  by  that  kind  of  teaching  in  the  Perth  Amboy 
high  school  to  solve  the  question  of  the  cost  of  living.    I  apprehend  that 
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no  one  of  those  girls — I  may  be  wrong  about  it — that  no  one  of  those 
girls  will,  later  in  life  when  she  has  a  home  of  her  own — will  forget  that 
kind  of  teaching  of  the  Perth  Amboy  high  school  and  she  certainly  will 
have  the  ability  to  make  her  own  hats  and  to  do  it  for  very  little  money. 
I  followed  these  girls  about  in  the  other  class-rooms  and  I  found  they 
were  taking  their  work  in  English,  mathematics  and  history.  Those 
things  were  not  being  thrown'  out  the  window,  but  they  were  also  learn- 
ing how  to  use  their  hands,  and  to  use  things  productively,  training  their 
hands  at  something  worth  while  to  do  for  the  girls. 

And  as  I  was  coming  home  from  Perth  Amboy  last  night  I  read 
in  the  paper  of  a  carload  of  eggs  that  had  just  been  imported  into  Phila- 
delphia from  Germany.  Think  of  it,  importing  eggs  from  Germany. 
Some  of  you  have  been  over  there,  as  I  have  been,  and  you  have  seen  that 
it  is  as  congested  as  the  northern  part  of  New  Jersey,  and  yet  this  great 
country  of  ours  is  importing  eggs  from  Germany.  This  in  itself  is  a 
lesson  for  any  school.  Down  in  Massachusetts,  at  the  normal  school  at 
Hyanis,  on  the  Cape,  you  will,  I  think,  find  every  girl  and  boy  has  had 
some  training  in  poultry  raising  and  in  the  production  of  eggs.  And 
something  is  also  done  up  at  our  experimental  station  at  New.  Brunswick. 
Now  our  schools  ought  to  give  not  only  the  boys  but  the  girls  this  train- 
ing in  practical  things — in  various  activities  which  I  have  not  time  to 
enumerate  that  are  connected  with  country  life.  And  the  schools  must 
do  it  and  at  the  same  time,  by  means  of  this  sort  of  training,  we  will  keep 
the  girls  and  boys  who  are  fourteen  and  fifteen  and  sixteen  and  eighteen 
in  school  longer  because  they  will  see  some  use  in  going  to  school,  be- 
cause this  is  a  practical  age.  What  does  this  mean?  It  means  this  sort  of 
teaching  requires  a  new  type  of  school  teacher;  it  requires  a  new  type 
of  school  organization;  but  it  does  not  require  additional  money,  or  at 
least  additional  money  of  much  consequence.  And  I  would  like  to  say 
that  we  have  in  this  State  now  a  new  law  which  some  of  you  know  about 
that  has  been  written  on  the  statute  books — by  the  Legislature  of  last 
winter — for  the  very  purpose  of  promoting  this  kind  of  work  in  our 
schools;  namely,  any  district  in  this  State  can  receive  an  amount  of 
money  up  to  $10,000  per  district  provided  the  district  itself  puts  in  an 
equal  amount  by  taxation  to  promote  this  kind  of  teaching  and  education. 
It  may  be  done  right  in  the  rural  high  school;  it  is  not  necessary  to 
build  a  building  for  it.    We  can  teach  these  children — or  these  boys — 
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about  dairying,  fertilizing  the  soils;  something  about  the  spraying  of  the 
orchards,  as  I  saw  the  high  school  boys  do  in  Oregon  some  years  ago; 
something  about  the  different  qualities  of  soils;  something  about  judging 
cattle,  and  so  on,  but  I  am  not  going  to  tax  you  with  it  to-night.  As  I 
have  said  before,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  it  means  a  different  conception  of 
the  schools;  a  different  conception  of  the  teacher.  This  could  be  gotten  in 
a  short  period.  It  could  be  gotten  in  the  winter  when  the  boys  can  be 
spared  from  the  farms.  And  what  will  this  do?  The  net  result  will  be 
to  give  these  boys  on  our  Jersey  farms  an  idea  of  the  possibilities  that  lie 
in  the  soil  of  the  State,  and  that  it  is  better  for  them  to  stay  in  the 
country  than  to  go  to  the  city.  In  the  passage  of  this  bill  there  has  been 
marked  a  great  step  in  advance  in  the  teaching  of  agriculture  and  training 
of  the  future  farmers  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  I  am  very  glad  to  say 
we  have  the  co-operation  and  leadership  of  the  gentleman  who  sits  at 
my  right,  your  most  Worthy  Master  and  President.  But  there  is  one 
thing  that  troubles  me  about  this  question,  and  that  is  that  too  many  of 
our  rural  districts  will  be  slow  to  take  advantage  of  what  the  State  is 
doing,  or  will  do,  and  that  the  city  school  will  be  the  one  that  will  take 
advantage  of  the  law  for  industrial  training. 

Now  in  the  next  place  I  want  to  speak  of  the  school  teacher.  The 
teacher  is  the  supreme  factor  of  the  school.  We  have  in  this  State 
about  14,000  school  teachers  and  about  thirty  to  forty  per  cent,  of  them 
are  teaching  in  the  rural  schools.  We  still  have  800  one-room  schools  in 
our  State.  Now  there  is  a  great  difference  in  teachers,  how  great  the 
difference  is  very  few  people  realize.  I  would  like  to  bring  out  several 
things  about  the  quality  of  the  teachers,  for  the  quality  of  the  New  Jersey 
school  teacher  is  much  more  on  my  mind  than  the  quality  of  the  New 
Jersey  school  house,  important  as  the  school  house  is.  In  one  county  of 
this  State  there  are  this  year  seventy-five  one-room  schools,  and  there 
are  seventy-five  teachers  in  those  schools.  How  many  of  these  teachers 
do  you  think  are  new  this  year?  There  are  forty-five  new  teachers,  and 
the  same  thing  will  be  true  next  year  and  the  following  year  unless  con- 
ditions are  changed— a  constant  shifting  and  changing  of  teachers,  and 
the  rural  school,  so  far  as  the  teacher  is  concerned,  presents  a  very  serious 
problem  and  I  won't  be  doing  my  duty  to  the  children  of  this  State  if  I 
do  not  state  right  here  to  you  what  some  of  those  conditions  are.  Now, 
in  the  first  place,  we  have  in  some  of  our  counties — this  is  not  confined  to

any  one  county — one-sixth  of  the  teachers  are  paid  less  than  four  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year.  You  cannot  get  efficient  service  in  schools  on  any 
such  wage  as  that,  as  a  rule.  Of  course,  there  will  be  exceptions,  but  as 
a  rule  you  can't  get  efficient  teaching  of  the  multiplication  table,  or  writ- 
ing, or  penmanship  by  that  sort  of  a  teacher,  and  I  will  tell  you  why 
you  can't  do  it.  Because  able,  alert,  forceful  girls  can  do  better  and  they 
are  not  going  into  one-room  country  schools  to  teach, — except  where  the 
girl  lives  in  the  neighborhood  and  can  board  at  home,  and  all  honor  to 
this  girl  who  does  teach  in  these  schools.  But  as  I  have  said  before,  these 
teachers  are  the  exceptions.  It  is  highly  unfortunate  for  the  children 
in  that  particular  county  about  which  I  have  spoken,  where  forty-five 
teachers  are  new  out  of  seventy-five.  It  is  unfortunate  that  such  a  large 
proportion  of  rural  teachers  are  paid  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  a 
year.  I  realize  that  there  are  some  districts  that  cannot  afford  to  pay 
any  more,  but  I  know  just  as  well  there  are  some  districts  that  can 
afford  to  pay  more.  I  am  making  no  plea,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  for  teach- 
ers; they  are  not  in  my  mind  at  all;  the  State  should  not  pay  better  salaries 
for  the  sake  of  the  teachers  but  for  the  sake  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  who  ought  to  have  more  efficient  service. 

Now  the  conditions  in  1913  as  to  the  teacher  are  such  that  there 
are  twenty  opportunities  open  for  girls  to  work  in  different  employments 
where  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  where  forty  years  ago  there  were 
only  two  or  three.  I  recall  in  my  boyhood  days  in  Massachusetts  there 
were  but  three  open  to  women:  Sewing,  millinery,  including  the  braiding 
of  straw  for  hats,  and  teaching  school,  and  if  there  was  a  delicate,  sickly, 
run-down  girl  in  the  family  that  girl  was  destined  to  be  a  teacher,  for 
she  could  sit  back  of  her  desk  and  sew  and  crochet  during  school  hours 
with  the  book  open  before  her  and  try  and  keep  track  of  the  lessons. 
That  woman  was  not  teaching  school;  she  was  keeping  school  and 
hearing  classes,  and  it  does  not  require  a  very  high  order  of  woman  to 
hear  classes  and  keep  school,  but  it  does  require  a  very  high  order  of 
person  to  teach  school.  And  as  I  said  a  little  while  ago,  we  need  more 
trained  teachers.  I  think  I  know  what  you  are  thinking.  You  are 
probably  thinking  this:  "We  had  a  trained  teacher  in  our  district,  a 
graduate  of  a  normal  school,  and  she  was  not  worth  anything."  Now, 
as  a  rule  a  trained  teacher  is  an  efficient  teacher  and  you  men  and 
women — and  the  same  thing  is  true  in  cities — don't  realize  how  much 
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waste  goes  on  in  your  schools  because  instruction  don't  take  a  hold; 
because  things  are  only  one-half  done;  because  things  are  slovenly  done; 
because  the  teacher  does  not  know  how  to  teach;  because  the  school  is 
trying  to  force  standards  of  men  and  women  upon  little  children; 
because  the  teacher  don't  know  how  the  minds  of  little  children  work. 
I  have  seen  little  children  in  this  State  sitting  hour  after  hour  doing 
nothing  in  school  because  the  teacher  did  not  know  how  to  handle  these 
children;  she  was  untrained;  she  was  a  girl  just  through  high  school 
or  perhaps  only  two-thirds  through  high  school  who  had  gone  into  that 
school  to  learn  how  to  teach  by  practicing  upon  those  children. 

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  this  is  a  serious  business,  and  if  you 
don't  remember  one  thing  more  I  say  to  you  here  to-night,  I  want  to 
say  to  you  right  here  that  we  need  more  trained  ability  in  our  schools 
and  the  country  schools  are  getting  the  short  end  of  it,  don't  forget 
that!  It  is  because  too  many  teachers  are  so  poorly  paid  in  these  schools; 
the  country  schools  don't  attract  efficient  teachers  because  the  supplies 
are  not  there;  because  the  school  houses  and  surroundings  are  untidy 
and  because  there  are  so  many  classes  to  teach;  because  she  can  only 
give  five  or  six  minutes  to  the  arithmetic  class — only  a  couple  of  minutes 
to  the  boy  over  here,  and  the  fellow  a  little  older  six  or  eight  or  ten 
minutes.    Too  many  classes  to  teach. 

Now  the  remedy  for  that  is  a  thing  many  of  you  people  are  opposed 
to — consolidation  of  schools.  The  remedy  is  to  let  the  process  of  con- 
solidation go  on  just  as  fast  as  you  possibly  can  stand  for.  It  is  not  the 
purpose  of  the  Department  at  Trenton  to  force  consolidation  upon  any- 
body, but  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  in  spite  of  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion; in  spite  of  the  reluctance  of  mothers  to  have  their  children  get  into 
the  transportation  wagon — and  with  whom  I  have  some  sympathy — but 
we  are  not  going  to  get  efficiency  teaching  in  New  Jersey  in  the  one- 
room  schools,  for  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  highly  trained  teacher  to  teach 
in  a  one-room  school, — she  does  not  want  to  teach  in  that  sort  of  a 
school — we  ought  to  have  consolidation.  Consolidation  ought  to  go  on 
just  as  fast  as  you  people  will  bring  it  about.  We  at  Trenton  can't  do 
it;  we  don't  intend  to  force  it,  but  so  far  as  efficiency  in  schools  is  con- 
cerned we  will  have  a  graded  school;  we  will  have  a  better  teacher, 
under  these  conditions,  as  a  rule. 

I  want  to  go  back  to  this  question  of  training  teachers.  I  do  not 
think  I  made  my  point  quite  clear  awhile  ago,  that  we  are  importing 
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more  teachers  who  are  graduates  of  normal  schools  from  Pennsylvania, 
chiefly  New  York  and  Massachusetts  or  New  England,  than  we  are 
training  in  all  the  State  normal  schools  of  our  State.  Some  of  you 
people  may  not  be  aware  that  New  Jersey  has  only  two  normal  schools 
of  its  own.  We  have  borrowed  another  in  Newark  which  makes  three 
now.  The  State  of  Massachusetts,  with  a  population  slightly  in  advance  of 
New  Jersey,  has  ten  normal  schools.  The  little  State  of  Connecticut, 
with  less  than  one-half  the  population  of  New  Jersey,  has  four.  One  of 
the  greatest  needs  of  this  State,  in  the  assumption  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  is  that  we  should  have  a  normal  school  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  State.  We  need  it  in  order  that  the  children  in  South  Jersey 
may  have  greater  benefits  by  the  trained  teachers.  We  need  it  first  of 
all  for  the  children,  and  secondly,  to  give  these  South  Jersey  graduates 
the  benefits  of  the  normal  school.  I  know  why  some  of  them  don't  go 
to  the  State  normal  schools.  I  will  give  you  evidence.  One  reason  is, 
the  one  at  Trenton  is  full  and  the  one  at  Montclair  is  full  and  we  cannot 
take  them  in.  Another  reason  is  they  can't  afford  to  go  up  there.  I 
will  read  a  letter  from  a  young  lady  which  was  addressed  to  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  written  under  date  of  November  28th.  (Reads 
letter.)  These  girls  would  go  to  the  normal  school,  men  and  women, 
if  there  was  a  normal  school  near  home.  Princeton  University  draws 
its  students  chiefly  from  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 
Every  educational  institution  in  the  United  States  draws  most  of  its 
students  from  the  country  around  about.  Don't  forget  that.  Nov,-, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  it  was  not  my  purpose  when  I  came  here  to-night 
to  talk  normal  school,  but  this  is  one  of  the  vital  factors  in  this  State 
and  it  is  going  to  cost  money  and  it  is  not  going  to  be  easy.  It  is  not 
going  to  be  easy  to  get  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature,  as  Sen- 
ator Gaunt  says,  to  get  another  normal  school,  but  we  ought  to  have  it  so 
far  as  the  children  are  concerned. 

Then  again,  we  have  inaugurated  summer  schools  for  the  training 
of  teachers. 

While,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  these  are  some  of  the  factors  that  enter 
into  this  question  of  school  efficiency,  I  have  not  touched  upon  the 
importance  of  school  supervision.  I  have  touched  only  briefly  upon 
school  organization.  There  are  just  two  things  I  want  to  say  to  you 
further  before  closing  my  remarks.     First,  we  should  not  have  too 
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many  children  in  one  school  room  to  be  taught  by  one  teacher.  Second, 
we  ought  to  remember  that  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  waste — 
W-A-S-T-E — is  the  fact  that  children  do  not  go  to  school  when  they 
should.  Last  year  out  of  183  days  that  schools  were  in  session  in  this 
State,  every  child  in  the  State — I  am  speaking  of  averages  of  course — 
was  out  eighteen  days,  and  in  some  sections  of  the  State  the  children 
are  out  40  per  cent,  of  the  time  they  are  in  school;  and  when  my  friend 
said  to  me  to-day  "schools  are  not  teaching  arithmetic"  I  said,  "My 
dear  Mr.  So  and  So,  the  children  cannot  be  taught  arithmetic  if  they 
are  not  in  the  schools  to  be  taught — again  I  repeat  that  the  children 
don't  go  to  school  when  they  should.  What  will  remedy  this?  I  will 
tell  you.  You  think  I  am  going  to  say  Truant  Officers.  No,  I  am  not; 
although  I  think  Truant  Officers  are  a  very  great  help.  I  will  tell  you 
what  will  keep  these  children  in  school,  provided  the  parents  co-operate 
— it  is  to  have  a  school  for  the  older  children,  that  is  one  giving  these 
industrial  opportunities;  that  is  one  in  instruction  in  agriculture;  that 
is  one  in  the  kind  of  instruction  in  which  girls  believe  for  this  is  a 
practical  age.  If  we  have  these  practical  schools  all  of  these  boys  and 
girls  will  go  to  school  because  they  will  want  to  go  and  not  because 
they  have  to.    These  are  some  of  the  problems  in  school  organization. 

Under  school  supervision  I  want  to  say  we  should  have  a  supervising 
principal  in  every  district,  whose  business  it  should  be  to  help  teachers. 
The  county  superintendent  is  too  busy  a  man  to  go  around  to  all  these 
teachers  and  help  them  as  they  ought  to  be  helped. 

Now,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  very  kind  attention  to 
these  very  rambling  remarks.  I  have  spoken  frankly  because  you  are 
interested  in  the  very  things  I  am  interested,  namely,  better  schools. 
I  realize  that  everything  in  the  State  Department  of  Education  does 
not  meet  with  the  approval  of  everybody,  and  I  want  to  say — and  I 
like  the  suggestion  of  Senator  Gaunt  that  if  this  great  body,  representing 
the  intelligence  of  the  farmers  of  this  State,  feel  that  you  could  help 
us  promote  the  interest  of  schools,  that  I  would  be  very  happy  indeed, 
and  so  would  Senator  Gaunt,  if  before  you  adjourn  your  session  and 
your  deliberations  here  at  Atlantic  City,  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
that  might' confer  with  our  Department  at  Trenton  relative  to  the 
promotion  of  good  schools  in  this  State.  This  is  a  mere  suggestion — 
it  is  merely  thinking  out  loud,  because  we  cannot  do  much  at  Trenton 
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unless  you  people  in  Sussex,  Hunterdon,  Somerset,  Cumberland,  and  all 
the  other  counties  in  the  State  give  us  co-operation  and  interest,  for 
we  don't  get  very  far  if  one  body  of  people  is  pulling  one  way  and  we 
are  attempting  to  pull  another  way.  Children  in  New  Jersey  and  else- 
where cannot  develop  on  a  beautiful  standard,  they  need  the  pulling 
together  for  their  interest  and  for  the  interest  of  the  commonwealth. 
(Applause.) 

Senator  Gaunt:  Patrons,  I  am  quite  sure  I  voice  the  sentiment  of 
those  here  in  attendance,  when  I  say  that  we  very  much  appreciate  this 
very  earnest,  forceful  and  splendid  address  Dr.  Kendall  has  made  to 
us  to-night?  I  know  there  are  problems  to  be  met  by  the  State  De- 
partment— and  he  has  mentioned  them — that  we  as  an  organization 
must  assist  in  solving.  There  are  conditions  that  must  be  met  and 
that  must  be  solved  in  order  that  the  children  will  be  the  beneficiaries 
and  not  be  injured.  Patrons,  I  am  quite  sure  you  desire  to  express 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Kendall  for  his  address  to  us,  and  I  will  be 
very  glad  to  entertain  such  a  motion  if  someone  will  make  it. 

(A  motion  thanking  Dr.  Kendall  for  coming  here  and  making  this 
splendid  address  was  presented  to  the  meeting  and  voted  upon,  rising, 
which  was  unanimously  given.) 

Meeting  closed  when  an  informal  reception  was  given  to  Dr.  Kendall.

Worthy  Master  appointed  Brother  Leon  Collins  and  Sister  Loie 
Chew  as  tellers  for  the  election  of  two  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Brother  Albert  Heritage  and  Brother  Henry  M.  Loveland  were 
declared  elected  for  the  constitutional  term  of  two  years.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  has  been  in  existence  about 
fifty  years  and  we  have  an  organization  that  recognizes  no  superior. 

To  keep  this  grand  order  progressing  we  must  have  competent 
leaders.  No  Grange  should  select  an  officer  who  is  liable  to  become  in- 
different in  grange  work.  It  is  very  essential  for  every  Grange  to 
have  an  efficient  Lecturer,  as  upon  him  or  her  rests  the  responsibility 
of  securing  good  programs,  which  instruct  and  amuse  the  members  to  an 
extent  that  arouses  keen  interest  in  all  workings  of  the  Grange,  and 
upon  such  a  Lecturer  depends  larger  attendance  and  up-building  of  the 
Grange. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Lecturers  of  the  various  subordinate 
Granges  meet  at  least  twice  a  year  and  exchange  ideas  for  the  better- 
ment of  their  programs. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  our  younger  members,  electing 
them  to  office  and  assigning  them  duties  to  perform  to  increase  their 
efficiency  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Grange,  as  with  them  rests 
the  continuance  of  the  order.  As  no  order  can  live  that  does  not  have 
in  it  plans  for  the  future,  so  we  must  endeavor  to  interest  the  young 
and  create  in  them  a  love  of  country  life. 

We  would  suggest  for  the  good  of  the  order,  that  more  interest  might 
be  taken  in  the  State  Grange,  if  a  large  majority  of  its  officers  were 
changed  at  each  election  as  is  customary  in  subordinate  and  Pomona 
Granges,  so  that  no  officer  would  have  a  monopoly  of  any  position.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXPERIMENT  STATION

Control  Work 

The  fertilizer,  feeding-stuffs  and  insecticides  laws  enacted  in  the  winter 
of  1912  went  into  effect  within  the  past  year.  These  laws  strengthen 
the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the  Experiment  Station  in  safeguarding  the 
interests  of  farmers  in  the  purchase  and  use  of  commercial  fertilizers, 
feeding-stuffs  and  insecticides.  The  more  thorough  inspection  provided 
for  by  the  laws  in  question  resulted  in  the  collection  and  analysis  of  a 
much  greater  number  of  samples  than  had  hitherto  been  collected  and 
analyzed  in  any  one  year.  Samples  were  secured  of  all  the  important 
brands  of  mixed  fertilizers  as  well  as  of  the  ingredients  used  in  their 
manufacture.  A  record  of  the  work  done  by  the  chemists  of  this  station 
in  behalf  of  the  farmers  of  the  State  is  found  in  the  bulletins  of  the 
station. 

Apart  from  the  protection  against  fraud  afforded  by  this  work  to 
consumers  of  fertilizers  and  feeding-stuffs,  the  station  has  served  as  a 
police  agent  in  extending  protection  to  buyers  of  agricultural  seeds,  fruit 
trees  and  ornamental  plants.  Many  thousands  of  samples  of  different 
materials  have  been  analyzed  or  otherwise  examined  and  the  heavy  burden 
of  responsibility  placed  on  the  officers  of  the  station  has  been  faithfully 
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discharged.  The  demand  on  the  station  seed  analyst  has  been  compara- 
tively small  but  more  is  expected  in  the  coming  year.  The  analyst  has 
taken  every  opportunity  offered  to  bring  the  seed  laboratory  before  the 
farmer,  describing  its  work  and  emphasizing  the  need  of  co-operation  to 
make  the  present  law  most  effective  in  its  relation  to  this  important 
problem.  Since  January  first,  1913,  486  samples  have  been  analyzed.  In 
several  cases  the  analyst  has  determined  the  relative  value  of  several 
samples  under  consideration,  that  the  buyer  could  be  properly  guided  in 
selecting  his  purchase.    In  this  sort  of  service  much  real  help  is  given. 

The  analyst  has  collected  221  official  samples.  Although  this  is,  of 
a  necessity,  a  comparatively  small  number  from  the  whole  State,  yet 
certain  samples  indicate  that  there  is  considerable  of  a  certain  grade  of 
seed  against  which  fair  warning  should  be  given.  Many  have  learned 
that  it  is  better  to  have  the  seed  tested  before  sowing  than  after  the  crop 
has  failed  to  appear  or  has  appeared  with  a  horde  of  noxious  weeds. 
Would  that  others  could  learn  this  lesson. 

I  beg  permission  to  describe  a  few  samples  found  in  the  market 
against  which  all  persons  should  have  been  warned.  The  first  is  a 
sample  of  alsike  clover  secured  from  a  dealer  who  claimed  for  it  that  it 
was  good  seed  and  priced  it  accordingly.    The  analysis  reads  thus: 

Pure  seed,  77  per  cent.;  foreign  seed,  20  per  cent;  inert  matter,  3 
per  cent. 

Germination,  85  per  cent.;  actual  value,  65.8  per  cent.  There  were 
18  species  of  foreign  seed,  including  6.6  per  cent,  of  yellow  trefoil, 
2.8  per  cent,  of  sheep  sorrel,  7.6  per  cent,  of  timothy  and  3,500  seed  per 
pound  of  other  species  of  noxious  weeds,  including  buckhorn,  chickweed 
and  Canada  thistle. 

A  second  sample  of  red  clover  carried  eleven  species  of  noxious  weed 
seeds  to  the  extent  of  6,600  per  pound,  including  about  1,100  of  clover 
dodder.  Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  analyst  the  local  dealer 
returned  this  lot  of  seed  to  the  jobber. 

A  sample  of  sweet  clover  with  the  following  analysis  presents  a  most 
evident  case  of  adulteration. 

Pure  seed,  77  per  cent.;  foreign  seed,  21  per  cent.;  inert  matter,  2 
per  cent. 

Germination,  41.5  per  cent.;  actual  value,  32  per  cent.  Of  the  foreign 
seed  19.2  per  cent,  was  white  seeded  crimson  clover  and  the  remainder 
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included  five  species  of  noxious  weeds  at  the  rate  of  2,550  to  the  pound. 
As  this  sample  of  seed  represented  a  lot  of  900  pounds  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  24  cents  per  pound,  it  seems  that  the  dealer  cleared  a  good  profit 
on  the  crimson  clover. 

Horticulture 

The  more  important  problems  dealt  with  by  the  Horticulturist  and 
his  assistants  consist  of  fruit  investigations  and  floricultural  investiga- 
tions. Much  valuable  information  has  been  gathered  in  the  peach  orch- 
ards at  Vineland  and  High  Bridge,  information  of  an  extremely  practical 
character.  An  indication  of  the  influence  of  the  work  in  South  Jersey 
is  furnished  by  the  fact  that  between  the  years  1907  and  1909  there 
were  about  five  thousand  peach  trees  set  out  each  year  in  the  vicinity  of 
Vineland.  In  1910  the  number  rose  to  8,500  and  in  the  following  year, 
when  the  trees  in  the  experimental  orchard  had  come  into  bearing,  the 
number  rose  to  32,000  trees.  Indeed,  Vineland  has  become  an  important 
peach  center  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  station  will  be  in  a  position  to 
help  the  growers  with  their  problems  of  transportation  and  marketing 
as  it  has  helped  them  with  the  problem  of  production. 

The  fertilizer  and  soil  experiments  now  being  carried  on  in  the  large 
greenhouses  at  the  College  Farm  have  already  yielded  results  of  import- 
ance. They  promise  to  contribute  still  further  to  an  understanding 
of  the  plant-food  requirements  of  these  hot-house  crops.  The  knowledge 
to  be  acquired  in  these  experiments  will  no  doubt  stimulate  more  in- 
telligent and  more  efficient  methods  of  soil  treatment  in  the  growing  of 
carnations  and  roses. 

Aside  from  these  two  important  lines  of  investigation  the  Horticultural 
Department  has  accumulated  data  on  methods  of  pruning  and  spraying 
trees,  on  the  control  of  yellows  and  little  peach,  as  well  as  on  the  control 
of  various  insect  enemies.  Much  has  been  added  to  our  knowledge  of 
cover  crops  as  an  aid  to  the  commercial  production  of  peaches  and  apples. 
Extensive  experiments  have  been  carried  out  on  the  use  of  dynamite 
in  the  planting  of  fruit  trees.  Careful  records  were  made  of  weather 
conditions  as  related  to  fruit-growing.  Studies  have  been  made  of  the 
variability  of  the  pollen  of  the  peach,  nectarine,  currant  and  gooseberry. 
Promising  crosses  have  been  secured  of  carnations  and  some  interesting 
observations  have  been  recorded  on  light  as  a  factor  in  the  culture  of

journal  of  Proceedings  of  the 


American  beauty  roses.  Other  investigations  in  the  department  have 
included  soil  temperature  and  moisture  studies  with  carnations. 

Mention  should  be  made  here  also  of  the  very  valuable  service  ren- 
dered by  the  Horticulturist  in  answering  almost  numberless  letters  on 
various  fruit  questions.  Personal  visits  were  made  to  numerous  orchards 
and  advice  was  given  to  the  owners  as  to  the  best  methods  of  pruning 
and  spraying  their  trees.  Packing  demonstrations  were  given  at  Vine- 
land  and  Hammonton.  The  exhibit  at  the  Interstate  Fair  was  certainly 
a  demonstration  of  what  this  Department  of  the  Station  is  doing  to 
benefit  the  farmer  and  fruit  grower. 

Dairy  Husbandry 

The  herd  was  moved  to  the  new  dairy  barn  in  January,  1913.  Soon 
afterwards  feeding  experiments  were  started  on  soy  beans  as  a  source  of 
protein.  Other  experiments,  among  them  one  on  the  feeding  value  of 
alfalfa  hay  and  oats  and  pea  hay,  were  also  begun.  An  interesting  experi- 
ment was  carried  out  to  demonstrate  the  effectiveness  of  thorough  dis- 
infection in  helping  to  rid  the  herd  of  tuberculosis.  Careful  records  are 
being  kept  of  the  cost  of  milk  production  under  the  more  economical 
methods  of  feeding.  Advanced  registry  records  are  still  being  made  under 
the  auspices  of  the  station  and  an  analysis  was  made  of  the  data  thus 
secured.  They  offer  some  interesting  information  concerning  methods 
employed  in  feeding  dairy  cows  in  advanced  registry  tests.  A  tile  silo 
was  constructed  and  a  record  made  of  the  cost  of  materials  and  labor  in- 
volved in  the  building  of  this  silo.  Interesting  data  was  also  being 
secured  on  the  cost  of  raising  calves. 

In  addition  to  the  work  already  noted,  the  Dairy  Husbandman  has  pre- 
pared a  bulky  bulletin  giving  the  composition  of  all  of  the  important 
feeds  used  in  the  dairy  and  has  also  elaborated  methods  whereby  various 
proportions  of  these  feeds  might  be  employed  to  produce  an  economical 
ration.  The  Dairy  Husbandman  has  replied  to  numerous  letters  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  dairy  feeding  and  milk  production. 

Animal  Husbandry 

In  the  Department  of  Animal  Husbandry  much  attention  was  given 
during  the  year  to  the  study  of  economical  methods  of  pork  production. 
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The  experiments  conducted  have  included  the  pasturing  of  alfalfa  and 
the  feeding  of  a  by-product  in  the  making  of  garbage  tankage,  known  as 
"stick".  The  results  already  at  hand  indicate  that  the  production  of  pork 
for  nearby  markets  may  be  made  a  source  of  profit  to  the  farmers  of 
the  State.  The  Animal  Husbandman  of  the  station  has  supplied  hog 
cholera  serum  to  a  number  of  farmers  in  the  State.  Demonstrations  on 
the  use  of  hog  cholera  serum  were  given  by  him  on  several  occasions. 
He  has  also  continued  his  work  as  Secretary  of  the  Live  Stock  Commis- 
sion and  has  thereby  contributed  to  the  gradual  improvement  of  the 
type  of  draft-horses  found  in  New  Jersey. 

Poultry 

There  has  been  a  truly  remarkably  growth  in  the  poultry  industry 
of  New  Jersey  in  the  past  three  years.  Not  a  little  of  this  growth  has 
been  due  to  the  Poultry  Husbandman  of  this  station  and  his  associates. 
Their  enthusiastic  and  consistent  efforts  have  stimulated  the  formation  of 
poultry  associations  and  clubs  throughout  the  State.  These  organiza- 
tions have  in  their  turn  helped  to  introduce  better  methods  of  hatching, 
brooding  and  feeding.  Twenty-four  of  this  number  are  actively  engaged 
in  poultry  education,  co-operation  or  holding  poultry  shows. 

There  will  be  held  in  New  Jersey  during  the  fall  and  winter  of  1913, 
twenty-five  poultry  shows,  nineteen  of  which  are  held  by  special  poultry 
associations,  and  the  remaining  six  are  held  by  fair  or  picnic  associations. 

The  active  membership  of  these  twenty-six  associations  is  2,303  per- 
sons.   This  gives  an  average  membership  of  88. 

At  the  above  meeting  many  co-operative  problems  were  discussed 
and  steps  were  taken  toward  their  fulfillment. 

At  this  meeting  the  poultry  organizations  commended  the  work  of 
the  department  and  went  over  with  the  poultry  staff  in  detail  the  plans 
for  future  development  as  a  result  of  which  they  passed  the  following 
resolution: 

Whereas,  We,  the  members  of  the  American  Poultry  Association 
representing  the  poultry  industry  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  are  anxious 
that  this  industry  should  be  fostered  and  supported  to  the  utmost,  es- 
pecially due  to  the  heavy  investment  in  this  section,  and  we  do  concur 
to  the  following  resolution  in  support  of  our  State  Agricultural  College; 
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Whereas,  The  present  equipment  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  rapidly- 
increasing  demand  for  instruction  in  poultry  husbandry  at  our  State 
College  and  Experiment  Station; 

Whereas.  Additional  facilities  are  needed  for  scientific  investigational 
work  along  the  lines  of  breeding,  feeding,  hatching,  rearing  and  market- 
ing; 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  great  demand,  more  funds  are  required  for 
the  furtherance  of  extension  work,  to  be  used  in  carrying  the  results  of 
the  investigations  to  poultrymen  of  the  State  and  especially  co-operative 
experiments  in  the  various  sections; 

Whereas,  Appreciating  the  work  already  accomplished  by  the  Poultry 
Department  along  educational,  investigational  and  extension  lines  with 
the  equipment  and  funds  available,  and  believing  that  this  work  should 
go  on  immediately  along  more  extensive  lines; 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  strongly  urges  that  the  State  Legis- 
lature appropriate  the  money  asked  for  by  this  Department  this  year. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  poultry  house  construction.  Various 
type  houses  have  been  erected  on  the  College  Farm  for  the  information 
of  poultrymen.  Improvements  have  been  made  in  trap  nest  construction. 
Experiments  have  been  conducted  and  completed  on  the  mineral  nutrients 
for  growing  chicks.  Numerous  lectures  were  delivered  by  the  members  of 
the  staff  and  much  helpful  information  has  been  supplied  to  owners  or 
domestic  fowl. 

Before  closing,  we  earnestly  say  that  we  have  a  very  efficient  staff 
at  the  station  at  the  present  time.  Dr.  Lipman  being  known  as  one  of 
the  leading  men  on  soil  investigation  and  his  authority  is  recognized  the 
world  over.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE 

The  Work  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  College. 

The  educational  work  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  College, 
known  also  as  Rutgers  College,  includes  the  so-called  four  years  course 
in  agriculture,  the  short  winter  course  in  agriculture,  the  short  summer 
course  in  agriculture  and  extension  teaching. 

There  has  been  a  very  striking  growth  in  the  enrollment  of  the  four 
years'  courses  in  agriculture.  But  six  years,  ago  there  were  in  all  five 
or  six  students  taking  the  four  years'  course.  At  present  there  are  more 
than  one  hundred  students  enrolled  in  the  agricultural  courses.  Not 
only  has  the  number  of  students  increased,  but  the  character  of  instruction 
has  also  been  improved.  Many  new  subjects  are  being  offered  and  the  stu- 
dents are  being  given  an  opportunity  to  specialize  in  the  various  branches 
of  practical  and  scientific  agriculture.  The  graduates  from  these  courses 
accept  paying  positions  at  colleges  and  high  schools,  some  of  them  be- 
come farm  managers,  and  others  return  to  their  own  farms. 

The  short  courses  in  agriculture,  begun  seven  years  ago,  have  ex- 
perienced fully  as  striking  a  growth.  The  enrollment  in  the  first  class 
was  39;  last  year  it  was  182;  this  year  it  promises  to  be  250.  The  work 
offered  in  these  courses  is  strictly  practical  in  character  and  adds  much 
to  the  ability  of  young  men  and  young  women  to  conduct  farm  operations 
profitably  and  to  enjoy  a  rural  life.  Four  distinct  groups  of  subjects  are 
offered  in  these  courses.  They  are  General  Farming  and  Dairying,  Fruit 
Growing  and  Market  Gardening,  Poultry  Husbandry  and  Domestic  Science. 
The  graduates  from  these  courses  are  scattered  over  the  State  and  are 
a  power  for  the  upbuilding  of  agriculture  in  New  Jersey.  Because  of  the 
practical  character  of  these  courses  and  because  of  the  return  of  nearly 
all  of  the  students  to  the  farm,  this  portion  of  the  agricultural  instruction 
at  the  College  bears  directly  on  the  prosperity  of  agriculture  in  the 
State. 

The  first  session  of  the  Summer  School  was  opened  in  the  summer 
of  1913.  There  were  in  all  314  students  enrolled,  of  whom  a  large  number 
specialized  in  agricultural  subjects.    The  enrollment  promises  to  be  much 
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greater  in  the  coming  summer.  Since  many  of  the  teachers  enrolled 
in  these  summer  courses  came  from  rural  communities,  it  is  evident  that 
the  instruction  and  the  inspiration  which  they  have  obtained  at  the 
College  are  of  great  service  to  them,  and  to  their  pupils,  in  teaching 
higher  ideals  and  better  living  in  the  country,  aside  from  the  more 
material  gains  to  be  secured  from  better  methods  of  farm  manage- 
ment. 

In  co-operation  with  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  the 
Agricultural  College  reaches  out  to  the  larger  and  smaller  communities 
in  the  State.  It  carries  instruction  to  those  who  are  unable  to  come  to 
the  College.  By  means  of  correspondence,  whose  volume  is  increasing 
daily,  by  means  of  bulletins  and  circulars,  by  means  of  press  articles, 
and  by  means  of  lectures  at  farmers'  institutes  and  granges  and  other 
farmers'  organizations,  this  extension  teaching  is  rendering  acceptable 
service.  The  members  of  the  staff  of  the  College  and  Station  are  also 
available  for  examining  individual  farms  and  for  demonstrating  better 
methods  of  pruning,  spraying,  packing,  feeding  of  animals,  treatment  of 
soils,  etc.  There  has  been  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  College 
with  the  County  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Secretaries  and  with  principals  of  rural 
schools.  Wherever  possible,  the  institution  has  helped  to  make  a  sue 
cess  of  various  agricultural  exhibits  and  of  farmers'  fairs,  field  day  meet- 
ings, and  other  gatherings  in  rural  centers.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  College, 
not  only  to  increase  the  efficiency  in  production,  but  to  broaden  the 
horizon  of  the  men  and  women  in  the  country  districts  and  to  force  the 
recognition  among  people  in  the  larger  or  smaller  cities  that  the  farmers 
of  New  Jersey,  like  those  of  other  states,  are  a  fundamental  element  in 
the  life  of  the  State  and  country  at  large,  and  that  their  prosperity  and 
welfare  are  of  intimate  concern  to  the  people  of  the  country  at  large.

Resolved,  That  we  do  all  in  our  power  to  get  such  building  and  equip- 
ment and  that  after  we  get  them  to  give  the  study  of  Horticulture  our 
hearty  support;  and  finally  it  is 

Resolved,  That  we  ask  the  State  Grange  to  pass  similar  resolutions.

The  Committee  on  Forestry  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FORESTRY 

The  question  of  Forestry  in  New  Jersey  is  of  great  importance,  to 
the  farmer  as  well  as  the  whole  people  of  the  State.  We  are  glad  to 
know  of  the  growing  interest  taken  by  the  owners  of  wood  lots  and 
homes,  but  there  is  room  for  very  much  more  thought  and  work  along  this 
line. 

Many  farmers  are  trying  to  conserve  the  resources  of  their  wood 
land  and  well  they  may.    Good  timber  is  very  expensive  and  if  one  has 
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to  go  to  the  market  and  buy  his  stock  for  necessary  repairs  it  means  a 
considerable  outlay  of  money;  whereas,  if  he  can  go  to  his  wood  lot  and 
get  a  great  part  of  it,  he  will  be  much  better  off. 

Conditions  are  not  the  same  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  We  should 
study  the  subject  of  conservation  as  it  will  apply  to  our  respective  locality 
as  much  as  possible. 

We  think  the  damage  done  by  fires  is  the  greatest  of  all;  then 
careless  cutting  without  regard  to  the  future. 

We  are  glad  to  know  the  State  has  such  an  effective  Forest  Fire 
Service  and  we  can  report  they  are  doing  much  valuable  work.  Many 
fires  are  caused  by  the  sparks  from  the  engines  on  railroads  which  could 
be  checked  if  soon  discovered,  but  if  neglected  will  spread  and  cause  much 
damage. 

Another  cause  of  fires  is  from  hunters  and  people  who  tramp  the 
woodlots  and  throw  lighted  matches  in  leaves  and  grass.  These  fires  are 
largely  preventable,  if  each  municipality  would  take  the  initiative  and  cause 
the  laws  governing  the  very  important  matter  to  be  posted  or  have  our 
school  teachers  give  short  talks  on  the  subject  occasionally.  We  could 
quote  statistics  on  the  matter  of  Forestry,  but  the  reports  of  State  and 
National  officers  of  this  department  can  be  secured  by  all.  Your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  about  our 
homes  and  highways  and  about  public  buildings  and  would  advocate 
selecting  such  as  will  do  the  best  in  each  locality. 

We  should  all  keep  a  close  watch  for  the  first  invasion  of  insects 
and  fungi  diseases  of  harmful  nature  and  report  the  same. 

Your  committee  does  not  think  it  wise  to  plant  more  forests  in  this 
State,  but  would  urge  the  more  thorough  care  of  those  already  standing.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Again  we  meet  in  annual  session  in  New  Jersey's  noted  city,  and  as 
we  look  about  over  the  broad  blue  ocean  with  its  continual  rumbling  at 
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the  very  feet  of  our  auditorium,  we  are  reminded  of  the  song,  "New  Jer- 
sey shores  are  bonny,  kissed  by  the  wind-lashed  wave." 

As  we  turn  a  backward  look  over  another  year,  we  see  its  course 
marked  by  many  blessings,  although  our  schemes  and  plans  have  many 
times  miscarried.  It  is  with  pleasure  we  take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing our  thanks  to  the  Lecturers  who  have  replied  to  our  letters  and  made 
use  of  the  questions  sent  them.  While  the  topics  selected  may  not  have 
been  appropriate  to  all  Granges,  we  hope  we  have  been  of  some  little 
assistance  to  all.  It  seems  almost  impossible  to  select  subjects  that  strict- 
ly adhere  to  the  Sisters'  department  in  the  Grange,  yet  why  should  not 
women  be  interested  in  practical  questions  and  timely  subjects  as  well  as 
men?  Surely  they  can  be  without  being  classed  as  suffragettes.  The 
members  of  our  committee  have  sent  out  each  month  about  forty  letters 
each,  to  the  Lecturers  of  all  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  the  State,  yet 
we  have  been  willing  to  sacrifice  this  time  and  thought  for  the  noble 
Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  and  feel  thankful  that  we  are  classed  as 
members  and  that  we  can  add  our  little  mite  to  help  the  Grange  educate 
and  elevate  the  American  farmer  and  his  family. 

Our  Grange  is  stronger  and  better  than  ever  before.  It  has  developed 
better  social  conditions  and  the  farmer  stands  to-day  upon  a  plane  of 
equality  with  the  other  professions  of  the  world.  In  the  Grange  we  are 
brought  into  direct  companionship  with  good  and  true  men  and  women 
with  high  ideals,  who  have  an  aim  and  an  object  in  life. 

The  women  of  our  land  are  working  harder  than  ever  before  for 
prohibition  and  are  slowly  but  surely  gaining  ground  in  their  honest  en- 
deavor and  noble  purpose.  There  is  a  great  temperance  awakening 
throughout  the  country,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  good  citizens,  who 
realize  that  prohibition  promotes  the  prosperity,  morality  and  happiness 
of  the  people.  Business  men  and  railway  companies  are  refusing  to  em- 
ploy men  who  cannot  abstain  from  strong  drink  while  on  duty. 

It  seems  as  if  it  might  be  a  part  of  woman's  work  to  take  some 
action  against  the  frivolous  manner  in  which  some  women  dress  at  the 
present  time,  and  try  to  set  a  standard  of  modesty.  The  style  of  feminine 
clothes  to-day  is  subversive  of  the  highest  ideals  of  womanhood.  The  style 
of  skirts  worn  in  public  places  tends  to  lower  the  public  morality  and 
decrease  the  respect  for  womanhood  in  the  minds  of  all.  The  women 
should  take  some  action  in  this  matter,  and  refuse  to  buy,  or  through 
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the  columns  of  the  press  try  to  discourage  the  wearing  of  improper  gar- 
ments upon  the  streets  and  in  public  places,  and  not  leave  it  for  the  man 
to  take  action. 

The  kernel  of  human  progress  is  moral  culture  and  there  is  no  bet- 
ter place  to  practice  it  than  the  warm  home  nest  where  the  children  will 
grow  into  men  and  women.  Nature  has  furnished  health,  comfort  and 
freedom  on  the  farm,  and  in  the  farmer's  life  lies  the  greatest  possibility 
for  the  making  of  an  ideal  home. 

So  many  of  our  young  girls  of  to-day  are  seeking  employment  outside 
of  the  home  circle,  and  by  education,  study  and  hard  work  are  making 
a  place  for  themselves  in  the  business  and  professional  world,  but  of  all 
the  work  in  which  women  are  engaged  there  is  none  more  important  than 
that  of  home-making.  Women  are  thought  to  be  amiable  creatures  who 
do  the  little  things  of  life  with  cheerfulness,  caring  for  the  physical,  men- 
tal and  moral  welfare  of  their  home  circles;  training  and  sending  forth 
the  workers  of  the  world;  guarding  well  her  daily  thoughts  and  actions, 
so  that  it  may  be  possible  for  her  children  to  have  the  chance  to  become 
good  men  and  women.

The  Committee  on  Co-operation  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION 

"Co-operation"  is  a  very  common  word;  a  word  we  hear  every  day  and 
there  are  but  few  words  so  pregnant  with  meaning,  of  such  a  far  reach- 
ing character  as  the  word  "co-operation".  Most  all  of  us  agree  as  to 
the  economic  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  co-operating  one  with  another 
in  purchasing  supplies  and  the  selling  of  farm  products.  There  are  many 
agents  at  work  in  the  Grange  and  outside  of  the  Grange  demonstrating 
the  practical  application  of  the  principle  of  co-operation  in  our  com- 
mercial relations.  The  purchasing  of  supplies  has  passed  the  experimental 
stage.  The  selling  of  produce  is  a  far  more  difficult  problem  and  many 
experiments  are  yet  needed  before  a  general  plan  will  be  solved.  From 
the  number  that  are  before  the  public  for  consideration,  to  enumerate  the 
various  co-operative  movements  at  work  to-day,  would  fill  a  large  book; 
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suffice  it  to  say,  that  many  of  them  have  been  very  successful  while  on  the 
other  hand  many  of  them  have  failed.  Sometimes  we  hear  that  co-opera- 
tion is  a  failure,  but  the  statement  is  an  error.  The  principle  of  co-op- 
eration never  fails;  it  is  man  that  fails.  The  principle  of  co-operation 
is  not  of  man's  invention  or  creation.  It  comes  from  the  hands  that  made 
the  Heavens  and  never  fails  to  bless,  so  long  as  we  are  honest  one  to 
another. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  Grange  along  co-operative  lines  yet  much 
remains  to  be  done.  The  field  is  large  and  the  issues  are  great.  Many 
difficulties  are  to  be  overcome  before  a  general  plan  can  be  outlined  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  hour.  Much  discussion  is  necessary  that  we  may 
see  our  way  clear  to  avoid  the  errors  that  have  wrecked  so  many  co-op- 
erative undertakings  in  the  past. 

The  question  of  co-operation  means  much  more  than  the  buying  of 
supplies  and  the  selling  of  produce.  The  ethical  as  well  as  the  economic 
side  of  this  question  must  be  considered.  Confidence  in  each  other  is 
absolutely  necessary;  loyalty  to  our  obligation  is  a  vital  factor.  We 
must  learn  to  love  the  common  good,  not  as  policy  only  but  as  a  duty,  as 
a  fundamental  of  true  citizenship.  If  we  look  beneath  the  earth  or  on  its 
surface  or  above  the  earth  we  find  the  principle  of  co-operation  in  action 
and  adjusted  to  a  nicety;  hence,  the  harmony  and  order  discovered  there. 
Harmony  and  order  will  prevail  among  men  and  our  institutions  when  we 
learn  to  share  to  the  full  the  welfare  of  each.  Some  of  the  States  have 
enacted  laws  with  the  object  of  aiding  co-operative  effort.  Many  very 
elaborate  plans  have  been  presented  for  bringing  the  product  to  consumer. 
To  get  there  the  economic  conditions  of  to-day  are  forcing  the  farmers  to 
look  for  remedies  or  a  way  out  of  the  evils  that  exist.  The  remedies  are  not 
to  be  found  in  external  agency  but  rather  in  ourselves.  We  are  beginning 
to  see  more  and  more  as  the  days  go  by  that  the  success  of  our  neighbors 
is  necessary  to  our  own  progress,  and  standing  together  with  one  com- 
mon object  in  view  is  essential  to  our  economic  and  ethical  uplift.  Your 
committee  recommends  that  executive  officers  of  the  State  Grange  of 
New  Jersey  use  its  influence  in  favor  of  legislation  that  will  aid  co- 
operative effort  and  we  wish  to  impress  the  importance  of  this  question 
upon  the  masters  of  all  the  Subordinate  Granges  represented  at  this 
gathering.  Not  to  let  this  important  question  become  dormant  when  we 
go  to  our  respective  homes,  but  rather  be  persistent  in  bringing  the 
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question  up  for  discussion  among  our  Grange  members,  for  it  is  through 
discussion  that  we  shall  progress  and  he  led  to  exercise  our  highest  in- 
telligence in  the  adoption  of  some  plan  that  will  bring  the  producer  and 
consumer  closer  together  and  reveal  the  fact  more  clearly  that  the  interests 
of  both  are  somewhat  identical.  Seed  thus  sown  will  in  due  season  bring 
forth  the  increase  and  hasten  the  day  when  the  welfare  of  each  will 
be  bound  up  in  the  good  of  all.

Remarks  made  by  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Hunterdon 
County. 

The  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DORMANT  GRANGES 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges,  after  due  deliberation,  believe 
that  there  are  several  causes  why  some  Granges  become  dormant.  We 
believe  that  some  of  these  causes  could  be  guarded  against. 

First,  we  believe  that  no  Grange  should  be  organized  in  any  locality 
unless  the  deputy  is  satisfied  that  such  Grange  can  exist  and  flourish 
after  organization.  Second,  it  appears  that  in  some  Granges  there  is  an 
insurgent  element  whose  whole  aim  is  to  rule  or  ruin.  This  element 
shou'ld  be  guarded  against  by  not  electing  or  appointing  them  to  any 
position  of  trust  or  responsibility. 

Again,  we  repeat  the  oft  repeated  assertion,  that  it  is  the  Worthy 
Lecturers  and  their  work  upon  which  depends  largely  the  success  and 
prosperity  of  the  Grange,  but  Patrons,  remember  the  old  adage,  that  you 
can  lead  a  horse  to  water  but  you  cannot  make  him  drink;  when  the 
Worthy  Lecturer  brings  before  the  Grange  the  subject  and  you  do  not 
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discuss  or  help  with  the  entertainment,  then  the  Lecturers  have  done 
their  duty.    They  have  led  you  to  the  water. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  member  of  the  Grange  well  qualified  for 
the  position  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the  Deputies 
of  this  State  to  reorganize  the  dormant  Granges  if  possible,  and  we 
believe  that  the  most  successful  method  would  be  to  canvass  the  community 
of  each  dormant  Grange  and  have  an  individual  heart  to  heart  talk  with 
the  members  of  such  defunct  Granges.

The  Committee  on  Master's  Address  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Your  Committee  on  Master's  address,  after  going  carefully  over  it, 
report  favorably  and  strongly  recommend  that  this  New  Jersey  State 
Grange  give  serious  consideration  to  the  very  important  suggestions  and 
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recommendations  contained  therein.  Especially  do  we  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  work  laid  out  for  the  Legislative  Committee,  and  it  will  take 
hard  and  constant  work  on  their  part  to  accomplish  anything. 

We  think  that  this  body  should  let  its  committee  know  in  no  uncer- 
tain terms  what  is  expected  of  them  and  urge  upon  them  the  necessity 
of  going  to  work  at  once  and  we  hope  there  will  be  a  full  discussion  of 
the  different  topics  mentioned.  We  cannot  call  your  attention  to  any  one 
thing  more  than  another,  as  all  of  them  are  of  vital  interest  to  us;  take 
the  schools,  there  are  good  school  laws  and  some  that  would  be  better 
amended  or  wiped  from  the  statutes  entirely,  and  we  agree  with  the 
Master  when  he  advocates  two  farmers  from  each  county  conferring 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  see  if  they  cannot  agree  on  a  policy 
that  will  be  for  the  good  of  all. 

We  are  all  very  much  interested  in  the  grade  crossing  question,  both 
as  to  our  own  lives  and  to  our  property  while  on  the  road,  and  there  is 
room  for  discussion  for  the  best  thing  to  advocate,  the  unsightly,  danger- 
ous-to-go-over hump  that  eliminates  all  danger  as  to  being  killed  by  the 
cars,  that  makes  it  very  bad  for  heavily  loaded  vehicles  to  pass  over,  or 
the  safety  gate  or  alarm. 

Our  highways  are  a  burning  question  in  more  ways  than  one,  and 
we  trust  you  will  find  some  way  to  keep  our  roads  already  built  in  repair, 
put  the  roads  other  than  the  main  arteries  in  such  condition  that  the 
great  majority  may  have  a  way  to  get  on  the  main  line  and  provide  a 
satisfactory  law  that  will  enable  the  different  municipalities  to  keep 
them  in  repair. 

As  to  taxation,  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  State  Grange  no  doubt  have  the  matters  well  in  hand  and  we 
earnestly  hope  they  will  convince  the  law  makers  that  when  they  create 
new  offices  and  raise  salaries  and  otherwise  burden  a  municipality  against 
their  will,  they  must  also  provide  a  way  to  meet  the  extra  expense, 
especially  when  there  is  on  the  statute  books  at  the  present  time  the 
Hillery  Act,  which  forbids  any  county  having  a  tax  exceeding  50  cents, 
which  for  an  agricultural  county  is  not  enough  to  meet  ordinary  expense. 

We  also  heartily  endorse  the  Worthy  Master  on  his  stand  as  to  the 
constitutional  convention,  the  meeting  with  the  State  societies,  the  dem- 
onstration farms,  the  National  Grange  Monthly,  and  the  looking  after 
the  weaker  Granges  by  the  stronger  ones  and  County  Deputies,  and  we 
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urge  you  assembled  here  to-day  to  take  up  these  matters  and  discuss 
them  fully  and  freely  and  decide  which  is  the  best,  not  for  one  but  for 
all.

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Public  Highways  fully  realize  the  importance  of 
the  road  question  in  New  Jersey. 

We  believe  that  the  main  thoroughfares  should  as  far  as  practicable  be 
built  and  maintained  by  State  and  Federal  aid,  assisted  by  the  Automobile 
License  Fund  as  now  provided. 

We  also  realize  by  reason  of  New  Jersey's  geographical  situation 
that  her  highways  are  damaged  more  by  non-resident  cars,  who  pay  prac- 
tically nothing  for  their  maintainance,  than  by  resident  cars.  The  com- 
mittee believes  that  foreign  cars  should  pay  their  just  proportion  toward 
same. 

Your  committtee  appreciates  the  fact  that  they  can  do  very  little  in 
themselves  in  moulding  the  highway  and  automobile  laws  of  New  Jersey. 
We  realize,  however,  that  back  of  the  State  Grange  various  committees 
there  is  an  influence  of  over  16,000  members  ready  to  assist  in  these 
highly  important  matters.  We  highly  appreciate  the  efforts  of  our  Worthy 
Master  in  the  New  Jersey  Senate  in  behalf  of  legislation  tending  toward 
better  highways. 

The  committee  also  commend  the  action  taken  by  the  National  Grange 
in  using  every  effort  in  securing  Federal  aid  for  public  highways.  We 
recommend  that  each  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange  in  New  Jersey 
have  a  committee  on  public  highways,  to  assist  with  this  most  important 
matter.  We  also  suggest  that  particular  attention  be  given  to  maintain- 
ance as  well  as  construction.  Improved  highways  mean  more  money  for 
the  farmer,  cheaper  living  for  the  consumer,  and  more  pleasure  trips  for 
everyone  and  also  appeal  to  the  pride  of  every  good  citizen.    Money  used 
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wisely  on  improved  roads  will  benefit  the  whole  people  more  than  if  spent 

in  many  other  ways.

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The  Committee  on  Farm  Labor  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FARM  LABOR 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

To  procure  competent  farm  labor,  at  the  present  time,  is  the  hardest 
question  the  average  farmer  has  to  solve.  A  few  years  ago  most  farmers 
hired  their  help  by  the  month  for  the  period  of  nine  months  or  one 
year,  and  generally  speaking  it  was  not  difficult  to  secure  competent  help 
that  would  stay  the  entire  season.  It  has  come  to  our  observation  of  later 
years  that  a  good,  competent  farmhand  soon  secures  a  farm  to  work  on 
shares.  If  he  is  a  single  man,  there  is  always  some  farmer  that  is  tired 
of  this  burdensome  question  of  getting  farm  labor,  and  will  give  the 
competent  farmhand  one-third  and  stock  the  farm,  and  again  if  he  is  a 
married  man  and  thoroughly  competent  he  will  generally  find  some 
farmer  ready  to  help  him  stock  the  farm,  and  he  will  farm  it  for  one-half. 
To  our  minds  one  of  the  partial  solutions  of  this  great  question  is  to  get 
the  boys  personally  interested  in  the  growing  of  some  crop,  give  them 
the  net  proceeds  of  a  certain  plot  of  ground,  and  if  an  opportunity 
affords  them,  get  them  to  enter  a  corn  growing  contest,  and  thus  incul- 
cate into  the  young  mind  a  desire  for  agricultural  pursuits.  And  again, 
notwithstanding  all  the  up-to-date  machinery  we  have  for  labor  saving, 
New  Jersey  spent  fifteen  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars  for  farm  labor 
during  the  past  year.  Most  of  us  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  present  farm  labor  are  addicted  to  strong  drink,  and  thus 
their  stability  is  very  uncertain.  And  now  with  the  employers'  liability 
act  in  force,  we  are  liable  for  any  accident  to  this  class  of  labor,  and 
inasmuch  as  this  liability  law  is  a  heavy  burden  on  the  average  small 
farmer  whose  help  might  get  hurt,  this  committee  would  recommend  that 
this  State  Grange  put  forth  some  effort  to  secure  legislative  laws  whereby 
it  will  be  possible  and  legal  to  co-operate  in  a  mutual  insurance  against 
accident  for  our  farm  labor.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  is  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
fostering  and  upbuilding  of  this  most  important  industry. 

We,  as  tillers  of  the  soil,  feel  it  our  respective  duty  to  feed  this  vast 
population  within  our  borders  which  is  increasing  rapidly  year  by  year; 
in  order  to  do  this  we  must  increase  the  amount  of  produce  on  our  farms, 
which  means  more  farmers  and  better  farmers. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  agriculture  has  advanced  steadily,  but  as 
yet  it  is  only  in  its  infancy  as  to  what  might  be  accomplished  by  studying 
the  character  of  the  soil  and  nature  of  kind  of  crops  desired. 

We  have  at  this  time  agriculture  trains  travelling  over  our  State 
with  accomplished  men  delivering  able  addresses  on  scientific  agriculture 
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which  has  proven  very  beneficial  to  the  average  farmer.  Not  only  have 
we  had  this  advantage,  but  also  have  held  institutes  and  agricultural 
meetings  throughout  the  State,  bringing  to  the  minds  of  the  people  the 
importance  of  knowing  the  character  of  the  soil,  and  the  one  most  im- 
portant the  selection  of  good  seed  to  bring  about  the  very  best  results. 
This  past  year  several  potato  and  corn  growing  clubs  have  been  organized 
through  the  State,  and  much  interest  has  been  taken  in  these  contests.  Not 
only  has  the  adult  farmer  become  enthusiastic  over  the  matter,  but  the 
sons  of  the  farmer,  the  school  boys  as  well,  have  entered  the  contest 
and  have  won  prizes  which  has  proved  very  encouraging  to  the  boy. 

Therefore,  we  as  a  Committee  recommend  that  agriculture  be  taught 
in  our  public  schools  in  connection  with  school  work  or  in  the  rural 
districts  for  at  least  three  months  in  the  year.  We  feel  that  this  would 
give  the  farmer  boy  with  limited  means  an  advantage  of  a  short  course 
in  agriculture  which  he  is  now  being  deprived  of.  After  we  have  accom- 
plished this  and  our  boys  and  girls  become  interested  in  the  growing 
of  crops,  we  will  have  no  trouble  in  keeping  the  boys  on  the  farm;  we  are 
quite  sure  that  the  girls  will  also  remain.

Whereas,  Many  tests  have  been  made  by  our  Experiment  Station 
of  seed  sold  by  large  and  small  seed  houses,  with  the  result  that  con- 
siderable foreign  matter  as  well  as  disastrous  weed  seed  have  been  found 
in  the  so-called  pure  seed; 

Whereas,  Other  seed  tested  when  the  dealer  guaranteed  his  stock, 
revealed  the  fact  that  his  seed  was  old  and  his  custom  was  to  mix  the  left 
over  seed  from  last  year  with  his  fresh  and  tested  seed,  showing  37  per 
cent,  germination; 

Whereas,  Our  tillers  of  the  soil  have  been  compelled  to  go  on  the 
open  market  and  without  a  guide  purchase  their  seed,  plant  it  and  wait 
for  the  little  germs  to  spring  into  life  when  their  lives  have  become 
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extinct  by  age  and  improper  storage,  and  a  large  percentage  of  those  that 
germinated  were  infernal  weed  seed; 

Whereas,  We,  the  tillers  of  New  Jersey,  have  expended  thousands 
of  dollars,  a  large  percentage  of  which  was  to  buy  trouble  and  lessen  the 
area  to  produce  staple  goods;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  State  Grange,  favor  the  adop- 
tion and  putting  into  force  laws  compelling  all  seed  dealers  to  stamp  the 
guaranteed  tests  on  the  outside  of  envelopes,  packets,  packages,  boxes, 
bags,  sacks  or  any  other  receptacles  containing  seed,  bearing  first —

Education  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  our  order 
is  established,  and  the  Grange  stands  for  education  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word. 

We  believe  that  the  training  of  our  children  along  educational  lines 
is  apt  to  be  successful  in  the  proportion  that  it  is  adapted  to  real  con- 
ditions, and  it  is  our  constant  aim  to  so  train  them,  with  these  conditions 
in  view. 

At  this  day  and  time  more  attention  is  being  given  to  those  studies 
which  train  the  students  for  the  particular  vocations  that  they  contemplate 
taking  up  as  a  means  of  livelihood. 

One  of  the  weak  points  in  our  public  school  system  has  been,  that 
while  it  trains  the  scholar  for  professions  that  probably  less  than  twenty 
per  cent,  of  them  will  take  up  as  a  means  of  livelihood,  yet  the  other

eighty  per  cent,  have  practically  no  training  that  they  can  apply  in  their 
daily  pursuits. 

However,  we  are  much  encouraged  from  the  fact  that,  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  our  organization,  the  educators  of  our  country  are  endeavor- 
ing to  overcome  this  defect  in  a  measure  by  establishing  a  course  of 
studies  which  will  open  the  door  of  opportunity  to  our  boys  and  girls 
whose  lots  are  cast  amid  the  agricultural  and  art  workers  of  our  nation. 

One  of  the  crying  needs  of  our  school  system  is  efficiency,  more 
efficiency  in  our  teachers,  our  courses  of  study,  in  our  State  and  County 
officials  and  last  but  not  least  in  our  local  Boards  of  Education,  who, 
as  many  of  us  who  have  the  education  and  welfare  of  our  children  at 
stake  realize,  are  too  often  chosen  not  for  their  ability  to  serve  as  rep- 
resentative citizens  of  their  respective  communities,  but  for  their  polit- 
ical views  and  activities. 

We  wish  to  dwell  on  the  subject  of  primary  grades  in  our  rural 
schools,  as  in  these  grades,  especially,  is  the  need  of  efficiency  apparent, 
as  we  feel  that  impressions  on  the  mind  at  this  period  is  the  foundation 
upon  which  we  build,  not  only  the  education  but  what  is  of  more  im- 
portance, the  character  of  the  child. 

We  realize  that  the  rural  school  problem,  with  its  varying  conditions, 
is  rather  a  difficult  one  to  solve,  especially  in  remote  districts.  And  our 
school  laws  should  be  flexible  enough  to  allow  the  application  of  such 
to  these  varying  conditions. 

We  feel  that  in  view  of  the  criticism  of  our  State  Board  of  Education, 
that  something  should  be  mentioned  along  this  line,  and  we  realize  that 
it  is  much  easier  to  criticise  than  to  suggest  the  proper  remedy.  We 
believe  no  one  would  undertake  to  deny  that  our  State  officials  have  made 
great  progress  in  improving  our  public  school  system,  and  we  feel  that 
we  should  co-operate  with,  rather  than  antagonize  our  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  to  that  end  we  submit  the  following  resolution.

It  is  rated  by  visitors  as  being  the  next  to  the  largest  and  best 
equipped  Grange  Hall  in  our  good  old  Monmouth  County. 

Our  Annual  Harvest  Home,  which  we  take  great  pride  in,  held  on 
the  28th  of  August,  was  as  usual  a  grand  success,  netting  us  three  hundred 
dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($300.56). 

People  from  all  parts  of  the  State  and  neighboring  States  were  pres- 
ent to  testify  to  its  being  the  best  they  had  ever  attended.  Among  the 
many  social  amusements  that  our  Lecturer  has  planned  for  us,  we  have 
been  favored  with  addresses  of  interest  by  prominent  agriculturists.  The 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Monmouth  County  and  the  Churches  of  Allentown  are 
going  to  co-operate  with  us  during  the  winter  and  give  lectures  on  agri- 
cultural topics. 

Our  Legislative  Committee  has  taken  an  active  part  in  all  legislative 
proceedings  that  were  to  the  interest  and  the  upbuilding  of  rural  con- 
ditions. 

Owing  to  the  many  co-operating  concerns  that  surround  us,  we  are 
unable  to  go  on  record  as  being  an  order  of  a  large  business  success, 
but  nearly  every  member  has  seemingly  remembered  that  little  poem 
taught  in  our  country  schools: 

"We  are  but  minutes,  use  us  well, 

For  how  we  are  used,  we  must  some  day  tell, 

Who  uses  minutes,  has  hours  to  use; 

But  who  loses  minutes,  whole  years  must  lose."

MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members,  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Another  year  has  passed  since  we  last  met.  We  are  now  assembled  in 
Forty-second  Annual  Session  as  representatives  of  the  great  agricultural 
industry  of  our  State,  an  industry  that  has  been  first  and  foremost  through- 
out all  ages,  an  industry  that  is  indispensable  to  the  daily  living  of  man- 
kind and  the  successful  conduct  of  all  commercial  enterprise.  It  is  there- 
fore with  great  pleasure  indeed  that  I  welcome  you  as  representatives  of 
the  world's  most  important  of  all  industries. 

You  are  to  be  congratulated  on  being  a  part  of  an  Order  which  rests 
upon  a  foundation  whose  depth,  solidity  and  permanency  assures  it  of 
freedom  from  attack  and  destruction,  a  foundation  that  will  firmly  support 
this  great  structure  that  we  are  building. 

We  stand  between  mother  earth  and  the  millions  to  be  fed,  we  stand 
between  the  farmer  and  equity  in  legislation;  upon  us  rests  grave  respon- 
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sibilities,  the  realization  of  which  brings  us  to  the  thought  that  in  this  ses- 
sion we  are  to  deliberate  honestly,  soberly  and  sincerely,  bound  by  that 
silken  cord  of  fraternity  which  actuates  us  toward  good  for  all  and  harm 
to  none. 

LECTURERS'  WORK. 

It  is  my  desire  that  at  this  session  more  time  be  devoted  to  the 
importance  of  the  duties  of  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Lecturers.  Upon 
this  department  we  are  largely  dependent  for  the  success  of  our  stated 
meetings.  Lecturers  who  are  thoroughly  qualified  and  at  all  times  alive 
to  the  importance  of  their  duties  are  essential  to  the  success  of  each  Grange 
in  the  State.  To  them  the  Master's  success  or  failure  is  largely  due. 
There  should  be  a  spirit  of  close  cooperation  from  which  individual  glory 
be  absolutely  eliminated  and  the  upbuilding  and  strengthening  of  the 
Grange  only  considered.  The  year's  work  should  be  planned  with  a  view 
to  making  each  meeting  night  one  to  be  looked  forward  to.  I  strongly 
urge  the  use  of  printed  programs  arranged  quarterly  in  advance  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  each  member  of  your  Grange.  These  programs  should 
include  the  topics  endorsed  by  the  National  Grange,  and  your  local  prob- 
lems as  they  apply  to  schools,  roads,  agriculture,  and  the  home;  to  avoid 
monotony  there  should  be  included  social  and  entertainment  features. 
Make  the  field  a  broad  one,  bring  into  active  work  all  elements  of  your 
Grange,  young  and  old;  give  them  a  part  in  making  the  Grange  a  success 
and  at  the  same  time  develop  your  heretofore  undiscovered  talents. 

The  National  Grange  at  the  session  just  closed  approved  of  the  printed 
program  plan  including  a  number  of  topics  recommended  by  the  National 
Lecturer.  With  reference  to  Pomona  Lecturers  permit  me  to  quote  from 
my  report  to  National  Grange: 

"In  the  Pomona  Granges  the  Lecturer's  field  differs  from  the  Subordi- 
nate inasmuch  as  the  program  must  deal  with  districts  composed  of  the 
smaller  units.  Here  we  should  give  the  broader  topics  more  consideration 
and  place  the  responsibility  of  their  proper  discussion  in  the  hands  of  the 
members  whose  ability  has  attained  a  high  degree  of  perfection.  It  fre- 
quently happens  that  Pomona  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  great 
care  should  be  exercised  in  the  arrangement  of  program  that  there  should 
be  no  opportunity  for  criticism  on  the  part  of  invited  guests.  Make  these 
meetings  of  sufficient  force  and  character  to  awaken  an  interest  among  the 
people  in  whose  town  the  meeting  is  held." 
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Therefore  I  wish  to  urge  most  strongly  that  Lecturers  during  the 
coming  year  take  full  cognizance  of  their  responsibility  and  endeavor  to 
make  it  a  year  of  great  accomplishments. 

NATIONAL  GRANGE  MONTHLY. 

This  important  asset  of  Grange  influence,  I  fear,  is  too  often  over- 
looked by  the  majority  of  our  membership.  Owned  and  fostered  by  the 
National  Grange  it  is  issued  each  month  brim  full  of  new  and  practical 
suggestions  that  are  invaluable  to  the  individual  members  of  our  Order. 
In  addition  to  this,  it  is  laden  with  news  items  of  Granges  throughout  the 
entire  jurisdiction. 

We  should  give  it  every  possible  aid  and  I  would  respectfully  urge  that 
those  of  our  members  who  are  not  readers  of  its  columns  show  their 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  National  Grange  to  give  its  members  a 
strictly  Grange  paper,  by  largely  increased  subscriptions  from  this  State. 

NATIONAL  GRANGE. 
The  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange,  held  in  the  city  of  Wil- 
mington, at  which  so  many  patrons  of  New  Jersey  attended,  was  a  marked 
change  from  what  it  has  been  in  the  past  five  years.  Much  of  the  agitation 
that  We  have  been  confronted  with  is  fast  fading  away,  which  is  as  it  should 
be.  In  fact,  in  all  legislative  bodies  the  pendulum  is  fast  swinging  back  to 
safety  first. 

I  am  glad  to  report  this  spirit  at  the  recent  session  of  the  National 
Grange  just  closed;  many  of  the  radical  measures  heretofore  introduced 
were  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  and  most  of  those  that  did  appear  were 
promptly  turned  down.  Thus  proving  that  the  National  Grange  believes 
in  justice,  fairness  and  equity  in  all  its  deliberations  and  activities.  As  an 
organization  it  has  from  its  inception  been  a  great  moulder  of  sentiment 
for  the  rural  people  to  follow.  We  still  believe  that  a  just  and  settled 
public  opinion  is,  as  the  President  has  recently  said,  the  mistress  of  the 
world,  and  we  must  recognize  that  the  permanency  of  our  free  institutions 
depends  upon  the  support  of  a  sound  public  opinion,  not  the  fleeting  caprice 
of  popular  excitement  and  passion,  but  the  settled,  sober  public  opinions, 
which  come  from  the  crucible  of  popular  debate  and  discussion.  It  is  this 
sober  second  thought,  and  not  every  recorded  vote  of  a  temporary  major- 
ity, that  truly  represents  the  will  of  the  people,  and  that  ultimately  con- 
stitutes the  law  of  the  land.    As  an  organization  the  National  Grange  is  a 
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potent  factor  in  the  formation  of  this  ultimate  and  supreme  public  opinion. 

We  are  highly  organized  and  therefore  can  concentrate  the  thoughts  of 
many  minds  in  one  mould.  Our  influence  for  good  will  grow  as  the  years 
pass  by.,  but  only  so  far  as  we  adhere  to  the  guiding  principles  of  our  Order, 
during  the  first  successful  years  of  its  existence. 

CO-OPERATION. 

We  cannot  lay  too  much  stress  upon  its  importance.  We  should  make 
a  strict  application  of  its  principles  in  our  every-day  living,  to  our  family, 
neighbors  and  community.  Without  it  we  are  weak  indeed,  in  our  attempts 
to  secure  legislation  favorable  to  our  interests.  Without  it  our  churches, 
schools,  fraternities,  yes  Governments,  would  crumble. 

Apply  it  to  the  purchase  of  farm  necessities  and  to  the  sale  of  our  farm 
produce.  While  dwelling  on  this  subject  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you  the 
one  great  undeniable  fact,  namely:  That  by  cooperation  we  can  more 
quickly  attain  the  goal  of  confidence  sought  by,  and  essential  to  each  and 
every  one  of  us  before  we  can  be  assured  of  success  in  sny  undertaking. 

At  this  session  we  should  positively  reaffirm  all  former  pledges,  look- 
ing toward  genuine  cooperation  throughout  the  entire  field  of  Grange  activ- 
ity. From  the  fraternal  ties  that  bind  us  there  should  emanate  a  true  spirit 
of  cooperation;  the  observance  of  which  should  be  voluntary  in  every 
respect. 

The  practice  of  this  principle  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  our 
organization.  It  tends  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  individual 
member,  strengthen  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges,  aid  the  local 
community  business  interests,  strengthen  financial  standing,  aid  in  the 
marketing  of  products,  particularly  when  properly  packed,  and  in  many 
other  directions  cooperation  becomes  a  strong  and  mighty  fortress  behind 
whose  barriers  we  can  safely  resist  attack. 

FIELD  MEETINGS. 
We  should  not  by  any  means  neglect  our  opportunities  for  disseminat- 
ing Grange  doctrine  through  the  medium  of  Field  Meetings.  With  each 
succeeding  year  we  are  more  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  vast  influence  and 
usefulness  of  these  meetings.  They  dignify  the  Order  and  promote  it  to 
a  higher  plane  in  the  estimation  of  commercial  interests  and  non-members. 
To  make  these  meetings  successful  give  them  wide  publicity,  secure  speak- 
ers who  will  interest  your  community  as  a  whole,  appoint  wide-awake 
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committees  who  will  spare  no  effort  toward  getting  the  people  to  attend. 
Plan  each  detail  carefully  and  I  am  sure  you  will  witness  wonderful  devel- 
opments in  this  field  of  endeavor. 

Our  State  is  becoming  famous  for  the  many  successful  meetings  already 
conducted  and  those  who  are  responsible  for  their  being  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated. 

May  we  meet  in  1915  with  a  report  of  greater  and  better  Field  Meetings 
than  ever. 

WOMAN'S  SUFFRAGE. 

The  Master  of  the  State  Grange  assumes  the  responsibility  for  the 
plank  in  the  party  platform  of  which  he  is  a  member,  recommending  that 
this  question  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  By  this  method  the 
decision  of  the  question  will  be  properly  placed  and  its  result,  whether  for 
or  against,  should  be  accepted  as  the  will  of  the  Commonwealth. 

LOCAL  OPTION. 

Founded  upon  principles  of  purity  and  morality  the  State  Grange 
would  be  remiss  in  its  duties  toward  its  members  and  fellowmen  if  it  failed 
to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic.  I  believe  that  the  question 
should  be  handled  on  a  basis  whereby  each  man  should  have  the  right  by 
ballot  to  declare  for  or  against  liquor  in  their  respective  communities,  and 
I  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  organization  cooperate  with  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  of  New  Jersey  in  its  efforts  to  obtain  local  option 
legislation. 

I  firmly  believe  this  to  be  the  most  equitable  solution  of  the  whole 
problem,  and  thoroughly  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  Home  Rule,  as  advo- 
cated and  demanded  by  this  organization. 

MOVING  DAY  SUGGESTION. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  opinion  among  many  farmers,  and  a 
large  number  of  those  who  are  interested  in  farms,  that  the  time  has 
arrived  for  the  changing  of  all  leases  on  farms  from  the  25th  day  of  March, 
which  has  been  commonly  known  as  moving  day,  to  either  the  first  day  of 
January  or  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  February.  Many  reasons  may  be 
given  for  such  a  change.  In  the  first  place  March  is  not  a  very  pleasant 
month  to  move  a  family,  subjecting  women  and  children  to  cold  windy 
weather  as  a  general  rule.    Secondly,  the  mode  of  farming  has  materially 
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changed  in  the  last  ten  years,  so  that  now  our  farmers,  as  a  rule,  are  at 
work  with  their  hot  beds  a  month  or  two  earlier  than  formerly. 

This  change  would  facilitate  matters  so  that  the  early  work  could  be 
performed  on  the  farm  for  .early  crops  and  there  is  plenty  of  it  to  be  done, 
taking  into  consideration  the  early  plowing,  handling  of  manure  and  fer- 
tilizer, getting  the  hot  beds  in  shape  for  early  cabbage,  tomatoes,  egg 
plants,  peppers,  and  sweet  potatoes,  which  works  many  hardships  on  farm- 
ers about  to  change  location,  particularly  when  the  new  and  old  farm  are 
several  miles  apart. 

January  first  is  moving  day  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  which  should  be 
the  proper  time  in  New  Jersey.  Many  owners  of  farms  are  already  dating 
their  leases  January  first,  or  making  provisions  in  their  lease  by  which,  in 
the  event  of  change  of  tenants,  the  lease  will  expire  before  the  25th  day  of 
March  under  certain  provisions. 

We  all  realize  that  there  are  hardships  the  changes  would  work  on  a 
farmer  having  to  give  up  a  farm  in  January  or  February,  and  not  be  able 
to  move  on  another  farm  before  March  25,  the  old  worn-out  moving  day. 
The  whole  change  should  be  made  by  some  law  or  custom  all  over  the  State 
or,  at  least,  in  such  counties  of  the  State  that  are  adapted  for  the  growing 
of  produce  and  where  same  is  largely  grown. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  body  is  the  proper  organization  to  take  this 
matter  up  and  give  it  careful  consideration  at  this  session.  And  I  feel  sure 
by  the  great  influence  we  have  over  such  matters  in  the  State  pertaining  to 
up-to-date  methods  in  farming,  the  change  could  be  made  in  the  year  of 
1916  on  all  new  leases,  giving  possession  of  farms  by  the  first  of  January. 

The  strongest  reason  the  change  should  be  made  is  the  fact  that  every 
farmer  or  farm  owner  is  in  favor  of  same,  and  in  my  opinion  we  should 
name  a  committee  in  each  county  to  formulate  plans  for  bringing  about 
such  a  change. 

EDUCATION. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  witnessed  a  genuine  cooperation  between 
State  School  Authorities  and  State  Grange.  Your  Conference  Committee, 
appointed  at  the  1913  Session,  has  held  highly  satisfactory  meetings  with 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  with  the  result  that  many  misunderstandings 
heretofore  existing  have  been  corrected,  and  the  old  spirit  of  antagonism 
transformed  to  one  of  friendliness.  Practical  men  met  on  a  level  plane,  each 
looking  forward  to  a  bettering  of  conditions  in  our  schools  and  a  proper 
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safeguarding  of  the  interests  of  our  children.  The  differences  were  from  a 
viewpoint  only  and  in  most  cases  were  mutually  adjusted.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  this  committee  be  continued  during  the  coming  year  in  order  that 
there  be  no  interruption  in  the  relationship .  existing  or  completion  of 
improvements  contemplated. 

We  should  be  exceedingly  careful  to  withhold  criticism  and  condemna- 
tion until  after  investigation  and  not  permit  the  name  of  the  Grange  to  be 
used  in  the  furthering  of  any  schemes  in  connection  with  our  school  system. 
All  sorts  of  schemes  are  abroad  in  the  State,  one  of  which  would  seek 
to  bring  our  schools  into  the  realm  of  partisan  politics.  This  we  must  not 
only  guard  against  but  exert  every  influence  to  completely  rout  any  and  all 
attempts  made  in  this  direction. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  law  was  enacted  permitting 
School  Boards  to  form  a  Federation.  This  will  promote  united  action 
throughout  the  State  in  connection  with  the  Local  Board  and  the  State 
Boards.    Its  formation  is  commendable  and  deserving  of  our  loyal  support. 

We  must  ever  remember  that  the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  our  public 
schools  is  an  educational  feature  of  vast  importance  to  the  entire  citizenship 
of  our  State.  I  do  not  advocate  teaching  students  how  to  cultivate  the 
soil,  grow  crops  or  feed  stock,  but  something  of  the  composition  of  soils, 
the  nature  of  rock  formations  that  finally  make  soil  and  the  growth  of 
vegetable  and  animal  life.  It  is  well  for  the  mental  development  of  the 
child  that  the  origin,  composition  and  uses  of  the  objects  by  the  roadside 
between  its  home  and  the  school  house  be  understood,  and  far  better  for 
its  success  in  life  than  to  be  taught  the  heights  of  mountains  that  will  never 
be  seen  or  the  intricate  problems  in  the  higher  mathematics  or  the  dead 
languages.  Whatever  the  occupation  or  profession  of  the  child  in  after 
life  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  him  or  her  to  know  something  about  the 
common  things  of  life  with  which  he  comes  in  contact  every  day.  It  will 
strengthen  his  interest  in  the  soil  and  the  occupations  connected  therewith. 

HIGHWAYS. 

We  find  the  importance  of  the  Highway  Question  increasing  by  leaps 
and  bounds,  and  while  the  conditions  are  vastly  improved  as  compared  with 
a  few  years  ago,  we  are  still  groping  in  the  dark  as  to  the  adoption  of  any 
method  that  will  secure  to  us  roads  that  are  permanent. 

The  vast  expenditures  of  our  State  roads  in  the  building  and  main- 
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tenance  are  now  a  matter  of  legislative  investigation.  There  seems  to  be  a 
belief  that  much  work  done,  and  even  that  planned  is  largely  experimental, 
and  until  such  time  as  we  have  a  fixed  basis  to  work  on  it  would  seem,  out 
of  place  for  us  to  make  specific  recommendations  at  this  time.  We  would, 
therefore  suggest  that  you  cooperate  with  the  National  Grange  in  demand- 
ing that — 

W  hereas,  The  Grange  has  been  the  pioneer  in  the  good  roads  move- 
ment and  National  aid  for  same,  and  as  the  sentiment  for  good  roads  is 
practically  universal,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  great  danger  of  this  sentiment  being  diverted 
toward  the  construction  of  scenic  highways  and  boulevards  for  the  benefit 
of  tourists  and  pleasure  seekers,  rather  than  for  the  business  interests  of 
the  general  public,  and 

Whereas,  The  roads  needed  first  are  those  which  put  the  farmer  in 
close  touch  with  the  trading  centers  and  enable  the  producer  and  consumer 
to  reach  each  other  quickly,  inexpensively  and  easily,  and  save  the  farmer 
much  money  in  the  cost  of  haulage  and  which  enable  the  consumer  to 
receive  a  share  of  the  benefits,  and 

Whereas,  The  more  economical  and  more  expeditious  transportation 
of  the  products  of  the  farm  to  the  consumer  would  reduce  the  cost  of  living 
and  be  of  equal  benefit  to  both  consumer  and  producer,  and 

Whereas,  While  the  scenic  road  advertises  the  State,  the  interior  high- 
way develops  its  resources,  the  former  are  desirable  when  they  can  be 
afforded,  but  the  latter  are  indispensable,  and 

Whereas,  Business  roads  are  the  chief  concern  of  the  Grange,  and 
we  insist  that  their  construction,  maintenance  and  control  shall  be  kept 
within  the  smallest  possible  unit  of  population  or  area  consistent  with  the 
highest  efficiency  of  administration  in  order  that  the  money  appropriated 
shall  be  spent  close  to  people  most  directly  concerned;  there  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  National  Grange  in  this  Forty-eighth  Annual  Ses- 
sion, that  the  old  adage  "Business  before  pleasure"  is  especially  true  in 
regard  to  the  location  and  construction  of  public  highways;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  many  bonding  schemes  advanced 
by  those  seeking  touring  roads,  believing  that  the  pay-as-you-go  policy  is 
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far  more  business-like  in  road  building  whatever  may  be  the  unit  of  admin- 
istration, and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  roads  are  local  affairs  and  their  control  should  remain 
with  the  people  in  whose  midst  they  are  located,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  National  and  State  governments  may  provide  gen- 
eral standards  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  and  may  protect 
themselves  by  inspection,  and 

Resolved,  That  we  call  the  attention  of  all  our  people  to  the  grave 
danger  in  top-heavy  bureaucratic  control  of  road  administration  and  to  the 
fact  that  much  of  the  support  for  the  good  roads  comes  from  those  who  are 
more  anxious  to  build  roads  for  bonds  than  to  sell  bonds  for  roads;  and  be 
it  further  / 

Resolved,  That  legislative  committees  of  the  Grange,  both  National 
and  State,  are  urged  to  use  every  honorable  endeavor  to  secure  first,  busi- 
ness roads  that  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  both  producer  and  consumer. 

TAXATION. 

We  all  have  a  most  vivid  personal  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  tax- 
ation, in  so  far  as  it  applies  to  our  individual  payments,  but  to  ably  define 
the  term  is  a  much  more  difficult  problem. 

Many  great  minds  have  been  wrestling  with  this  perplexing  problem 
since  the  beginning  of  time,  and  it  seems  as  far  from  solution  as  ever, 
in  so  far  as  an  equal  and  just  distribution  of  the  burden  is  concerned. 

We  know  that  taxes  are  legal  in  the  levying  and  payment  of  same,  and 
on  the  present  basis  represent  the  individual  contribution  of  persons  and 
property  toward  the  maintenance  of  our  Government,  in  all  its  branches. 
We  are  dealing  with  the  most  complicated  of  the  world's  problems,  when 
viewed  from  all  of  its  ramifications. 

It  is  both  moral  and  fiscal,  subject  to  corruption,  when  it  should  be 
morality  itself.  It  is  subject  to  the  realm  of  politics,  forming  the  basis  of 
many  campaign  appeals  for  the  support  of  partisan  principals,  but  as  far 
as  experience  goes  none  have  arrived  at  a  solution  that  seems  wholly  just 
and  equitable.  It  is  a  question  which  effects  the  present  and  future  of  each 
and  every  man,  woman  and  child  of  the  Nation. 

That  taxation  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  enforcement  of  laws  and 
protection  of  life  and  property,  and  maintenance  of  Government,  no  honest 
man  wishes  to  deny.    But  since  this  is  conceded  we  should  strenuously 
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demand  that  every  possible  precaution  be  taken  to  secure  an  equality  of 
assessment  and  not  permit,  as  under  present  conditions,  certain  classes  of 
property  to  absolutely  escape  taxation.  We  know  that  property  valued  at 
millions  pays  virtually  no  tax  at  all,  while  the  farm,  which  is  a  fixture,  is 
invariably  taxed  for  its  real  value,  while  the  dodger  escapes. 

One  suggestion  that  would  largely  overcome  this  would  be  the  fixing  of 
a  uniform  date  of  assessment  in  each  State.  This  would  fasten  the  property 
where  found  and  prevent  the  overnight  transfers  of  parcels  that  now 
escape. .  We  have  many  and  varied  forms  of  taxes,  including  general  prop- 
erty, corporations,  franchise,  personal,  direct  inheritance,  collateral  inher- 
itance, income  and  last  but  not  least  a  war  tax;  the  latter  despite  the  fact 
that  we  are  told  that  the  Dove  of  Peace  hovers  over  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  United  States.  t 

These  are  actual  with  a  multitude  of  schemes  proposed  for  the  so- 
called  bettering  of  tax  conditions.  Among  these  we  find  the  single  tax 
theory.  This  is  presented  frequently,  but  often  from  opposing  viewpoints, 
by  its  warmest  advocates;  but  take  it  in  any  of  its  proposed  forms  it  cannot 
mean  other  than  an  added  hardship  to  the  farmer.  We  realize  that  this 
subject  is  too  complicated  for  an  adequate  discussion  in  this  address,  for 
the  possibility  of  reaching  definite  conclusions  is  remote,  but  we  would 
urge  that  the  Grange  be  on  the  alert  for  each  and  every  tax  measure 
proposed,  and  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  gather  its  offensive  or  defensive 
forces  for  the  protection  of  the  good,  or  annihilation  of  the  bad,  as  the  case 
mav  be. 

LEGISLATIVE  MATTERS. 
We  reaffirm  our  position  in  the  matter  of  economy  and  efficiency,  civil 
service,  irrigation  systems  for  farms,  election  laws,  State  normal  schools, 
equalization  of  tax  assessments,  grade  crossings,  woman's  suffrage,  home 
rule,  flexible  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  excess  condemnation  of 
lands,  public  roads,  conservation  of  potable  waters,  development  of  water 
ways,  inheritance  tax,  preservation  of  timber  land,  and  automobile  reci- 
procity. 

We  believe  these  to  be  questions  of  vital  interest  to  our  entire  citizen- 
ship, particularly  to  the  great  taxpaying  body  of  farmers  of  our  State. 
Ours  is  a  business  that  demands  constructive  legislation.  Upon  our 
shoulders  rest  grave  responsibilities  and  there  must  be  no  faltering  in  our 
action  on  these  questions.    The  time  for  makeshift  is  past.    We  must  take 
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a  proper  position  on  all  great  questions  affecting  the  State,  and  steadfastly 
advocate  the  enactment  of  laws  we  approve  and  strenuously  oppose  the 
enactment  of  all  laws  detrimental  to  our  interests.  I  have  called  your 
attention  to  some  of  the  issues  that  will  come  most  prominently  before  us 
this  winter,  at  the  coming  session  of  the  legislature,  and  your  hearty  coop- 
eration is  needed  in  their  just  solution.  We  should  know  why  our  agricul- 
tural appropriation  was  decreased  nearly  $200,000  last  year,  when  by  the 
same  influence  Judges  salaries  were  increased  approximately  $40,000. 

We  believe  that  agriculture  is  of  most  vital  importance  to  our  State 
and  therefore  must  receive  just  and  proper  legislative  consideration. 

IN   THE  STATE. 

We  have  progressed  steadily  during  the  past  year  actuated  by  the 
full  realization  of  the  broad  field  of  influence  of  our  Order.  We  are  wit- 
nessing the  effects  of  cooperation  in  a  broader  sense  in  so  far  as  it  applies 
to  our  relationship  with  church,  schools,  legislature  and  citizenship  gen- 
erally. Our  Pomona  and  Subordinate  bodies  are  aggressive  all  along  the 
line.  We  have  actively  participated  in  all  legislation  as  it  effects  the  agri- 
cultural interests  of  our  State.  We  have  been  courteous,  persistent,  firm 
and  unyielding  in  our  demands  for  just  and  equitable  laws  and  to  this 
method  we  can  largely  attribute  our  success. 

We  have  no  fault  to  find;  the  plans  laid  for  your  work  have  been  faith- 
fully and  loyally  followed  and  we  firmly  believe  that  each  of  you  have 
spared  no  effort  to  fortify  the  position  of  our  Order  in  its  every  department 
of  work. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

As  each  year  passes  we  are  constantly  reminded  of  the  work  of  the 
tireless  reaper,  Death.  Homes  have  been  invaded,  loved  ones  taken  and 
Grangers  bereft  of  valued  and  true  members.  Their  cheerful  words  and 
fraternal  handclasps  are  missed.  We  are  no  longer  cheered  by  their  kind 
words  of  encouragement  for  the  voice  is  forever  stilled. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  profit  by  the  example  set  before  us  of  good  lives 
well  spent,  ever  remembering  that  Divine  injunction  "Be  ye  also  ready"  for 
"man  cometh  forth  as  a  flower  and  is  cut  down." 

Among  others  we  mourn  the  loss  of  Past  Master  Edmund  Braddock 
and  Lydia  Coles,  wife  of  Past  Master  Richman  Coles,  who  were  associated 
with  the  struggles  incident  to  the  pioneer  work  of  Grange  Building  in  our 
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State,  and  Brother  A.  G.  Van  Xest,  a  member  of  the  State  Executive  Com- 
mittee, who  was  with  us  last  year. 

To  the  influence  of  their  work  and  devotion  to  the  principles  of  the 
Order  we  owe  much  of  our  present  success.  Theirs  was  a  useful  life,  full 
of  unselfish  devotion.    They  have  laid  down  their  labors  and  gone  Home. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

We  have  concluded  another  year's  work  as  Master  of  the  State  Grange, 
and  at  no  time  I  assure  you,. have  I  been  unmindful  of  the  confidence  im- 
posed in  me  and  the  honors  bestowed.  These  have  been  appreciated  most 
highly.'  Your  devotion  to  the  Order  has  ever  been  an  inspiration  to  me 
toward  greater  endeavor. 

As  an  Order  we  have  prospered  not  alone  in  membership  and  finance 
but  in  the  scope  of  our  influence.  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  coop- 
erate with  you  in  the  formulating  and  execution  of  plans  that  contributed 
toward  our  prosperity  and  happiness,  the  elevation  of  agriculture  and  soci- 
ety and  the  general  betterment  of  farm  environment.  Our  wonderful  and 
substantial  growth  is  a  monument  to  your  conception  and  application  of  the 
principles  of  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry. 

Throughout  these  years  our  work  has  been  made  pleasant  and  more 
easy  of  accomplishment  by  the  spirit  of  fraternal  love,  courtesy  and  loyal 
support  rendered  by  the  members.  Strife  and  fraternal  differences  have  had 
no  place  in  our  midst,  in  fact,  cannot  exist  where  there  is  a  constant  and 
earnest  desire  for  the  promotion  of  principles  such  as  we  espouse. 

Xo  individual  merit  is  claimed  for  the  gratifying  success  of  our  Order; 
it  has  been  due  to  united  effort.  To  this  alone  we  owe  our  past  success, 
and  upon  it  absolutely  depends  our  future.

LECTURER'S  REPORT. 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

I  find  the  educational  department  of  our  organization  is  taking  second 
place  to  none,  that  the  Lecturers  of  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  are 
endeavoring  to  educate  and  enlighten  the  members  along  various  lines,  with 
good  results. 

I  find  the  members  are  ever  ready  to  cooperate  and  assist  when  called 
upon  to  do  so,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  rare  cases,  where  Granges  have 
recently  .been  organized  and  the  members  do  not  know  what  is  required  of 
them.  This  problem,  I  believe,  will  be  overcome  when  once  understood, 
with  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

I  also  find  that  Pomona  Lectures  are  meeting  with  great  success  in 
their  quarterly  meeting  by  having  speakers  from  our  Experimental  Station 
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at  New  Brunswick.  They  are  glad  to  come  and  will  speak  on  most  any 
subject  required.    The  expense  is  very  small,  as  they  come  free  of  charge. 

Subordinate  Lecturers  are  meeting  with  a  degree  of  success  by  the 
exchange  of  programs  for  the  literary  hour.  This  lessens  the  labors  of  the 
Lecturer  and  gives  to  each  Grange  something  new  and  interesting. 

Our  field  meetings  during  the  past  year  have  been  largely  attended  and 
the  addresses  given  by  our  National  speakers  were  received  with  profit  to 
all  who  heard  them. 

I  was  unable  to  attend  many  of  our  field  meetings  the  past  year,  as  I 
received  calls  for  four  meetings  all  on  the  same  date.  This  would  not  occur 
if  the  committee  in  charge  would  confer  with  the  committees  in  adjoining 
counties  before  fixing  date  of  meeting. 

THE  PRESS. 

As  I  have  advised  many  times  before,  I  advise  again,  that  to  keep 
abreast  with  the  times  in  Grange  work  it  is  essential  that  we  have  the 
National  Grange  Monthly  a  regular  visitor  in  our  homes. 

I  would  also  advise  each  Subordinate  Grange  to  appoint  a  Press  Com- 
mittee to  report  Grange  news  to  county  papers,  as  the  majority  of  them 
have  space  for  Grange  news  and  are  glad  to  receive  it.  In  this  way  I 
believe  the  Grange  would  gain  popularity  at  small  expense. 

I  believe  there  are  very  few  of  us  that  are  as  proficient  in  ritualistic 
work  of  the  Order  as  we  should  be;  therefore,  I  would  recommend  that 
Pomona  and  Subordinate  Lecturers  familiarize  themselves  with  this  work, 
so  they  would  .be  able  to  exemplify  the  work  in  such  a  way  that  would  have 
a  tendency  to  instruct  the  members  and  increase  the  interest  along  this  line 
of  work,  which  would  be  a  benefit  to  all. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  new  year  lies  before  us.  If  our  lives  are  spared  we  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  make  it  fruitful  or  make  it  barren.  Patrons,  which  shall  it 
be?  There  will  be  great  opportunity  for  the  American  farmer,  far  greater 
than  in  the  past;  but  it  will  need  our  combined  efforts  with  all  the  power 
of  our  great  organization  back  of  us  to  make  it  profitable.

I  present  again  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary,  as  follows: 
The  past  year  has  .been  one  of  continued  prosperity  for  the  Order. 
Greater  activity  is  generally  reported. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  organization  of  one  new  Grange — Bargain- 
town,  No.  203,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  more  at  an  early  date. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  two  (2)  Granges — Pompton  Valley, 
No.  175,  and  Swartswood  Lake,  No.  176;  the  latter  being  one  of  our  weak 
Granges,  in  an  unfavorable  locality,  was  not  unexpected;  but  the  other,  No. 
175,  with  a  membership  of  73,  was  a  surprise  to  me  and  was  evidently  due 
to  a  lack  of  attendance,  entirely  the  fault  of  its  own  members. 

The  following  Granges  are  in  arrears  for  dues:  Nos.  12,  52,  73,  96, 
104,  105,  117,  I2i,  141,  169,  171,  178,  185,  189,  197. 

We  now  have  14  Pomona  Granges  in  the  State,  all  of  which  are  in 
excellent  condition,  with  a  membership  of  about  4,000. 

We  have  on  our  list  137  Subordinate  Granges  with  a  membership  of 
16,750. 

There  have  been  initiated  during  the  last  year  740  new  members.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  opportunity  which  has  come  to  each  of  us,  whether  improved  or 
not,  is  past,  and  the  record  of  another  Grange  year  is  made,  and  briefly  I 
desire  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  to  bring 
you  greeting  from  the  Patrons  of  Cape  May  County. 

The  past  year  in  some  respects  has  been  an  uneventful  one,  and  yet  our 
Granges  probably  have  never  exerted  a  greater  influence,  and  accom- 
plished more  along  certain  lines,  than  has  been  accomplished  during  the 
past  year;  the  persistent  and  united  efforts  of  our  patrons  has  been 
rewarded. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report  that  harmony  prevails,  and  that 
the  broad  mantle  of  Charity  has  surrounded  the  actions  of  our  patrons, 
which  is  indeed  satisfying. 

Most  of  the  seven  Granges  will  show  an  increase  in  membership,  as 
will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  different  masters. 

The  Pomona  Grange  grows  in  favor,  and  in  interest.  Twenty-eight 
new  members  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  The  different 
Granges  take  turns  in  entertaining  the  Pomona  Grange.  There  is  a  busi- 
ness and  also  a  session  in  which  the  Lecturer  provides  a  program  of  enter- 
tainment, usually  with  a  person  speaking  on  agriculture  or  along  educational 
lines.  Accepting  an  invitation  from  the  Stone  Harbor  Grange,  our  annual 
picnic  was  held  at  Stone  Harbor. 

The  members  of  Cape  May  Grange,  believing  that  it  would  be  to  the 
advantage  of  our  county,  if  it  had  a  Farm  Demonstrator,  appointed  Brother 
Joseph  Camp  as  Past  Master,  and  who  is  also  President  of  the  County 
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Board  of  Agriculture,  to  gather  information  how  to  proceed  to  procure  one. 
After  gaining  the  necessary  information  he  was  instructed  to  go  ahead  and 
make  every  effort  to  have  a  Farm  Demonstrator  appointed.  Backed  by  the 
united  efforts  of  the  several  Granges  and  other  agencies  a  petition  was 
presented  to  Brother  Agee,  who  has  charge  of  that  department,  requesting 
the  appointment  of  one. 

The  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders,  after  Prof.  Agee  had  explained 
matters  to  them,  passed  a  resolution  with  only  one  dissenting  vote,  agree- 
ing at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year  to  appropriate  money  to  pay  the 
salary  and  necessary  expenses  for  a  Farm  Demonstrator  and  told  Prof. 
Agee  to  procure  the  man. 

Some  of  the  Grangers  were  exhibitors  at  the  County  Fair,  and  the 
different  fruit  that  was  exhibited  by  them  was  said  to  be  the  finest  that 
was  ever  exhibited  in  South  Jersey.  The  treasuries  of  the  Granges  were 
enlarged  financially  by  the  prize  money  received,  as  the  prizes  offered 
amounted  to  $225. 

The  Granges  are  exerting  an  influence  for  good,  and  commands  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  those  outside  of  our  doors,  and  are  foremost  in 
advocating  and  carrying  out  those  principles  that  are  beneficial  to  humanity.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 
Greetings : 

Camden  County  has  a  report  similar  to  the  one  presented  last  year. 
Conditions  are  almost  the  same.  There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  interest  in 
Grange  work,  which  there  is  no  accounting  for.  To  me  it  seems  that 
more  thought  should  be  given  to  the  election  of  officers;  they  have  not 
attended  regularly  and  I  think  that  a  Grange  that  must  substitute  officers 
to  fill  its  chairs  is  liable  to  lack  the  interest  that  it  would  otherwise  have. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  Haddon  Grangers  visited  Blue 
Anchor  in  an  effort  to  .boost  their  Grange,  and  furnished  some  entertain- 
ment in  the  way  of  songs,  recitations,  etc. 

Held  a  two-day  Field  Meeting  at  Clementon  Park  in  August. 

The  fifth  degree  was  conferred  upon  a  class  at  a  special  meeting  held 
in  Berlin,  November  2. 

The  Pomona  meetings  are  interesting  and  full  of  socialbility,  if  they  do 
lack  the  faculty  for  transacting  the  business  that  some  other  counties  report. 
Our  county  numbers  686  members  in  good  standing.

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  on  behalf  of  District  No.  1,  Gloucester 
County. 

While  a  few  of  the  Granges  in  my  district  lack  a  little  interest,  the 
majority  are  pressing  forward,  some  making  good  lively  gains.  In  general 
I  feel  that  the  Granges  in  my  district  are  in  good  shape. 

Special  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  work  of  Lecturer  Sister  Ella 
Brown,  whose  efforts  and  method  of  entertaining  has  placed  Swedesboro 
Grange  in  a  high  rank. 

Committees  were  appointed  for  different  branches  of  entertainment, 
each  having  charge  of  the  same  at  different  meetings.  This  proved  very 
successful,  claiming  an  average  attendance  of  68  until  April  1. 

A  picnic  in  August,  a  sum  of  $15  given  to  the  High  School  Library 
and  a  fund  started  for  a  new  Grange  hall  are  actions  also  worth  mention- 
ing.   The  members  are  getting  very  much  enthused  over  the  meetings.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  again  assembled  in  annual  session 
to  give  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Granges  in  the  different  districts. 
While  no  new  Grange  has  been  organized,  and  my  report  cannot  be  made 
as  encouraging  as  I  should  like  to  make  it,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  all  the 
Granges  in  District  No.  2,  of  Hunterdon  County,  are  in  good,  healthy  con- 
dition. I  am  especially  pleased  to  note  the  growth  and  condition  of  King- 
wood  Grange,  No.  106.    During  the  past  year  they  have  initiated  eight, 
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and  they  now  have  a  class  awaiting  initiation.  They  have  added  a  new 
store  room  to  their  property,  and  are  now  doing  a  business  of  over  $200  a 
month. 

On  the  13th  of  May  the  officers  of  Sergeantsville  Grange  visited  King- 
wood  Grange  and  conferred  the  third  and  fourth  degrees  on  a  class  of  eight.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

As  Deputy  of  Mercer  County,  I  beg  to  report  that  the  Grange  is  hold- 
ing its  own.  All  of  the  nine  Subordinate  Granges  in  my  district  hold  regular 
meetings,  with  possibly  one  exception.  Although  the  attendance  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory. 
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Three  of  these  Granges  own  their  own  halls,  while  two  others  have 
halls  that  were  fitted  and  furnished  especially  for  them,  but  owned  by 
individual  members  of  the  Grange. 

Our  County  Board  of  Agriculture  has  become  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Worthy  Brother,  J.  T.  Allinson,  its 
president.  He  and  his  able  assistants  (nearly  all  from  among  our  Grange 
membership)  have  presented  many  instructive  lessons  to  the  farmers  of  the 
county. 

The  County  Farm  Bureau  has  also  done  good  work  along  experimental 
lines  and  also  in  promoting  corn  and  tomato  clubs  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

Our  Pomona  Grange  is  possibly  more  prosperous  than  ever  .before. 
The  attendance  at  our  last  meeting  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  the  county, 
but  I  wish  to  emphasize  that  it  is  not  in  the  Pomona  Grange,  it  is  not  in 
this  State  Grange,  but  in  Subordinate  Granges  where  the  future  destinies 
of  our  Order  lies,  and  I  trust  that  each  Patron  assembled  here  will  go  home 
realizing  that  the  Subordinate  Grange  must  be  advanced  if  we  hope  to 
maintain  the  high  standard  the  Grange  has  achieved.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Deputy  for  Monmouth  County  I  do 
not  think  the  success  in  Grange  work  in  Monmouth  County  has  been  so 
poor  that  I,  as  Deputy,  should  be  ashamed  to  report  the  progress  in  the 
county. 

All  Granges  are  active  and  holding  their  meetings  regularly. 

All  Secretaries  reporting  to  me,  as  all  reports  are  in  for  the  past  year's 
work,  and  their  reports  are  gratifying  to  me. 

We  cannot  report  any  new  Granges  the  past  year,  although  Millston 
Central,  No.  202,  was  not  completed  until  after  the  last  session  of  the  State 
Grange.  I  reported  it  in  my  last  report,  but  was  reported  to  the  State  Sec- 
retary afterwards.  This  was  organized  with  43  charter  members  and  has 
added  14  since.  Has  held  all  regular  meetings  and  are  conferring  the 
degree  in  fine  shape. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  256  Grange  meetings  held  and  new 
members  added  have  passed  the  100  mark.  On-seventh  of  the  gain  in  the 
State  is  in  our  county.  Allenwood,  No.  193,  has  the  lead  with  meetings, 
holding  24  regular  and  8  special  meetings.  They  meet  the  first  and  third 
Thursday  evenings. 

Manalapan,  No.  190,  leads  in  new  members,  19  being  received  during 
the  year. 

Olive  Branch,  No.  142,  dedicated  their  new  Grange  Hall  on  March  12, 
1914.  They  have  a  home  of  their  own  which  they  may  be  proud  of.  The 
hall  was  dedicated  by  Worthy  Master  Brother  Gaunt.  More  pride  is  taken 
in  the  initiation  work  and  I  have  been  called  to  instruct  them. 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  proper  to  close  without  giving  an  account  of 
my  stewardship  for  the  past  year.   I  have  been  called  upon  to  install  officers 
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in  eight  Granges.  Given  the  unwritten  work  ten  times.  Number  of  miles 
covered  over  900.    Attended  over  fifty  meetings  and  picnics. 

A  County  Grange  picnic  was  held  at  my  home  on  July  15,  when  mem- 
bers from  all  the  Granges  in  the  county  attended.  At  noon  they  spread  the 
lunches  upon  the  lawn  and  on  tables  that  were  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
while  others  ate  in  the  house.  In  the  afternoon  a  baseball  game  was  played 
in  the  field  in  front  of  the  lawn,  composed  of  members  of  nearly  all  the 
Granges.  Many  players  never  played  before  in  twenty  years.  The  most 
interesting  part  of  the  game  was  the  condition  of  some  of  the  players  next 
morning. 

Taking  the  work  accomplished  in  the  county,  it  is  not  asleep,  and  the 
members  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  as  a  county  will  soon  be  on  the  top 
rung  of  the  ladder  in  our  State.

Cassville  is  holding  its  own;  more  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  past 
year  than  before. 

Toms  River  Grange  is  alive  and  is  adding  to  its  membership.  This 
Grange  has  had  a  hard  struggle.  Its  first  Master  never  attended  the 
Grange  but  once  after  installed.  The  same  with  the  Lecturer;  but  due  to 
the  untiring  efforts  of  the  present  Master,  Brother  C.  W.  Huflicher,  who 
was  then  Overseer,  the  Grange  was  held  together.  The  past  year  the 
Grange  has  been  growing  rapidly  and  doing  considerable  business. 

Last  August  they  held  a  picnic  at  the  home  of  the  Worthy  Master,  C. 
W.  Huflicher.  A  good-sized  gathering  assembled,  but  would  have  been 
still  larger  had  it  not  rained  so  hard. 

Our  Worthy  Assistant  Steward,  C.  C.  Basley,  and  I  were  invited  to 
attend  and  speak  to  them.  While  at  dinner,  which  was  spread  under  the 
shade  trees,  a  sudden  shower  came  down,  all  grabbing  a  dish  which  was 
most  likely  to  be  damaged  by  the  rain  and  went  in  the  house  nearby. 
Brother  Basley  grabbed  a  plate  of  tomatoes,  knowing  that  a  storm  will 
damage  that  crop.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  again  in  this  session  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Grange  and  make  my  sixth  annual  report. 

While  the  meetings  have  not  been  attended  as  good  as  they  should  be, 
the  Granges  in  Morris  and  Essex  Counties  have  held  their  own.  Livingston 
Grange  No.  104,  Morris  No.  105,  Caldwell  No.  107,  Roseland  No.  108,  have 
for  28  years  held  an  annual  picnic,  called  the  Grangers'  picnic,  at  Verona 
Lake,  with  an  attendance  of  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  people.  This  picnic 
has  been  a  factor  in  keeping  the  above  mentioned  Granges  alive  and  pros- 
perous. 

Passaic  Township  Grange  is  doing  good  work  in  and  around  Myers- 
ville.  They  have  good  meetings.  Towaco  and  Chester  Granges  are  doing 
well  and  are  prosperous.  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  the  last  named 
Granges  as  often  as  I  should  on  account  of  ill  health,  but  hope  to  get 
around  to  see  them  all  once  more  before  the  end  of  1914. 

Some  of  the  members  advise  that  instead  of  individual  Granges  coop- 
erating in  buying  and  selling,  all  the  Granges  in  the  State  should  combine 
and  act  through  committees  or  agents,  as  we  could  get  better  results  if 
eighteen  thousand  patrons  asked  for  anything  than  if  an  individual  Grange 
with  one  hundred  patrons  asked  for  terms  or  prices  on  machinery,  fertilizer, 
seeds,  etc. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  Granges  of  New  Jersey  must 
introduce  some  new  issue  to  keep  the  Order  from  going  backward.  Central 
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District  Pomona  is  in  good  condition,  having  good  meetings  and  increas- 
ing in  membership  each  year.

The  conditions  were  such  that  it  could  not  be  avoided,  but  I  have  good 
hope  that  just  this  Grange  may  come  to  life  again  in  the  future,  as  a  number 
of  members  have  taken  demit  cards  before  giving  up  the  charter  and 
joined  a  nearby  Grange  in  Bergen  County. 

I  also  hope  that  a  year  from  now  we  can  report  a  new  Grange  in  Pas- 
saic County.  The  other  Granges  in  the  county  are  in  good,  healthy  condi- 
tion, financially  as  well  as  socially.  Those  having  debts  on  their  property 
have  again  paid  some  of  it,  and  their  socials  and  fairs  held  are  patronized 
more  every  year.    Their  meetings  were  fairly  well  attended  and  full  of  life. 

By  losing  one  Grange  I  cannot  boast  of  gaining  members  though  the 
other  Granges  have  added  new  names  on  their  lists. 

Bergen  Pomona  Grange,  No.  11,  met  with  Wayne  Township  Grange 
in  September,  where  lively  discussions  about  farmers'  problems  were  held, 
and  another  class  was  initiated  in  the  fifth  degree.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  here  in  these  State  Grange  Ses- 
sions and  report  the  Grange  in  Salem  County  in  a  good,  prosperous  condi- 
tion. While  two  of  our  nine  Granges  are  not  doing  as  well  as  desirable  the 
seven  others  are  progressing  all  of  the  time.  Our  territory  is  fairly  well 
taken  up  and  we  have  not  attempted  to  organize  any  new  Granges  during 
the  year. 

Our  Pomona  Grange  is  growing  in  numbers  and  influence.  We  think 
that  building  up  the  Pomona  and  making  it  a  power  in  the  county  and 
State  will  help  to  bring  our  leading  farmers  all  to  the  Grange.  My  work 
as  Deputy  has  been  somewhat  at  a  standstill  since  installing  the  officers  at 
several  of  the  Granges  last  January,  owing  to  the  fact  that  I  hoped  to 
receive  the  new  codes  we  talked  so  much  of  and  start  out  with  something 
new  to  talk  about.  The  codes  have  not  appeared  and  the  work  has  been  put 
off  from  week  to  week  until  we  are  here  again  in  State  Grange  with  a  lot 
of  planned  visits  not  made.  But  the  fact  that  some  work  has  not  been 
accomplished  that  should  have  been  done  will  give  our  Deputy  for  1915 — 
whoever  he  may  be — an  incentive  to  work  that  much  harder. 

Now,  Worthy  State  Master,  Brother  Deputies  and  Worthy  Masters  of 
Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges,  let  us  pull  together  and  make  this  the 
most  profitable  meeting  of  State  Grange  we  have  had.  So  that  when  we  go 
back  home  we  can  look  our  brother  farmers  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Grange  straight  in  the  face  and  say  our  Order  is  the  greatest  and  grandest 
under  the  sun.    And  put  it  up  to  them  to  join  us.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Deputy  for  Somerset  County  for  the  year 

1914  I  can  say  that  the  Order  in  this  County  is  in  fully  as  good  a  condition, 

if  not  a  little  better,  than  it  was  last  year. 

Although  I  have  no  new  Granges  to  report,  I  have  tried  to  give  the 
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most  of  my  time  to  the  weaker  Granges.  I  might  say  in  this  connection 
that  Millstone  Valley,  No.  169,  which  was  in  a  very  weak  condition  one  year 
ago,  has  taken  on  new  life  and  have  a  number  of  candidates  to  be  initiated 
at  their  next  meeting. 

Our  county  lost  a  good  Granger  in  the  death  of  our  Worthy  Brother 
A.  G.  Van  Nest,  member  of  the  State  Executive  Committee  and  Master  of 
Middlesex  and  Somerset  Pomona  Grange.  He  is  greatly  missed  through- 
out the  entire  county.  The  annual  excursion  of  Middlesex  and  Somerset 
Pomona  Grange  and  the  Middlesex  County  Board  of  Agriculture  was  very 
well  attended  this  year,  in  fact  we  had  to  leave  several  hundred  on  the 
dock  because  there  was  no  room  for  them,  although  we  had  a  boat  with  a 
capacity  of  1,100.  We  cleared  about  $150  above  expenses.  This  amount 
was  divided  as  follows:  $20  to  the  Middlesex  County  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  $40  to  the  Pomona  Grange,  the  balance  to  be  placed  with  our  Outing 
Fund,  which  is  now  about  $400.  This  gives  us  a  good  reserve  for  a  rainy 
day.

It  seems  but  a  short  time  since  last  we  met  at  this  beautiful  resort  in 
annual  session.  But  in  reading  the  reports  of  the  different  States  we  find 
there  has  been  good  work  done  in  nearly  all  by  the  Masters  and  Deputies. 

Sussex  County  in  District  No.  1  seems  to  be  keeping  alive  in  Grange 
work.  While  no  new  Granges  have  been  organized,  still  the  year  has  been 
one  of  growth  and  profit  in  nearly  all  of  the  Granges. 

Wantage  Grange,  No.  78,  has  made  the  largest  gain  in  membership.  It 
is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  county.  The  meetings  have  been  well  attended 
and  profitable  to  its  members.  In  visiting  the  Granges  I  find  them  doing

The  Pomona  Grange  has  had  four  regular  meetings  during  the  year, 
the  last  of  which  was  held  in  the  Borough  of  Sussex,  October  3,  as  guests 
of  Wantage  Grange.  At  that  time  a  large  collection  of  farm  products  was 
exhibited.  A  committee  from  Wantage  Grange  had  charge  of  the  exhibit. 
Pomona  Grange  offered  a  prize  of  $15  to  the  Subordinate  Grange  making 
the  largest  exhibit.

Grange  called  to  order  at  9.30  in  the  fourth  degree  by  Worthy  Master 
G.  W.  F.  Gaunt.

The  Committee  on  Education  appointed  at  Session  of  1913  read  the 
following  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  EDUCATION. 

To  Worthy  Master  and  Officers  of  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  Annual  Session  of  New  Jersey  State 

Grange  of  1913,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  met  in  the  sun  parlor  of  Steel  Pier,  December  4,  1913, 

with  25  members  present,  and  chose  the  following  officers: 

Chairman — Brother  Albert  Heritage. 
Secretary — Brother  J.  S.  Dilts. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  there  be  a  meeting  of  this  Committee  at 
a  date  to  be  set  by  the  chair  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committees 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  send  a 
letter  to  each  member  of  the  Committee,  requesting  him  to  ascertain  the 
matters  which  relate  to  his  respective  county  and  report  the  same  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  the  Trenton  House, 
Trenton,  on  January  19,  1914,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman, 
Brother  Albert  Heritage,  twenty-seven  members  of  the  Committee  being 
present. 

A  discussion  of  the  Tenure  of  Office  Law,  Transportation  Law  and 
Building  Code  were  the  chief  problems  of  interest. 
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Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  be  asked 
to  formulate  a  plan  to  do  away  with  the  abuse  of  the  "Tenure  of  Office 
Law." 

Brother  E.  T.  Bush  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted: 

(See  Resolutions). 

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act,"  etc. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc. 

That  in  every  county  of  this  State  each  school  district  exclusive  of 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  class,  may  choose  at  the  annual  election  in 
November,  one  commissioner  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  as  a 
member  of  a  body  to  be  made  up  of  persons  so  elected,  and  to  be  known 
as  the  County  Board  of  Educational  Appeals.  Each  candidate  for  com- 
missioner shall  be  nominated  as  an  independent,  and  in  no  case  as  a  party 
candidate. 

The  members  of  such  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation;  but 
their  necessary  expenses,  when  attending  the  meetings  of  said  Board,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  upon  presentation  of  bills  properly  itemized. 

The  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be  ex-ofificio 
President  of  such  Board  until  the  members  thereof  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
elect  some  other  person,  not  of  their  number,  as  President  for  one  year, 
said  President,  whether  County  Superintendent  or  some  other  person,  to 
have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  an  equal  division. 

Said  Board  shall  meet  annually  at  the  county  seat  on  the  second  Satur- 
day in  December,  and  shall  annually  at  such  place  as  they  may  select  on  the 
second  Saturday  in  July,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  call  of  the  President 
to  not  more  than  two  additional  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  said  Board  shall  be:  To  decide  all  differ- 
ences that  may  have  arisen  between  a  local  Board  of  Education  or  a  local 
community  and  the  State  Department,  State  Commissioner  or  State  Board 
of  Education  concerning  such  matters  of  local  concern  as: 

1.  The  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  house. 

2.  The  financial  ability  of  the  district  to  bear  the  expense  of  the 
building  proposed. 

3.  The  site  for  such  building. 

4.  The  size,  character,  material  and  necessary  expense  of  such  building. 
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5.  The  necessity  for  remodeling  or  enlarging  any  school  house. 

6.  The  character  and  necessary  expense  of  such  change,  enlargement 
or  remodeling. 

7.  All  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  erection  and  remodeling  of  school 
houses;  provided,  that  said  Board  shall  have  no  power  to  approve  any  plan 
that  violates   existing   sanitary   or   protective  laws. 

A  majority  of  the  members,  who  shall  first  have  taken  an  oath  impar- 
tially to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  matter  shall  be 
taken  up  or  considered  by  said  Board  of  Appeals  until  sufficient  evidence 
has  been  presented  that  the  State  authorities  and  the  local  Board  or  the 
community  affected  are  not  able  to  agree  upon  a  plan  of  action;  and  the 
clerk  of  the  local  Board  of  Education,  when  so  directed  by  such  Board, 
shall  lay  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  oath  or  affirmation 
as  to  the  facts  in  the  case. 

In  any  case  so  coming  before  the  County  Board  of  Educational  Appeals 
the  State  Department  may  be  represented  by  the  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion or  by  some  one  person  designated  by  him,  and  the  party  in  opposi- 
tion by  one  person  selected  by  the  local  Board  of  Education.  Each  side 
shall  be  required  to  submit  its  case  in  brief,  with  plans  if  the  nature  of  the 
controversy  permits  plans,  and  reasons  for  the  position  taken.  After  hear- 
ing and  due  consideration  of  all  plans,  purposes  and  reasons,  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  decide  by  vote  of  the  majority;  provided,  that  if  either  party 
to  the  controversy  shall  fail  to  appear  or  to  make  the  required  statements, 
the  decision  shall  be  by  default  against  the  party  so  failing;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  said  Commissioners  of  Educational  Appeals  shall  have 
power  to  suggest  plans  or  modification  of  plans,  but  shall  have  no  power  to 
adopt  any  plans  or  modifications  so  suggested  until  they  shall  have  been 
approved  by  one  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc. 

That  Section  255  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "every"  and 
"shall"  and  substituting  the  words  "any"  and  "may,"  so  as  to  make  the 
section  read:  "Any  Board  of  Education  may  employ,"  etc.,  and  "Any 
Board  of  Education  may  adopt,"  etc. 

Be  it  enacted  that  no  charge  for  the  transportation  of  any  pupil  to  and 
from  any  High  School  shall  be  legal  unless  such  pupil  lives  at  a  distance  of 
more  than  three  miles  from  such  school;  and  that  no  charge  for  transport- 
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ing  any  such  pupil  to  and  from  any  railroad  or  trolley  station  shall  be  legal 
unless  the  distance  to  such  station  exceeds  three  miles. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  no  charge  for  the  transportation  of  any 
such  pupil  shall  be  binding  against  the  district  or  the  State  or  both  for  any 
sum  in  excess  of  fifty  dollars;  provided,  that  any  sum  in  excess  of  fifty 
dollars  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  transportation  of  such  pupil  during  the 
year  must  be  guaranteed  to  the  local  Board  of  Education  by  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  pupil,  before  said  Board 
shall  proceed  to  arrange  for  either  tuition  or  transportation  of  such  pupil. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  chair  appoint  a  Committee  of  five 
members  in  conjunction  with  the  chair  and  such  to  be  known  as  the  Leg- 
islative Committee  and  that  all  resolutions  of  law  be  referred  to  this  Com- 
mittee, and  that  this  Committee  shall  meet  with  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion whenever  necessary. 

Chair  appointed  the  following  Committee:  Brothers  E.  O.  Wettyen, 
J.  C.  Hendrickson,  Frank  Torbett,  John  Woolman,  A.  G.  Van  Nest. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  Committee  of  three 
members  to  meet  with  the  School  Board  Federation  of  the  State. 

Chair  appointed  Brothers  Fischer,  Bush  and  Rider. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  2.40  p.  m., 
when  the  following  were  discussed:  The  Building  Code,  which  the  State 
Board  of  Education  stated  that  their  intention  was  that  it  apply  to  new 
buildings  and  not  to  existing  ones. 

That  the  Tenure  of  Office  was  a  subject  for  the  Legislature  and  not 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  consider. 

That  the  Medical  Inspection  rules  had  been  changed  regarding  work 
and  pay  of  the  Medical  Inspector. 

That  the  State  Board  was  not  aware  of  the  abuses  in  the  condemnation 
of  school  houses  or  the  transportation  of  pupils. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  March  16,  1914,  in  the  State  House,  Tren- 
ton, and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chair,  Brother  Albert  Heritage.  Twenty 
members  present. 

A  discussion  on  Senate  Bill  No.  191,  regarding  the  employment  of 
children  under  16  years  of  age,  and  decided  that  we  oppose  the  bill  and  so 
instruct  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Your  Committee  met  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  2.30  p.  m., 
when  Dr.  Kendall  and  other  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
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spoke  regarding  the  Building  Code  of  Section  No.  129,  School  Laws  and 
Amendments  thereto. 

In  conclusion  we  believe  that  while  we  have  not  been  able  to  accom- 
plish all  the  changes  in  school  legislation  we  desired,  yet  if  you  will  make 
a  careful  study  of  the  recent  suggestions  and  changes  in  the  rulings  and 
decisions  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  us 
that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

By  cooperation  we  mean  a  working  together  for  mutual  good, — a  com- 
bining of  littles  to  accomplish  much. 

We  cannot  grow  in  goodness  except  we  are  willing  to  help  one  another. 
We  are  all  going  the  same  road;  let  us  go  hand  in  hand. 

In  cooperation,  where  the  true  spirit  of  brotherhood  is  the  motive,  all 
are  interested  for  each  other.  Circumstances  must  determine  to  what 
extent  and  in  what  ways  we  can  best  put  to  practice  this  principle. 
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It  has  been  thoroughly  demonstrated  in  our  State  what  can  be  accom- 
plished by  cooperative  effort.  We  have  as  a  result  "A  Grange  Fire  Insur- 
ance." The  members  in  some  of  the  counties  in  the  State  are  saving  annu- 
ally many  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  purchases  of  fertilizers,  seed  potatoes 
and  grass  seed. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  executive  officers  of  the  State  Grange 
of  New  Jersey  use  its  influence  in  favor  of  legislation  that  will  aid  coopera- 
tive effort,  and  exercise  their  highest  intelligence  in  the  adoption  of  some 
plan  that  will  bring  the  producer  and  consumer  closer  together.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TAXATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Taxation  submit  the  following  general  report: 
Great  minds  since  the  beginning  of  time  have  wrestled  with  the  ques- 
tion of  taxation,  and  as  far  as  perfect  equalization  of  taxation  is  concerned, 
is  but  little  nearer  a  solution  than  it  was  a  century  ago. 

At  the  present,  as  in  the  past,  real  estate  continues  to  pay  an  unjust 
proportion  of  the  tax  necessary  for  the  support  of  local  and  State  govern- 
ments. 

Under  the  law,  personal  property  has  exactly  the  same  protection  as 
real  estate,  and  your  Committee  believe  should  bear  its  just  proportion  of 
taxes. 

We  believe  in  an  honest  and  just  income  tax;  also  an  income  tax  that 
would  reach  perhaps  certain  professional  people  who  have  invested  the  price 
of  a  good  farm  in  an  education,  and  are  deriving  an  income  from  it;  and 
are  taxed  upon  a  few  books  and  office  furniture,  while  the  farmer,  who  has 
invested  his  in  a  farm,  is  taxed  upon  every  dollar  that  he  owns. 
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We  favor  also  the  present  method  of  taxation,  by  local  assessors  elected 
by  the  people,  rather  than  by  assessors  appointed  by  other  authorities,  as 
has  been  talked  of  to  some  extent. 

We  fully  concur  with  the  National  Grange,  that  all  laws  for  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes  in  all  States  of  the  Nation  be  made  uniform,  in  so  far  as  the 
manner  of  assessment  and  value  is  concerned;  and  that  farmers  should  have 
a  fair  share  of  representtion  on  all  tax  commissions  and  equalization  boards.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Having  come  to  the  close  of  another  year,  we  again  assemble  in  our 
home  by  the  sea,  as  a  Grange  family,  to  render  an  account  of  our  steward- 
ship for  the  past  year. 

As  we  review  the  year's  work  we  find  many  things  for  which  we  are 
truly  grateful.  Never  have  we  received  so  many  letters  of  encouragement 
and  help  as  during  this  year.  We  desire  to  express,  at  this  time,  our  appre- 
ciation to  the  Lecturers  of  the  State,  who  have  made  use  of  our  topics 
during  the  year,  and  sent  in  such  encouraging  reports.    While  doubtless 
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many  who  have  failed  to  report  have  used  the  material  sent  them  each 
month. 

We  have  sent  out  during  the  year  over  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  letters 
to  the  Lecturers  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  the  State.  It  has  also  been 
our  pleasure  to  answer  many  personal  letters  during  the  year,  from  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lecturers,  and  we  believe  that  the  seed  sown  has  fallen  on  good 
ground,  and  that  our  time  and  work  was  not  spent  in  vain. 

We  realize  we  cannot  always  select  topics,  every  month,  that  will  have 
the  same  interest  for  all  of  the  different  Granges  of  the  State,  as  different 
sections  have,  to  a  certain  extent,  different  interests.  But  we  have  tried 
to  have  some  that  will  appeal  to  all,  and  feel  grateful  if  we  have  helped  in 
some  way  to  carry  the  burden  of  the  Subordinate  Lecturers,  for  we  realize 
that  upon  their  work  depends  largely  the  success  and  prosperity  of  the 
Subordinate  Grange. 

As  those  familiar  with  the  material  sent  out  have  noted  our  topics  have 
embraced  a  broad  field — the  home,  the  farm,  the  State  and  the  Nation. 
Questions  of  public  policy  mingled  with  those  of  vocational  interest.  Ques- 
tions of  ethics,  education,  health,  happiness  and  prosperity.  Our  patrons 
are  broadminded,  deeply  interested  in  the  events  of  the  State,  the  Nation 
and  the  World,  and  keenly  alive  to  the  vital  questions  of  the  day.  Yet  no 
less  devoted  to  family,  home  and  farm. 

While  the  original  intent  of  the  Woman's  Work  Committee  was 
undoubtedly  to  furnish  topics  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  Sisters  of  the 
Grange,  still  we  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  thus  invading  the  realms  of 
the  busy  world  of  thought  and  action.  We  submit  that  while  woman's 
crowning  work  must  ever  center  within  the  four  walls  of  the  home,  the  day 
has  passed  forever  when  her  influence  and  interest  are  to  be  confined  within 
those  walls.  It  is  a  trite  saying,  "No  great  question  is  ever  settled  until  it 
is  settled  right."  Present  day  problems  demand  for  their  right  settlement 
the  best  efforts  of  mankind  and  that  includes  woman. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  referring  to  the  havoc  being 
wrought  by  the  terrible  conflict  now  raging  just  across  the  sea  on  whose 
shore  we  meet.  Think  of  the  condition  of  many  of  our  sisters  on  the  other 
side.  Wives  without  husband  and  sons;  daughters  without  father  and 
brothers;  children  hungry  and  homeless,  turned  out  to  the  mercy  of  the 
world.  While  we,  a  "favored  people,"  as  it  were,  have  been  guided  by 
the  Unseen  Hand  into  paths  of  peace  and  prosperity.    May  the  priceless 
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peace  which  blesses  us,  speedily  bring  relief  to  the  suffering  and  dying  in 
the  lands  where  now  the  War  Gods  rule.

Worthy  Secretary  John  T.  Cox  gave  the  vote  of  election  cast  for 
officers  on  Wednesday  in  detail. 

The  Committee  on  Farm  Labor  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  FARM  LABOR  COMMITTEE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

To  procure  competent  farm  labor,  at  the  present  time,  is  one  of  the 
hardest  questions  the  average  man  has  to  solve.  A  few  years  ago  it  was 
possible  for  the  farmer  to  hire  help  by  the  month  or  year,  but  as  times 
have  changed  the  labor  tends  to  leave  the  healthy  atmosphere  of  the 
farm  and  go  to  the  city  to  get  a  job.  Many  of  the  ambitious  young  men 
of  to-day  are  still  following  their  footsteps.  To  avoid  this  sad  condition 
we  recommend  that  our  school  system  be  altered  so  as  to  teach  the  oncom- 
ing generation  the  importance  of  competent  and  efficient  farm  labor.  Many 
of  the  counties  are  establishing  departments  in  their  school  to  teach  the 
fundamental  principles  of  agriculture.  To-day  the  farm  hand  who  finds 
himself  competent  and  able  to  manage  a  farm,  soon  begins  to  look  for  an 
opportunity  to  start  for  himself,  and  immediately  he  finds  himself  con- 
fronted by  the  same  perplexing  situation  as  his  former  employers  have  had. 

Therefore  we,  as  the  Committee,  believe  the  only  way  to  secure  farm 
help,  is  to  provide  means  of  teaching  our  children  agriculture  by  organizing 
corn  growing  contests  for  boys  and  gardening  and  domestic  science  contests 
for  the  girls.  Much  of  the  farm  labor  is  addicted  to  intemperance  and 
thus  their  stability  is  very  uncertain.  The  Employers'  Liability  Act,  which  is 
in  force,  makes  it  somewhat  hazardous  for  the  farmer  to  employ  incom- 
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petent  help.    We  recommend  that  our  representative  to  the  Legislature 

make  a  special  effort  to  have  this  act  amended  so  as  to  relieve  the  farmer 

of  so  great  a  responsibility. 

We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  our  Worthy  Master  in  his  efforts  to  have 

this  act  amended  in  behalf  of  the  farmer,  and  trust  that  he  will  continue  to 

use  eveVy  influence  against  this  act  as  it  now  stands.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER. 

To  the  Worthy  Master  and  Fellow  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

We,  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  the  Good  of  the  Order,  real- 
izing the  immense  influence  exercised  by  our  organization  for  the  good  and 
welfare  of  its  members,  and  recognizing  that  our  strength  lies  in  united 
effort,  take  this  means  of  offering  the  following  suggestions: 

First — That  any  resolutions  emanating  from  a  Subordinate  or  Pomona 
Grange  that  shall  affect  the  policy  of  our  organization  shall  be  referred  to  a 
proper  committee  for  consideration,  before  being  published,  in  order  to 
prevent  any  confliction. 

Second — That  our  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  act  as  a 
permanent  Legislative  Committee,  and  all  the  expenses  that  they  may 
incur  in  the  course  of  their  duties  be  paid  by  the  State  Grange. 

Third — We  have  noticed  that  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  is  caused  by 
the  inability  of  a  large  number  of  our  members  to  hear  the  reports  and 
resolutions  that  are  presented,  and  to  correct  this  condition  we  recommend 
that  all  of  these  be  read  by  some  one  with  a  resonant  voice,  and  that  he 
stand  near  the  altar  while  reading. 

Fourth — We  also  suggest  that  each  Pomona  Grange  make  an  effort  to 
have  a  trained  man  from  our  experimental  station  meet  with  them  at  least 
once  a  year  and  give  a  lecture  or  demonstration  on  what  the  soil  of  each 
particular  district  is  adapted  for,  and  that  the  farmer  be  encouraged  to  send 
to  the  Station  samples  of  their  soil,  and  any  plants  that  are  afflicted  with  a 
parasitic  or  fungus  disease,  so  that  immediate  steps  can  be  taken  to  erad- 
icate it.  We  further  suggest  that  each  Pomona  Grange  constitute  itself  a 
Publicity  Committee  for  exploiting  the  advantages  of  its  particular  section, 
so  as  to  increase  the  population  of  our  country  districts,  a  number  of  which 
are  a  closed  book  to  the  majority  of  residents  of  the  large  cities.  In  addi- 
tion we  offer  the  suggestion  that  the  Pomona  Granges  send  a  list  of  the 
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articles  that  they  can  furnish  to  the  other  Pomona  Granges,  with  a  list  of 
the  prices  at  which  they  can  sell,  so  as  to  provide  an  exchange  of  products.

of  this  dread  disease;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  attitude  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  S.  Fre- 
linghuysen,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  express  our 
appreciation  of  his  very  unselfish  and  generous  offer  in  the  emergency.

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Resolved,  That  this  State  Grange  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of  allowing 
the  land  owners  to  own  and  control  all  game  on  his  property  at  all  times, 
subject  to  a  closed  and  open  season,  fixed  by  law,  and  that  it  be  deemed 
a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  suitable  fine  for  any  person  to  trespass  on  any 
private  property  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  without  first  obtaining  the  writ- 
ten permission  from  the  owner,  and  we  recommend  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  Game  Wardens  be  appointed  to  see  that  the  law  is  strictly  enforced.

Your  Committee  appreciates  the  fact  that  they  can  do  very  little  in 
themselves  in  molding  the  Highway  and  Automobile  Laws  of  New  Jersey. 
We  realize,  however,  that  back  of  the  State  Grange  various  committees 
there  is  an  influence  of  a  very  large  membership  ready  to  assist  in  these 
highly  important  matters. 

We  highly  appreciate  the  efforts  of  our  Worthy  Master  in  the  New 
Jersey  Senate  in  behalf  of  legislation  tending"  toward  better  highways. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  action  of  the  Grange  throughout  the  country 
in  using  their  efforts  in  securing  Federal  aid  for  public  highways. 

We,  as  a  Committee  of  the  State  Grange,  again  emphasize  the  import- 
ance of  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  in  New  Jersey  to  appoint 
Committees  on  Public  Highways  to  assist  with  this  most  important  matter. 

We  believe  that  the  road  question  is  one  of  the  most  important  now 
under  consideration;  we  also  realize  that  one  of  the  most  important  details 
to  be  considered  is  the  method  of  road  construction.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

Your  Committee  on  Master's  Address,  after  reading  it  carefully,  report 
favorably  and  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  State  Grange  consider 
earnestly  every  suggestion  and  recommendation  contained  therein. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  work  assigned  to  the  Legislative 
Committee.  It  will  require  some  hard  work  on  their  part  to  obtain  any 
results.  We  think  that  this  body  should  let  its  Committee  know  what  is 
expected  of  them  and  see  to  it  that  they  get  to  work  early,  as  there  are 
many  questions  of  vital  importance  which  affect  the  interest  of  our  farmers. 

The  schools  are  an  important  factor  in  our  State.  Education  is  essen- 
tial to  success  in  agriculture.  While  we  have  some  school  laws  that  would 
better  be  revised,  we  also  have  some  good  laws.  We  believe  the  Confer- 
ence Committee  appointed  by  the  W^orthy  Master  at  the  last  session  of  this 
State  Grange  has  been  a  material  advantage  to  the  County  Boards  in  bring- 
ing them  in  closer  touch  with  the  State  Board. 

Taxation  is  one  of  the  most  disturbing  problems  of  the  day.  While  it 
is  necessary,  it  seems  difficult  to  equalize  it,  and  we  would  recommend  that 
our  lawmakers  discontinue  creating  new  offices  and  raising  salaries  to  fur- 
ther burden  the  taxpayers  against  their  will. 

Highways  is  a  question  that  is  ever  before  us,  and  we  trust  you  will 
devise  some  way  to  keep  our  roads  in  good  repair.  We  know  that  bad  roads 
are  a  menace  to  our  business,  and  those  already  built  should  be  kept  up. 

We  also  heartily  endorse  the  Worthy  Master  in  his  address  on  coop- 
eration and  its  importance  to  every  day  living.  We  are  all  very  much 
interested  in  cooperation.  Without  it  the  great  business  of  the  country- 
could  not  be  carried  on.  It  means  a  great  deal  for  Grange  work;  the 
principle  of  cooperation  comes  from  the  hands  that  made  the  heavens  and 
never  fail  to  bless,  so  long  as  we  are  honest  one  to  another. 

We  cannot  call  your  attention  to  any  one  of  the  Master's  topics  set 
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forth  in  his  address  more  than  another,  as  they  are  all  of  vital  interest  to  us, 
and  we  urge  this  body  assembled  here  to-day  to  take  up  these  matters  and 
discuss  them  to  the  best  interest  of  all.

Whereas,  We  are  fully  confident,  from  information  and  belief,  that  these 
fires  originate  from  three  sources,  viz.,  sparks  from  locomotives,  careless- 
ness of  people  in  burning  brush  or  rubbish  in  dry  times  and  dangerous 
places,  but  by  far  the  greater  number  from  gunners  smoking  while  hunting; 
and 

Whereas,  Under  present  conditions  the  existence  of  woodland  is  a 
menace  to  the  owner  and  to  surrounding  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  but  one  of  two  courses  for  us  to  pursue 
under  existing  conditions:  Cut  off  and  clear  up  our  woodland,  or  shut 
down  and  positively  prohibit  trespassing  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  or  under 
any  other  pretext  whatever;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  amending  of  existing  laws  and  the  enact- 
ment of  such  new  legislation  as  will  very  much  better  safeguard  our  wood- 
land and  encourage  property  owners  to  maintain  their  forests;  and  be  it

First — We  wish  to  approve,  in  so  far  as  this  Committee  is  able  to  do  so, 
the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Education. 
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Second — Your  Committee  would  have  greater  care  used  in  the  selec- 
tion of  local  Boards  of  Education;  thereby  eliminating  many  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  the  modes  of  transporting  the  pupils  of  elementary  schools, 
in  the  conditions  of  school  buildings,  and  in  the  moral  atmosphere  of  each 
school. 

Third — The  work  of  the  Corn  Clubs  and  Canning  Clubs  is  commended 
as  a  stepping-stone  to  the  study  of  Agriculture  in  elementary  schools. 

Fourth — Credits  for  manual  work  clone  in  the  home  should  not  be 
applied  to  any  one  study,  but  should  be  added  to  the  marks  for  each  pupil's 
general  average.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Grange: 

There  seems  to  have  been  very  little  business  before  this  session  of  the 
State  Grange  for  the  Agricultural  Committee  to  act  on. 

Agriculture  in  this  State  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  Farmers 
are  studying  the  needs  of  the  soil,  using  chemicals  and  lime  to  develop  and 
supply  the  elements  of  fertility  available  for  growing  full  crops. 

Great  interest  is  taken  in  cover  crops  and  other  legumes  for  supplying 
nitrogen  and  humus  to  the  soil.  Successful  irrigating  plants  have  been 
installed  in  different  parts  of  the  State  to  supply  moisture  to  growing  truck 
crops  and  strawberries. 

Boys'  corn  and  potato  contests  have  been  conducted,  and  create  rivalry 
between  the  boys  to  see  who  can  get  the  most  out  of  the  soil  at  least 
expense. 

We  recommend  that  agriculture  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  in  con- 
nection with  school  work  or  in  the  rural  districts  for  at  least  three  months 
in  the  year.  We  feel  that  this  would  give  the  farmer  boy  with  limited  means 
an  advantage  of  a  short  course  in  agriculture,  which  he  is  now  deprived  of. 
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We  believe  that  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  Institutes  and  County 
Boards,  through  their  officers,  and  instructors  from  the  Agricultural  College 
at  New  Brunswick  give  the  farmers  of  New  Jersey  an  unusual  good  chance 
to  study  agriculture.  We  also  recommend  that  each  county  employ  a  Farm 
Demonstrator  to  help  the  agriculturist  study  his  needs  and  crops  that  his 
soil  is  adapted  to.
